known history that they can impose on gentile nations fantastic 
programs of subversion, and who are utterly careless of the cost 
of their acts in terms of gentile life and property : whose aim is 


to divide and destroy that they may rule.

Jewish Psychological Warfare 

Soon after Christianity first was taken to Koine and into 
the Roman provinces, by both Jews and gentiles, 'here began 
a mass infiltration of the new religion by Jewish agents of what 
the Jewish writer Marcus Eli Ravage in recent years has de¬ 
scribed as "psychological warfare" ngnmst the great gentile 
empire. At the time of Christ’s birth there were several million 
Jews scattered among the more prosperous cities of the empire. 
They had made hundreds of thousands of proselytes—gentile 
converts to a limited form of Judaism, without the requirement 
of circumcision and apparently without intermarrying, or with 
little intermarrying (for the rabbis and their then growing I ahnud 
forbade intermarriage with "the uncivcumcised” no less than 
today), 

While there were certain distinct advantages accruing fo 
Jews and proselytes—such as exemption from military duty and 
close commercial tics—there arose about the time of the birth of 
Christ a new incentive for organizing gentiles inside the empire: 
a new hatred by Jews for Rome. 

It arose in this way: jews and the ancestors of the Arabs 
were constantly warring among themselves, while the Jews were 
also enjoying civil strife; and certain Jews requested protection 
from Rome—just as Zionists welcomed protection of British 
soldiers for years in our time. Obliging the suppliants, Rome 
set over Palestine o letrarch named Herod, Semitic but 
not Jewish. Apparently the Jews had expected the appointment 
of some lineal descendant of the House of David; they were 
offended by the appointment. Policing the family row proved 
a thankless job for the Romans no less than for the British. 1 In; 
Jews began turning on Rome, generating an incendiary cyclone 
of hatred. 

Like Subversion of Roman Empire 

The Jews were trying to find leadership, military and 
psychological, with which to drive out the Romans and ayengc 
themselves on the empire when Jesus of N'azarclh appeared. 1 hey 
looked Him over hopefully but found that He offered a spiritual 
rather than a material kingdom, and in anger at His unorthodoxy, 
in a storm of smear and misrepresentation, they disposed of Him. 

As Christianity gained converts in Rome, Jewish anti-Rome 
political agents captured much of the. movement. 

Wrote Ravage, in the Century Magazine, hcb. 1928:

Genuine Christianity in no way contemplates selr-destruc- 
lipn— the destruction of a race or a great civHfzation; but such 
was the effect of distortions of the creed by subversive agents 
pf Jerusalem. 


Failure of Roman Internationalism 

In A.D. 70 Vespasian lost patience with the trouble makers 
and destroyed Jerusalem. Ravage pointed out that this act only 
angered the Jews ; all the more, intensifying what we might call 
the '‘cold war.” Again in A.D. 105 Jerusalem was destroyed, 
fe population scattered throughout (the Empire. I his act on y 
scattered the fire. Now it broke Soul among the many Jewish 
communities of the empire in a variety of forms, many sects 
springing up imposing on tolerance, actually breeding hatred. 
Jews everywhere became agents of a movement undermining 
the very foundations of Rome. I 

The original Romans had been a race^ of great energy, 
constructive imagination, a sense of justice, They had migrated 
probably from Central Europe, blpnd aryans And blood brothers 
to the ancestors of the present-day Anglo-Saxons and Germanic 
peoples.

An economic program—tpday called Socialism—was car¬ 
ried into Rome along with the invasion and distortion of Chris¬ 
tianity. By the end of the third century an emperor (Diocletian) 
nationalized industry, fixed wiges and prices, erected an enor¬ 
mously burdensome bureaucracy, fixed imports and expprts, and 
thus pul masses of unemployed into the soup lines of his WPA. 

Internationalism, emphasized by the fomenters of “broth¬ 
erly love”—'love for every breed of man wherever he be except 
“the ruling; c.lass“—blinded the degenerating Romans, many 
of them now themselves halfjbrccds. They accepted all breeds 
socially. They came to pride themselves’on the thought that all 
roads led to Rome—as many Americans have been induced to 
pride themselves on the Melting Pot theme for America (the 
catch-phrase invented for usj by the playrighl, Israel Zangwell, 
whose people did not melt with the gentiles and who, himself, 
showed scorn for the people/and customs of his host nation). 

Jewish internationalism not only made Rome assume the 
obligation, to police the world in the name of world peace, pulling 
the world into a military tiraitjacket in the effort, but it made 
Rome the cross roads, thcfral mce of the world. Ihe obliga¬ 
tions of empire were such 1 that it could hardly deny its own 
subjects, whether Africans or Asiatics, the right to come and 
live and propagate in the Heart of the empire.

Meanwhile Christianity was struggling to purge itself. 

After the curtain went down on civilization, the masters 
of Jewish intrigue managed, in a long war of propaganda and 
terrorism, to whip almost every Jew out of Christianity. Unly 
a portion had gone into it, Following the lead of the first genuine 
Christians; the rest of the Jewj keeping alive a 1 almudic, anti- 
gentile, anti-Christie Judaism. 

Christianity purged itself for the next great civilization, 
which was not to rise on the ruins, but among the hardy Gcrman- 
ic-Anglo-Saxon peoples. The purge was too late to save Home. 

U is probable that the Romans would have destroyed 
themselves through slavery in the course of centuries; but the 
agents of racial subversion invading the new religion had im¬ 
measurably Speeded the day of doom. , 

In America we find amazing and disturbing parallels to 
declining Rome. Our forefathers made the same mistakes the 
pre-Christian Romans made, of importing dark slaves. Whether 
there was widespread Jewish influence for both commercial and 
political purposes in importing slaves to Rome, history probablv 
does noL record. Bui in the case of America, we find that some 
of the biggest slave runners were Jews. Philip S. Foner, leftist 
Jewish writer, in his Jem in American History, reminds us that 
the owner of the largest single fleet of tra'ding ships 'l ankee 
clippers!—before the Revolutionary War. was Aaron Lopez, 
one of the early American “Jews who lived outwardly as Chris¬ 
tians but secretly as Jews." Lopez made much of his great 
fortune out of the slave trade. The biggest slave market was 
owned and run by a Jew in Richmond, Va. 

Supreme Court Obliged Minority Machine 

If Lopez was at all conscious of his Jewishness, as he evi¬ 
dently was, and of the history of his people, he must have 
realized that he was helping build up inside the promising young 
Anglo-Saxon colonial empire a “minority” problem of which 
Jewish propagandists later could make great capital. 

Space is too limited' here to show how this problem was 
used in bringing gentiles to the point of violent conflict in the 
destructive Civil War; or to show how Jewish influence, in- 
eluding influence on the Christian church, generated brotherly 
love for the Negroes, to get them citizenship, while fomenting 
brotherly hatred for the Whites of the South, to deprive them 
of citizenship for several years of Carpetbagger rapine, terrorism 

and suppression. , , 

Lincoln had a plan, popular with the more thoughtful 
people of North and South alike, for resettling the Negroes in a 
Black Republic of their own, under American sponsorship. But 
agents of brotherly love (for the Negro against the Whites) 
blocked this, the only possible solution. The Negroes hod to be 
kept in America and given citizenship; they were, the most val¬ 
uable asset of the powerful, newly arrived horde of Jewish Com¬

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MEXICO'S REVOLUTION LEFTWING JEWRY PLEASED 

WAS LED BY JEWS THAT RUSSIA HAS A-BOMB 


Americans who do not understand the ancient conflict 
between political Jewry and gentile traditions and institu¬ 
tions should read an article, Sephardic Jews in Mexico, in 
the Sept. 23, 1949, B’nai B’rith Messenger of Los Angeles. 

The author. Dr. Adolphe dc Castro, glorifies the long 
memory, the patient waiting for an opportunity, in which 
after nearly 500 years crypto-Jews, living outwardly as 
Christians and taken for Mexicans, finally seized the govern¬ 
ment of the gentiles, gratifying their thirst for revenge on 
a long-dead king and Catholic action which had subdued 
their revolutionary activities. 

Many thousands of Matranos—Jews who went into the 
Christian church in Spain in the 15rh century rather than 
be deported—went to the Spanish colony of Mexico. 

"Here (in Mexico),’ 1 wrote de Castro, "they could lift 
their eyes to the heavens and tell the God of their fathers 
that they were true; that they will never forget, and that 
when the time came and they had gained power in the nation 
they would square accounts . . . They made no attempt to 
build synagogues or show publicly practices of the ancient 
faith . . . They could wait. In time they grew rich and 
gradually took positions of importance in the social and 
political life of the nation.” 

Finally, in 1910, after approximately 500 years, includ¬ 
ing centuries of good living and being treated as any other 
Mexican citizens, even unidentified as Jews, they seized the 
government, destroyed or hoarded up churches, confiscated 
gentile estates, turned Mexicans against Mexicans in a revo¬ 
lution which went on and on for years, spreading death 
and terror in the best Communist technique. 

Madero Was Jewish 

Still, not one American or Mexican out of a thousand 
knew that the leader of the revolution, Madero, was a Jew. 

Let the B’nai B’rith Messenger tell about it: 

"He (Madero) was a powerful orator . . . He took the 
masses with him, and one day, mounted on a white horse, 
accompanied by his loyal friends and followed by a scream¬ 
ing multitude, he rode up to the presidential palace and told 
Diaz to quit . . .

While most of America was shocked or apprehensive 
at the President’s admission that the Soviets had got the 
atomic bomb, there was exultation among leftwing Jewry.

The announcement itself was one of Truman’s great 
blunders, to be explained only in the supposition that some 
advisers friendly to Israel and the Soviet Union had tricked 
him again. Once more America witnessed the enigma of 
an incompetent one being competent to do inestimable 
damage. 

While the gentile world wore a long face at the grow¬ 
ing threat of an atomic war, the near absence of public 
indignation over the alien administration which had made 
secrets so easy for Russia to get, was puzzling. Have Amer¬ 
icans lost their public conscience?

Where is the Leader? 

The contributions of these two men to the enemies of 
their country are without parallel in history. Whether out 
of stupidity or eagerness to appease the powerful Zionist-

It may not be too late to avoid war. But rhe one man 
in the Western world who has the power at present to avoid 
war is the President who is committed to a policy of futility 
and bungling.

1. The President could rush small arms and supplies 
and a military advisory commission to China to aid rebel¬ 
lious peasants behind Communist lines, train and equip and 
help direct mountain armies in interior China, and make 
the Far East campaign unprofitable to Stalin. 

2. The President could encourage and supply anti- 
Communist underground forces in eastern Europe and Rus¬ 
sia, forces potentially able to harass and soften and perhaps 
overthrow the Moscow dictatorship (as this publication has 
pointed out before). 

These measures for subverting the Kremlin arc urged 
by some of our best military strategists; at comparatively

small cost they might break up the Moscow-dominated Com¬ 
munist apparatus. 

3. America's greatest danger is here at home—from 
pro-Moscow, pro-Israel and even anti-Moscow Marxists. 
The President, with existing laws and legal machinery, or 
with the aid of a willing Congress, assuredly could round 
up and deport or intern tens of thousands of dangerous 
enemies. 

Senator O'Connor, a Democrat, told the International 
News Service Sept. 25 that "official estimates of aliens 
illegally in this country range up to five million.” The 
Technion Society (described in the March, 1949, Intelligence 
Summary) openly "makes American know-how available to 
Israel” and its membership includes many atomic and other 
scientists. Dr. Albert Einstein, head of the American sec¬ 
tion of the Jewish Black Book Committee (of gentiles to 
be liquidated after the world revolution) is honorary chair¬ 
man of Technion. Pravda in 1948 called him one of Rus- 
sia's ten best friends in the United States. ___ 

4. The President could permit the proper agency to go 
ahead with plans initiated by Secretary of Defense Forrestal 
in the Spring of 1948, to organize local police against in¬ 
ternal strife, sabotage, atomic blasts and enemy infiltration. 
This program was stopped in its infancy in the Fall of 1948 
and Forrestal was driven out of the cabinet by the minority 
machine, with the aid of its character assassins, Winchell 
and Pearson. 

5. The President long ago could have completed the 
radar warning umbrella over the North American continent 
and he could long ago have re-fortified Alaska. Some 
mysterious power lias blocked the military men in their ef¬ 
forts to put these priority projects first on the annual list 
for Congressional appropriations. 

A Congressional majority would gladly support the 
President in such a program. If these efforts, honestly un¬ 
dertaken, appeared unlikely to prevent the atomic war, then 
the only sane thing would be for the West to strike before 
Russia could. The Comintern declared war on the capi¬ 
talist West in 1919; only a fool will sit and wait for the 
enemy to stockpile super weapons and strike without warning. 

What Truman Proposes 

_ _What is Mr. Truman doing in this crisis?_ 

1. He is sitting and waiting, giving the enemy the only 
thing it requires: time. 

2. He is pouring money into Europe's bottomless So¬ 
cialist barrel, chaining down the. American wage earner 
and investor alike with debt. 

3. He is sending $1,300,000,000 arms to Western Eu¬ 
rope, enough to do no good in an armament race which 
may cost 30 or 40 billions a year, but perhaps enough to 
tempt the swaggering Reds to seize the rest of Europe, 

4. He talks of giving atomic secrets to Britain and of 
storing atomic bombs at bases in Britain, though he has no 
assurance that the British wilt dare join us against Russia 
if threatened with atomic bombing. One may wonder 
whether this move is planned by Truman’s pro-Soviet ad¬ 
visers to enable and tempt Stalin to pitch the battle on 
Western Europe where bombs might finish annihilating that 
once-strong heart of Christendom. It is noted that Tru¬ 
man is leaving strategic Germany out of the defense orbit. 

5. He undoubtedly is pushing Congress into an arma¬ 
ment race—which will end when? Supposedly when Amer¬ 



ica is inflated SWmkruptcy or when Stalin shall havd stock¬ 
piled enough atomic weapons. For such is the logical ex¬ 
pectation of an armament race in which we are unwilling to 
adopt effective counter-measures or strike the first blow. 

Why docs Mr. Truman uniformly do the weak, inade¬ 
quate or inane thing and uniformly fail to do the logical, 
effective thing? Perhaps wc find the key to the "mystery” 
in a single example (reported in the December, 1948, Intel¬ 
ligence Summary): When some 3,000,000 Ukrainians asked 
for American help in their rebellion against the Kremlin 
dictatorship, Truman instructed U.S. officials in Eastern 
Europe not to help the anti-Communist underground be¬ 
cause it was "anti-Semitic.” 

This is typical of ihc whole complex of highest level 
presidential policies; the voice of Jacob directs the gentile 
President, while the world revolution spreads. 

Warning on Strategy 

It long had been expected that when the Soviets got 
the bomb, the motley hordes of revolutionaries—Zionists, 
Socialists,- Dubinskyitcs—would—help-Russia—and—Israel -irt- 
the attempt to frighten Americans into a world government 
nullifying the self-government of this republic. 

Fear is the one weapon mightier than the split atom, and 
in the very first issue of the California Jewish Voice (Sept, 
30, 1949) after Truman admitted Russia had the bomb, the 
editor took up this line, saying that with both nations pos¬ 
sessing the destructive weapon "it is to be expected that 
Israel's representatives in the United Nations will press for 
a better world. For there its (the world’s) fate will now be 
resolved.” 

In the same issue is published a Jewish Telegraph 
Agency dispatch from Rome which makes clear that the 
United Nations government is to be dominated only by 
Jews and their friends,' for the dispatch tells how a repre¬ 
sentative of Israel had succeeded in blocking an applicant— 
Germany—from membership in the World Federation of 
the United Nations Association on the grounds that "anti- 
Semitism is now just as strong in Germany as under the 
Nazi regime.” Spain, which refuses to be dominated by 
world Jewry, also is banned by the Federation. Little Is¬ 
rael, meanwhile, with political beachheads in 61 nations, 
apparently runs the Federation. 

The Communist dictatorships, despite some propaganda 
attempts to make the Kremlin appear anti-Semitic, are on 
thtr friendliest terms--with-Israel-in this Federation. - - — 

American leaders will need cool heads to keep from 
being frightened and stampeded into destroying the bombs 
and going into a Russia-Israel dominated world dictatorship.

The Regents of the University of California refused to suc¬ 
cumb to leftwing pressure which enrolled support of a great 
many teachers in trying to defeat a loyalty-oath requirement. 
UC teachers will be required to sign a prescribed oath or write 
and sign an acceptable substitute.

3, 1950, (page S, col. 2) wrote: "A former Soviet general claims that 
Joseph Stalin is of Jewish ancestry." 

It may be true, Stalin is well known, to be a Semitic- 
Mongoloid mixture (see picture); and be is married to the 
sister of Kaganovich, Jewish Commissar of Heavy Indus¬ 
tries (ruler over all the great industrial cities of gentile 
slaves). 

Many Jews think Stalin Jewish. Once in a restaurant 
in Hollywood, in 1946, when I said Stalin probably was not 
persecuting Jews, a Jewish woman turned to me and said 
with feeling, “Why Stalin is Jewish, isn't he?”

Mr. Ashberg, who was a well known Jewish international banker at 
the Nia Banken in Sweden and who helped finance the Bolsheviks to power 
and went to the Soviet Union right after the revolution in 1917, still is 
Jh.e banker for the Communist apparatus.

Rakosi still is dictator of Hungary. He is Jewish and considered one 
of the six most powerful Communists in the world. (See John Gunther's 
Behind the Curtain, 1949.) 

Slansky stiff is the strong man in Czechoslovakia, as secretary-general 
of the Communist Party of that gentile, anti-Communist country. He too 
is Jewish (as Gunther confirms). 

Ana Pauker, daughter af a Muldavian kosher-slaughterer (who moved 
to Israel about 1946) still is the dictator over the Roumanians. (For much 
about her brutal career and her Jewishness see Time magazine, Sept, 20, 
1948.) 

Jewish papers during the last two weeks of July, 1950, 
carried dispatches declaring Soviet Marshal Rokossovsky 
“anti-Semitic” and saying he had removed some Jews from 
the Polish and East German bureaucracy. Among those re¬ 
moved were Jacob Berman, who (as secretary-general of 
the Polish Communist Party) had been the dictator over the 
betrayed Poles, and Gerhardt Eisler, holding a position of 
power over the East Germans. But subsequent reports 
said these Jews had been called back to Moscow.. The 
maneuver here is quite clear: the Poles and Germans 
watched Communism rise out of the ghettos and are deathly 
afraid of it because they know the capabilities of its Jewish 
^directors for making gentiles destroy themselves. It is 
itcly necessary to make Communism appear to have 
purged itself of Jewish power before Moscow can win the 
cooperation of the Poles and the Germans. Meanwhile, 
Berman and Eisler can issue orders from Moscow as readily 
•£istcr ruled the Communists of the Americas from a 
hideout in New York. 

The recent exposes of Communists and spies in America have begun 
to alert our people to the Jewish character of the movement. And the 
Russians themselves are so violently anti-Semitic, after seeing the Jewish 
secret police and Commissar Kaganovich destroy or enslave millions of 
gentiles, that it is necessary for the Kremlin to appease and try to 
deceive them, os war approaches. A Jewish Telegraph Agency dispatch 
from London in the California Jewish Voice, July 14, states that, after an

And what could please the destroyers more than to see white men 
killing Asiatics and Asiatics killing white men? 

Communism can hold white peoples, as in Eastern Europe, only by 
fear of secret police; but in Asia it is finding fertile ground ; for its basic 
prcoc/imenf is haie-fhe-white-man. We now face the dilemma of having 
to fight all the billion and a half colored peoples of the world or else 
court them to prevent military annihilation. And in courting them, we 
will be in a difficult position in refusing to open our gates to Asiatic 
immigration. Asiatic immigration is the most important single political 
measure the Communist and Zionist machines in America (and their stupid 
too!, the Federal Council of Churches) are pushing. The crafty Jewish 
strategists want to flood our cities with yellow, brown and black races 
and breed the white man out of existence, the method by which their 
ancestors facilitated the destruction of Rome. 

There now is hardly a division of 
soldiers to keep Asiatic Communists 
from taking Japan. Nothing can 
keep them from taking Iran, to which 
ally our Maj. Gen. Lyman L. Lemnit- 
zer, as director of the Office of For¬ 
eign Military Assistance, the same Jew 
who blocked shipment of Arms to 
South Korea (see Newsweek, July 10, 
1950), reportedly had shipped only 
junk, worthless in military operations. 

Israel will permit itself to be captured by the Red Army, while 
shadow-boxing it to keep from reflecting on the loyalty of six to eight 
million Jews in America. Already I have seen indications that this is the 
method by which Chaim Weizmann, president, and David Ben-Gurion, 
premier, intend to throw the strategic Near East to the Soviet Union which 
they and almost all their fellow Jews now residing in Israel, helped to 
construct. 

These are the hard facts. Lei us not stick our heads in the sand out 
of moral cowardice, ff we are branded with that cheap little smear word, 
anti-Semite, for facing facts, the hour is too desperate tor any honest 
American to I finch. 

We need — -quickly—-to seite the initiative, especially in a world¬ 
wide war of truthful propaganda exposing the master-race fanaticism of 
the Communist Jews and their brutality, and swiftly organizing and arming 
with small weapons, the scores of millions of anti-Communists in Eastern 
Europe, Russia and China. 

Put MacArthur completely in charge of Asiatic operations, with 
billions to spend on propaganda and guerrilla armies. Keep Chino fig filing 
so Russia cannot consolidate it. Properly handled. Chiang's forces can take 
back much of Chino and so heavily engage the Communists as to make 
it difficult or impossible for Moscow to seize the rest of Europe. Send 
several million pocket-size radio receivers into Russia, China and eastern 
Europe via the underground. 

Rush millions of small arms to Germany; organize the Germans for 
guerrilla warfare; remove from over them the Jewish power (Butfenwieser, 
and Frankfurter's agent, John J. McCloy). Treat them like the fellow 
white men that they are. 

These policies reverse the policies by which Frankfurters tool, Dean 
Acheson , and aides, have brought us to the critical hour, Achescn has 
given ample evidence that he is a crafty, conscious Communist. He must 
be removed: then tried for rendering aid and comfort to the enemy. Even 
today, as our youths aro fighting for their lives in Korea and West Germans

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.CHICAGO' TRIBUhJi EXPOSES 
SECRET JEWISH POWER 

The three eminent Jews, Senator Herbert H. Lehman, 
international banker, Mr. Justice Felix Frankfurter of the 

United States Supreme 
Court, and Mr, Henry 
Morgenthau, Jr., former 
secretary of the Treas¬ 
ury, were pictured on 
page one of the Chicago 
Tribune, May 29, 1950, 
with the statement: "A 
person with highest 
State Department con¬ 
nections identified these 
three figures as the secret government of the United States 
Frankfurter was pictured as the most powerful man in the 
government, reaching into the White House with his pro¬ 
teges.” David K. Niles, Marxist formerly associated with 
Frankfurter and the late English Jewish revolutionary, Har¬ 
old Laski, at Ford Hall Forum in Boston, was named as 
"administrative assistant at the White House. Niles owes 
his government connection to Frankfurter.” 

It long has been known that Mr. Frankfurter, while a professor at 
Harvard Law school, indoctrinated hundreds of young Americans, Jews 
and non-Jews, with Marxism, and later succeeded in planting "hun¬ 
dreds of happy hat dogs" in key government positions. Thereafter 
if was easy enough for Mr. Frankfurter to appear pro-American, while

ft was Mr. Morg^mau who, inspired by his assistant in the Treasury 
Department, the tafe Harry Dexter White, born W'erss (buried by a rabbi, 
though White was a Communist!), sold the Morgenthau Plan to Roosevelt 
and Eisenhower. This plan was to keep on destroying Germans, principally 
by the starvation process, after the fighting stopped. It has made Germans 
hate -America so violently that it is now a question whether we can expect

PROPOSALS that America join 
a world government — proposals 
which, surprisingly, were given re¬ 
spectful consideration in recent 
hearings before the foreign affairs 
committee of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives — actually are sugges¬ 
tions that we ABOLISH THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 

This is made clear by the specifi¬ 
cations for the world super-state as 
set down by its advocates. 

Among a variety of extreme in¬ 
ternationalist organizations enlisted 
in the scheme, the principal lead¬ 
ers are United World Federalists, 
Inc., and Union Now, and each has 
prepared pamphlets outlining its 
ideas of how world government 
should operate.

That means foreign politicians 
envious of American prosperity 
and unshakably convinced that 
America is possessed of unlimited 
wealth, would DECIDE HOW 
MUCH TAXES WE AMERICANS 
SHOULD PAY without even hav¬ 
ing to CONSULT our OWN Gov¬ 
ernment in the matter, 


If you imagine we would not pay 
the BULK of the taxes to support ; 
a world government, consider the 
fact that we are ALREADY paying 
the bulk of the cost of the United 
Nations. 

The World Federalist program 
continues: 

"Such a world government

Politically Illiterate 

So our sons are fighting under the UN flag, though 
neither they nor the rest of us nor even the Congress has 
consented, The docile, easily deceived citizen already seems 
to have accepted the flag without a thought. The ease of the 
mayor of Santa Ana, California, my home town, is fairly 
typical. The mayor hoisted the UN flag in the city council 
chamber, under the urging of leftists, and when some of us 
protested he gave as his argument, “My son is fighting under 
the UN flag; it’s good enough for me.” 

Under clever propaganda,'our people have confused world gov¬ 
ernment—a world power machine—with world cooperation. They have 
the men who reach for power to set up the beginnings of a 
dictatorship instead of an association of friendly nations. If wo had 
had alert leaders, they would have set up a forum of "Alliod Nations" 
or "Friendly Nations," with no threat of world power over us. 

When the United Nations general assembly opened its 
current session in mid-September, Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson rushed to the meeting declaring with enthusiasm 
that now is the time to create a floating world police force 
to suppress wars wherever they start. He said he would in¬ 
sist on establishment of such a force now, at this session of 
the general assembly. 

After that, the next step is to persuade us to destroy 
our weapons of self defense. 

You may say, “But Acheson can’t get away with it. Any 
such agreement must be ratified by the Senate." 


There are two answers to that, neither of them comforting: 1) Tru¬ 
man and Acheson did not stop to ask the Senate when they placed 
our sons under the United Nations flag in Korea; they got away with 
it. 2) There is no guarantee that even if Truman aaks the Senate, (hat 
august, often confused and partially terrorized (by the Anti-Dofaaia- 
tion League) body will not ratify.

Russia could well afford to agree to international inspec- 
tion because—as matters now stand—she could count on the 
1 UN to appoint pro-Soviet inspectors who would report to UN 
1 only such data as the Soviets permitted.

For several years this plan has been suspected. It be- 
I comes increasingly evident. It explains in pail why the big 
\{ Zionist groups and leaders, historically inseparable from 
\ ' Communism, have been willing to indorse the United Nations 

1 (not the United States) intervention in Korea. 



It explains, too. why Acheson, unable to restrain his enthusiasm, 
said three weeks after the fighting started in Korea, when American 
youths were about to be driven into the sea, that "we" had made 
more progress in the preceding three weeks than at any other like 
period since the war, The shocking statement simply indicated—to 
those who understand Acheson's Communist mind—that he was look¬ 
ing forward to the build-up of the world police force. Truman even 
called the Korean action a “polico action." Acheson evidently ia the 
kind of Communist who. like many Rod ministers, believes the world 
can be made holy and utopian by police power, with the wiping out 
ol all opposition—the 'facials/ the "anti-Semites," the “reactionaries." 
In this respect he differs from his Tewish mentors, the real masters of 
the Communist apparatus, who plan the destruction as an act of 
hatred, in revenge for fancied wrongs, and who are determined to 
dominate the world. 

If we permit ourselves to be taken into the world power 
trap and destroy our own defense weapons we will quickly 
find that we have won not peace but a sword; the American 
people wi l disintegrate into slave labor camps, as the white 
Russians and Poles, the Balts and the Hungarians have done. 

I heard Senator Joseph McCarthy say late in September 
that unless we arrested the trend of the past five years, we 
would within five more years be under complete enslavement, 
suffering such brutality as Americans never dreamed of. 


U. N. Started in Moscow 

The final stage of the struggle is here. Acheson is set¬ 
ting up the world police framework now. We will have to 
stop him when Congress convenes late in November or in 
the January session. 

The truth still is our weapon. We have just a month in which to 
elect a Congress with understanding and courage. It is our job to 
show the candidates—and most of them do not yet understand—that 
the power over the White House is a Communis t-Ziomet power, and 
that the Communist Party and the Anti-Defamation League must be 
broken up, its agents Winchell and Pearson exposed and indicted, and 
Acheson and perhaps Truman removed. The future methods of the 
American people for stopping the revolution will depend on the out¬ 
come of the elections.

Permit me to urge that you write and talk with candi¬ 
dates, Senators, Congressmen, state legislators, local officials 
and community leaders, and furnish them literature. Interest 
them in digging into the facts. Many'of them at this late 
hour do not understand the revolution. 

For your convenience, I review briefly herewith the 
history of the United Nations, showing it to be an instru¬ 
ment of the Communist-Zionist combine; 

The first step (after the demise of the old League of 
Nations) was taken at a conference of Foreign Ministers, 
meeting in Moscow, in 1943, setting up the “United Nations 
Organization.” This step itself should have alerted our 
people. 

Soon thereafter came the Breton Woods and Dumbarton Oaks 
conferences setting up the International Monetary Fund and the World* 
Bank. Alger Hiss, since convicted as a Communist agent, was execu¬ 
tive secretary of these conferences and one of fhe key figures in shap¬ 
ing the world financial apparatus. We must suppose therefore that the 
bank and monetary fund are of very special interest and service to 
Moscow. 


The handful of powerful figures who worked with Hiss 
and who since have dominated the world finance machinery 
are Jewish international bankers and their tools. Among 
them is James P. Warburg of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., now devot- 







ing al’ his time and much money to promoting world govern¬ 
ment He is the principal influence in the United • 
Federalists. He is a nephew of the Max Warburg who helped 
linance the Bolshevik Revolution in Russia. 

His fellow Jewish banker, Eugene Meyer, became first 
head of the Internationa ’ bank. Meyer is considered a link 
with the Anti-Defamation League; his Washington l ost long 
has been accepted as a mouth-piece of that revolutionaty 
organization. 

Meyer’s successor was John J. McCloy, one of Ihe fav¬ 
orite pupils of the Marxist Felix Frankfurter at Harvard 
Law School and a friend and associate of Dean Acheson. 

The World Bank and the Monetary Fund are instruments 
of power over all nations “civi ized” enough to have to bor¬ 
row money. Note that they boycott Spain, the virulent anti¬ 
communist nation and subjugate the Germany which fought 
the U.S.S.R. 

Few citizens ooom to know that the sponsor of these world fi¬ 
nance funds are soll appointed. and not only act wilhoul consulting 
governments, but actually wrote into their charters specific rn.muull.es 
ouch as no other citizens enjoy, immunity trom Judicial processes; tram 
search, requisition and seizure: from taxation and customs on Fund 
assets, incomes and transactions.- from taxes on satar.es, emoluments, 
otc It is hard to boliovo.but by comparison wrth thoBo Jowush.world 
bankers tire American people are “second class cilisens' -to borrow 
a Communis, phrase. The world hank, with its ooll-appomled drroctors 
and their position above governments, clearly sots the patlern lor 
world government- 

In August, 1944, a number of Communist aiding 
zations were consolidated into "Americans United for World 
Organization”—"to fight for the establishment of a world 
organization with power to enforce peace and to oppose iso¬ 
lationist candidates for olhce." Every one of the component 
groups was either a known Communist front or followed the 
same line. The notorious Friends of Democracy and Fedetil 
Union Now were listed as affiliates. Official government files 
reveal that 36 officers of Americans United f °r w °rld Organi¬ 
zation, Inc., I tad accumulated a total of 432 Citations fo 
affiliations with Communist fronts. 

It was the key financial and political fixer for the Anti-Defama¬ 
tion League of B'nai B'rith, Arthur I. Goldsmith, who became executive 
secretary and boss of the new combined front. It was the same Gold¬ 
smith who, with another ADL official, in 1946 conducted from behind 
the scenes a filthy campaign of lios and distortions in Montana to de¬ 
feat the anti-Communist Senator, Burton K. Wheeler, for redaction. 

Goldsmith could not possibly havo become executive secretary, 
the key official, ol the powerful now Ct.mmsn.sl front for world gov¬ 
ernment without the consent and cooperation of the Common.. Party- 
The fact that the Anti-Defamation League never has repudiated h m, 
but smears as an anti-Semite any who attack him, .mpl.cates the 
League equally with Goldsmith in this gigantic Cammumst operation. 

The next groat successor to Goldsmith’s Communist 
front for wor d organization was known as Americans United 
for World Government. It was organized, also by Commu¬ 
nists tn the spring and summer of .945 while iHe San l ran- 
cisco conference was shaping the charier for the Unit d 
Nations. 

Al that time I was the Counter InteUigenco. officer for a 
wing of B-29S on Guam and found it my duty to read the 
mail of Communists, and suspected Communists and az.s. 
Several wives of Communists in our wing, evidently not 
realizing that Intelligence might be reading their mail, wrote 
in intimate detail of Communist meetings and actvities pro- 
nioUng world government and the new organization. One 
mentioned that she wa. . -Hing letters to editors under her 



Party name, which name she revealed by inclosing a clipping 
of one of her published tetters. Another exu.ted over bet 
success in organizing among New York City school children 
Students United for World Government. 

It is ol more than incidental interest thal without exception these 
wives and husbands were lews. From their letters I judged that they 
had been led into Communism principally in the belief that it would 
eliminate anti-Semitism and establish world peace. I got the im¬ 
pression-tram Ihoir viciousnoss toward Americans who wanted to 
preserve the republic and its institutions—that they expected to es¬ 
tablish peace by destroying tho so-called anti-Semites, who, w.thout 
exception, were the anli-CommunislS. 

During the same summer the UN charter was adopted, 
with Alger Hiss, as executive secretary of the conference as 
he had been at Bretton Woods and Dumbarton Oak^ Ih 
was one of the principal authors of the charter. I he United 
Nations, offered the American people as an instrument of 
peace and human welfare, was in fact the greatest of all 
Communist fronts. 

At the San Francisco conference an Internationa) BVR 
of Rights was adopted which reads in part: 

"Each slate has the duty to provide effective measures for the en¬ 
forcement Within its Jurisdiction of tho rights and Ireedomfl harem de¬ 
clared and the United Nations shall take measures lo carry out the 
provisions of the Charter to safeguard these rights and freedoms 
throughout the world." 

Every Hottentot and Siamese was to be guaranteed the 
"right” to "education" and "social security and health 
and sickness and accident” insurance “adequate food and 
housing", and a steady job! As soon as Americans began 
to say they were not willing to undertake to support the 
wor d’s two billion people, the Communists and the Zionist 
groups denounced them as racial bigots, white supremacists, 
anti-Semites, isolationists. 

Note the authorization of force to make people all over 
the world conform to the wishes of Comrade Hiss and asso¬ 
ciates—“the United Nations shall take measures to carry 
out the provisions . . .Here is where the world police 
force comes in. The sing e sentence above is in itself enough 
to give the United Nations police absolute power over the 
governments os well as the lives o£ all individuals. 

Looking back through the records wo see that one of the principal 
ligures working with Hiss in drawing up the International Dill of Bights 
was Joseph M. Proekauer, representing the American Jewxflh Com¬ 
mittee (partner of,the Anti-Defamation League). 

Knowing the background of the men behind this bill, 
intruding the known Communist. Hiss, we need not suppose 
that the authors’ hearts bled for the human race; it was just 
one more of those power traps baited with honey for the 
kindly, blind gentile. All we need do now to give Proskauer, 
Frankfurter. Acheson. Hiss, Warburg, Meyer 
absolute power over us is to permit our soldiers to be dumpc 
into a floating world po ice under UN direction. The gentle¬ 
men who pLan for us already have started the power machine 
rolling; it is up to us to stop it before it gains too much 
momentum.

At 10:10 AM., on 9/1/53 SAC AUERBACH, Seattle, telephonlcally 


requested that available Information concerning the background and activities 
of WILLIAMS be obtained and furnished to him telephonlcally by September 2, 

1953 (AM), if possible. He stated that this information was needed for the 
elder brother of President EISEHHCWER who resides at Seattle. 

WILLIAMS is reportedly active in publishing the WILLIAMS INTELLIGENCE 
SUMMARY which has a definite anti-Jewish policy and has attacked the EISEN¬ 
HOWER Administration. It is alleged to be similar to the old SILVER SHIRT 
organisation. WILLIAMS has a Post Office Box of 868, Santa Ana, California. 
AUERBACH stated he realized that Santa Ana was In the San Diego territory, but 
felt we had all the information regarding this individual. 

A review of 105-666 reflects considerable information regarding the 
pamphlets and summaries published by WILLIAMS. However, there is little or 
no background information other than to show that he reportedly is Major 
ROBERT H. WILLIAMS, Military Intelligence Reserve, and that he received an 
Honorable Discharge 12/21/50. He is also reported as a ghost writer for 
UPTON CLOSE. There is no other pertinent information available. 

A check of the Los Angeles RMCA failed to reflect any record for 

WILLIAMS.

EARL WARREN SPYING FILTHIEST LE<Al COURSE 
IN HISTORY OF MANKIND AS "SOURCE OF U. S. LAW" 


An Associated Press dispatch from 
New York, September 14, and numer¬ 
ous other newspaper reports stated that 
Supreme Court Justice Earl Warren was 
studying the Talmud with a conference 
of rabbis. 

The New York Herald Tribune of the 
same date ran a three-column pieture of 
Warren flanked by Dr. Louis Finkelstein, 
chancellor of the Jewish Theological Sem¬ 
inary and Brig. Gen. David Sarnoff, chair¬ 
man of the board of RCA (Radio Corpora¬ 
tion of America) and of National Broad¬ 
casting Company. The article said: 

"Others who participated in the discus¬ 
sions included . . . Samuel I. Rosenman, 
former New York Supreme Court Justice 
(and writer of speeches for the late F, D, 
Roosevelt and Harry Truman—RHW) . . 
—and .Dr—Sau l_Lie b er m ai 1 ,-Iiean. joL the. ra b- 
binical school of the Seminary," 

A Jewish newspaper reported that the 
Jews gave Warren a 60-volume set of the 
Talmud for which Warren expressed deep 
gratitude and said he would study it as 
the source of our law. 

It is hard to believe that even the com¬ 
plete proselyte Warren who owes his en¬ 
tire political career to the Jewish power 
machine, could be so ignorant of the or¬ 
igins of our law as to believe it came from 
Jewish sources. Propaganda to that effect 
has been increasingly thick for years, but 
it could hardly be possible that a man 
could get a law degree without some 
knowledge that the most important prin¬ 
ciples and concepts of American Constitu¬ 
tional law and government came from 
sources other than the Talmud. 

Examples of Talmud Law 

Talmudic law is coercive, putting the in¬ 
dividual in a narrow groove of hair split¬ 
ting legalism. It was from the old north¬ 
ern tribes of Europe that the concept of 
individual freedom came. All the "Germ¬ 
anic" tribes had this concept. The individ¬ 
ual was an individual, a free man. The 
tribe elected its king and his power was 
“'llmit&t“by'“cnstormif»d by ‘ ttier trlbak moots; 
or gatherings of the leaders of the tribe, 
who formed a Legislature, with veto pow¬ 
er over the king’s edicts. Normally, the 
kine^ promulgated no new law or procla¬ 
mation without first getting the approval 
of the tribe. 

This old Nordic concept of the freedom 
of man was maintained by keeping the 
laws to a minimum, and these largely neg¬ 
ative rather than positive and coercive. 
Unlike the Jewish law which told the in¬ 
dividual he must do this and must do that, 
the law of the Nordic tribes primarily said 
you may not do this and you may not do 
that. It was almost entirely limited to de¬ 
fense against crime and protection of prop¬ 
erty. 

Unfortunately for the tribes which re¬ 
mained on the continent of Europe, they 
fell largely under the influence of the 
Roman law of the later Empire, which had 
taken on the complexion of Jewish Tal¬ 
mudic law— as contrasted with the law 
of the Roman Republic, which was found¬ 


ed by blue-eyed northern tribesmen and 
based on the Teutoiiic-Celtie concept of 
freedom of the individual. 

The Angles and Saxons, who migrated to 
•the British Isles, maintained their tribal 
concepts of freedom, and were only slight¬ 
ly affected by Roman law. It was from 
these tribes that we have the institution of 
trial by a jury of 12 men; our constitution¬ 
al, limited government and our parlia¬ 
mentary system. 

The Talmud, though purportedly reli¬ 
gious and basing its Jaw on the Torah (the 
first five books of the Old Testament, the 
Jewish Bible) actually is the most im¬ 
moral and unmoral, and in fact the most 
sickening compilation I ever looked into. 
It turns one’s stomach to read it. By hair¬ 
splitting legalistic maneuvers, while ruling 
out some sex crimes, it excuses others — 
the most revolting, stomach-turning sex 
"crimes] 

On a photostat from the Library of Con¬ 
gress, Washington, D.C.. of English-lang¬ 
uage translations of Talmudic books (the 
translations clone by prominent rabbis) we 
find in section 52b of the book of 
Sanhedrin the following notes by the 
translators: 

"Our Rabbis taught: (And the man that com- 
mittoth adult cry with another man's wife, even he 
that c ommitteth adultery with his neighbor's wife, 
the adulterer and the adulteress shall surely bo 
put to death)." (I am using the peculiar form of 
punctuating shown in the photostat). 

The explanation or analysis is given 
thus: 

" 'The man' excludes a minor; 'that committeth 
adultery wilh another man's wife 1 excludes the 
wife of a minor; 'even he that committeth adultery 
with his neighbor's wife' excludes the wife of a 
heathen.' 1 ' 

This hair splitting analysis does not con¬ 
sider adultery wrong except in certain 
specified instances: A minor may commit 
adultery with impunity. Adullery between 
a man and the wife of a minor is ex¬ 
cused. Adultery between a Jew and his 
neighbor's wife is criminal and subject to 
the deat h penaltyfbut this'is beca use she 
is the wife of another Jew—and the above 
analysis specifically excuses adultery if 
done with the wife of a heathen. Thus, 
the Talmudic writings use the expression 
"man" to mean a Jew, and "neighbor" to 
mean Jewish neighbor; and heathen to 
mean a non-Jew. 

And it is legal and excusable to commit 
adultery with the wife of a non-Jew. 

If you have any doubt that the Talmud 
through and through treats the Jew as a 
man, but the "heathen" as less than hu¬ 
man, you have only to pursue a few of its 
pages. The Sanhedrin says so, quite blunt¬ 
ly. The translators' notes from Sanhedrin 
52d say: 

" 'Cuthcon' (Samaritan) was here substituted by 
the censor for the original 'goy' (heathen)" 

Thus heathen means goy, or gentile. 

The manner of executing the death pen¬ 
alty often was stoning, but unless speci¬ 
fied, a death sentence meant death by 


strangulation. Notes by the rabbis who 
translated the book of Sanhedrin tell us; 

"Strangulation was thus performed ; the con¬ 
demned man was lowered into dung up to his arm¬ 
pits.. Then a hard doth was placed within a soft 
one, wound round his neck, and the two ends 
pulled in opposite directions until he was dead," 

The filthiest sex crime is permissible 
against a boy under nine, by the edict of 
one rabbinical authority; but only against 
a boy under three, as ruled by another 
rabbinical authority, and the two differ¬ 
ent positions were analyzed in the notes 
by the translators of the Sanhedrin. It was 
a crime to commit the particular sex act 
against a boy above a certain age but no 
crime if the victim was below' a certain 
age! 

This is the Talmudic law which Chief 
.1 us lice Earl Warren of the mighty United 
States Supremo Court is - studying as the 
source of American justice and to which 
he paid high tribute. This is the legal, “re¬ 
ligious" and social code of Felix Frank¬ 
furter, who rules the Supreme Court with 
his proselytes. 

It is of more than incidental interest 
that the Angles, Saxons, Jutes, Goths, 
Lombards and related northern tribesmen, 
our ancestral kinsmen, did not even have 
a name for the above sex crime. This 
crime simply did not exist among our 
ancestors, who gave us our law. 

The Sacramento Bee, September 14, pub¬ 
lishing an Associated Press dispatch about 
Warren's three-day course in the Talmud, 
said: 

"In attending Sabbath ore services at tha sem¬ 
inary last night, the chief justice donned a black 
skull cap in keeping with both orthodox and con¬ 
servative tradition of keeping the head covered 
in houses of worship." 

Is there an. American anywhere so low 
he does not resent this odious descent by 
the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court? 
What can we do about it? Why not try 
a letter-writing campaign to editors and 
Senators and Congressmen throughout the 
nation, qimtlng^Ttr^Hrit-of-4rhe T TnlTrmd-and' 
showing that it is not the source of our 
laws or principles, but in fact is the great 
opposing legal force, threatening our free¬ 
dom. bending the court more and more 
toward Jewish and Communist type co¬ 
ercive law.

An organized movement of this kind 
could launch such a wave of political and 
racial education as we have never wit¬ 
nessed. It could sweep the Socialists out 
of Washington and make it unhealthy for 
the Zionist and Communist conspiracies to 
send agents into Negro communities to in¬ 
cite them and use them. 

It would cost money to do this job, sure¬ 
ly. Three or four millions of dollars a 
year; possibly ;» lit tie more. Just peanuts 
lo the great body of states south of Ihe 
Mason-Dixon line. Just peanuts, in fact, 
to some of the oil men. of a single one of 
those states. 

I believe if the southern leaders — bus¬ 
iness »nd political, religious and educa¬ 
tional — got together in some such great 
enterprise for their common protection, 
they would presently have their conserva¬ 
tive movement, anil it would cutcli on in 
other stales like a brush fire. Out of such 
a combined anil dedicated effort should 
logically rise a presidential candidate for 
1960. 

I intend to write a good many letters 
and send some more telegrams to Govern¬ 
ors and other southern leaders urging 
a movement of this kind. I wonder if you 
would be willing to do the same. We might 
start something.

War in Mid East is not likely yet, 
ac lease, not between Syria and Turkey. 
The! Reds want all the Middle East when 
they strike; and they have not yet suf¬ 
ficiently armed the Arab countries nor 
have they been able to induce all those 
countries to fall in line completely un¬ 
der Red leadership. 

But it won’t be long, at the present rate. 
Turkey, like Israel, is stronger probably 
than any present combination of Moslem 
states. The USSR must make the Arabs 


the strongest combination before allowing 
war to break out there. 

But the real key to the Middle East war 
is Zionist Israel. The Zionist papers in 
America seem most contented these days: 
they evidently see that in a year or two 
the Reds will have armed the Arab states 
and maneuvered to unite them in a war 
against — not Turkey but Israel. For such 
a war is the one and only way the Reds 
can unite the Arabs and throw them on 
the Red side.

WATCH BROWNEtL^&nother Tom Dewey By^960?

We are beginning to catch a glimpse 
of behind-the-scenes maneuvering for 
the presidential fight for 1960 in the 
GOP camp. The struggle may very well 
be a three-way tug between Knowland 
and Nixon in California and Brownell 
in New York. 

For it seems to this writer that Brown¬ 
ell resigned as Attorney General to run for 
Governor of New York, there to pick up 
the pieces of the old Tom Dewey machine 
which he, Brownell, had a hand in build¬ 
ing; and to challenge Nixon and Know- 
land for the 1960 Republican nomination.

■ wit h'-fixed- bayonet s in a o u p i - r- f 1 ra m a fclc- 
show to force the “integration" of nine 
Negro boys and girls into Little Rock high 
school. For this Stalin technique undoubt¬ 
edly made a powerful impression on the 
five million or so Jewish and Negro voters 
in New York state. 

It looks to me very much as if the Re¬ 
publican Party is going to be cursed with 
another Tom Dewey by 1960. 

Jews Urged to “Stop Knowland” 

Meanwhile Knowland is growing in¬ 
creasingly conservative in his speeches in 
California, where he recently announced 
for the Governorship in the 1958 elections. 
His position now is far more conservative 
than his voting record. We are reminded 
that Governor Goodwin Knight, too, was 
thoroughly American all the time he was 
threatening to run against the left wing 
Socialist Governor Earl Warren.

RE-REGISTER AS A REPUBLICAN IF ONLY FOR 
THE JUNE PRIMARY, (their emphasis) This wow Id 
be the surest way to stop Knowland from de¬ 
stroying the economy of the State of California. 

"This is no longer a fight between Goodie 
Knight and Bill Knowland. It is a fight against 
the terror that may lay behind Bill Knowland. 
We must beat him at the primaries. We must re¬ 
register as Republicans and vote for Knight. And 
above all wo must do if now and advise every 
registered Democrat to do the same. After the 
June primary election you can re-register to De¬ 
mocrat." 


In view of Knowland’s. voting record and 
his recent boast that he voted 91 percent 
with Eisenhower during the past year, he 
obviously does not deserve the compliment 
paid him by this hysterical appeal to the 
Jewish voters. But he is getting a buildup 
as a genuine conservative, while Knight is 
increasingly radical, and Brownell is rising

"Stiff, Eisenhower refuses to take the only steps 
which could keep the Soviets from using atomic 
sabotage against our industrial centers or having 
Red China attack us with H-bombs. 

We learned in March of that year that 
we at last had a hydrogen bomb, and April 
1, Lewis Lichtenstein Strauss (of the in¬ 
ternational banking, firm of Kuhn-Loeb & 
Co.) then head of the Atomic Energy Com¬ 
mission, publicly admitted that the Soviets 
had indeed exploded a hydrogen bomb in 
the summer of 1953 and that they had got 
ahead of us also in some important de¬ 
tails of the bomb’s production. The UP 
summarized Strauss's statement as follows: 

Reds _ Akead-JJy-19.50 - 

“When this country actively started the 
H-bomb development in 1950 scientists 
figured the weapon’s vital ingredients 
would be triple-weight and double-weight 
hydrogen-tritium and deuterium. Both are 
costly, particularly tritium. But after last 
August’s Soviet hydrogen explosion, un¬ 
official reports were heard that the Rus¬ 
sians had hit on something less expensive 
than the heavy forms of hydrogen. 

"In yesterday’s statement, Strauss said the Rus¬ 
sian explosion 'derived a part of its force from 
the fusion of light elements'. He added, 'There is 
good reason to believe that they had begun work 
on this weapon substantially before wc did.' 11 

Mr. Strauss might have added “Thanks 
to David Lilienthal." But Mr. Strauss could 
not say that, for he himself was one of 
the five-member Atomic Energy Commis¬ 
sion during the first two of Lilienthal’s 
three years with iche Commission. Mr. 
Strauss himself either had not known 
about the existence of our blueprints for 
making a hydrogen bomb (and that is most 
unlikely, in view of his identity and his 
standing among the revolutionary Jews), 
or else he was as guilty as Lilienthal for 
not having taken steps to make the bomb 
for the piotection of our country. 

'This~remind6r'shows that the Commun¬ 
ists got ahead of us with their concen¬ 
trated crash programs in super weapons, 
not with the advent of the remarkable 
and ominous Sputnik in 1957, but with the 
hydrogen bomb as early as 1950. This 
brings up the question: What other wea¬ 
pons have the Soviet scientists and en¬ 
gineers produced, with or without our 
blueprints since they took the lead seven 
years ago? They obviously have a sizeable 
stockpile of hydrogen and atomic bombs, 
enough, we must suppose, to blast our 
principal cities off the map. 

The Soviets have had all along the ad¬ 
vantage of an underground force in our 
country unprecedented in history, by 
which to place super-bombs in key indus¬ 
trial and communications centers, whence 
to detonate them by radar with never a 
Communist agent :in sight. We have had 
the big long range bomber fleet with 
which to deliver the bombs to the targets, 
but we had reason to believe, and reported 
to you, in January, 1954, that the Reds

even then had a trans-oceanle rocket wrwi 
which to delLver the big bomb into our 
cities from bases across the ocean. 

Does it not seem likely that the Reds 
by now have perfected and begun to pro¬ 
duce in quantities, their long range mis¬ 
sile? If they have a propellant — a fuel — 
powerful enough to put a 180-pound mis¬ 
sile five hundred miles into the sky at a 
speed of 18,000 miles an hour, is there any 
doubt or argument about their ballistics 
capabilities ? 

New Weapons Yet To Come 

We are now, or will soon be, fully 
matched or outclassed by the Red war ma¬ 
chine. As of now we must conclude that 
either power could virtually destroy the 
other. 

And thus we have, so very soon, ar¬ 
rived at the Wall of Time. We have lost 
— given away — the fabulous advantage 
we always had of destroying the Com¬ 
munist machine before it could retaliate. 

Time has proved us right when we 
warned that all Truman, Eisenhower and 
Dulles had to do to help the Communists 
was give them time. The all-important 
thing to the Communists has been to gain 
time to develop weapons with which to 
blast our cities. The administrations have 
given them that time by refusing to lift 
a finger to seriously injure them. 

The Truman - Eisenhower administra¬ 
tions thus, In the name of peace, have 
made possible the third world war, the 
Armageddon which is foretold in “The 
Jewish TJtopia” (and analyzed in my book. 
The Ultimate World Order). Unless there 
is a radical awakening and change of po¬ 
licy by the Eisenhower administration, 
very soon, it is inevitable that millions of 
our sons will be (drafted and sent to de¬ 
struction in the Zionist-Communist war, 
and blood will run deep in the streets of 
American cities, in the Armageddon plan¬ 
ned long ago by the Zionists. 

The Intelligence Summary is not re¬ 
viewing its many warnings with any boast¬ 
ful spirit; any man with one eye could see 
the hand-writing on the sky from year to 
year.

There was never any need or excuse foJ^Bl’hdV© is no nightmare which could 
the first or the second world war. Ths^nrighten the Soviet political and military 
record shows that both were deliberately leaders like a policy of counter-subversion 


brought about by a small circle of inter¬ 
national financiers who finance both Com¬ 
munism and Zionism as their gangster 
machines to throw the power of govern¬ 
ments into their humls. And ran there he 
any doubt as to the planned nature of the 
pending third world war? 

What can or must we do now ? 

The Soviets have (we must suppose) 
enough super weapons to destroy most of 
our cities; we certainly can destroy theirs.

We Still Could 
Counter-Subvert Reds 

The situation in Hungary, Poland, East 
Germany, Roumania and Russia proper, 
and the situation in China still is favor¬ 
able to us, if we resort to such strategy. 
Hungarian anfci-Communists were bitterly 
disappointed last year when Radio Free 
Europe promised them that Eisenhower 
would send aid if they revolted, then — 
during the revolt — Eisenhower and Dul¬ 
les publicly stated they would not. The 
President would have to convince these 
natural allies of ours that he would not 
again leave them out on a limb. 

Reports from 'China show that "more 
than ever before the hundreds of millions 
of Communist-enslaved people want to be 
liberated. Dr. Hollington K. Tong, Nation¬ 
alist China's Ambassador to the United 
States, was quoted in the Los Angeles 
Mirror-News September 3 as saying: 

"Within Communist China the domestic scene 
is very serious, with opposifibn mounting against 
the Red regime trom students, farmers and 
workers." 

Chiang Kai-shek made a similar state¬ 
ment early in August. 

It is unmistakable that if we saw 
Chiang’s troops onto the China mainland, 
their beachhead would be swamped with 
volunteers asking for weapons with which 
to fight the Red slave masters. 


Even now, the Viet ory-With out-War 
formula is the right one, and it still is 
highly promising. The “Intellectuals” 1 and 
“liberals” and pro-Communists and timid 
souls still will raise th© cry that if we 
start helping Chiang back to the China 
mainland or helping the Hungarian or 
other anti-Coramunist underground forces, 
We will start a war with the USSR. 

In view of the advanced stage of Soviets 
weapons, it is possible at long last that 
we would do so; we lutve fiddled away the 
many years we had when the Soviets could 
not retaliate. 

But if such strategy by America starts 
a war with the Communists it will bo only 
because the Communists at last are ready 
and would soon make war anyway. 

There is another side to this coin which 
it is just about impossible to make the 
one-worlders see: If the President, for 
once, adopted the policy of helping the 
captive peoples liberate themselves, the 
Soviet masters would be afraid to make 
war, fearing that our new policy would 
turn millions of Red Army soldiers against 
the Moscow regime. 


Unfortunately, the one and only sane 
course open to us is the one which the 
Communist-coddling Eisenhower admini¬ 
stration is least apt to pursue. 

But we can try again, with some slight 
hope, now that the USSR is revealing 
weapons and evidence of weapons which 
may wake up our Congress, to force 
Eisenhower to do something. 

Action in Asia is doubly urgent just now, 
as a diversion to stop the Red aggression 
in the Middle East. If Eisenhower so much 
as posed a serious threat of helping Chiang 
Kai-shek across the Formosa Strait, Mr. 
Khrushchev would be quick to quiet down 
in the Middle East. 

The Victory-Without-War course is so 
promising, so obviously the right and only 
one: let’s keep hammering at Washington 
to adopt it.

^ZIONISTS HARASS MINISTER JEWISH GENERAL TO 
AND RADIO STATION HEAD FIELD FORCES 


On Sunday night, August 21, Dr. James W. Fifield, 
minister of perhaps the largest Congregational church in 
the world., and head of Spiritual Mobilization (of 17,000 
ministers), a man of dignity and kindly spirit, discussed 
political Zionism for 30 minutes before an overflow congre¬ 
gation. The discussion, followed by questions and answers, 
was broadcast on the church’s regular Sunday evening spot 
on radio station KFAC. It was heard by an estimated 
200,000 Southern Californians. 

Dr. Fifield q uoted at length from an article in the Sep¬ 
tember issue of Readers Digest ("Israel’s Flag Is Not Mine”) 
by an anti-Zionist Jew, showing how Zionism is dividing 
the loyalty of Jews in this republic; and he expressed fear 
that Zionist activities are leading to a third world war. 

Jewish newspapers and the Communist daily, Peoples 
World, launched a vicious attack on Fifield and station 
KFAC. Harassing telephone calls to the station immedi¬ 
ately followed the broadcast, a procedure which normally 
indicates a pre-arranged plan. 

The effort to suppress free speech on the subject of 
Zionism was pushed by the Communist daily, which said 
in its Aug. 23 issue: "Shocked protests flooded radio station 
KFAC today as this community demanded that Rev. Dr. 
James W. Fifield be stopped from using the air waves to 
spread vicious anti-Semitism.” 

Threatened Radio Station 

Samuel B. Gach, columnist-publisher of the California 
Jewish Voice, heaped vituperation on Fifield and threatened 
KFAC. He accurately quoted the minister as saying that 
"Semitism creates anti-Semites” artd loosely reported: 

"He (Fifield) blasted the Jews for establishing a na¬ 
tional homeland and said the Jews had no right to take 
‘'Palestine"away from the Arab's.' 

"He said the solution of the Jewish problem was inte¬ 
gration in the community. Asked by a member of the con¬ 
gregation why Hitler slaughtered six million Jews, Fifield 
replied, ’that was because they were not willing to be inte¬ 
grated in the community’.” 

(Dr. Fifeld, in fact, added that the Jews inside Ger¬ 
many "were unassiinilablc.”) 

Concluded Gach: "But this is August—dog days— 
they come, froth and howl a little and go hence. Yet it 
might be a good idea for the program director of KFAC 
to bear in mind the present predicament of b’rer Richards.”

The world Jewish community had cause to be proud 
last week when one of its members, General Mark Clark, 
was promoted from command of the Sixth Army to com¬ 
mand of the entire Army Field Forces of this gentile re¬ 
public. 

The announcement was lost in the small type of the 
daily press, and it must be supposed that hardly an editor 
noted any significance in the promotion—which now com¬ 
pletes, except for the Navy, the taking over of the principal 
striking forces of the United States.._General Curtis LeMay — 
commands the mighty Strategic Air Force and David Lilicn- 
thal commands U. S. atomic weapons. (Clark is Jewish on 
his mother’s side.) 

The conquest of American land and air combat forces 
is no small feat for the masters of the Jewish community, 
whose world population is only a fraction of that of the 
United States. 

General Clark’s promotion was no surprise to some 
people. About February, 1942, a leftist who seemed to have 
contacts high in the New Deal, told this writer that Clark 
was "a future Chief of Staff.” Clark was then a Brigadier 
General, having been promoted rapidly from the grade 
of Major. By October of that year he was a Major General, 
and by December a Lieutenant General. 

He experienced hard going in the advance up the 
Italian boot, his command suffering staggering losses. He 
got no more promotions. 

After the war, former officers and enlisted members of 
his Italian combat command held mass meetings and tried 
for about a year to get a Congressional investigation of 
Clark’s alleged mishandling of field operations. 

Clark’s promotions were resumed after the fighting 
stopped. He was put in command of U.S. occupation forces 
in Italy. When the Jewish "Displaced Persons” problem 
arose in Eastern Europe in 1946, Clark "Vas transferred - - 
the command of U.S. forces in Austria, which was the gate¬ 
way for the DP entry into U.S. zones. 

Permitted Mass Crime 

Much of the population of Eastern Europe was trying 
to escape from the Red police. But the Jews were not 
running from danger; the war was over; their side had 
won; the Red Army stood protecting them. British Gen¬ 
eral Morgan and numerous Intelligence and private reports 
said the Jews had become "Displaced Persons” deliberately 
—that is, because of a deliberate plot to move them into 
Allied zones for redistribution to Palestine and elsewhere.

Since the Soviet Union objected to departure of gen¬ 
tiles, but was reported to be furnishing transportation for 
the Jewish "Displaced Persons” crowding up to the U.S. 
gate in Austria, and since there is no evidence of any loss 
of influence by Jews over the Communist regime, it must 
be assumed that the Soviet government officially partici¬ 
pated with Zionists in the redistribution plot which they 
advertised as a humanitarian cause to save suffering Jews. 

General Clark admitted the Jews in a swollen stream 
for over a year. 

At the same time, the millions of gentiles, Christian 
men, women and children running from anti-Christian 
forces, were turned back to the Jewish dominated NKVD. 

Many of these genuinely displaced persons and their 
kin had suffered under both Nazi and Communist occupa¬ 
tion forces in Eastern Europe. What became of them after 
the U. S, command discriminated against them because of 
their race, we can guess. 

While the Jewish masses were streaming through Gen¬ 
eral Clark’s command into American occupation zones, the 
Communist Party, the official Zionist body, the American 
Jewish Congress, the Anti-Defamation League and a multi¬ 
tude of other Jewish and Jewish dominated groups in the 
United States were conducting a powerful campaign for 
admission of "DPs” to this country. The campaign con¬ 
tinues—now calling for unrestricted immigration. 

Estimates, including some from Senators and Congress¬ 
men, have placed the number of "DPs” legally and illegally 
admitted to this country since the war at figures varying 
from a few hundred thousand to "a million a year.” No¬ 
body knows the exact number, unless it be someone of the 
Zionist High Command. (Ray Tucker has just reported 
that immigrants now are coming officially at the rate of 
16,000 a month.) 

DISTURBING 

Long ago it became common knowledge that many 
Communist agents were among the Jewish "Displaced Per¬ 
sons.” The whole movement was undoubtedly designed by 
*hc-strategists who map the campaigns for Communist and 
Zionist conquest; for it has served both machines in the 
taking of territory from the Arabs and in feeding the pow¬ 
erful Minority Machine in this republic. 

This publication would prefer never to have to impugn 
the loyalty or character of an officer or public official. 
Only a mind reader could say whether or not General Clark 
connived in the redistribution plotting on both sides of the 
Iron Curtain, and the criminal discrimination against gen¬ 
tiles. If he did not, then the job must-have sickened him, 
for it was the rankest kind of racial discrimination. In that 
case, however, he should have protested, even resigned to 
come home and warn the American people that their facili¬ 
ties were being so flagrantly and dangerously misused. 

If he did not approve of the subversive movement, he 
still permitted himself to be used in its execution. This is 
what makes his appointment to such high command dis¬ 
turbing at this critical time. 

At a time such as this, when Jews are so regimented 
against American traditions, it is unwise to appoint even 
the most unimpeachable Jew to a command so conspicuous 


that he will draw ffW and create dissension among fellow 
officers and the civilian populace. 

What is the Significance? 

As commander of American forces in Austria, Clark 
talked hard to Communist officials. We may hope he meant 
it. We must hope that he does not approve of either Com¬ 
munism or Zionism, puts no loyalty above loyalty to the 
United States, even to its traditions. 

But if he served the invisible Minority Machine in 
such a sinister maneuver how can we be sure he will not, as 
commander of all our sons in Army combat units, once 
more serve the machine, when the fate of this republic and 
Western civilization is at stake? 

That hour may not be far off. It now is more or less 
common talk in Washington that the British and American 
general staffs think the West must be prepared for atomic 
warfare at the hands of the Soviets by about 1952. 

Does the appointment of General Clark to command 
Army Field Forces have any relation to the nearness of war? 

A - JewT(Mekhlis) was the political commissar overThe 
entire Red Army during the early part of the war and per¬ 
haps is again. Arab Intelligence last year reported that 
a Jew from the Red Army was in command of Israel’s field 
forces. 

Now our principal combat units, excepting the Navy, 
are under Jewish command. 

Is there any special reason at this time why Felix Frank¬ 
furter and David Niles (Neyhaus, the Marxist revolution¬ 
ary who has lived in the White House for several years, as 
B’nai B’rith advisor to Presidents) must have their protege, 
Dean Achcson, in charge of the State Department and 
their protege, John J. McCloy, in charge of the strategic 
U.S. zone in Germany? 

Do these developments, coupled with the now generally 
conceded Soviet progress in atomic bombs, have any rela¬ 
tion to the campaign by which die Anti-Defamation League 
radio spokesmen, Pearson and Winchell, drove Secretary 
of Defense Forrestal to retirement and suicide after he tried 
to prevent Zionists from blocking us away from the oil of 
the Near and Middle East, which Russia can take in about 
48 hours? 

We can only speculate on these dark questions, for 
there seems to be no high official, no branch of govern¬ 
ment to which we can turn for information or corrective

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COHEN GANG BELIEVED 
FRONT FOR "BIG SHOTS" 

Cohen and aides, interested in the lucrative bookmak¬ 
ing and other rackets, have made Los Angeles police look 
futile, have outsmarted the District Attorney and the sher¬ 
iff, and have made some progress in creating public sym¬ 
pathy by such devices as buying and giving to an elderly 
woman the cottage which she had lost. 

In the investigation, already more than two years old, 
it is impossible to tell whether or not police, high and low, 
were involved in racketeering. It is impossible for the 
public to know whether the grand jury, which turned the 
heat off Cohen and onto police, was what it should have 
been. Confusion is complete; the people do not know whom 
they can trust. 

One section of Los Angeles police succeeded in plant¬ 
in g a micropho ne in Cohen’s new hous e and made rccord- 
ings for a year. But nothing came of the recordings; the 
mayor, the sheriff, the District Attorney claim they never 
were told about the recordings and only found out about 
them last month, more than a year after Cohen had dis¬ 
covered the microphone. 

A transcript of the recordings reportedly was sold 
to Cohen for #20,000 about die time he discovered the 
hidden microphone, but nobody has named the seller of 
the transcript. 

When the DA heard about the recordings he demanded 
and got them. Later he said somebody had held out 14 
records. He got them, then pronounced them "duds” 
Again he said five "hot” ones were still missing. To date 
he has not found them. 


High Priest of Gambling 

American gangland, since the coming of the Roosevelt 
New Deal, has been taken almost entirely away from the 
Mafia, an importation from Sicily, perfected under the lace 
Scar Face A1 Capone, by Murder, Inc., and the Cohen 
Gang, all Jewish. They have been used in pro-Communist 
and Zionist p oil ticsIn i tpol i t i cs ~s ee ms'CcT b e~a“sidtf 11 ne ~W i 11 r 
them, perhaps in exchange for protection in high places. 

Judge Isaac Pacht, head of the Los Angeles Jewish 
Community Council and therefore a man of tremendous 
local political influence, a man with a long record of Com¬ 
munist fronting, whose Community Council is itself strongly 
Communistic and wholly Zionist, for years added to his 
fortune by defending such underworld characters as the 
late Bugsy Siegel and friend, one Smikhoff, alias Smiley, 
recently convicted in connection with illegal entry into the 
United States. As long as Pacht represented such char¬ 
acters they escaped the law. Cohen succeeded Siegel as 
gang boss. 

Art Samish, featured in Colliers August 13 and 20 as 
"The Secret Boss of California,” is associated with Cohen 
m some way which has not been fully revealed. He was 
seen dining with Cohen just before the gangster was wound¬ 
ed from abush in July. It was Samish who, apparently 
working with the California B’nai B’rith, helped kill the 
Tenney bills which would have required certain persons to 
take loyalty oaths and would have enabled employers to 
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rid their plants of ^P^versives. B’nai B’rith crusaded against 
these bills, instructing members to defeat them. 

Colliers said Samish was the influence which slipped 
through the California Joint Resolution No. 26. This reso¬ 
lution was written by the subversive United World Fed¬ 
eralists. It calls for a constitutional convention to rewrite 
the Constitution of the United States to authorize a world 
president and world parliament above the self-government 
of the American people. 


Samish, the Boss 

Some Californians of influence say Colliers exaggerated 
Satnish's power; that it isn’t what it used to be. Some 
strange bedfellows defend him—including men known to 
hate him and nil that he stands for. Governor Earl Warren 
goes a long way around not to step on Samish’s toes, though 
it is necessary for Warren to make a show of repudiating 
Samish and the liquir interests which are Samish’s principal 
backin g.___,_ ___ 

Through the Jewish liquor interests, the mighty power 
over California, Samish holds long time contracts with 
Kleiser and Foster and the Pacific Outdoor Advertising Co., 
tying up most of the billboards, which mean votes in an 
election. To a friendly candidate or issue Samish will re¬ 
lease billboard space during an election, even use billboards 
in support of gentile tools without bothering to tell the 
stooges. He uses his slush fund in going into districts to 
elect or defeat Assemblymen and state Senators. Through 
him, the liquor interests and their allies reputedly hold 
about 30 votes in the Assembly and sometimes a balance-of- 
power handful in the Senate. 

Back of this power is the unseen whip, the spying on 
private lives of officials, the threat of smear. Apparently 
few men. cate to offend the arrogant, self-estemed ring¬ 
master. His tactics are reminiscent of those of the Anti- 
Defamation League and it would be naive to suppose that 
he does not work with the League and the League with him. 
No anti-Communist, anti-Zionist candidate could have the 
use of the Jewish liquor interest’s billboards. 

Every attempt to investigate Cohen has hit a snag and 
stopped in strange silence. A self-constituted citizens com¬ 
mittee now promises to reveal that Cohen is small fry, front¬ 
ing for three "big shots.” Wh at relationship have Pacht 
~and - Samish to the Cohen Gang? 


We may never know the facts. We may never be given 
a glimpse behind the little iron curtain, to see the extent 
to which Jewish gangland, with many rich friends, has been 
able to corrupt public officials and by what devices it has 
been able to frustrate police. We cannot know what revo¬ 
lutionary use, if any, is to he made of these gangs. For 
back of these three figures, Samish, Pacht and Cohen, 
stand the Jewish voting and smearing machine, which no 
public official wants to offend. 

The California Jewish Voice, while expressing disap¬ 
proval of gangsterism, speaks of the gangster as "the pop¬ 
ular Cohen,” and the rich Jewish community idolizes Pacht 
and Samish. 

This confusion and corruption will grow in American 
cities. The only remedy for it is deportation of the agents 
who despoil and corrupt governments and confuse the pub¬ 
lic. And to bring about deportation we must have political 
victories fought on the issues of Zionism, Communism and 
gangsterism. 
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ZIONISTS HARASS MINISTER JEWISH GENERAL TO 
AND RADIO STATION HEAD FIELD FORCES 


On Sunday night, August 21, Dr. James W. Fifield, 
minister of perhaps the largest Congregational church in 
the world, and head of Spiritual Mobilization (of 17,000 
ministers), a man of dignity and kindly spirit, discussed 
political Zionism for 30 minutes before an overflow congre¬ 
gation. The discussion, followed by questions and answers, 
was broadcast on the church’s regular Sunday evening spot 
on radio station KFAC. It was heard by an estimated 
200,000 Southern Californians. 

Dr. Fifield quoted_at length from an article in the Sep¬ 
tember issue of Readers Digest ("Israel’s Flag Is Not Mine”) 
by an anti-Zionist Jew, showing how Zionism is dividing 
the loyalty of Jews in this republic; and be expressed fear 
that Zionist activities are leading to a third world war. 

Jewish newspapers and the Communist daily, Peoples 
World, launched a vicious attack on Fifield and station 
KFAC. Harassing telephone calls to the station immedi¬ 
ately followed the broadcast, a procedure which normally 
indicates a pre-arranged plan. 

The effort to suppress free speech on die subject of 
Zionism was pushed by the Communist daily, which said 
in its Aug. 23 issue: "Shocked protests flooded radio station 
KFAC today as this community demanded that Rev. Dr. 
James W. Fifield be stopped from using the air waves to 
spread vicious anti-Semitism.” 


The world Jewish community had cause to be proud 
last week when one of its members, General Mark Clark, 
was promoted from command of the Sixth Army to com¬ 
mand of the entire Army Field Forces of this gentile re¬ 
public. 

The announcement was lost in the small type of the 
daily press, and it must be supposed that hardly an editor 
noted any significance in the promotion—which now com¬ 
pletes, except for the Navy, the taking over of the principal 
striking forces of the_Uniced States...General Curtis LeMay 
commands the mighty Strategic Air Force and David Lilien- 
thal commands U. S. atomic weapons. (Clark is Jewish on 
his mother’s side.) 

The conquest of American, land and air combat forces 
is no small feat for the masters of the Jewish community, 
whose world population is only a fraction of that of the 
United States. 

General Clark’s promotion was no surprise to some 
people. About February, 1942, a leftist who seemed to have 
contacts high in the New Deal, told this writer that Clark 
was "a future Chief of Staff.” Clark was then a Brigadier 
General, having been promoted rapidly from the grade 
of Major. By October of that year he was a Major General, 
and by December a Lieutenant General. 

He experienced hard going in the advance up the 
Italian boot, his command suffering staggering losses.

Threatened Radio Station 

Samuel B. Gach, columnist-publisher of the California 
Jewish Voice, heaped vituperation on Fifield and threatened 
KFAC. He accurately quoted the minister as saying that 
"Scmitism creates anti-Semites” arid loosely reported: 

"He (Fifield) blasted tbe Jews for establishing a na¬ 
tional homeland and said the Jews had no right to take 
‘Palestine away from, the Arabs.' 

"He said the solution of the Jewish problem was inte¬ 
gration in tbe community. Asked by a member of the con¬ 
gregation why Hitler slaughtered six million Jews, Fifield 
replied, 'that was because they were not willing to be inte¬ 
grated in the community’.” 

(Dr. Fifeid, in fact, added that the Jews inside Ger¬ 
many "were unassimilabie.”) 

Concluded Gach: "But this is August—dog days—- 
they come, froth and howl a little and go hence. Yet it 
might be a good idea for tbe program director of KFAC 
to bear in mind tbe present predicament of b’rer Richards.”

After the war, former officers and enlisted members of 
his Italian combat command held mass meetings and tried 
for about a year to get a Congressional investigation of 
Clark’s alleged mishandling of field operations. 

Clark’s promotions were resumed after the fighting 
scopped. He was pur in command of U.S. occupation forces 
in Italy. When the Jewish "Displaced Persons” problem 
arose in Eastern Europe m 1916, Clark-vas transferred to 
the command of U.S. forces in Austria, which was the gate- 
way for the DP entry into U.S. zones. 

Permitted Mass Crime 

Much of the population of Eastern Europe was trying 
to escape from the Red police. But the Jews were not 
running from danger; the war was over; their side had 
won; the Red Army stood protecting them. British Gen¬ 
eral Morgan and numerous Intelligence and private reports 
said the Jews had become "Displaced Persons” deliberately 
—that is, because of a deliberate plot to move them into 
Allied zones for redistribution to Palestine and elsew here.

Reurlats 9-19-50 and 10-17-50, concerning the above matter 
and requesting the Bureau to furnish you with information concerning 
Williams. 


No investigation has been conducted by the Bureau concerning 
Williams or his publication; however, the Bureau has received various 
issues of his Intelligence Summary from outside correspondents. 

As you stated in referenced letters, his material is generally 
of an anti-Semitic, anti-Communist nature. Allegations have been received 
that Williams has been associated with Upton Close in Los Angeles. As an 
example of the type of material which Williams has written, in addition 
to that appearing in his Intelligence Summary, I am enclosing herewith 
a photostatic copy of an article by Williams entitled "The Anti-Defamation 
League and Its Use in the World Communist Offensive" which appeared in 
"Closer-Ups," supplement No. 1. 

For your information a request has recently been received from 
G-2 for information concerning Williams which would appear to corroborate 
the information appearing in paragraph one of your letter of 10-17-50, 
indicating that Williams 1 status as a reserve officer is under investi¬ 
gation by the War Department. 

Any additional information you receive concerning Williams 1 
activities should be furnished to the Bureau but it is not desired that 
any active investigation of either Williams or his Intelligence Summary 
be conducted at this time.

Austin, Texas, made available an envelope postmarked nos Angeles, California, 
February 16, 1951 addressed to President of Chapter, Sigma Nu Fraternity House, 
University* of Texas, Austin, Texas. 

This envelope enclosed a card entitled, "The Menance of the Jews 1 ’ which 
supposedly quoted, from a speech made by Benjamin Franklin before the Constitu¬ 
tional Convention about 160 years ago. This crrd was advertising a book "Know 
Your Enemy 11 which supposedly explains the entire Jewish plot, and call be purchased 
at three for $1.00 by mail-order from ROBERT H. WILLIAM, former Arm? Intelligence 
Officer, Box 868, Santa Ana, California. The card indicated it was being 
circulated by the Benjamin Franklin league. 

_stated that all of the fraternities at the University of 

Texas,with the exception of the Jewish Fraternities, received a similar card.

NILES, ROSENBG TO BRING 
IN HORDES OF IMMIGRANTS 

Also Plan Fedral FEPC 

We are witnessing the beginning of another mass dis¬ 
placement of population such as that which, during the re¬ 
cent world war, for political purposes poured 4,000,000 to 
5,000,000 persons of the so-called minority races into our 
industrial cities (New Deal votes into Republican areas). 

Soon after the Senate confirmed the appointment of the 
Zionist, Anna M. Rosenberg, as Assistant Secretary of De¬ 
fense in charge of the nation’s manpower, a plan began to 
be talked up which, if not blocked, will bring in hundreds of 
thousands, perhaps millions, of Negroes from the Bahamas, 
Cuba, Puerto Rico and Jamaica. 

A move to transplant 1,500,000 Southern Negroes Info industrial 
centers already had been initiated presumably by David K. Niles, Mr. 
Justice Frankfurter's foremost aide, the Marxist J ow who spends the first 
three days of each week at the Blair House conducting the President's 
program favoring racial minorities and lobor unions. The January Intelli¬ 
gence Summary announced this move, stating that tho National Negro 
Council on Dec. 30 asked fhe President to set up o committee of governors 
of industrial states "to moko available to war industries some 1.500,000

Such tampering with the freedom of industry to procure 
its own labor, such regimentation of colored masses, delib¬ 
erately moving them into the white cities of America 
constitutes one of the major weapons of the Communists. 
Their friends, under the name of Zionism^ protected by the 
Anti-Defamation League whjch maligns any critics as anti- 
Semites and white-supremacists, are thus shaping up a pro¬ 
gram for use of the dark races which will do permanent 
injury to American freedom if it is not stopped.

Coincident with these moves, the President hos announced his in¬ 
tention to sat up another "wartime" Fair Employment Practices Com¬ 
mission. Here again is tho hand of Mr. Niles, the man who drew up and 
incorporated into Mr. Truman's program in 1947 ond thereafter, the so- 
called Civil Rights measures (including FEPC). You moy recall that the 
"Civil Rights'' measures were combined into a package demand, by that 
title, af o mooting of approximately 100 Communist and Zionist fronts 
in Detroit, April 27, 1946, when the Communist group known os the Civil 
Rights Congress wax charged with responsibility lor imposing these dis¬ 
criminatory moosl/res on the white population of America (in the name of 
onfi-discriminofioni). The Zionist Anfi-Defomation League of B'noi Orith 
expanded its Civil Rights section, with agents in 1200 American cifics, 
pushing the some Communist program. If you will investigate you doubfloss 
will find an Anti-Defomafion League committee in your city, meeting in 
the synagogue or the residence of a member, promoting this Communist 
program. (In my home city, Santa Ana, the Anti-Defamotion League holds 
its meetings, os well os its indoctrination classes for Jowish children, in 
the temple annex.) 

In cose some reader may not understand the nature of the so-called 
Fair Employment Practices Commission: it usually consists of five or seven 
appointed members, chiefly Negroes ond Jew j with perhaps one person 
of Nordic blood. This commission holds o mighty whip over the white 
' employer and e^/dyd^NSt W d Ung/e ‘instance of which I have knowledge 
hos it molested other employers , though in Philadelphia throe years ago 
a Jew fired a Gorman girl stating he just didn't tike Germans, and she 
was unable to get the FEP Commission to so much as consider her case. 
Tho Negro chairman said FEPC was not set up to make Jews hire non- 

The FEP Commission goes into the offices of white 
employers of more than five or six persons/ directing them 
to hire so many persons 'of each of the various racial minori¬ 
ties represented in the neighborhood.

DISCHARGED FOR AIRING 
COMMUNISM IN GOVERNMENT 

Because I exposed the Communist-aiding record of 
Anna M. Rosenberg and the coddling of Communists and 
subservience to Commuiiist-Zionist•policies by the Adminis¬ 
tration, my commission in the AUS and assignment in 
Military Intelligence Reserve have been revoked. 

Strangely enough, my discharge was dated Dec. 21, 
1950. It was on the morning of that date that the Senate 
confirmed the appointment of the Zionist, Anna Rosenberg, 
as Assistant Secretary of Defense in charge of manpower. It 
is this old time Communist aide who has charge of the man¬ 
power, the personnel, and it would be her privilege to fire! 
me—and therefore I am left only to conclude that one of 
her first official acts after confirmation was to order me 
discharged. 

My discharge wos honorable. It could not have been olherwiso, for 
my record as an Intelligence officer wos of all times oifher Excellent or 
Superior. Far 15 conjee olive months il wos Superior. I have a loflor of 
commendation from Brig. Gen. (now Major Gen.) Thomas S. Power, my 
commanding general on Guam vhen / was Iho Counter Intelligence Officer 
for tho 314lh Bombardment Wing (of D-29s). My only offenso since going 
off active duty in the toll of 1945 hos been to allock Communism and 
its friends and tools. Thoreforc Mrs, Rosenborg could not hove given me 
a dishonorable discharge. 

Mrs. Rosenberg, be assured, did not dare give me o bearing. I wos 
discharged without my knowledge and was not even notified till the order 
came down channels, reaching me Jan. 13. 

TO SILENCE CRITICS 

Actually, there was no justification for my discharge, 
for my status as a Military Intelligence Reserve officer did 
not preclude my exercise of freedom of speech, as a civilian. 

I violated no law or regulation when I showed, for instance, 
that the Truman-Acheson policies have thrown China to the 
Reds, have involved us unnecessarily in the Korean mess (at 
a cost of lives of thousands of good American sons), and 
have all but stripped us of allies, while building the Soviet 
Union to unwarranted power. I was within my right when 1 
stated in the December, 1950, issue of the Intelligence Sum¬ 
mary that Anna M. Rosenberg had written an article for the 
widely known Communist organ, the New Masses, Dec. 
1942. (No mistake about her identity; the article bore her 
title as "NY Regional Director, War Manpower Commis¬ 
sion,”) I was within my right as a civilian, holding a Re¬ 
serve commission, when I quoted her own son as saying that 
she had long been active with Zionist groups, and in point¬ 
ing out that the Zionist world revolution is the same as the 
Communist world revolution. 

But I am happy to be out of fhe Reserve, for now Mrs. Rosenberg 
cannot recall me to active duty ond ship me to some Pacific island i o 
silence nre. The real fight for American survival is Ziere of home, against 
such gifted Zionist revolutionaries as Mrs. Rosenberg, and to that tight 
I re-dcdicate my growing program. 

But pleose do not overlook fhe significance of my discharge. It 
was for one ond only one reason: that I had shown the Communist bios 
and destructive policies of the Administration, under the influence of tho 
Frankfurter machine (of which Anna Rosenborg is a cog). It ‘was to put 
other Reserve members on notice that they must not criticize the Communist- 
coddling Administration. * 

Thiis is part of an elaborate and growing move to silence 
criticism:. In January the newspapers published an order, 
which had’ leaked out, designed by the Administration to

Territory or other possession of the United Stoles 
m which he is on duty or present"—make the retired critic subject to 
recoil to duty and trial by o court martial.

who might relire nest year. You can see thot the trend is to silence., 
or try to silence, the millions ot vigorous Americans now ,n uniiorm 
or soon to be. Much of the best leadership of the notion is retired, or is 
in the Reserve or in a uniform or ioo/j will be. 

My own discharge servei notice thot no Reserve member may C itr< 
ctse hit light ond duty of espoeing Communism in the Administration. 

This is simply o further development of the terrorist suppression 
cho/acteristic of the Communist power wherever it exists. 

I cars tell you that the best brains in the highest ranks 
of the Armed Services, in Japan ond Washington, are be 
coming impatient with the Zionist power. Anna Rosenberg 
already has antagonized a number of the highest officers 
(while still effectively sweet-tnlking the aging Marshall) and 
there is now unmistakable evidence that the President at last 
is forced (by the desperate international situation brought 
about by Acheson’s pro-Soviet policies) to listen to the best 
military brains. 

The Anii.Delomolion League hos supplied its ogents with o letter from 
Woshington stotinq thot I wos discharged "for the good of the service."

No reason was given lor my discharge, which was under SR MO-175-1, 
paragraph 6o(11)—which reads "when circumstances arise thot render de¬ 
sirable the separation ol on officer"! figure thot out lor yourself. 

I am not a Sunday evening predictor—God forbid— 
btil I believe the time will come, perhaps in two years, when 
J will be asked to return to active duty in a Military Intelli¬ 
gence assignment. Meanwhile, I hope you will all protest 
the growing censorship of military and reserve and retired 
personnel. Why not write your newspapers as well as Con¬ 
gressmen?

Opposed Loyalty Oath 

It was Governor Warren and he alone who 
blocked the move by the Board of Regents to 
require a thorogoing loyalty oath of employes of 
the University of California. Warren delivered 
the main speech in Board meetings against the 
oath requirement. 

The first show-down fight Inside the 
Board of Regents was scheduled for the 
night of March 30, 1950. The day before, 
Warren filled the only vacancy on the 
Board with the appointment of his old 
friend and adviser, Joss© Steinhart, San 
Francisco attorney, a national commis¬ 
sioner of the Anti-Defamation League, 

It goes without saying that Steinhart 
voted against requiring the anti-Com- 
rauikist oath. He thereby tied the vote, 
10 to 10, winning a delay, and for weeks 
Warren fought the loyalty oath, succeed¬ 
ing in watering it down. This fight raged 
during Warren's campaign for reelection, 
nmrthkrcatcrlng to the powerful minority 
liloe might- have defeated him had ho been 
opposed by a fighting American. But, as 
usual, his opponent was more radical than 
he, and therefore again Warren’s Red 
record was not exposed to the voters. 

In the morning papers, July 22, 1950, the 
Associated Press reported: "Governor Earl 
Warren cast the deciding vote today as 
the University of California board of re¬ 
gents voted 10 to 9 to retain high rank¬ 
ing professors despite their refusal to sign 
contracts disavowing Communism.” 

A sort of loyalty oath finally had gone 
through but newspapers of April 8, 1951, 
carried the following INS report: "Ruling 
of the third district court of appeals de¬ 
claring unconstitutional the special loyalty 
oath requirement of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia was greeted today by Governor Earl 
Warren. The Governor said: 

44 *1 was happy to read the decision of 
the court, and I hope that the final judg¬ 
ment will be in accordance with its pro¬ 
nouncements." 

And July 24, 1951, Warren vetoed a 


bill "which would have permitted the dis¬ 
charge of state college professors advo¬ 
cating Conununism on or off the campus 
or joining Communist front organizations.” 

To he sure, Warren always finds some 
excuse for his position. So does Dean 
Acheson. So does Felix Frankfurter. So 
does Harry Truman. So does any Com¬ 
munist. The important point is: Warren 
has fought consistently to keep university 
personnel from having to swear that they 
are not Communists. There is no possible 
excuse for his stand. 

If you follow the Jewish newspapers 
and magazines, and the official Commun¬ 
ist papers, you will see that B'nai B’rith, 
the ADL, the Central Conference of Amer¬ 
ican Rabbis, the American Jewish Com¬ 
mittee and the American Jewish Congress 
—collectively the mighty power of the or¬ 
ganized minority machine which consti¬ 
tutes the Marxist revolution In America— 
you will see that they oppose and con¬ 
demn all- the measures designod' to seri¬ 
ously hamper Communists, and they are 
especially sneering and contemptuous of 
loyalty oath requirements. 

Met With ADL 

The ADL and the Communist Party in¬ 
fluence several million votes in the*, key 
industrial states, those slates which dom¬ 
inate the presidential conventions and 
elections. It is to this alien revolutionary 
power that Warren is catering, after the 
fashion of Harry Truman, though this 
power is on the verge of destroying the 
Republic. 

Perhaps these brief reports about the 
salient features of Governor Warren’s re¬ 
cord will answer the question as to why 
Warren could not carry his home state in 
1918 against Harry Truman. California is 
a rugged, conservative state, and to quote 
again the Annual Report to Republicans, 
”400,000 Republicans stayed at home” in 
California in 1948, rather than vote for 
Warren and Dewey. 

I reported the following incidents in the 


« |vemher, 1949, issue of the Intelligence 
mmary: 

"Governor Earl Warren of California 
met with the secret world ‘Zionist frat¬ 
ernity*, B’nai B’rUli, at the Biltmore Hotel 
in Jam Angeles at noon, Oct. 20, 1949, and 
•extended the congratulations of the state*, 
according to a report and pictures ... In 
the California Jewish Voice, Oct. 2JL 

"The occasion was the celebration of 
the 50th anniversary of the local B’nai 
B’rith, which promotes Jewish world na¬ 
tionalism, known as Zionism, the ambi¬ 
tious movement now threatening world 
peace.” 

“The meeting of Warren with B’nai 
B’rith in October was not his first ses¬ 
sion with the Zionist brotherhood. On the 
night of May 6, 1948, he met at the Am¬ 
bassador Hotel in Los Angeles with the 
national commissioners of the Anti-De¬ 
famation League—the men who make and 
break Presidents, and whose chairmen for 
years, the late Henry Monsky, was often 
called The kingmaker*.” (Warren was 
guest speaker at that meeting.) 

Won’t Disturb Fifth Column 

The important thing to hear in mind 
is that these alien forces promote Warren 
and Eisenhower because these men — in¬ 
timately associated with all breeds of 
‘‘liberals” and Reds—cannot distinguish 
between the dangerous .and .the .jelly- 
spined revolutionaries. Neither man, as 
President, would seriously interfere with 
the great Marxist fifth column which hides 
behind the Zionist tolerance curtain, pos¬ 
ing as persecuted minorities. Like Truman, 
they would round up a few hundred of 
the most conspicuous Communists and 
think they had broken the enemy's grip 
on America, while actually serving the 
big Zionist revolution inside our borders. 

This is why the ADL likes Warren and 
Eisenhower.

of the newly organized Military Government 
Association in Los Angeles in June spoke 
repeatedly and confidently of the coming 
military government of this country. One 
public official, occupying a highly re¬ 
sponsible office, who seems to have been 
fooled by the ruthless and bloody-handed 
Zionists in their humanitarian and perse¬ 
cution pose, said, ‘‘We are going to have 
military government whether we like It or 
not.*' We could doubt and dismiss the plan 
were it not so likely an enemy capability.

No editor, official or 
patriotic leader with whom I have discussed the 
matter, seos any sure way to prevent jt from 
coming about . (I shall suggest some resistance 
measures' later in this article,) 

There is not only the possibility of this 
“coup,” but there is the urgent necessity, 
from the enemy point of view. The Com¬ 
munists and their Zionist backers from 
Eastern Europe and Russia who brought 
Marxism to America and built power 
through hundreds of secret propaganda 
and gangster organizations, to destroy 
Christianity and the white race, know 
they are losing ground among the people. 
They are “crying” in their newspapers 
and magazines, calling for government 
intervention against the anti-Communists, 
whom they always characterize as the 
anti-Semites (thus tacitly admitting that 
Communism is a Jewish movement). 

The men and women who spend their 
lives thinking up strategy and working for 
our destruction must take some drastic 
action to prevent or influence any future 
presidential election. They must hot allow 
the American people another free national 
election. The signs are unmistakable; if 
the election were today MacArthur or some 
other conservative would sweep the nation. 


national scene. Both the crime and the 
international situation arc nadseating 
enough, thanks to the confuscrs them¬ 
selves, but, as MacArthur said In his 
Boston speech, the danger is here at home. 

The world will be won or lost in the battle for 
the United States of America, the battle inside our 
borders. Stalin will not risk war unless he can first 
destroy much of our mighty industrial potential by 
atomic and other sabotage. 

Air Secretary Finlettcr goes around the country 
making headlines about what the Soviet air power 
may do to us and what our air power may do to 
the Soviets, Never a word to remind our people

Mrs. Rosenberg has said that the war emer¬ 
gency must be expected to losf fen years. 

Only a war emergency, with an ex¬ 
ternal enemy threatening, will enable this 
or any other administration sufficiently to 
bamboozle and suppress the American 
people to make them submit to full-scale 
Stalin-type dictatorship. Even the cautious 
and stealthy approach of the Marxist dic¬ 
tatorship eventually would reveal itself and 
be opposed, probably destroyed by an 
aroused citizenry.

All or nearly all the papers owned by

The 
New York Post, published by Dorothy 
Schiff. granddaughter of the late inter¬ 
national banker, Jacob Schiff, who princi¬ 
pally financed his fellow Jewish national¬ 
ists to power In Russia, devoted an entire 
page to attacking a few of us, running 
photographsr.of Conda.MoGinVey^fl-^Jommon. 
Sense and of my Intelligence Summary. 
We and all other opponents of Mrs. Rosen¬ 
berg were just anti-Semites, therefore the 
facts we presented about the appointee's 
Communist record did not count! 

As for Mrs. Rosenberg's record, I have 
published parts of it in past issues. In tho 
August issue I ran a picture of part of an 
article of hers published In the Dec. 8, 
1942, issue of the official Communist organ 
New Masses (now combined with Masses 
and Mainstream). There was no doubt 
about her identity; the article carried her 
title, “NY Regional Director, War Man¬ 
power Commission," which Job she then 
held, as she worked with the late Sidney 
Hillman (Schmuel Oilman from a rabbi¬ 
nate school and the Marxist red cells of 
the Lithuanian ghettos) to inspire mass 
movements of minority racial elements 
from the Old South and the Old World 
into the key Industrial states which dom¬ 
inate the presidential elections, where the 
Communist Party and the Anti-Defama¬ 
tion League received the Influx with 
storms of Red propaganda, inciting them 
to hate the white race and vote for 
Marxist candidates and measures). 


The Danger Is Here 

In the growing crisis, when any day 
may see the initial explosion, it Is sicken¬ 
ing that most of our national loaders divert 
their eyes from the real danger, tho 
internal enemy. Gifted loft wing propa¬ 
gandists, including Winohell, are support¬ 
ing the crime headlines, not because they 
want to lose the Truman who obliges them 
almost abjectly, but they perhaps want 
to draw another red herring across the 
trail of the entrenched Communist agents. 
What do they care which party wins an 
election If they can steer the political 
battlers away from the government en¬ 
trenched spies and saboteurs? 

They do not want the public to believe 
there are more than a few thousand Com¬ 
munists in this country. They want tho 
voters to howl down Joe McCarthy when 
that fighting Senator shows that Dean 
Acheson's record is the record of a gifted 
Communist tight rope walking to hold high 
office. They do not want the record of 
Frankfurter or Anna Roscberg to be 
mentioned. 

For this and additional reasons they 
try to keep the eyes of our foremost politi¬ 
cal and military men focused on the inter¬ 


time suits him. 

Wo are walking into tho trap not only 
because our people are naive but also be¬ 
cause most of our principal political 
leaders cannot or will not recognize a 
Marxist revolutionary unless he displays 
a Communist Party membership card.

DeSola's sworn testimony was dis¬ 
credited by the amazing smear power of 
the Marxist machine, on the networks 
and in the newspapers, so that Senators 
seemed anxious not to touch it; but it 
never has been refuted, except of couse, by 
Mrs. Rosenberg. Three witnesses named 
by DeSola as persons who might be able 
to verify his statements, got caught in 
the storm of abuse and smear and, no 
‘doubt fearing- that^many-Senatora -would 
not stand behind them and protect them

Their lives might not have been worth 
much hod they indicated the intent to 
testify against Mrs. Rosenberg. DeSola, 
himself a Jew, had to go into hiding till his 
reputation was so mangled by the smear 
bund that he was no longer dangerous 
to the enemy. 

Truman Fighting For Communists 

Mrs. Rosen b erg's own son admitted to Jewish 
newspapers that his mother long hod been ac¬ 
tively associated with Zionist organizations. And 
Zionist organizations are the mighty power behind 
the world revolution, despite the shadow-boxing 
between them and Moscow. They are consolidat¬ 
ing all the other races of the world against the 
white race, one of the major objectives of the 
Communists;, and many of their spokesmen have 
attacked Christianity, and their organisations have 
stubbornly opposed alt efforts to control Com¬ 
munism. 

Gcrhardt Eialer, who directed Commu¬ 
nist activities for all of North and South 
America, is a Zionist, or Jewish national¬ 
ist, as were all his principal lieutenants. 

Under a President or Secretary of De¬ 
fense who stood for Americanism and pro¬ 
tection of his people, Mrs: Rosenberg might 
be comparatively harmless. But the politi¬ 
cally childish mind of Marshall has been 
captured by her and Achcson, Frankfurter 
agents—and Acheson’s record leaves us no 
choice but to see that he, like hie friend 
Hiss, another Frankfurter protege, is a 
Conscious Communist. 

Reports and rumors persist that Mrs. 
Rosenberg is packing the Defense estab¬ 
lishment with her Marxist friends. This Is 
the way to capture an innocent, sleeping 
nation. 

The President could veto Marshall and 
Rosenberg if he had the understanding and 
character. But the President (under years 
of mesmerizing by such Oriental fakirs as 
Max Lowenthal, friend of Frankfurter, 
who wrote the smear book last year trying 
to discredit J. Edgar Hoover and the 
FBI), now is mentally so conditioned that 
I. doubt .that he would either listen to FBI 
warnings or lift a finger to restrain the 
Marxists. He has come to use their very 
smear words and attacks their enemies as 
hia own. In a recent speech dedicating 
the new American Legion Washington 
headquarters he said (obviously In refer- 


"... They are trying to create tear and 
suspicion among us by the use of slander, un¬ 
proved accusations and just plain lias . . . The y 
are trying to get us to believo that our govern* 
ment is riddled with Communism and corruption. 

. . . These slandormongors are trying to get us so 
hysterica! that no one will stand up to them for 
fear of being called a Communist 

No man, of course. Is apt to be called 
a Communist unless he has traveled dan¬ 
gerously close to the Communist line. 
But note that the President has put him¬ 
self positively and definitely in the posi¬ 
tion of defending the Communists. This 
goes much further than his "red herring" 
remark about Alger Hiss. The President 
actually is fighting the Communists’ 
battles for them (just as Roosevelt had 
American soldiers attack the Germany 
which stood as a wall against Communism. 

This Is the opportunity which the 
Frankfurter machine will not likely over¬ 
look. 

The President accused his enemies of 
creating disunion. That is the hey to 
future persecutions and liquidations of the ~ 
leadership of our people, if Mrs. Rosen¬ 
berg's military government succeeds. 

I think the Communists will be directed 
to create chaos, blasting our cities, murder¬ 
ing and raping. That will solidify the 
people behind a presidential proclamation 
of martial law. 

The Rosenberg military, government 
will have to round up hundreds or thou¬ 
sands of the most conspicuous Communists, 
to make a convincing show of anti-Com- 
tnunism; but they will also try to round 
up the anti-Communists, charging them 
with “anti-Semitism" (which—by their own 
definition—has been made a crime In the 
Communist dominated countries) and with 
creating DISUNION in time of war 
emergency. 

A Ten Year War? 

They can afford to send thousands of 
Communists to prison for a few years if 
at the same time they are able to destroy 
the anti-Communlst leadership and break 
up the movement. That will leave the 
Zionists in command of the Reid. And it 
was Zionists (Jewish nationalists) who im¬ 
posed Communism on the Russian people. 

And with Zionists controlling American 
forces and their friends and kinsmen con¬ 
trolling those of the Soviet .Union, they 
would perhaps want to have us fight such 
a war as would leave both nations in ruins, 
with all opposition liquidated. This is the 
danger some of us long have warned 
against. 

If the Communists strike violently, I 
have no doubt that we will need martial 
law. And wo would like nothing better 
than the chance to cooperate with our own 
forces, our own President and law en¬ 
forcement bodies, in rounding up the Com¬ 
munists and establishing order. 

How then will we know whether the 
military government is for iis or against 
us? 

If the proclamations arc issued in the 
name of the United Nations—that will be 
an open admission that wo have been 
raptured by an alien power, “the United 
Nations," a Zionist invention, today domi¬ 
nated by Zionist concepts and influence. 

If the "occupying" United Nations forces 
arrest or liquidate opponents of Commu¬ 
nism and the New Deal—no matter how 
many Communists they arrest, wc must 
then realize that the control is in Zionist 


« Pds, however honest and loyal may be 
e military units used to execute the 
United Nations (or Rosenberg) orders. 
(Many military leaders have been confused 
or falsely indoctrinated, or are Just naive, 
politically. Eisenhower, for instance, not 
long ago attacked "the extremes of both 
the left and the right," championing what 
he called the "middle of the road." You 
could not look to such a man for protec¬ 
tion. He does not see that the right is 
the only uncompromising course for the 
restoration of Constitutional government 
against the destructive attack of the left.) 

Would the United Nations (half Com¬ 
munist, and principally shaped at San 
Francisco by Communist Algor Hiss) or 
Anna Rosenberg or Georgo U Marshall or 
Hurry Truman, protect the anti-Commii- 
nisls who have exposed them? 

How easy for Mrs. Rosenberg to re¬ 
strain the "occupying" forces long enough 
to permit Communist goons to destroy, or 
attempt to destroy, the anti-Communist, 
anti-New Deal leadership of the nation. 

Admittedly, this warning (not a predic¬ 
tion) is fantastic to the stolid Anglo-Saxon, 
who may not suspect the conniving*of^tEe 
Orientals constituting the "secret govern¬ 
ment" behind the White House and the 
Kremlin. An illustration of the opera¬ 
tion of these minds is found in the organ¬ 
izing and use of the Crusade for Free¬ 
dom. (See supplement, this issue.) 

Another illustration is found in the 
present "persecution" of Jews in the Com¬ 
munist countries, where Jewish dictators 
(at long last) seem to be sending some 
Jews to work camps (like Gentiles), and 
using the reports of the new “anti-Semit¬ 
ism" of the Communist regime for multi¬ 
purpose propaganda. Rakosi, dictator of 
Hungary, with two of his Ministers, ’all 
"Jewish born/* are reported in the To¬ 
ronto (Canada) Globe and Mail, July 24, as 
stating (to a delegation of fellow Jews) 
that they no longer are Jews, being now 
"Marxist-Lenlnist-Stalinists." Many of our 
so-called leaders and millions of our people 
can be fooled by such devices, which a 
12-year-old child should see through. 

// was genfi/e stupidity and/or cowardly 
blindness which enabled these revolutionaries to 
capture the Russians and to swarm into our coun¬ 
try, infiltrate and take over much of the gov¬ 
ernment. 

What Congress Can Do 

__How. will, we prevent them horn -invoking the 
dictatorship they are now preparing, using our 
own hoops, if the President proclaims martial 
law? The answer is not easy . We will have to 
espoxt something like martial law if Communists 
begin exploding bombs in our cities and de¬ 
stroying anti-New Deal, anti-Communist leaders. 

Who will see that the dictatorship does 
not attack the wrong people? Few state 
Governors (least of all Earl Warren, 
whose advisers are Jesse Steinhart, a 
national commissioner of the Anti-Defa¬ 
mation League, and two other high ADL 
figures) understand the strategy or would 
intervene. 

The military forces are packed at the 
top. Secretary for Air is Finletter. Com¬ 
mander of the Strategic Air Command is 
General L»eMay, a Jew who might be 
expected to be loyal to his own kind 
against the Christians. Chief of the Joint 
Staff is Omar Bradley, whose understand¬ 
ing of politics is that of a 'teen age boy. 
George Marshall and Anna Rosenberg are 
his superiors. Mark Clark, half-Jew used

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YORTY AND REDS# 
ATTACK WILLIAMS 

This is to thank the many good 
friends, including a considerable num¬ 
ber of new ones, who wrote in about the 
smear by Congressman Samuel Yorty. 

Yorty recently wrote the House Com¬ 
mittee on tUld American ActiviticH asking 
the committee to investigate what he 
called my “nnti-Jewiah" publications. He 
said my “entire attack seems to stem from 
the one scintilla of evidence that a number 
of Communists happen to be Jews.” 

His charge seemed to he that “we are 
noiv at such a point of danger In world 
affairs that any group dedicated to tlic 
gospel of hate instead of union constitutes 
a threat to our security.'’ This is the new 
battle cry of tho Communists and their 
agents. Hoping to hide their own hnte- 
fomentiug activities and to Bileucc the 
Anil-Communists, they now raise the cry of 
“dift-union” in a war emergency—which 
they themselves created. 

For the sake of union we must quit op¬ 
posing the Communists. 

The Long Beach Press Telegram and 
several Los Angeles and New York dailies, 
including those Jewish owned, ran Yorty’s 
smear story, the former paper bannering 
it, quoting only one sentence of my reply. 

The Santa Ana Register bannered my 
reply, which it ran almost in full, showing 
that Yorty comes from Helen Gahagan 
Douglas old Red 14th District of Los An¬ 
geles and must oblige the Marxist minority 
machine in order to be re-elected next 
year. 

My reply alto brought out the tact that my 
attack is not against "the Jews" but only against 
those Jews who brought Marxism to America and 
who have organised here to make us destroy our¬ 
selves. 

Naturally, I would welcome an opportunity ta 
appear before the House Commiftea, which has 
done such, a good job in exposing Communism. 
But Mr. Yorty would he the last man to really 
want me to appear before that committee, be¬ 
cause I have many documents which the commit¬ 
tee should release officially, which would expose 
the guilty face of Yorty s Red frionds. 

The Communist and Zionist press and 
their front sheets including the little 
weekly throw-away called the Santa Ana 
Independent, which was bought recently 
by a friend of the Anti-Defamation League, 
a former editor of the Wichita Beacon 
which openly praised Stalin, greatly rel¬ 
ished the Yorty release. The National 
Jewish Post devoted an entire page to 
name-calling my publications. 

The Communists smears have all but 
worn out their influence. Our neighbors 
are beginning to see through the smear 
curtain and wonder about the smearer. 
The Yorty attack was, in fact, helpful to 
this cause .giving wide publicity to some 
facts which I have been trying to get our 
people to see. 
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thousands of their fellow Marxists to Aus¬ 
tria and Germany, while refusing asylum 
to Gentiles fleeing the NKVD, who was 
to have retired in May, still Is in com¬ 
mand of all Army Field Forces. 

We can try again to get Congress to 
remove Truman, Aches on, Marshall and 
Rosenberg. But now the elections ap¬ 
proach, and politicking Republicans in 
Washington want these Reds and stooges 
for opponents next year. They are taking 
the risk that the Reds will seize the 
country in the meantime, a risk they have 
no right to take. 

I am going to suggest three moves, 
which seem possible of realization: 

1) Persuade Congress to revise the definition 
of tho duties of the Federal Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion to make it unmistakably clear that the FBI 
will at all times have full responsibility and 
authority over all civilian loyalty cases. A presi¬ 
dential proclamation in 1939 pdt the FBI in charge 
of all investigations ot civilians regarding loyalty 
(espionage, sabotage, treason, etc.) Congress 
should extend this definition ot duty to leave no 
possibility ot encroachment by the military, even 
in time of martial low, oxcept os directed by the 
FBI, The military r in other words, would use its 
forces to execute FBI policies, if such forces were 
needed. 

I am aware that the revolutionaries utterly 
scorn and will disregard our laws But J. Edgat 
Hoover will not. It Congress says it is his duty 
to handle all civilian loyalty cases (including the 
outlining of policies for Army action in the case 
of mass civilian demonstrations), then Hoover will 
carry out such duties, if it is within his power to 
do so. And, in a showdown with the Marxist 
machine, he co ufd certainly rally the people to his 
support. Martial law then would increase tho 
power of Mr. Hoover, instead of nullifying it. 

The threat alone of thus dividing the country, 
of giving the Anti-Communists a great official, 
legal leader, might well deter the revolutionaries 
from bringing about a situation requiring martial 
law. 

2) Repeal the UMT act 

What You Can Do 

I urge you to write many Senators and Con¬ 
gressmen, and to go see some of them, showing 
them the necessity of faking this or other suitable 
action, now, while there is time. You may noI 
be allowed to communicate with your Senators and 
Congressmen■ offer martial low is invoked, throw¬ 
ing all facilities into the hands of tho Rosenberg 
element. 

3) My other suggestion is that you or¬ 
ganize at once a few small cells In your 
city. Choose one courageous, dependable 
friend; educate him. Then choose another, 
till you have not more than eight Then 
build another like celL Let no member 
of one cell know the identity of a member 
of any other cell. Secrecy makes the 
enemy powerful, and we must now defend 
ourselves intelligently. 

Do not act; do not talk. Get names, 
office and home addresses and pictures oi 
the Marxists who are likely to dominate 
your city machinery if tho enemy suc¬ 
ceeds in capturing the national adminis¬ 
tration and clamping a Marxist dictator¬ 
ship on this Republic, 


new military government comman¬ 
ders probably will be steered by political 
advisers or commissars, since this was the 
practice we followed (adopting it from the 
Soviets) with our military government 
organization ruling conquered territories 
just after the war, and since It is the pat¬ 
tern we now follow In Germany. You may 
be sure that the advisers to unit comman¬ 
ders in American cities will be Anti-Defa¬ 
mation League agents. These already 
exist in 1200 American cities, just a few 
in each city. They will be the master 
minds behind the revolution. 

Be prepared to act offensively, If the 
time comes (hot you liavo to fight for 
your family and your country. Know your 
objectives. It Is not illegal to devote 
your loyalty to the country and the Con¬ 
stitution, rather than to some official who 
may be a usurper and an enemy. 

Only a few hundred men and women, 
Zionists and gentile stooges, constitute the 
real threat of a Marxist dictatorship. 
A few small cells of honest, intelligent 
and fearless Americans can free a city 
or furnish the necessary rallying leader¬ 
ship. 

If the Russians had organized in small 
cells in advance and singled out no more 
than 200 of the leaders, striking offensively 
at the right time, they could have saved 
millions of their countrymen. Take a 
few hundred ADL officials and propa- 
gand agents out of circulation, and you 
will have freed Congress and the govern¬ 
ment from its machinations, its smear and 
fear power. 

Make clear that you are not attacking 
the Jews, but only the power cult which 
aims to destroy America. 

Act locally, on your own determination 
not to lose your country. Do not look for 
a national leader. Any national figure la 
so closely watched that he would only 
draw fire on your cells. It is your country; 
don’t let the enemy have it. 

This is not a sensational article; it is 
merely a factual preview of the revolu¬ 
tion which will come unless YOU stop it. 
Tho enemy would be foolish to undertake 
such direct action, for overt action failed 
in Hungary, Italy, Germany, Spain, and 
would surely fail in the end here, after a 
bloody struggle. If you organize secretly 
and the enemy realizes that you are so 
organized and determined to figlit for your 
freedom, your preparedness might prevent 
bloodshed.

Williams told Patrolman Robert 
Brown he recently had been suf¬ 
fering from abdominal pains which 
had been diagnosed by the doctor 
as probably a mild exposure to 
radiation. He asked for a Geiger 
counter to determine if radium is 
present in. his office but police 
did not have one to offer him. 

Communists have been known to 
use radium to do away with their 
enemies in Roumania, Williams 
told Brown. They are daily de¬ 
veloping new techniques to ac¬ 
complish their purpose of world 
domination, he added. 

1 Contacted at his office this

Winston 
Churchill and others who pointed out that the 
Marxists' gun was loaded really had no grounds 
for distrusting "good old Joe" according to 
Givens. When Stalin assured the world he want¬ 
ed only peace, Mr, Givens ran to the side of the 
Red Dictator against all the anti-Communists in 
America. 

Givens Maligns Fifield 

He already had put himself on Stalins side in 
editorial after editorial, for years. Whether 
Givens himself wrote the editorials or hired the 
man who wrote them, makes no difference; Gire/w, 
as editor, was responsible for them. 

It was this same character who at¬ 
tacked Dr. James Fifield, pastor of the 
largest Congregational Church in 
America and one of the nation’s fore¬ 
most spiritual and patriotic leaders.

SPIRITUAL MOBILIZATION, now 
a mighty force against Communism, and 
because he has had the courage to point 
the finger at certain powerful minority

When Givens come to Santa Ana and bought 
the little green sheet, or fronted for whoever 
bought it, the very fitst editorial he ran attacked 
the anti-Communist writer and lecturer, former 
Counter Intelligence officer, Robert H. Williams . 

In reply to that attack , Williams wrote in the 
Santa Ana Register (March 13, 1951): "/ have 
fought Communism constantly for five years. I 
know of no other enemies except Communists and 
those who are footed, duped and used by Com¬ 
munist trickery. The attack on me was incited by 
the Anti-Defamation League, well known to Sena¬ 
tors and Congressmen as the most powerful secret 
machine in American history, a machine which has 
come to dominate much of the policies and bu¬ 
reaus of the Communist-favoring New Deal, which 
the League had a hand in creating.

The records of the Businessmen'3 Association (Credit 
Bureau) , Santa An a. California, reflect that WILLIAMS and his 

|have been in Santa Ana approximately two years. 

They formerly resided at 10516 South Haas Street, Los Angeles. 
WILLIAMS claims to be a retired U. S. Army Major, assigned to 
Military Intelligence. A notation dated January 8, 1951, re¬ 
flects that subject's commission was terminated "in the best 
interests of the Service.” It continues that during the last 
two years he has been "self-styled editor of the Williams In-^ 
telligence Service,” continuing, ".while conditionally his articles 
appear to be primarily for the purpose of exposing subversive 
activities, they carry an anti-Jewish trend, and have, as well 
as his publications, been the subject of considerable adverse 
criticism locally and nationally, with the result that his publi¬ 
cation has limited circulation end influence." The correspondence 
file reflects that WILLIAMS' income is dependent upon his earn¬ 
ings from his publication, and the earnings are estimated at 
$350 to $400 per month. He gave his organizational membership 
as the American Legion and the Hollywood Authors Club. 

A pamphlet in the Credit Bureau file, published by the 
Religion and Labor Council of Los Angeles, 544s West 41 st Drive, 

Los Angeles, dated January 26, 1951, includes critical editorials 
from various groups regarding WILLIAMS. It also includes the 
following quote from the 1951 Americanism Commission Report of 
the American Legion (Illinois Department): 

"An independent dispenser of vitriolic un-American 
anti-Semitism hate literature is one ROBERT H. WILLIAMS." 

SA l l advises that with respect to WI J.T . TAMS' mem ber¬ 
ship in the Santa Ana Post of the Amer ican Legion,]_ 

has inquired concerning 
WILLIAMS, and at TEe time be made inquiry stated the post was 
considering expelling WILLIAMS from membership in that post. 
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At the time WILLIAMS first appeared In Santa Ana, the Post 
Commander and membership at that time had several discussions 
concerning expelling WILLIAMS from membership In the organi¬ 
zation. 

•The Credit Bureau file contained an undated clipping 
from the Santa Ana, California, "Register, ,r entitled "Attempt 
on Life With Radium Feared by Writer." The article reflected 
WILLIAMS had told police he thought enemy agents had sprinkled 
radium on his desk chair at 801 Spurgeon Street, Santa Ana. 

The reoords of the Santa Ana Police Department re¬ 
flect that on November 27, 195l» WILLIAMS reported to police 
that he had been suffering lately from pains in his lower 
abdomen. He went on to give a recitation concerning his fight 
against oppression and Communism, and stated he believes that 
Communist agents have finally caught up with him and that one 
of the Communist agents had sprinkled radium on his office 
chair, resulting in his stomach distress. WILLIAMS requested 
that his office chair be checked with a geiger counter.

The NRP had previously publicized Thompson as the na¬ 
tional director of a newly formed American Committee for the 
Advancement of Western Culture. James Madole, Kurt Mertig, 
Frederick Charles F. Weiss, and other “officers and members” 
of the NRP also were represented on this committee, which 
had the grandiose role of serving as “a high policy-planning 
group for the co-ordination of racial nationalist activities in 
America, Europe, Africa, and Asia." 

Last year, the NRP tried to extend its activities into other 
sections of the country. 

A guest speaker at one of the NRP meetings in Yorkville on 
June 26, 1953, was one James R. White, who was billed as an 
“organizer” from Los Angeles. Madole claimed that White had 
“already organized a fully uniformed group in his city and 
distributed thousands of copies of National Renaissance Bul¬ 
letins.” Committee inquiries disclose that James White's 
activities in Los Angeles have been confined to a small group 
and that no effective efforts in organizing the NRP in that city 
have materialized. 

A youth in his early 20s, White was the publisher of his 
own newsletter, Reason, in 1952. Committee information 
shows that, several years prior to his involvement in neo-fascist 
activities, White had been a member of the Spartacus Club of 
"The American Youth for Democracy—-a front organization of 
the Communist Party. It might be noted at this point that 
Mana Truhill, previously mentioned as head of the NRP over¬ 
seas bureau, has admitted having attended the Communist- 
operated Jefferson School of Social Science in New York. This 
is another illustration of the common ground often reached by 
fascists on the extreme right and Communists on the ex¬ 
treme left, 

Madole announced in his June, 1953, Bulletin that a local 
NRP headquarters had also been set up at 2627 Hale Avenue 
in Louisville, Ky., under the leadership of J. W. Mitchell, a 
high-school student. Subsequent inquiry by the Committee 
revealed that the branch in Louisville never attained any sig¬ 
nificant success and that it has since been dissolved. 

In December, 1953, the party’s Bulletin stated that an NRP 
branch was being formed In Pennsylvania under the direction 
of E. R. Barron and Frederick Polzin, and that another branch 
was being created in New Jersey by Lawrence Sestito. 

The numerical strength of an organization such as the NRP 
is difficult to measure, Such fanatics exaggerate their influence, 
and the Committee would do no service in overestimating the 
importance of an element which will undoubtedly take pride 
in being publicized as a “menace.” Membership of the NRP 
has been estimated at anywhere from 200 to 700 persons. All 
indications point to a diminished following in 1954. 

The NRP charges a nominal $1 membership fee, and its 
monthly Bulletin i, which has a $2 yearly subscription rate, is 
often distributed gratis. 

The NRP lias stated it held 22 street meetings in 1952, and 
regular Friday meetings during the seasonable weather in 
1953, its most-active year. The combined total of indoor and 
outdoor meetings of the NRP in 1952-53 has been estimated 
at 70. 

A certain decline in the organization's activities was evi¬ 
denced in 1954. Investigation reveals that the new head¬ 
quarters address adopted by the NRP early this year is the 
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address of a commercial firm. It is apparent that the NRP is 
largely a nomadic group, meeting in hotels and private homes, 
at times under the cover of another name, and using privately 
operated mail boxes as mailing addresses. Its Bulletin is being 
issued sporadically, and in mimeographed rather than in its 
usual printed form. 

The Committee is encouraged by the relatively restricted 
nature of National Renaissance Party influence. The Commit¬ 
tee believes, however, that such organizations have no place 
in the American scene and that the full force of exposure and 
prosecution must be employed to eradicate them. 

The Hate Group 

"COMMON SENSE" 

Growth of the hate group in recent years is exemplified by 
the publishing endeavors of Conde J. McGinley and his son, 
C. J. McGinley, in Union, N. J. The McGinleys, senior and 
junior, operate as the Christian Educational Association, for 
the purpose of publishing a semimonthly paper, Common 
Sense , as well as a mass of individual printed matter. 

Common Sense represents itself as “the nations anti-Com- 
munist paper.” Subscriptions are sought from “lcryal and pa¬ 
triotic Americans” in order to “help save om republic.” 

Such patriotic claims provide poor disguise, fyawever, for 
some of the most vitriolic hate propaganda ever to come to 
the attention of the Committee. Common Sense defines Com¬ 
munism as “Judaism” and devotes its pages almost exclusively 
to attacks on the Jewish and to a lesser extent the Negro 
minorities in our nation. Sympathy for the former Nazi regime 
in Germany also is injected into this propaganda, which is 
hardly distinguishable from that of the National Renaissance 
Party except for the latter’s open appeal for a fascist govern¬ 
ment in the United States. 

Despite its patriotic claims, Common Sense has in fact em¬ 
ployed and/or carried the writings of a number of individuals 
associated with the National Renaissance Party. Through the 
columns of Common Sense and innumerable booklets printed 
and offered for sale, the McGinleys appear to serve as a clear¬ 
inghouse for hate propagandists throughout the country. 
Among these are many of the native fascists and hate rack¬ 
eteers who were active in the 1930s, 

In contrast to the limited appeal of the openly fascist Na¬ 
tional Renaissance Party, the McGinley enterprise appears to 
Be a shrewd and going business. 

ORGANIZATION OF "COMMON SENSE" 

Conde J. McGinley, Sr., began editing a miniature weekly 
paper in Newark, N^J., in 1946, under the various titles of 
Think, The Think, and Think Weekly. In June, 1947, the 
paper was issued under the name, Common Sense, and in 
November, 1947, it was expanded to its present tabloid size 
and the headquarters transferred from Newark to Union, N. J. 
It became a semimonthly publication in 1948. McGinley re¬ 
mained the sole owner and publisher until early this year, 
when the so-called Christian Educational Association was 
created to serve as owner and publisher. Officers of the new 
association are Conde J. McGinley, Sr., president; Conde J. 
McGinley, Jr., secretary and treasurer; and Alex Jefimow, vice 
president. Jefimow is employed by the McGinleys in a sub¬ 
ordinate capacity; only the McGinleys are authorized to 
handle association funds. 

Headquarters of the newspaper and its publishing associa¬ 
tion are located in a 14-room stone building at 530 Chestnut 
Street in Union, N. J. The building is owned by Miss Kath¬ 
erine Littig, of Newark, N.J., who has worked for Common 
Sense on a voluntary basis almost from the inception of the 
publication. 
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The building also houses the press which prints Common 
Sense and other hate literature sold through Common Sense. 
This mechanical equipment is owned by the Union Patriotic 
Press, which gives the Chestnut Street building as its head¬ 
quarters. A corporation resolution of the Union Patriotic Press 
lists its officers as president, Charles Kane, of Tampa, Fla.; 
secretary, John J. Reynolds; and treasurer, Edward J. Byrne, 
Hightstown, N. J., farmer. Byrne is known to have been a 
volunteer worker in the Common Sense enterprise. Both Byrne 
and Reynolds have attended rallies held by McGinley for his 
followers; Kane has also been in attendance prior to his re¬ 
moval to Florida. 

McGinley was forced to rely on other presses prior to 1953 
and he admittedly encountered difficulties in assuring con¬ 
tinuous printing of his propaganda. After Common Sense 
moved into its headquarters on Chestnut Street in the spring 
of 1953, an addition was built for a press later acquired by 
the Union Patriotic Press. McGinley announced to his readers 
that the press had been set up “for our use" and would insure 
prompt service in the future. Technically, however, MeGiu- 
lev leases the press from the Union Patriotic Press for a $75 
monthly rental. 

NATURE OF PROPAGANDA 

During 1946 and 1947, McCinley’s allegedly anti-Com- 
munist publication gave little indication of its subsequent 
level of propaganda. At the outset, its columns carried a cer¬ 
tain amount of factual information on Communism. Beginning 
in 1948, however. Common Sense became increasingly out¬ 
spoken in its statements of a pro-Nazi and anti-Semitic na¬ 
ture. It was soon almost exclusively a vehicle for the exploita¬ 
tion of ignorance, prejudice, and fear. 

The paper devoted considerable space in 1948 to the sup¬ 
port of the late Robert H. Best, American newsman who was 
convicted of treason and sentenced to life imprisonment in 
that year as a rasult of his broadcasts for the Nazis in World 
War II. A eulogy of Best appearing in Common Sense for Dec. 
15, 1952, described him as a “patriot,” “Paul Revere,” and 
“true Christian American.” 

An arrogant letter written by Herman Coering to Winston 
Churchill just before the Nazi leader poisoned himself ap¬ 
peared in Common Sense for July 1, 1950. An editorial note 
recommended that the letter be “read carefully by members 

of Congress and all others who are shaping the destiny of 
America.” 

Common Sense adopted the National Renaissance Party 
line which alleges the United States Government is plotting a 
new world war: 

, . „ Now that the matchless German army is destroyed, 
Germany laid in ruins, and Europe helpless, Eisenhower 
asks the German people to help him prepare for another 
war purporting to be a war against Communism, while he 
protects and coddles in Washington the same people who 
prevented Germany from wiping out Communism. This is 
to be a war against the Russian people—not Commu¬ 
nism. . . . 

In this statement, McGinley’s “anti-Communist” and “pa¬ 
triotic” publication apparently is not adverse to serving the 
Communist propaganda cause. Indeed, McGinley has even 
printed such statements as the following, which he identi¬ 
fied as being from a “European” correspondent: 

... If your paper is to continue its excellent work of 
opposing the policy of the Jew, please do not fight Russia 
also, for we in Europe look upon it as the only hope to 
prevent Jewish and world domination by means of its 
stupid, willing, technically clever American slaves, the 



destroyers’ of Europe’s cities, the hatemongevs of the vile 
occupation and the hangmen of Nurnberg. 

Anti-Semitism is the chief stock in trade of Common 
Sense, which now distortedly defines Communism as “a 
false face for Judaism.” Typical of headlines which appear in 
the publication are: “Jewish Leaders Are Crazy For Power;” 
“Zionists Threaten Russia With War;” “‘Brotherhood’—Jew 
Trap For Christianity;” and “Invisible Government Rules 
Both Parties; Adlai and Ike Marxist Stooges.” Articles in 
Common Sense have even attacked water fluoridation as a 
Red plot by “the invisible rulers” aimed at mass destruction 
of the American people. 

The violent nature of this propaganda is illustrated by an 
article written by George Thomas Adams in the issue of 
Common Sense for Dec. I, 1952. In the course of a discussion 
of anti-Semitic pogroms in Communist countries, Adams 
staled: 

... If the Russian people wish to throw off their 
Jewish yoke, what right have we to criticize them? . . . 
Wc should be doing the same, 

Conde McGinley, Sr., uses the oblique method in an article 
in the issue dated June 15, 1952: 

. . . The German Government, facing the same situa¬ 
tion as the United States does today, put these Red Jews 
in concentration camps. . . . (Italics supplied) 

A survey of Common Sense propaganda fails to reveal any 
outright advocacy of a fascist government for the. United 
States. The solution customarily offered by Conde McGinley^. 
Sr., to “save America” is an increase in the circulation of 
Common Sense. It is apparent that this publication represents 
a modern example of the racketeers who made a business out 
of un-American hate propaganda during the 1930s. 

CO-OPERATION WITH OTHER 
PROPAGANDISTS 

Information in the possession of the Committee reveals a 
significant interchangeability of propagandists working for llie 
allegedly patriotic Common Sense and the avowedly fascist 
National Renaissance Party. 

A good example is provided by Eustace Mullins, who 
frankly eulogizes Hitler in the pages of the National Renais¬ 
sance Party’s Bulletin and who has been observed at an NRP 
street session im New York City last year. Articles written by 
Mullins have been appearing in Common Sense since at least 
September, 1951, and, last year, he became a writer on the 
staff of Common Sense. 

W. Henry MacFarland, Jr., is another individual who lias 
been simultaneously active in both the National Renaissance 
Party and Common Sense. A resident of Philadelphia, Mac¬ 
Farland in 1948 had organized a Nationalist Action League 
which was promptly cited as a fascist organization by the 
United States Attorney General. In 1949, MacFarland spoke 
at a number of meetings of the National Renaissance Party 
in New York. He presided at a branch meeting of the NRP 
held in Philadelphia in October, 1949. Meanwhile, his name 
also appeared as “associate editor” of Common Sense in the 
issues which appeared during July and August of 1949. 

At that time, Conde McGinley, Sr., was planning to 
combine forces with MacFarland and his cited Nationalist 
Action League and with another organization, the Loyal 
American Group, headed by William J. O'Brien. The scheme, 
as announced in Common Sense, called for McGinley’s 
publication to serve as official organ of the Nationalist Action 
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League, with O’Brien disbanding his group to serve as na¬ 
tional secretary of the new combination. The plan fell 
through, however, and McGinlcy resumed sole editorship of 
Common Sense. O’Brien, u printer Iron) Montclair, N.J., was 
later taken on the staff of Common Sense. 

The interlocking of Common Sense and the National Ren¬ 
aissance Party is further demonstrated by the fact that 
Common Sense has carried articles by Frederick Charles F. 
Weiss, chief propagandist for the NRF, and by Kurt Mertig, 
New York City chairman of the NRP. 

Common Sense is also a channel for hate propaganda 
being issued by numerous other individuals and organizations 
scattered throughout the country. The literature of these 
fellow hatemongers is disseminated either through reprints 
in the columns of Common Sense or in booklets published and 
sold by Common Sense. 

One of the most frequently reprinted "authors” is Robert 
H, Williams, of Santa Ana, Califwho issues the Williams 
Intelligence Summary , a monthly newsletter. Common Sense 
also sells his writings in pamphlet form. Williams advertises 
himself as the possessor of vast intelligence information which 
he gained ns a member of Army Intelligence during World 
War II. The deception is evident from the fact that Williams’s 
intelligence duty comprised less than a year as an adminis¬ 
trative officer for the intelligence section of a bomber wing. 
In this position, he would have received no intelligence in¬ 
formation dealing with the Communist conspiracy. His as¬ 
signment to the military intelligence was merely in the 
Reserves, from which commission he was relieved by official 
action of the Army, effective Dec. 21. 1950. 

Contle McGinlcy, Sr., lias maintained a particularly co¬ 
operative relationship with two disseminators of anti-Semitic 
literature from Chicago: Mrs. Elizabeth Dilling and Mrs. 
Lyrl Clark Van Hyning. Mrs. Dilling’s writings have been 
circulating since the 1930s. Mvs. Van Hyning is the head of 
an organization known as We, The Mothers. Mobilize For 
America, Inc., and is editor of the publication. Womens 
Voice. 

Messages have been sent to members of Congress over the 
joint signatures of Mrs. Dilling, Mrs. Van Hyning, .and Mc- 
G in ley. 

Mrs. Dilling is a constant source of violent articles for 
Common Sense which prints them under such headlines as 
" ‘Brotherhood’—Jew Trap for Christianity” and "World Cruci¬ 
fixion and the Master Race.” Mrs. Dilling has also authored 
appeals in Common Sense for support of the propaganda 
activities of McGinlcy and Mrs. Van Hyning. McGinlcy in 
turn has recommended Mrs. Dillings “Bulletins” to his readers 
and has offered for sale reprints of her book, “The Plot 
Against Christianity.” He has also appealed for financial con¬ 
tributions for Mrs. Van Hyning and occasionally carried in 
Common Sense statements either credited to her or to her 
publication. Women’s Voice. 

A number of individuals notorious for their efforts to create 
a nationwide fascist organization in the United States in the 
1930s are also propagandizing again through Common Sense. 
McGinley has printed articles and letters from Gen. George 
Van Horn Moseley (Rot.), Col. Eugene N. Sanctuary, and 
Charles B. Hudson. He has advertised for sale, a new book 
by Robert Edward Edmondson. The Special Committee on 
Un-American Activities reported in 1940 that General Moseley 
was being seriously considered as a national leader of an 
attempted union of fascist and hate groups in the United 
States until the plans were exposed and Moseley was called 
as a witness before the Committee. The special Committee 
named Sanctuary, Hudson, and Edmondson as being among 
the individuals who took part in this unsuccessful attempt to 
create a united fascist movement. 

Preliminary Committee investigations have thus far failed 


to reveal any indication that present-day fascist and hate 
groups are seeking national organizational unity. 

The co-operative efforts of the hate groups, however, have 
actually extended to the point of national conventions. 
Common Sense reported the proceedings of one such con¬ 
vention held in Chicago, July 4-6, 1952. Condc McGinley, 
Sr., and William J. O'Brien spoke as representatives of Com¬ 
mon Sense at this gathering, which was referred to by Mc¬ 
Ginley as an “annual convention” of “nationalists.” Mrs. Lyrl 
Clark Van Hyning served as moderator of the convention, 
which was chaired by one George Foster. The 200 delegates, 
from all sections of the country, heard speeches and adopted 
resolutions following the lines of the propaganda which they 
issue. The most significant statement was in a speech by 
O'Brien of Common Sense. He urged the delegates to back 
each other "to the limit” whenever any one of them is “undeT 
attack.” 

CIRCULATION AND FINANCES 

Information available to the Committee on the circulation 
and financial status of Common Sense indicates that Conde 
McGinley has developed a shrewd and flourishing business 
out of hate propaganda. 

Common Sense reported in October, 1948, that the number 
of copies which were distributed to paid subscribers during 
the preceding 12 months averaged 7,072. In October, 1949, 
the average, paid subscriptions were reported at 9,660, and by 
October, 1950, the figure had jumped to 21,255. The Com¬ 
mittee has not observed any further publication of subscrip¬ 
tion figures in Common Sense since then. However, figures 
filed by the publication with United States postal authorities 
show that an average of 15,796 copies of Common Sense 
were being distributed through second-class mail to paid 
subscribers during the 6-month period from March 15 to 
Sept. 15, 1954. 

These figures do not reflect the thousands of copies of 
Common Sen.se which are sold by other means or distributed 
gratis. For example, McGinlcy has been known to make 
bulk deliveries of an issue to various individuals for remail¬ 
ing or distribution in other ways. McGinley asserted that 
he had “120,000 readers” in 1952. Committee investiga¬ 
tion indicates that the circulation of Common Sense tops 
the 100,000 mark for certain issues, but averages approxi¬ 
mately 50,000 copies. The number of free copies averages 
at least 30,000. 

Subscriptions to Common Sense sell for $1 a year and pro¬ 
vide a minimum of $ 15,000 an nually, based on second-class 
Thailiiffr atorTT5.“'“GfPrtTe-side. sale of books and pamphlets 
brings in an estimate^ maximum of $1,000 a year. However, 
the publication also receives financial contributions, the exact 
amejunt of which has not been ascertained. 

McGinley solicits contributions in urgent messages printed 
ini Common Sense as well as through special fund-raising 
letters A typical letter sent out by McGinley in the spring of 
this year [1954] stated that due to a low subscription rate 
mid lack of advertising revenue, "we must depend on real 
patriots to subsidize us-l n keeping with their ability. 

McGinlcy invariably represents TTrroSvrr-JIl4 ^ a jj 

a penniless patriot who has used up his lifes^frt^Ss ° t> 
$15,000 on Common Sense yet continues to work "fuTrttWf** 
without salary or profit in order to save his country. "When 1 
ani reminded of rny duty, and it is not for myself,” he has 
stated, ”1 take courage to warn you that if you do not get into 
this work personally and actively, or give, money quickly to 
those wlio are active, the hidden, invisible Government plot 
will have proceeded so far that dictators will be giving 
orders.” McGinley adds the sly reminder that money orders 


can be sent under fictitious names. 
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Such broad fund appeals appear with irregularity. They 
usually occur when McGinlev requires large sums lor a 
special project, such as the remodeling of his new hcadquar- 
tors building. Constant solicitations seem to be unnecessary as 
a result of very substantial financial support rendered Mc- 
Oinley by a few well-to-do-patrons, 

One of the financial “angels" l>ehind Condo McGinlev has 
been Benjamin Harrison Freedman, a retired toilot-goods 
manufacturer of 960 Park Avenue, New York City. - 

Freedman estimated that he had spent $15,000 on Com¬ 
mon Sense by December. 1950, according to testimony he 
gave? on December 12 of that year before the Senate Armed 
Services Commit Ii*o. I" •« prepagand.. shed published bv 
Freedman in New York on Jan. 2, 1951, lie detailed his 
support of McGinlev in this way: 

... In 1948 Freedman met McGinlev. They found that 
they had much in common. Freedman became interested 
in “Common Sense” as one of the most aggressive organi¬ 
zations fighting Marxism (Communism) to which Freed¬ 
man had lent financial assistance. 

Since 1948, Freedman has given unsparingly of his time 
and his efforts to increase the circulation of Common Sense 
and has advanced a small fortune for that purpose. Within 
the past two months alone, Freedman has advanced to 
and/or for Common Sense in excess of seven thousand 
dollars ($7,000.00). 

Common Sense was rapidly becoming an important factor 
in the nationwide fight against the worldwide campaign of 
the Marxists (Communists) for world conquest. . . . 
Freedman advanced funds to McGinlev' to cover the cost of 
printing and mailing fifty thousand (50,000) copies of 
Common Sense (No. 126) . . . 

In addition to his financial contributions, Freedman is a 
prominent figure at various meetings field for supporters of 
Common Sense He spoke as a “noted authority on Zionism” 
at a meeting held as recently as November 14 at Common 
Sense headquarters in Union, N.J. Common Sense advertised 
the meeting as a pro-America rally sponsored by Americans 
Against Communism— an organization name occasionally used 
by McGinley. 

McGinlev himself has not publicized such major financial 
support for fear ol discouraging his smaller contributors. 
However, rumors that Freedman and others have been pro¬ 
viding substantial aid to Common Sense have become wide¬ 
spread enough to force a recent public statement from 
McGinley. 

- In a fund-raising letter sent out~i(i^thcJt_«iIL Me- — 

Ginley stated. "1 have learned recently that some p^ople-^^ 
are under the impression that Mr. Beil Freedman and a 
prominent manufacturer are backing us.” McGinley i ac¬ 
knowledged in the letter that Freedman's assistance \^as 

“a help in making Common Sense the most widely read, 
factual publication on Marxism,* and that Freedman tt- 

- clay continues to “give all his lime and is a lower of infoiT 
mat ion." McGinley attempted to persuade his readers tbnP 
nevertheless “for some time, Mr. Freedman has not been., 

in a position to l3e _(►l^WrttcTTrrl—RnaTTcial assistance to us.” 

With 1‘osjjge^fo - llitTunidentified “manufacturer,” McGinley 

—yfco that the contributions have been “nominal” al¬ 
though “very JAdplul." 

The thriving, nature^pf the Common Sense enterprise is at¬ 
tested to by McCifdcy himself on numerous occasions, lie 
cannot avoid boasting of his accomplishments, even in the 
course of bis urgent requests for funds. 

He reported, lor example, that in 1953 he had made “much 
progress” He referred to his excellent new headquarters 
tensively remodeled and enlarged; a press at his 


disposal for the first time; and the addition of an investigator 
and a writer to his staff. 

A fund-raising letter issued this fall [of 1954] boasted 
that “we have now built Common Sense into a large operation 
to reach numbers.” However, McGinley continued to an¬ 
nounce ambitious plans, including the installation of new 
mailing equipment in his headquarters at a cost of $3,000. 
McGinley has also stated hopes of soon stepping up publi¬ 
cation to a weekly basis. 

McGinley’s claim to full-time work in behalf of Common 
Sense without salary or profit is misleading in view of the 
facts developed in the Committee’s investigation. Volunteer 
workers perform many duties in connection with the publica¬ 
tion. The Committee has learned, however, that Conde Mc¬ 
Ginley, Sr., has no employment or income outside of the 
Common Sense operation. He has for a short period in the 
past served as caretaker of property in Union, but his payment 
did not exceed $1,000 a year. Coudc McGinley, Jr., supple¬ 
ments his Common Sense activities by serving as a free-lance 
salesman of ‘aluminum windows and siding for houses. Conde 
McGinley, Sr., and Mr. and Mrs. Conde McGinley, Jr., reside 
in the headquarters building of Common Sense at 530 Chest¬ 
nut Street in Union. 

Since contributions form an admittedly important part of 
Common Sense income, the true state of its finances is difficult 
to determine. The Committee has been denied access to fed¬ 
eral income tax information on the principals involved. A 
minimum income of approximately $30,000 annually is evi¬ 
dent from a study of bank deposits made in the name of 
Common Sense or its new corporate cloak, the Christian 
Educational’Association. A total of $25,965.97 was deposited 
in the publication’s account in a Union, N. J., bank during the 
10-month period from January 1 to Oct. 29, 1954. During the 
12 months of 1953, deposits totaled $29,320.78. 

II is regrettable that any American may have contributed 
to the perpetuation of a hale factory such as that operated 
by the McGinleys. If loyal Americans seek to play an active 
part in protecting their country from subversion, they would 
do well to lend their support to legitimate patriotic organiza¬ 
tions rather than to those whose real objective is another form 
of subversion. 

Conclusion 

In this preliminary report, the Committee has concentrated 
on a few examples of subversive propaganda activity cur¬ 
rently to be found in the United States. The Committee is 
well aware that this report conveys only a small part of the 
total picture of such activities in this country today. 

The Committee believes, however, that this preliminary re¬ 
port will provide useful information to the Congress. Both 
the National Renaissance Party and Common Sense have 
made unsolicited distributions of their un-American propa¬ 
ganda to members of the Congress, and the members have 
consequently made frequent inquiry of the Committee re¬ 
garding the nature of these organizalions. 

The Committee further hopes that this report will alert both 
the. Congress and the American public to dangers winch must 
.not be ignored. The National Renaissance Party and the op¬ 
erators of Common Sense illustrate two types of subversion 
from the extreme right. The Committee condemns any such 
resurgence of pro-fascist'and hate activity. 

The Committee is continuing its investigation and exposure 
of Communist conspirators wherever they may be found. The 
Committee is convinced, however, that there is a concurrent 
need for continuous investigation, exposure, and, where neces¬ 
sary, prosecution, to the end that no activity of a pro-fascist 
.nature will ever be permitted to gain substantial stature or 
influence in the United States.

Federal Civil Defense officials are 
telling us we must get out of the cities 
when the enemy threatens or begins to 
bomb us.

Dear Ediior: 

I congratulate the Prescott Senior High School 
student, Virginia Crosswhiio, on her concern lor 
our country in the threatening crisis. We cer¬ 
tainly do need well-organized and well-prepared 
civil defense forces. However, the FEDERAL Civil 
Defense forces, as presently constituted, are one 
of the groat threats of the time, os well os a 
fraud and a hoax. I have watched the growth of 
this super-power movement from its inception and 
noticed it was initiated by one-worlders who be¬ 
lieve in q world government and who support the 
Marxist revolution of which Communism is a part. 
....The Federal Civil Defense threatens to usurp 
complete power at a time of hysteria, destroying 
the city police authority, the authority of the 
mayor, the authority of the county sheriff, state 
goyernor^rnd legislature^ If you will turn to the 
Constitution 0 f the United States, you will notice 
that Section 4 of Article IV guarantees the integ¬ 
rity of the state government: 

"The United States shall guarantee to every 
state in this Union, a republican form of 
government ..." 

The some section of the article states that 
Federal forces may never inter/ere with state and 
local justice and police procedures except: 

"on application of the legislature, or of the 
executive (when the legislature cannot be 
convened}. 1 ' 

If is this section of the Constitution which the 
Marxist revolutionaries behind the New Deal and 
behind the presently constituted Federal Civil 
Defense set-up, most violently hate. They have 
made repeated efforts since 1932 to break down 
the wad of freedom which the Constitution built 
around each state and the wall of freedom which 
it built around each city. 

A close reading of the Constitution indicates 
that these walls were not to protect us from 
rattlesnakes or Indians but primarily to protect us 
from any power-hungry federal government. For 
instance, Article II of the Amendment reads: 

"A well-regulated militia being necessary to 
the security of a free state, the right of the 
people to keep and bear arms shall not be 
infringed." 

To gef th'e full signifiance of this Article , un¬ 
derscore the word free. It is the Federal govern¬ 
ment which shall not infringe the right of the 
people to keep and bear arms and preserve their 
freedom. It is the people who must organize 
themselves info militia when and as "necessary 
to the security of a free state." It is the people 
who must guard the walls of freedom round 
their city and state. 

Unfortunately, a good half of our people in 
this brain-washed age, do not seem remotely 
aware that such walls of freedom esisf. They have 
come to look to the Federal government for 
everything. 

Save Local Police 

After all, isn’t it stupid to expect a hodge¬ 
podge of political appointees to have as much 
experience, judgment and skill in handling a 
great crisis in my city and yours as the seasoned, 
trained, organized city police force? 

It takes only an instant’s reflection to see that 


no outside force, not even the Army, could come 
info Santa Ana or Prescott and handle a great 
civil defense problem with the efficiency of the 
local police—ond certainly the attitude toward 
the local populance would be very different from 
a super-imposed police force (the Fed oral Civil 
Defense hodge-podge or even the armed forces^. 

Strangely enough, certain of the most influen¬ 
tial organizers and officials of fhe Federal Civil 
Defense forces have stated frankly or otherwise 
made plain their desire to establish a dictatorship, 
if and when the civil defense crisis strikes (or is 
deliberately created). You will find these sta/e- 
ments and evidences in a Hit la booklet which f 
wrote in 1952, CAN THE POLICE PROTECT US. 
a copy of which I am sending herewith. On sec¬ 
ond thought, I shall enclose a copy for Miss 
Virginia, if you will be so kind as to send it on io 
her. 

Persistontly, alien forces which have coma info 
our country in the last fifty or sixty years have 
gone about organizing the New Deal Marxist revo¬ 
lution. .Failing- to destroy^state^and~xit.y.^gaver:ns- 
ment, they have tried io s uper-impose one agency 
or another above the duly constituted bodies of 
legislation, justice and law enforcement. Witness, 
for instance, the enormous outcrop of alphabetical 
agencies since 1932, almost all of them illegite- 
matoly super-imposed on the wonderful limited 
government which we had previously enjoyed in 
this fabulously-blessed land. 

Yes, let’s have civil defense and let’s plan for 
it now. But let's make every mayor, every police 
chief, governor, senator and other public official 
recognize the present threat of the FEDERAL Civil 
Defense and let us urge, especially fhe governors, 
mayors and police chiefs to publicly express their 
determination to run the civil defense problems 
themselves accepting from fhe Federal government 
supplies and other aid—but not direction or 
instructions. ♦ 

It must be obvious to any thoughtful person by 
now that the hydrogen bomb constitutes a weapon 
which, even if not used, can he relied on by the 
revolutionaries (who have so much influence on 
the networks) to scare and stampede our cities. 
Unless our leaders understand this problem in 
advance, we must expect the most hysterical rev¬ 
olution in all history; a revolution which will send 
twenty to thirty million people streaming out of 
our cities —going where? They will die like flies 
and millions will be dispossessed of property for 
the duration of the emergency—how many years? 
—and thus be thrown on a socialist government for 
their actual meals and a place to sleep, if any. 

This is not a hopeless situation. The right lead¬ 
ership could prevent any need of civil defense by 
rounefing up the 5th column which the Soviet Union 
intends to use as its firsf attacking force. 

Next, free from captivity Chiang Kai-shek and 
S yngmon Rhee so that they may roily the millions 
of a nfi-Communists on the mainland of Asia 
against the Communist invaders. Once a major 
effort is launched by fhe anti-Communist natives 
of Asia (without involving American troops) the 
masters of the Soviet Union would be so disturbed 
that they would never dare take on more trouble 
by attacking our country.

ZIONIST PAPER TSPlfcD HAND RE: 
TAMPERING WITH IMMIGRATION ACT 


I like, to think that it was I who started 
the move which got the left wing Repub¬ 
lican Edward J Corsi fired from his State 
Department job as adviser on the Refugee 
Relief Act. 

I had been reading for some little (ime 
in the Jewish papers tlmt Jewish political 
leaders were much encouraged over pros¬ 
pects for softening and undermining the 
MeCarran-Walter Immigration Act ami the 
Refugee Relief Act so as to admit hordes 
of their friends. 

However, I got the real story from the 
London Jewish Chronicle of February 25, 
which reached me early in March. The pa¬ 
per said that '‘administrators’' of the 
“United States Refugee Act have removed 
obstacles which hitherto impeded imple¬ 
mentation of the measure.” 

I immeditately fired off a letter to a very 
influential person in Washington who in 
turn handed the letter to several other 
influential persons and a few days later 

famous speech oil the House floor pointing 
out tlmt Edward J. Corsi was an old Com¬ 
munist fronter and was tampering with 
the immigration laws. 

For the April issue of the Intelligence 
Summary I copied the article from the 
London Jewish Chronicle and had it set in 
type, but later found that it had got 
crowded out for want of space. I reproduce 
it herewith: 

Corsi Caught 

"Alterations in the regulations governing the 
United States Refugee Act hove removed obstacles 
which hitherto impeded implementation of the 
measure, according fa Mr. Arthur Greenleigh. the 
Executive Director of the United Hias Service/' 

(Note: Hias is usually spelled with capi¬ 
tals, HIAS, meaning Hebrew Immigrant 
Aid Society, a Zionist inspired organiza¬ 
tion founded about 1883, which has offices 
in most or all the important ports of the 
world and which routes streams of immi¬ 
grants to our shores and to Israel.—RHW) 

"In o report to the first annual meeting of fhe 
now immigration agency, which now unites Hias, 
the United Service for New Americans, and the 
migration department of the American Joint Dis¬ 
tribution Committee, Mr. Greenleigh said that for 
tho first time in 18 months, obstacles against 
which agencies such as tho United Hias had been

to make full use of the opportunity to bring re¬ 
fugees into tho United States ‘outsida tho harsh 
quota restrictions of the McCarran-Waftor Act'. 
The administrators of the Act had, lie so id, agreed 
to liberaliea the regulations of implementing 
the Act. The changes would allow tho entry of 
'substantial numbers’ of immigrants , . . 

"The United States Solicitor General, Mr. Simon 
H. Sobctoff, said that twice os many visas would 
be issued in the next four months, as in the past 
18 months when fewor than 20,000 were granted . • 

"The United Hias budget for 19S5 totals $3,- 
119,385." 

With my letter to Washington quoting 
this article from the London Jewish 
Chronicle. I set about trying to find out 
who were the officials thus destroy¬ 
ing the Immigration laws. If you have been 
reading the newspapers in recent weeks 
you must be aware that Mr. Corjd was one 
of them. 

The reason the politicians have gone 
crazy over Corsi is that he is one of a ra¬ 
cial element In New York state of approxi¬ 


mately 1,750,000 Italian Americans; and 
that he is the darling of Max Rabb, presi¬ 
dential adviser, and the Anti-Defamation 
League power machine. It was Rabb who 
got Eisenhower to appoint Corsi to the 
immigration job. (One report says many of 
the New York Italians are pro-McCarthy 
Americans, and thus no friend of Corsi.) 

Mr. Corsi has repeatedly stated that he 
Is against the McCarran-Walter Immigra¬ 
tion Act and against the quota provisions 
of the immigration laws and he has made 
it clear that he bases his concept of Ameri¬ 
can immigration policies on the “needs" of 
the European populance. 

Scott McLeod, former FBI agent, ad¬ 
ministrator of the Refugee Relief Act, told 
a senate committee that Corsi told him he 
was going to run for the U. S. Senate next 
year. 

Ever since Dulles was pressured to let 
Corsi out, McLeod and Dulles have been 
under attack by the old friends and stand- 
bv s of the Mavxist revolution: Senator 
Herbert H. Lehman, Representative Eman¬ 
uel Celier and former Congressman Jacob 
K. Javits, self styled Republican, who is 
now attorney general for the state of New 
York. These three Jewish revolutionaries 
have long carried on the fight to destroy 
American immigration laws.

to coast was permitting the new vaccine 
to be injected into millions of children on 
no more authority than these newscasts 
and reports of Dr. Salk's tests.

The letter Is addressed to Mr. Ed dam¬ 
age of Chicago, chairman of the. Commis¬ 
sion, and reads: 

"After you telephoned me on March IS about 
the anti-Semitic report from the Anti-Defamation 
League of B'nai 6‘rith, my first reaction was to 
combat their slander. However, I now find their 
savjjge sii rvoilta nce goes beyond what you tele¬ 
phoned me an March IS. 

"As I am in business here the pressure is too 
great to ignore , and I simply cannot jeopardise my 
family further. According to my own information 
and offer talking with you, I find this League 
maintains a staff of paid agents in Chicago who 
gather information against individuals and organ¬ 
isations who are active in anii-Cammunist work. It 
now seems they also use this reprisal method on 
a local level. 

"My work on the Commission is an open book. 
Tho reports to the district and division of tho 
American Legion were never disparaging against 
a Jew. Anti-Semitism is an ugly charge. Most of 
my reports have been published and sent to all 
officers in the Legion to iec and read. I confess, 
that I do not know how to defend myself against 
this sort of character assassination. 

"It is now clear that nothing has been put in 
writing, and for a purpose, in your letter of 
March 24 only by implication noted that you had 
a telephone call and I would be notified after I 
arrived in Chicago where a 'session' would fco 
held. This type of gumshoe secrecy is not good 
for the American Legion. 


"The utterly false accusation of anti-Semitism, 
accompanied by undercover files distributed sur¬ 
reptitiously among Legionnaires is not Americanism 
in my mind. 

"As I said, my first reaction was to fight, but 
the problem is too big for one person, the whole 
communist conspiracy has been so successfully 
deceptive that I doubt whether the American 
Legion will over see through it. If this sounds 
ridiculous, I will agree. However, what communists 
and their Red tranters were not able to accomplish, 
the anti-Def amotion League and B'nai B'rith were; 

I am forced to resign."

No doubt you noticed that it was the 
Marxist, especially the Jewish press and 
radio, which took complete charge of Dr. 
Salk and the vaccine and are furnishing 
the tidal wave of glorification, (as this 
machine always tries to immortalize any 
member of its race who accomplishes 
something). You've got to admire the 
Jewish strategists for their mutual sup¬ 
port. Why aren't we that smart? 

And I imagine you will join me in ex¬ 
pressing gratitude to Dr. Salk—if the 
vaccine proves a success. 

Don't hold Dr, Salk responsible for the 
efforts of the Jewish political machine to 
capitalize on him-and to use Eisen¬ 

hower in trying to “Socialize' 'the vaccine 
under federal control by appointing a 
committee to stand like a dictator over 
the distribution of it. 

From what physicians have told me, Dr. 
Salk evidently is a true scientist; with 
the highest professional standing. I hoped 
he would not let himself get involved with 
the political machine which wants to use 
him for its own purposes. 

But I have misgivings about his future 
aloofness from the political revolution, for 
he has just announced that he will next 
turn his talents into the field of—mental 
hygiene, oh, my stomach! And he has 
been taken in charge by Ed Murrow of the 
Marxist Columbia Broadcasting System. 

The chief point of this digression is that 
we must be on guard against a ‘'mental 
hygiene" stampede comparable to the 
stampede over the Salk vaccine. 

Lucille Miller "Test” Case 

You doubtless have been reading about 
the seizure of the anti-Cammunist writer 
Lucille Miller by a left wing federal judge, 
known friend of the terrorist Anti- 
Defamation League and champion of New 
Deal Marxist causes, in Vermont. The 
judge did the impossible: he threw Mrs. 
Miller into a mental hospital for a period 
of observation to find out whether or not 
she was sane and therefore eligible to 
stand trial on some charge of under¬ 
mining the armed forces by opposing the 
military draft (a trial which she demands). 

All right;, the^judge couldn't-do that; it- 
didn't happen and I am just talking 
through my hat. But I have seen excerpts 
from the record and the Chicago Tribune 
and my home town daily have had the 
integrity to tell us about it; and I have 
read several long letters written within 
the past few weeks to some of my sub¬ 
scribers by Lucille Miller; and if she 
is crazy so are we all. Anybody who could 
write those letters is crazy like any nutty 
nationalist who believes in God and coun¬ 
try, and is willing to fight for them. 

It is as obvious as need be that the 
judge is being used by the alien revolu¬ 
tionaries, notably the Anti-Defamation 
League which attacks all effective anti¬ 



communists, in order to silence her 
smear her as a lunatic because she 
told too much about the enemy's doings 
in her part of the country. 

The latest development in her case is 
that the judge has “found" her insane and 
put her under the benevolent wing of the 
Dewey-ite New Deal Attorney General 
Brownell! By what legal meandering could 
he arrive at that arrangement? 



Dangerous Bill Pending 

The big drive to cure our ailing minds 
is currently centered round a drive to 
enact state “mental health" laws with 
power to seize the individual in his home 
or on the street. The drive is powered and 
steered in part by the front group, the 
National Association for Mental Health. 
It was kicked off by Public Affairs Pham- 
phlet No. 19G, and the Public Affairs 
Pamphlets are among the major propa¬ 
ganda mouthpieces of the Anti-Defama¬ 
tion League, sometimes using "Fifth 
Amendment". Communists, - and edited by 
Maxwell S. Stewart who was a teacher in 
the Communist Moscow Institute in Mos¬ 
cow, USSR. 

The drive has managed to get dangerous 
“mental health" clauses into bills enacted 
in Texas, Now York and Utah, and a 
fight is now raging in the California legis¬ 
lature over a radical version of the plan. 
Sponsors of this measure propose by this 
bill to subject to seizure anybody who 
is socially “maladjusted," and further: 

"7. Creation of a 90-day observation period for 
involuntary admission mental cases, who could 
enter a public institution without the necessity 
and stigma of a formal commitment . 

"2, Use of institution attendants to transport 
patients to hospitals instead of police or deputy 
sheriffs in order fa remove the stigma af 'crim¬ 
inality.' 

"3. Removal of much of the 'red tape’ in the 
form of court appearances and hearings on com - 
m if meats and financial matters." 

You can see at a glance that the above 
provisions would enable the sheriff or 
privately appointed hospital attendants to 
put you or anybody else in a mental ward 
without process of court—if in their opin¬ 
ion you are out of step socially (or let us 
say politically), 

They Seized My Neighbors 

But wait a minute: My next door neigh¬ 
bor*, a very fine soul of good rugged Scotch 
stock, but who, at 72, was beginning to 
bear little voices and see strange people 
under the breakfast table, was seized one 
Saturday night about three months ago 
by deputies from the Sheriff’s office of 
this county, and taken to the county, men¬ 
tal ward, where three days later my wife 
visited her and found her strapped in bed. 
This neighbor was the last person on 
earth who would commit violence, though 
it is possible she might forget to turn off 
ill© gas or might get in the way of an 
automobile at a busy intersection. 

The Sheriff’s office took her, against 
her cries of protest for my wife t.o inter¬ 
vene, and ran her crazy by holding her a 


Solid iv'eek strapped in bed. They held feer 
eight days without a court hearing and 
then might have kept on holding her but 
for the intervention of her brother, whom 
I telephoned by long distance. 

This was not a political case at all. 
There was no malice involved. The Sher¬ 
iff’s appointees had the best of intentions, 
I am sure. They were just crazy them¬ 
selves, as demonstrated by the way they 
ignored good American law and the Consti¬ 
tution and the way they mishandled this 
kindly, harmless old lady. Another neigh¬ 
bor, 80, whom I did not know, who was 
a mental case, but harmless, who needed 
only kindly, quiet supervision, was seized 
recently in the some way—and was found 
dead the next morning. 

Now these cases I report with full 
knowledge. They are not just old wives 
tales. My neighbors and the County rec¬ 
ords (I am sure) will bear me out. 

If it already is so easy to ignore the 
law and seize a citizen, we had better 
begin to act. 

Before signing off, I want to point out 
that for many years the revolutionaries, 
especially those in the Zionist power move¬ 
ment,-have made clear, either by direct 
statement or by their obvious build-up to 
this end. that they want to make anti- 
Semitism a crime and intend to brand all 
opponents (bigots and anti-Semites, as 
they call their opponents) as mental cases 
and send them to insane asylums. 

Rabbi Joshua Trachtenberg of Easton, 
Pa., many years ago called anti-Semitism 
"a disease idigenous tb our economic sys¬ 
tem." Rabbi Leon Spitz, ardent brother¬ 
hood propagandist, preaching to his flock 
in 1946, said: 

"We must fill aur jails with anti-Semitic 
gangsters. We must fill our insane asylums with 
anti-Semitic lunatics ... We must harass and 
prosecute our Jew-baiters to the extreme limits 
of the laws. We must humble and shame our anti- 
Semitic hoodlums to such an extent that none 
will wish or dare to became (their) 'fellow- 
travelers(Quoted from the American Hebrew, 
March 1, 1946.) 

If you oppose the subversive movement 
of Communism and - Jewish nationalism 
which is undermining our traditions, 
morals and government and threatening 
a Marxist dictatorship over us, you are 
to be seized and "observed" and “treated" 
for mental sickness.

The calculated dishonesty of Eisenhower h 
nowhere better revealed than in Ihe above 
photograph , which I have taken from the Lon¬ 
don Times of October 17, 1952 (p. 5). A 

quick comparison of his campaign promises and 

poses with his accomplishments since election 
shows that he is carrying out hi s policy of 
planned deception of the American people. 
His appointment of Lyman Lemnitzer, whose 
record of treason was officially established by 
a Senate committee, to command U. S. Army 
forces in the Ear East, is the latest revelation

As a Major General in charge of the

serviceable arms and equipment. 

In my booklet KNOW YOUR ENEMY 
(pp. 39, 40) I quoted from the Senate hear¬ 
ings establishing the above cited treason. 
I quote it once again, 
for it is as timely now 
as it was then (just 
after the Communists 
had attacked South 
Korea and were on the 
verge of driving our 
soldiers into the sea—- 
because Lemnitzer had 
refused or failed to 
help build up the 
South Korean forces). General Lemnitzer 

The testimony was mentioned in the 
Los Angeles Examiner of July 11, 1950 
(about three weeks after the Communists 
attacked in Korea): 

"Shocking secret testimony that the State 
Department defied Congress and blocked ade¬ 
quate military aid to Korea remained under triple 
seal and locked in a Senate safe today, despite 
congressional and public demands for exposure. 
The testimony left members of the Senate appro¬ 
priations committee horrified and angry. A nu/n* 
her wanted to take the entire case to the Sen- 
-ate floor. Offrersrr.hefd' that-the ~tesfrmony~ was 
too damaging. , . , They wanted the record 
destroyed!* 

As I asked then, I ask still: Why was 
the testimony too damaging for the fathers 
and mothers of young men marked for a 
useless death in Korea, to know about? 
Who were the traitors to be protected? 
We got part of the answer from News¬ 
week of July 10, 1950: 

"(Senator) Ferguson demanded to know how 
much of the $10,220,000 provided tor Korea in 
the MAP authorization of July, 1949, and the 
appropriation of the following October had been 
spent and how much material had been delivered. 
Looking as though he’d rather be facing a Russian 
tank with a can opener, Lemnitzer answered that 
only a small amount of signal equipment had ac¬ 
tually been sent. How much? prodded Ferguson. 
Very little, Lemnitzer replied. How much? Fer¬ 
guson insisted. Well, not more than several 
hundred dollars worth, Lemnitzer said. Ferguson 
insisted and Lemnitzer finally put Ihe sum at $200. 

"Ferguson was shocked . . , Republican Sena¬ 
tor William F. Knowland of California . . . 
said he rtneiv' the Korean Republic hod asked 


'time and time again' for plane s. He pointed ouf 
that our own military mission had recommended 
giving them some. Wasn't if true, he asked, that 
not a single fighter had been given fa Korea? 

" 'Yes,' said Lemnitzer." 

The wire story has just come in; I have 
not yet had time to find out who voted 
for and who—if anyone—voted against con¬ 
firmation, of Lemnitzer. Is it possible that 
the entire Senate could so easily forget 
such flagr ant treason?___ . 

You may recall that nearly two years 
ago I reported the promotion by Eisen¬ 
hower of Lemnitzer to Lieutenant General 
and his appointment to the Army general 
staff in charge of planning. 

In that instance, as in this, some of us— 
certainly I—would have urged Senators to 
block the Senate confirmation had we 
known about the nomination in advance. 
I have just talked with the editor of a 
daily newspaper, who watches the wires, 
but this editor had seen no mention what¬ 
soever of the Lemnitzer nomination before 
the Senate voted confirmation. 

Is there a conspiracy on. the part uf the 
Washington press bureaus to keep from 
the public such information, till it is too 
late for action? 

Lemnitzer's conduct was obviously a be¬ 
trayal of America and of our anti-Com- 
munist ally, South Korea; what other in¬ 
terpretation can you put on it? And what 
else can you call Lemnitzer but a traitor? 

What do you suppose the uncompromis¬ 
ing old warhorse, Syngman Rhee, and his 
anti-Communist people who have been 
shot to pieces because of the betrayal by 
Lemnitzer, Acheson, Truman and associ¬ 
ates, must think of our President and our 
"country for sending su’fiH a Communist-aid¬ 
ing general to command all the U. S. Army 
forces in the Far East? If you were one of 
the Moscow Presidium would you not take 
this appointment as a guarantee by Elsen¬ 
hower that he Is not going to let the anti¬ 
communists in America, Korea, Formosa 
and China do anything to damage the Red 
Empire? 

I am reminded of what George Creel said 
to me a short time before he died. The 
adviser to Presidents warned: "Eisenhower 
is going to make the worst President we 
ever had. Make up your mind to it." 

There are recurring rumors that Eisen¬ 
hower is not going to oppose the Bricker 
Amendment this year, and Eisenhower also 
has given the impression that he might 
get tough in Asia, if the Reds throw any 
more rocks at Formosa. Once more—as 
always before, Eisenhower is only taking a 
pose to offset pressure. He may possibly 
yield on the Bricker Amendment; the elec¬ 
tion year is just around the corner; and

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YALTA DOCUMENTS CENSORED; KNOWLAND SHOWS REAL 
ROLE OF HISS; F.D.R. CALLED SELF A ZIONIST 


Immediately after the State Depart¬ 
ment (after years of intense pressure) 
released rhe secret Yalta papers, there 
was a flood of propaganda on radio 
and in the newspapers purporting to 
show that at that tragic conference the 
convicted Communist, Alger Hiss, play¬ 
ed no important role. We owe a stand¬ 
ing vote of thanks to Senator William 
Know land for atacking this Commun¬ 
ist propaganda. In his speech on the 
Senate floor he gave the real facts 
about the role played by Hiss, who was 
one of the influential advisors of the 
then Secretary of State, Stettinius. 
Knowland read from Stettinius’ own 
book, - Roose,velt_and _the_Russians—the 
Yalta Conference, published in 1949, 
the following pertinent statements: 

"I refer those who have tried to indicate that 
Mr. Hiss played no important port at Yalta, 
to former Secretary of State Stottinius' hook. 
On page 30, for example, he mentioned that 
Mr. Hiss was there as deputy director of the 
Office of Special Political Affairs. He men¬ 
tions the various conferences ho attended. 

"On page 83 , Secretary of State Stef tin I US 
says: 

" ‘My usual daily schedule for instance, was to 
confer with Matthews, Bohlcn, (the Bohlon, who 
is now Eisenhower's Communist-appeasing Am¬ 
bassador to Moscow — RHW) and Hiss just after 
I got up in the morning. I next discussed con¬ 
ference problems with the President 

"On the same page he says: 'After these 
dinners I usually conferred again with Mat¬ 
thews, Bohlen, Hiss and Paotc.' 

"On page 103 of the same book, former Sec- 
retary of State Stettinius says: 

"'The Americans sitting behind the President, 
varied somewhat from session to session but 
Usually included (Harry) Hopkins, Matthews 
and Hiss and sometimes Foote.' 

'On page 138 the Secretary writes: 

” 7 sat at the President's right. Behind the 
President sat Hopkins, Matthews and Hiss / 

"On pages 190 and^197 former Secretary of 
State Stettinius mentions thot, in dealing with 
the question of multiple voting in the United 
Nations, that question had been taken up in 
a subcommittee on which Hiss was the American 
representative. 

"I call this subject to the attention of the 
Senate"because in the light of subsequent devel¬ 
opments, particularly the conviction of Hiss for 
giving perjured testimony relating to turning 
over secret documents of the Government of 
the United States to an espionage ring in this 
country, it is apparent that Hiss did not have 
to be an active negotiator and did not have 
to be a principal architect at the conferences 
to do great damage. 

"All he had to do was to sit h and be 
privy to the information available ,at the con¬ 
ferences in order to be able to do tremendous 
harm to the Government of the United States 
and to the people of the United States, and 
indeed to the President he was supposed to be 
loyally supporting ." 

Just how much the reluctant State De¬ 
partment doctored and deleted the Yalta 
papers before releasing them we may 
never know. The papers as released give 


the impression that Hiss was only a re¬ 
cording secretary; and leave out n reveal¬ 
ing remark by the doddering but still wise¬ 
cracking and pompous Roosevelt. Asked by 
Stalin (In full conference session) what, 
concessions he was prepared to make Ibn 
Saud, whose cooperation Roosevelt was 
courting at the moment, 

"The President replied that there wo s only one 
concession he thought he might oiler and that 
was to give him (that is, Ibn Saud — RHW) the 
six million Jews in the United States .’* 

In deleting this remark, the State De¬ 
partment said it was "not pertinent his¬ 
tory.'’ 

The Department did not delete the fol¬ 
lowing exchange: 

"Marshal Stalin said the Jewish problem was 
a very difficult one—that they bad tried to 
-establish—a-nationol- -home-far thc—Jc*fs — m—V /Vo- 
vidihan (also spelled Birobidjon — RHW) but that 
they hod only stayed there two or throe years 
and then scattered to the cities . He said the 
Jews were natural traders but much had been 
accomplished by puffing small groups in some 
agricultural areas. 

"The President said he was a Zionist and 
asked if Marshal Stalin was one" 

”Marshal Stalin said he was one in principle but 
he recognized the difficulty." 

That brief exchange is extremely reveal¬ 
ing as well as intriguing. This took place 
only l wo or three days before the Yalta 
fiasco ended, and apparently after the 
President had put his political neck on 
the block by making the wisecrack about 
giving Lhe Jews to Arab King Ibn Saud (a 
remark sure to get out among America’s 
Jews). FDR could have made the remark 


about being a Zionist in an effort to find 
an anti-dole for the politically fatal earlier 
remark. 

Note that Stalin, the strong man of world 
Communism, which is supposed to be an 
arch-enemy of world Zionism, said he 
was a Zionist in principle! Small wonder 
the Communist propaganda press could 
find fault with the Yalta papers (aa re¬ 
leased). 

Stalin, however, was more honest and 
far less ardent in courting the Zionisms 
than was Roosevelt. 

We arc not to get tho impression that 
Stalin moved all the soviet. Jews to ^ro- 
bidjan. Perhaps only 30,000 to 50,000 Jews 
ever saw that jrvrovince. Stalin’s brother-in- 
law (by the 1-4 hand, If 1 may invoke my 
French), th e powerful Kaganovich, rc- 
m alneri (and remains) master of aU^heavy 
industry, Including the great cities dV in¬ 
dustrial slave labor. Jacob Ashberg re¬ 
mains the dictator of Soviet finance. The 
chief Soviet propaganda organs apparently 
still are Jewish edited. Rakosi remains, or 
is again, the strong man of Hungry. As 
recently as early March the spy scientist, 
Pontecorvo (who ran from British labora¬ 
tories with secrets to the Soviet Union 
some three years ago) wrote an article for 
pfficial Soviet organs condemning the 
capitalist, warmonger West and glorifying 
hlS chosen land of the People’s Democracy. 
These Jews and their associates evidently 
still possess great power, perhaps decisive 
power, behind the iron curtain. 

If we can get Knowland into the White 
House in 1956 or I960 we may eventually 
get the full story of YalLa. But more to the 
point: we will likely avoid future Yaltas.

A fighting district attorney and an 
honest grand jury at Miami, Florida, 
over a year ago launched a mighty 
showdown fight with the Communists 
and their allies; yet it’s about 100 to 
one that your daily paper has carried 
no more than a few fragmentary men¬ 
tions of the fight, if in fact any men¬ 
tion at all. 

I get a flood of clippings from all over 
the nation, but I do not recall seeing a 
single comprehensive report of this genu¬ 
ine grass roots rebellion outside Miami.

"More than a hundred porsons have boon sub- 
poened fo testify about their political beliefs and 
affiliations before the Dade County Grand Jury 
and in the office of George A. Brautigam, State 
Attorney. Thirty-one who pleaded the privilege 
against sett-incrimination have been convicted of 
contempt, thirty of them receiving fait sentences 
of one year. Established legal procedures wore 
repeatedly and flagrantly violated; in one instance 
the judge issued orders from the bench, based on 
events in a Grand Jury room which had not yef 
taken place; in another, involving the disbarment 
of a local attorney for pleading the Fifth Amend- 
~mc nt,—thv- m tm-wAo-ftad— instigatcd-tha-action -sat- 
os judge in the proceedings. Citixcns of the com¬ 
munity who for years enjoyed excellent reputations 
hove been smeared by the press, in some instances 
with catastrophic economic consequences to them 
and their families. 

"The target is not just the Communist. The cur¬ 
rent campaign originated in a Grand Jury in¬ 
vestigation in January of 1954 ot the politics of 
a Miami Beach councilman active in tho liberal 
wing of the Democrat Party. Witnesses have been 
questioned intensively about membership in such 
organiiafions as the Southern Conference for Hu¬ 
man Welfare, the FDR Club, tho American Vet¬ 
erans Committee and the Progressive Party. One 
witness was asked about postcards mailed to 
Florida's Senators protesting the Waltar-Mc• 
Carran Immigration Act. It is noteworthy that a 
first peak ot the campaign of repression was 
reached in the months immediately following tho 
United Stales Supreme Court's desegregation de¬ 
cision. According to the Miami Herald of August 
29. 1954, the University of Miami Research Group 
reported to State Attorney General Richard Er¬ 
vin that 'competent officials have been reluctant 
to take initial stops (toward integration) tor tear 
of being branded Communist.' W. Hayden Ham¬ 
ilton, President of Florida States' Rights, Inc., has 
charged that Communists were behind the move 
for immediate enforcement of the desegrega¬ 
tion decision. 

"A n -jigty „ threa t p f anti-Soniitism also runs „ 
through the campaign. Twenty-nine, of the thirty-one 
persons convicted ot contempt were Jews, includ¬ 
ing five leaders o t Jewish community groups. The 
Miami Jewish Cultural Center has been a re¬ 
peated object of Grand Jury Investigations and 
on at least one occasion, of a bomb threat. In 
recent weeks a number of witnesses have been 
subpoenaed, all of them Jewish; included among 
them were the Cantor of a Synagog whose spirit¬ 
ual leaders had been actively resisting the witch 


"Snatching victory from defeat , State Attorney 
Brautigam immediately announced to the Press 
that tha Court's decision was 'just whot we are 
looking for. Now wc can go forward and seek in¬ 
dictments on mere membership in the Communist 
conspiracy.' Early last week he declared that he 
would seek the first of the now indictments in 
a fortnight." 

Look For More Action 

The author himself noticed that the 
newspapers had not told the people about 
the Miami story- 

"The scene is now set for the second stage of 
the evolving Miami story, which tor months was 
a sensation in the local press but never got out 
to the country of large." 

It is of some interest to readers who 
observed the degeneration of the House 
Comm 11ret~on~Un“Aim*vi can 'Ac tl vl t iesmn=~ 
der Rep. Harold Velde, ("Republican") 
that Velde held a committee hearing at 
Miami after the anti-Communist clean-up 
got underway—and whitewashed Miami. 
The Nation, which cannot forgive Velde 
for investigating Communists before he 
degenerated (in 1953 and 1954), seemed 
much pleased with Velde's act In Miami,

TO PROTECT U S. FROM TRAITORS 


"The government has reprimanded a 
LJ. S. naturalization officer who sought 
to inject a question of ’dual loyalty’ 
involving Zionism into citizenship ex¬ 
amination procedures,” wrote Milton 
Friedman in his column in the Cali¬ 
fornia Jewish Voice 5 October 15, 1954, 

"... Rabbi Bcrcl VKeiss of Denver, Colo., look¬ 
ed forward for a lifetime fo American citizenship. 
But on August 18, when he appeared for an oral 
examination in Denver he was asked: 'Are you a 
Zionist? 1 

"His witnesses, Rabbi Lajzor Bryks and Rabbi 
Chaim Davidovich, interceded. They asked the 
official, Brooks Thomas, v/hy the question wat 
asked. Thomas replied: 'Well, there's always the 
question of dual loyally and anyway were sup¬ 
posed to ask the question under the new immigra¬ 
tion law.' Ho referred fo the McCarran-Walter 
Act. _ . — 

"The matter was referred by Denver to ihc 
Anii-Defamation League in Washington. Herman 
Edelsberg, ADL Washington director, wrote Gen. 
Joseph M. Swing, Commissioner of Immigration 
and Naturalization. Edelsberg wrote that he be¬ 
lieved the Denver incident 'altogether inconsist¬ 
ent with the practices and policies of the Im¬ 
migration and Naturalization Service and the Jus¬ 
tice Department. 

"After a study of the case, A. C. Devane/, As¬ 
sistant Commissioner in charge of the Inspection 
and Examination Division, replied. The officer, 
Devancy reported, 'stated that he inquired as to 
whether Rabbi Weiss was a Zionist for the pur¬ 
pose of ascertaining whether Rabbi Weis s could 
take the oath of allegiance required by the natura¬ 
lization laws.' 

" ‘The line of questioning pursued by this off i¬ 
cer,' said Devancy, Vos not sanctioned by the 
Service, was not in accord with the policies of 
the Service, and is not regarded as relevant 
to a determination of an applicant's eligibility 
for naturalization. 1 

"Devaney made known that the officer involved 
has been reprimanded for his handling of the case 
and admonished regarding the line of questioning 
engaged in these cases. You may be assured that 
there will be no repetition of the incident . .

established a vital precedent. It is an official 
ruling that Zionism and Americanism, as Justice 
Brandeis contended years ogo, are entirely con¬ 
sistent.

Jewish chaplains 
and■ rabbis, however, are 'going slow' on accecpt- 
rng the would-be converts, he noted." 

Readers of the Intelligence Summary 
doubtless will recall that a U. S. bomber, 
under command of Jewish General Le 
May, dropped the first atomic bomb on 
the suburb of Hiroshima known as the 
Christian capital of Japan, and another 
bomber, also under Le May, dropped the 
second atomic bomb on the Christian 
settlement in Nagasaki.

The above Jewish population figures, 
photographed from the World Almanac, 
1953, p. 395, are so transparently manipu¬ 
lated they make the Jewish propaganda 
organizations who supplied them, look 
silly. 

For example, Los Angeles Jewish pop¬ 
ulation is given as 250,000, but Jewish 
papers three or four years ago were ad¬ 
mitting that there were 335,000 to 350,000 
Jews in Los Angeles. 

Absolutely ridiculous are the figures 
given for Jewish population of the smaller 
cities. For example San Diego, which 
sceths with immigrant Jews, is shown as 
having only 5,000. The same almanac gave 
the population of San Diego as 334,387. 
If the Jewish population of Son Diego 
is the same percentage of the. total as 
that of Los Angeles (18 to 20 percent), 
then that city had not 5,000 Jews but 
about 60,000, or twelve times what the 
American Jewish Committee and associat¬ 
ed agencies showed' (for public consump- 
• - tion)r “V 

Dallas, Texas, with a total population 
of 434,463, is given only 12,000 Jews, yet 
the Jewish element has become so strong 
there that for years the newspapers have 
been hedging on editorial policies. Even 
as early as 1923 when I WHS a reporter 
on the Dallas Times Herald, the Jewish 
population was beginning to be conspi¬ 
cuous for numbers. 

If only 10 percent of the Dallas popu¬ 
lation is Jewish, the total is over 43,000, 
or nearly four times that given by the 
propaganda agencies. And 10 percent 
certainly is not an unreasonable estimate. 

Houston, Texas, with a population of 
596,163, was given only 14,000 Jews; yet 
they are overrunning that city. There are 
surely not less than 60,000, but a safer 
guess is 90,000 in Houston. 

Toledo, Ohio, with a population of 303,- 
616, is given a Jewish population of 6,500. 
Seattle, with a population of 467,591, has 
a Jewish population of only 9,500, ac¬ 
cording to the Jewish propaganda agen¬ 
cies. 


Jewish Leaders On Thin Ice 

New York City it shown os having only 2,100,- 
000 Jews, buf for yean non-Jewish estimates have 
run above 3,000,000, and os high os 4,500,000. 

A study of the figures, c ify by city, leads to 
an alarming estimate: There are obviously two 
or three times as many Jews in these big cities 
os the 4,239,827 figure which you got by adding 
up the columns. There just could not bo less 
than 8,000,000 or 9,000,000, and there could 
well be 11,000,000 or 12,000,000 or more. 

There are yet all the thousands of 
smaller cities and towns to account for, 
plus a handful of Jews in rural areas. 
The total for the United States may run 
os high as 14,000.000 or 15,000,000. I am 
reminded that a famous owner of several 
of the nation’s foremost broadcasting sta¬ 
tions, who was a personal friend of J. 
Edgar Hoover, used to tell me that 
Hoover estimated the nation's Jewish 
population at 14,000,000 at that time. You 
can ‘ take this second-hand statement or 
leave it. I myself, though aware of the 
integrity of my acquaintance, could not 
quite accept the estimate as fact. Now 
I can. • 

There are several reasons why the 
revolutionary organizations furnishing 
these figures want to keep Americans un¬ 
aware of the alarming influx of Jews. 
They want to keep open our immigration 
gates for more and more of the racial 
•'minorities*' of whom the Marxists can 
make political allies; and they want to 
keep alive the preposterous fable that six 
million Jews were killed by the Germans. 
Though no doubt several hundred thou¬ 
sand of the Jews in Germany were guilty 
of Communist and Zionist treason against 
the government where they then held 
citizenship, and thus they deserved death 
as the customary penalty for treason— 
the figures just do not allow us to be¬ 
lieve that even a million, or even half a 
million, were executed. 

There are at least six million more Jews 
. in America than there would be from 


the normal increase plus known immigra¬ 
tion figures. It lianlly seems reasonable 
to expect the American people to continue 
to grant such one-sided hospitality to 
I heir Jewish neighbors. It cannot con¬ 
tinue, if the most powerful of the Jewish 
organizations, including the rabbinical 
associations, continue to perpetrate such 
hoaxes. Our people are simply not that 
stupid; they ar« waking up; bitterness 
and resentment are growing. The Jewish 
leaders, brilliant fools that they are, axe 
destroying the greatest tolerance their 
people have ever enjoyed in all history.

TRAGEDY OF AMERICA 

(Continued from Pago 1) 

Th o white man ruthlessly destroyed the Indian's 
freedom and his way of living, swiftly building 
hi% own soeiofy on the conquered land. 

My point is that each race or homo¬ 
geneous racial element builds according 
to its own Ideals. Had the Chinese or 
Japanese overflowed the new continent 
they would have erected a Chinese or 
Japanese society and culture here, with 
its outward material manifestations. Had 
the Africans been transplanted to the new 
continent they would have Implanted their 
own tribal ways here. 

When we understand the simple fact of 
history that races are as different in tem¬ 
perament and ideals aa breeds of dogs, 
and when we note the likewise simple 
historic fact that every nation In history 
which has risen to outstanding success 
was built or led by a single racial clement 
with a high degree of homogeneity in 
racial ancestry, then we can readily 
understand the cause of the decline and 
fall of-all-thesc-lost-nations: - 

In every instance they fell when and 
as tile racial stock of the founders dis¬ 
integrated. 

Greece and Rome were the classic ex¬ 
amples. Both of these ancient great so¬ 
cieties of free men were built principally 
by northern tribes who poured into the 
southern peninsulas. After becoming "civil¬ 
ized” under the culture of the leisurely, 
artistic Mediterraneans, the invaders 
poured their native energy into commer¬ 
cial, architectural, military and education¬ 
al developments, building institutions of 
law and order which reflected the livc- 
and-let-llve ideal of the generous, tolerant 
Nordic nature. 

Homer's Greek heroes were described as 
tall men with flowing golden Imir, which 
means that these early Greeks, the found¬ 
ers, originated in Northern Europe, and 
thus were descended substantially from 
the same stock as the present-day hardy, 
energetic Scotch, English, Irish, Germanic 
and Scandinavian and related Nordic 
strains—kinsmen of Washington, Jeffer¬ 
son, Lincoln, MacArthur. Tho blond and 
brunette strains of Nordic stock probably 
are indistinguishable in other charaetcr- 

„istios; .but inasmuch_as_.tlie_o»ly raco 

which produces blonds is the Nordic, or 
Northern European, we have indisputable 
evidence of the racial origin of early 
Greece. Skulls and skeletons confirm 
Homer, of course, revealing Nordic heads 
and bony structure. 

The late Madison Grant, curator of the 
Museum of Natural History, in his re¬ 
markably interesting book The Passing 
of the Great Raco (1920), nUrihuted the 
artistic flourish of Greece to the inter¬ 
breeding of the invading Nordics with the 
best blood of the North Mediterranean, 
or Southern European brunch of the white 
race. But he pointed out that this inter¬ 
mixture also meant a softening of the 
Nordic driving force. 

And once the racial pride broke down 
among both these admirable racial ele¬ 
ments — the Nordics and the artistic, 
leisurely South Europeans — there no 
longer remained the protective barrier of 
race pride to prevent outbreeding with 
ANY racial stock including African. 


Tower of Babel 

Every century or so a great wave of 
Nordic blood would pour Into the Greek 
peninsulas; the new blood always retain¬ 
ing its own racial identity for a short 
time, perhaps a century, then molting 
with the increasingly motley black and 
brown masses. And soon after the mass 
Interbreeding began, the wave of energy 
which came into Greece with the Invaders, 
would dissipate itself in easy and degen¬ 
erate living. 

Rome, too, was founded largely by kin¬ 
dred Invaders, probably Celtic. The Ro¬ 
mans were peace loving, industrious and 
tolerant. Jewish writers generally claim 
that early Jews invented democracy, and I 
observe that these particular Jewish writ¬ 
ers mean the democracy which Idealized 
equality, attacks and maligns the leader¬ 
ship of dominant races in the Western 
countries, and incites the dark races 
against the white. 

Marcus Eli Ravage, for instance, in two 
articles in the Century magazine, Jan¬ 
uary and February issues, 1028, told in 
consider able det ail how his Jewi sh a n- 
costors brought about the softening and 
degeneration of their enemy, the Roman 
empire, whose emperors had burned Jer¬ 
usalem. Ravage avoided the key word 
"race", but he showed how Jewish revo¬ 
lutionaries jjum-ped into the new Christ¬ 
ian movement to incite the various slave 
elements (and most of them were Nubians, 
Numidlans and other Africans) against 
the Roman government and military com¬ 
mand and against their masters. 

The fuibvcrtors induced iho Ronmu sol¬ 
diers to "turn the other check” rather 
than fight for tho empire; they maligned 
ami attacked tho successful individuals, 
distorting the scripture that it was easier 
for a camel to go through the eye of a 
needle than for u rich man to got to 
Heaven. 

Tho No.w Testament itself speaks of tlio 
Judaizers and their machinations. These 
-lews in the name of Christianity* toler¬ 
ance and brotherly love, inflamed the 
nyt&Bes throughout the empire, softening 
the Roman armies, finally undermining 
aiui discrediting the great Patrician fam¬ 
ilies which had built the free, individual¬ 
istic, Homan Republic. 

Tho Romans, being of the same stock 
as most of us, were suicidally tolerant. (As 
- J—Edgar Hoover -said-at the American 
Legion convention in San Francisco in 
1946, "In our vaunted tolerance has the 
enemy found our Achilles heel.") 


Spain Lost Out 

Failing to realize tlio suicidal trend, the 
tolerant Romans began to interbreed with 
their Negro slaves, instead of resettling 
the slaves in a region or country of their 
own. Tl»e Patrician who failed to show 
himself to be a tolerant good fellow was 
maligned by the Jewish-incited smear 
bund—just as the Zionists and their fol¬ 
low Jewish nationalists behind the Marx¬ 
ist and "liberal" organizations today at¬ 
tack pro-Americans as bigots, hate mong¬ 
ers and white supremacists. 

The word "bigot” itself recalls a whole 
epoch of such race warfare. The word 
originated in Spain. The ruddy, tall Visi¬ 
goths had gone from Northern Europe 
into the Iberian peninsula and, being men 
of strong character and leadership, bad 
built great family estates and produced 


wealth for those early centuries 
of Christian era. When Jewish revo¬ 
lutionaries infiltrated Spain and incited 
the natives against the Visigoths, the lat¬ 
ter, though few in number, fought for 
their Aryan Christian religion and their 
racial survival. The Jewish agents became 
so effective in organizing the masses 
ugainst the Visigoth leadership that the 
latter hud to retreat northward, and the 
name Visigoth, which the Jews could pro¬ 
nounce only as Bigot, became a bad word 
— though actually it harks back to one of 
the noblest and most gifted of all peoples. 

In the 7th and 8th centuries the Jewish 
organizers incited a great invasion of 
Moors, Berbers and other North Africans, 
into the Iberian peninsula, where the de- 
scendents of the Visigoths were gradually 
regaining their position. For over seven 
hundred years the Spaniards fought the 
invading elements. Not till 1492 did they 
break the power of the invaders. A green- 
eyed, reddish haired little girl of 20 named 
ikubella, becoming Queen of a chaotic de¬ 
generate Spain, in which even the Cath¬ 
olic church was dominated by Jews, set 
about to liberate her people and the throne 
itself. Aftcr_20 years o f warfare, psy cho- 
logical artcTroilltary, this most remarkable 
of all women broke the power of the MoorB 
and the Jews — who by now had become 
largely separate contending forces. 


Racial Russians Lost 

So extensive had been the interbreeding 
of the dark and white races on tho Iberian 
peninsula, It Is a wonder that any of the 
vigorous, proud Visigoth blood survived. 
There remained in the mountainous re¬ 
gions, and remain today, many families 
who proudly proclaim that they have 
'neither Jewish nor Moorish blood”. These 
are the Spanish Blue Bloods so sneered 
at by the liberals and bleeding hearts. T 
know some of them who have moved to 
Santa Ami and other American cities. 
They look like any Scotchman. They seem 
to be an exceptionally energetic, self-re¬ 
liant strain. 

Spain rose to world leadership for over a cen¬ 
tury after expelling tho Jewish revolutionaries, but 
was eclipsed by the vigorous northern countries 
which had not taken in deadly doses of African 
blood. 

Because Spain ran out the Jewish revo¬ 
lutionary element in 1402 and because 
Spain whipped the (Jewish inspired) Com¬ 
munists- in the late 1930s r -the~Jew.ish~na=»-- 
tionalists even today .keep up a sneering 
attack on Franco and pressure our New 
Deal Presidents and the United Nations 
to ostracize Spain. 

The .brotherly-love movement, under a 
false interpretation of Christianity, soft¬ 
ened Rome in two centuries. Today it is 
softening America much faster. Just as 
the once proud Patrician in Rome was so 
fearful of the attacks of the smear bund 
that he would at times seat his slaves at 
the table and serve them himself (a 
worthy enough act but for a cowardly 
purpose), today our leaders in education, 
religion, government and culture mouth 
sentiments for "integration” and the Zion¬ 
ist managed Brotherhood Week, and other¬ 
wise tend to make our children ashamed 
or afraid to speak up for the rights, the 
welfare, the ultimate survival of our own 
race. 

Nobody knows what became of the 
Incas and the Mayans, but we do know 
that their civilization disappeared when 
they disappeared. The tribes which sup-

planted or succeeded them cared not even 
to drive the coyotes out of the magnifi¬ 
cent decaying temples. 

The Aztec civilization fell violently and 
almost suddenly — its culture giving wuy 
to that of another race, the invading 
Spaniards. 

The Russians lost control of their gov¬ 
ernment in the "October Revolution" of 
1917, when another racial element, entire¬ 
ly Jewish dominated, seized power under 
a front called Communism. I have quoted 
many historic and official government doc¬ 
uments and many prominent Jewish lead¬ 
ers in various of my publications, reveal¬ 
ing the influence of a small cult of apos¬ 
tate Jews behind the Communist move¬ 
ment, thus leading to the wax on Christ¬ 
ianity and the “ruling class" — that is, 
tlm productive, leadership element, 

The Communist Revolution originally 
was racial; it enslaved the Russian peo¬ 
ple. Even today, after nearly 10 years, few 
racial Russians exercise any influence in 
the dictatorship over the masses. Molotov 
is one of the very few', and He is married 
to the Jewish revolutionary, formerly Itnr- 
pensknya (sister of Samuel Karp of 
Bridgeport, Connecticut). 

All the great power struggles of history 
were basically racial. We have heard every 
kind of reason given for the fall of Rome. 
It was Immorality, it was the shifting of 
trade routes, it was the Socialism of the 
emperors, and so on. The fact is, all these 
were true, hut they were results before 
they became causes. They were the result 
of the killing out by wars and the sup¬ 
planting by interbreeding, of the rugged 
racial elements. 

In America today we are swiftly moving 
in the same direction. Our gates stood 
open till about 1924, and are still nearly 
open; as the Marxist indoctrinated ghet¬ 
tos of Eastern Europe- and Russia poured 
out into the West, notably into America, 
running not from persecution as our 
fathers supposed, but from the laws 
a^inst Marxist sabotage and revolution - 
we took in several million. Whereas some 
of their kinsmen had organized Commun¬ 
ism and various forms of Socialism in Rus¬ 
sia, and finally rose to fantastic power 
with the secret-police dictatorship, others 
organized the same Marxist revolution in 
the West under the name of Zionism.- 

It is now well known that these revo- 
--^Jutionaries, not. the Negroes, set up the 
^National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People in 1909. The Zionist 
Organization of America, the American 
Jewish Congress, the Antl-Defamatlon 
League, the American Jewish Committee 
and related revolutionary organizations 
are behind the agitation to destroy states- 
rights and the right of the races to have 
their separate schools and communities. 
Thev are deliberately inciting Negroes in 
the' South to provoke violence, bo the 
bleeding heart press can smear the South¬ 
ern white man.

In short, the mighty American Jewish 
Committee, the political-racial organization 
of the richest and most prominent Jews 
in America, maintains a Civil Rights De¬ 
partment and through it conducts pre¬ 
cisely the same "civil rights" revolution 
which the Communist Party conducts 
through its Civil Rights Congress, stirring 
the racial minorities against the white 
citizens. The American Jewish Committee 
here tells its directors and leading mem¬ 
bers (for whom the Budget report was 
compiled) that it is behind a great deal 
of the civil rights revolutionary limitation, 
including'the activities of the vicious front 
group, the NAACP. 

And I am reminded that Arthur B. Spin- 
gam, a member of a rather prominent 
eastern Jewish family, has been president 
of the so-called Negro organization since 
1939. 


Brownell Incites Race Friction 

All the power movements of our time arc 
racial: Shintoism was Japanese: Nazism 
was German; Zionism is Jewish, Com¬ 
munism was launched over a century ago 
and was organized and set up in Russia 
in this century, principally by Jews, but 
not for Jews.

“Legislation to protect voters' rights has great 
political significance this yearhe said, '‘and 
should bo pushed to the hilt . Every effort should 
be made to attract the attention of Negroes in 
the South as well as in the North. The more time 
we can have for public hearings, the better chance 
we'll have fo make a strong record on civil rights 

This statement was made during the 
Alabama race riots. It is treason to all 
the races who want to get along together 
and preserve their respective identities. 

Unless the race trend is radically and 
soon reversed we cannot escape the fate of 
Greece and Rome. 

Already we are degenerating so badly 
that a dentist. Dr. Alton Moore, assistant 
dean of the University of Washington 
school of dentistry, has released figures 
(published in the Los Angeles Examiner, 
March 21, 1956) showing that the very 
profile of our people is changing in recent 
generations.

We have to reverse the trend of coer¬ 
cive government which depresses and sab- 
o'ages the successful individuals, and we 
have to make our people aware of the 
importance of race.

Dear Subscriber: 

The discovery o£ an organized, fast-growing Negro back-to-Africa movement, led by Negroes themselves and 
asking the help of their white neighbors, may surprise you as much as it did me. I did not know such a movement 
had been revived in recent years. 

This mo Yemeni is so important that I am devoting almost the entire May issue of the Intelligence Summary to it, as you see. 

This gives us an opportunity to help solve the chaotic and threatening race problem, at least for as many Negroes as 
want to solve it this way. If the government can be induced to drop its phony courting of the Marxists by demagogic 
“civil rights" proposals and get behind this program to help Negroes who want to move to Liberia and make it their 
country, the results could be of inestimable importance. In a 10-year resettlement program the government, by diverting 
only a billion or so a year of the money it now is giving away (largely to Socialist nations) could resettle several million 
families in Liberia. 

I remember that once, some years ago when I mentioned the tremendous possibilities of a program to resettle Negroes (on a voluntary 
basis) in Africa, a good friend and well known member of the audience thought I was "visionary ". But here is the undeniable evidence: 
Two million adult Negroes, representing perhaps eight million or more Negroes, recently signed a petition asking the government to help 
finance them back to Africa, Benjamin Gibbons, whom t quote in the May Summary, says he has reason to believe that several million Negro 
families would like to move to a country of their own . 

And. thanks to Mr. Gibbons and associates, and to Senator Longer, a bill to provide government help is pending 
in a Semite Committee. Many times since colonial days some Senator or Representative has introduced a bill, but never 
has such a bill even been given a hearing! This fact is incredible. It is almost fantastic that the politicoes who shout so 
loud about their sympathy for the Negro, would not even bring to a hearing a bill to provide a genuine permanent solu¬ 
tion to the Negro's problem. 

If the bill now pending is given a hearing it will be the first such hearing in history of this Republic. The bill 
is gathering dust in the Senate Foreign Relations Committee. This legislation is requested by Negroes themselves, who 
ask us to help them move to Liberia. Senators William Langer, Walter George and Albon Barkley principally have re¬ 
sponsibility for the bill. 

Won't you write them and every other member of this committee, urging them to give the hill an open and immediate 
hearing and to give it their support? And won't you send copies of the article in the May Intelligence Summary to every 
Senator and every Representative, every Governor and other leading officials and to influential private, citizens? It was 
principally the readers of the Intelligence Summary who, an individuals and os leaders ol patriotic groups, flooding the 
Senate with protests, blocking the booby-trapped Alaska Mental Health bill and clearing the atmosphere for a good bill 
on that subject. I am positive that we can—if we will—wake up the Congress to the boundless opportunity offered by 
the Negro nationalist movement and Senate Bill S. 276# 

If tiiis full is enacted and properly supported by the adminisi ration it will cut the ground out from under the Com¬ 
munists and the Jewish political revolutionaries and their cohorts in the National Council of Churches and the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People. For the more they force the race issue among the Negroes the more 
the Negroes will turn away from them, via the back-to-Africa solution.

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NEGROES SICK OF RACE WAR ASK CONGRESS AND 
WHITE PEOPLE TO HELP THEN HOVE TO AFRICAN 
REPUBLIC; BILL NOW IN CONGRESS; SUPPORT IT 


Native human instincts are waking 
up and trying to develop an antidote 
to the race-relations poisons spread by 
the Marxist revolutionaries. 

As the white man becomes concerned 
over the threat to his freedom of choice 
in social, racial and economic activities, 
and to the survival of his culture and 
his race, those American Negroes who 
refuse, -to _swallow_the Communist race 
mixing hokum are reviving old longings 
for a country of their own, where there 
will be no race war and no serious prob¬ 
lem of natural inequality in business 
and industrial adaptability. 

For ten years or more 1 had been think¬ 
ing and planning for a time when I might 
find funds with which to go into the 
the Old South and into Negro districts of 
northern cities and find leaders who want¬ 
ed to organize a movement to help their 
fellow Negroes return to Africa, to a Re¬ 
public of their own. 

Having spent most of the first 35 years 
of my life in Texas and having super¬ 
vised the work of as many as 75 to 80 
Negroes at a time in that state, I was 
sure I knew the heart and mind of the 
typical American Negro. I believed that 
millions of these peace loving, happy citi¬ 
zens of African descent, who were here 
in a white man’s country by no choosing 
of theirs, would like to have a country of 
their own. 

So when, last March, I learned that an 
organization of Negroes already existed, 
with the specific aim of helping their fel¬ 
low Negroes to resettle in Africa, it is an 

understatement to say that I became eager 
to find out more about it. 

The Leader A Negro 

The organization is called the Universal 
African Nationalist Movement. Its pres¬ 
ident is Benjamin Gibbons of New York 
City. It seems the organization has been 
in existence for a number of year3, and I 
suppose my alibi for such ignorance of it 
must be in part the censored press, but 
also the fact that this apparently worthy 
cause has had so little popular support. 

After making some inquiries about the 
organization and its president I wrote Mr. 
Gibbons telling him that if his movement 
was the genuine article I would do what¬ 
ever I could to help, especially to get back¬ 
ing for Senate Bill 276, sponsored by this 
organization, and that eventually it was 
just possible that my efforts might enlist 
some financial help for him. I stated in 
part: 

"/ suppose you know Mo/ any man who effect¬ 
ively crificiies either the Zionists or the Com¬ 
munists is attacked by them and their 'liberal' 
stooges as a bigot and an anti-Semite, Just as

any Anglo-Saxon who expresses pride in his own 
people and a preference for his own kind, is 
branded by the some revolutionaries as a 'white 
chauvinist' and anti-Negro. 

"The fact is, those of us who are so concerned 
over preserving freedom of choice among the 
races, and preserving the Anglo-Saxon identity 
and culture are by nature the best friends of all 
elements among the other races who similarly 
want to preserve their own identity, culture and 
freedom of choice, 

"I believe it is important far you to under¬ 
stand this paramount point because more and 
more you will no doubt be getting support from 
Anglo-Saxons who ore concerned over the Com¬ 
munist and Zionist incited destruction of our 
freedom, our culture and our separate racial iden¬ 
tities, We believe that the separate races are 
part of the Divine Plan, the highest order of crea¬ 
tion, and we note that it is the Godless Com¬ 
munists and their allies who want to destroy this 
divine order.' 1 

Only Negroes On Board 

I said I intended to tell my subscribers 
about his movement in the May issue of 
the Intelligence Summary, I don't know 
whether or not he ever heard of the In¬ 
telligence Summary, but at my request 
he sent me a photograph of himself, which 
I publish herein, and gave me seemingly 
honest and frank answers to ray questions 
about the identity of his backers, his offi¬ 
cers and board members. 

Here ar£ some excerpts from his reply: 


'7 certainly appreciate your letter and its 
contents . . . Your arrangement to make known 
our plan h the May issue of Intelligence Sum¬ 
mary is extremely good news, a matter of help¬ 
ful importance which we are looking forward

"The mere fact of your reference to the pos¬ 
sibility of your contacting same Goad Samari¬ 
tans in behalf of this cause is a very generous 
and humane idea. Unquestionably, the need of 
funds is patent. Matters pertinent to our organ¬ 
isation that need attending to, especially affairs 
of S. 276 that should be looked after more than 
we have done, are not taken care of as they 
should be, due to lack of funds. Of course, it 
is very understood that your reference in this 
respect bears no certainty . . . 

"The people who make up our board are all 
Blacks, members of my own race. W e are in 
touch with jjuite a number of prominent whits 
people in cities, states and Federal government, 
who are just interested in our plan to aid us in 
getting Congressional approval of Bill S. 276. 
These people, I have good reason to soy, ore of 
the Anglo-Saxon stock . . . Our optimism in and 
reliance on, for the successful outcome of our 
Request (S. 276) to the U. S. Congress, is in 
Go d out Creator and the American people . . . 

"We are working assiduously to effect means 
to get Federal authorization for us to go home 
to Liberia, Africa, and an appropriation for our 
settlement there. To have this matter brought 
to the serious attention o/ the particular Ameri¬ 
can people who can holp us, we need the support 
of persons . . . whose prestige would serve to

convince Congress that the answer f o Black Amer¬ 
icans welfare can best be found in allowing us 
fa go fa Liberia where we can develop ourselves. 
The United States has been goad to us and if is 
high time that wq seek to do something to help 
ourselves." 

In another letter Mr. Gibbons said: 

"At the present time there are eight local 
units ot our organisation operating in the United 
States: in New York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Arkansas, Oklahoma and representatives in each 
Southern state. These units contain members from 
10 to 15,000 and increasing every day. We are 
getting moral cooperation and support from prom¬ 
inent people, Black and White, but no assistance 
financially. 

"Enactment of S. 276 (the bill to provide Fed¬ 
eral aid to Negroes wanting to settle in Liberia — 
Ed.) appears to have a very good chance it 
something is done to urge Senator Alban W. 
Barkley (to schedule hearings for the bill — Ed.). 
Chairman Walter F. George of the Senate Com¬ 
mittee on ForeignRelations, requested Senator 
Barkley io form a subcommittee to hear testi¬ 
monies on the bill, but as Senator William Lon¬ 
ger who introduced S. 276, advised us that on 
occount of Subcommittee Chairman Barkley’s Sen- 
atorial schedule, he (Sen. Barkley) has not had 
time to fix a day to hear witnesses . . . but will 
do io at the first opportunity." 


Leader Visited Liberia 

Gibbons added: 

"Due to recenf national racial temperament, 


Brn? us being the same racial stock , Liberians are 
^iendiy and want us to come over and integrate 
with them in the present and future growth of 
the republic, help them and ourselves in the total 
economic development of the country, a nation 
of our own. Beyond any doubts, Liberia is des¬ 
tined to become o great trade centor between 
West Africa, the United States and the Carib¬ 
bean. 

"Our recent survey of prospective settlers to 
Liberia shows a number of people running info 
the hundreds of thousands of families and mil¬ 
lions of skilled and semi-skilled persons who want 
to live in Liberia; who do not have the necessary 
means to go there, but who would gladly embrace 
such an opportunity with the assured backing of 
a substantial agency like the United States 
government to tide them aver for a given time 
until s aid settlers could go on their own. 

"BUI S. 276 is to provide such assistance when 
Congress approves it. 

"Liberia was established by the American white 
people under the leadership of the illustrious 
President James Monroe to provide a national 
home for United Statos black people in the land 
of their forebears. Our desire to go there to 
live is a natural sequence of the policy laid down 
by the people of the United States government. 

"The bill which is now under consideration in 
the Committee on Foreign Relations is simply 
a measure which proposes to carry through with 
the precedent set by the founding fathers, Pres¬ 
idents Thomas Jefferson, James Monroe and Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln, who knew long ago , and as we 
know now, that the solution to our problems lies 
in integration with our own people in Liboria and 
separation into a nation of our own in Africa. 

"We would be very glad for the United States 
public to know about this matter and help us to 
convince the United Slates Congress of the need 


wl^^Bimmigrotion info Liberia, under the atn* 
pic^rof your League, will be accepted, with the 
following provisos: 

"1. Government will afford such facilities as 
might be available at the lime, for their land¬ 
ing. temporary stay in Monrovia, and final cm- 
borka/ion to the points of their destination for 
settlement; all exponses involved in such matters 
to be paid by the League. 

"2. After completing the settlement near Grand 
Cess, succeeding arrivals of immigrants shall be 
distributed over the several Counties and Prov¬ 
inces of the Republic, the immigrants being free 
to choose any city, town or settlement within any 
County or Province for their settlement. 

"That no separate set-up or distinct political 
entity independent of Government will be al¬ 
lowed; nevertheless appointment of Township and 
City Officials for the new settlement will be 
permitted and made upon recommendation of the 
settlors in keeping with the laws of the Republic 
relating to same.

This letter, signed Chas. T. o/King, 
Acting Secretary of State, was addressed 
to "Messrs. Benjamin Gibbons & Thorgues 
Sie, President and Associate Delegate of 
the Universal African Nationalist Move¬ 
ment, Inc., Monrovia, Liberia.” 

Liberia is an extremely lush and fer¬ 
tile tropical land, about the size of Penn¬ 
sylvania. Its present population is given 
in the 1953 World Almanac as 2,500,000, of 
whom about 100,000 living along the coast 
are civilized, some 20,000 of these being 
descended from American slaves. 


there have been thousands of inquiries coming 

into our office from black people who wish 1 o 
migrate to and settle in Liberia. We know there 
are millions of people who would be interested 
in this plan were they properly informed of its 
benefits and assured of U. 5. Government back¬ 
ing.

A letter from Gibbons to the Richmond 
<Va.) News Leader, published July 27, 
1955, by that newspaper, tells more about 
the Negro resettlement move.

vival of an ideal that can be traced back 
to the illustrious founders of Liberia and 
stated that the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People (a 
powerful Communist-aiding front—RHW) 
regard this Langer bill as a particularly 
offensive measure and officially oppose it, 
asking that it be killed.”

The World Almanac says: 

"Most of the country is covered with tropical 
forests, rich in timber and oil nuts but lacking 
in transportation.

"Senator danger's bill which would aid Negroes 
who desire to settle in Liberia has the full sup¬ 
port of other Negro nationalist organizations such 
as the Universal Negro Improvement Association, 
founded by the (ate Marcus Garvey and the Peace 
Movement of Ethiopia.

Mr. Gibbons also sent me a photostatic 
reproduction of a letter from the Depart¬ 
ment of State of Liberia, dated September 
11, 1947, stating in part; 

"In respect oI your proposed plan or immi¬ 
gration scheme which you were good enough to 
submit to Government through this Department, 
and your subsequent meetings with members of 
the Government as o Committee, to discuss with 
you certain phases tAereof which needed clarifica¬ 
tion, I am instructed by Government to advise 
its acceptance of the said plan as the basis upon 


settlement was made at Monrovia by Negro freed- 
men from the United States with the assistance 
of American colonization societies. It was de¬ 
clared a republic (July 26, 1847). fts Consti¬ 
tution is modelled on that ot the United States. 
Electors must be of Negro blood and owners ot 
(and." 

Well, if I ever saw a dream just ready 
to come true this must be it. I find that 
at all times since the time of Jefferson 
and Monroe, there have* been Negro lead¬ 
ers trying to rouse their fellow Negroes 
in America to resettle in Liberia. Presi¬ 
dent Lincoln had plans for resettling all 
the freed slaves in a country of their own. 
In the Emancipation Proclamation he de¬ 
clared that efforts to colonize the former 
slaves would be continued. The political 
cult which, then as now, was inciting 
Negroes to hate their white neighbors and 
using the Negroes as political footballs, 
and courting the Negro voters in the 
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North, waged a vicious war on 
Its friends in Congress held a contn^nne 
April IS, 1865,a few hours after Lincoln's 
assassination, and declared that his death 
would prove "a god-send to the country/* 

To undent and the present almost chaotic racial 
situation in America it is necessary to go bock 
at least to the days preceding and during the 
Civil Wa f. The cult which opposed Lincoln's plan 
to resettle tho freed slavos took root in America 
in those times . 

The cult was Inspired in great part by 
Jewish Marxists who, after inciting and 
losing the revolution of 1848 in Northern 
Europe (a liberal revolution, but one which 
Karl Marx and fellow Communists 
thought they could use as a vehicle to 
seize Germany), escaped to America where 
they set the newspaper readers, church 
congregations and lecture audiences of 
northern states afire over the slavery is¬ 
sue. Gradually the leading citizens, both 
North and South, were coming to realize 
that slavery must end It would have 
been abolished peaceably, no doubt, but 
for the incilatlon to violence by the Jew¬ 
ish—revolutionaries, seasoned trained and 
bloody from their European Communist 
outbreak. 


Jewish Red Tells All 

It was not their opposition to the im¬ 
measurable evil of slavery but rather their 
incitation to violence and bloodshed, and 
their program of using tho freed slaves as 
political footballs to gain power, which 
made the Jewish revolutionaries objec¬ 
tionable. 

The world Anti-Slavery Convention in 
London 1840 which did much to create an 
atmosphere for the later violence in 
America, was led almost exclusively by 
Jews, with the most famous Jew in Eu¬ 
rope, Adclph Cremieux, Socialist revolu¬ 
tionary and member of the French Cham- 
bres des Deputes, practically running the 
show. (This is the same Cremieux who 
later was principally instrumental in over¬ 
throwing the reigning French monarch 
and instituting a socialistic regime, and 
who in J870 for a short tme helped im¬ 
pose ji bloody communistic dictatorship on 
France.) 

Preceding and during the Civil War, 
the foremost .QspiouinJs.L.JfiVr.-I^ftCil J\*arx, 
cast his'shadow across the Atlantic, where 
the hordes of trained, disciplined Commu¬ 
nists were pouring in through the open 
immigration gates. 

In a small hook titled JEWS IN AMER¬ 
ICAN HISTORY (published in 1945 by the 
Communist International Publishers Com¬ 
pany Inc., New York City) the Jewish 
writer, Philip S. Foner, told how his co- 
racials stirred up Civil War leaders and 
invited the populace in the days leading 
up to the actual outbreak of war. 

"Yet tew Americans . , . are familiar with the 
lad that the anti-slavery movement enlisted the 
warm support of the Jews ... It is not generally 
known lor example, that among tho volunteers who 
rallied to John Brown's colors when ho embarked 
on his 'divine mission to prevent slavery from 
being established in Kansas were three Jews: Au¬ 
gust Bondi, Theodore Weiner, and Jacob Benja¬ 
min . .. 

"August Bondi, tho most dramatic Jewish 
personality in this Jewish triumvirate, was horn in 
Vienna in 1833. In 1848, at the ago of IS, he

joined tho students' revolutionary movement, be¬ 
coming an active member of the Vienna Academic 
Legion, whose 9,000 members assisted Louis Kos¬ 
suth in fomenting the popular upheavals in Gor* 
mon-Austrian states. In September of that year 
Bondi's parents emigrated to the United States 
and his activities in the European struggle for 
freedom wore brought to an abrupt close." 

Foner told how Bondi in 1850 enlisted 
In a revolution to “liberate Cuba”; and 
later joined John Brown in what purport* 
ed to be an unli-slav<*ry movement but 
which went farther: 

"After his military advances with John Brown 
were finished, Bondi became active in the Tree 
State Tarty of Kansas, an organisation dedicated 
to making Kansas a free state" 

Revolution eternal, to split up the gen¬ 
tile Institutions! 

Bondi wrote of his experiences, telling 
hew- Jie_aud—thiL -other. two._Eucop.ean 
trained veteran revolutionaries marched, 
“f next to Brown and in advance of Wein¬ 
er”—and it is the obvious intent of the 
author to show that his three co-racials 
Influenced and helped incite John Brown 
to violence, instead of waiting for intelli¬ 
gence and sanity to settle the race prob¬ 
lem. Foner adds: 

"While the Jewish triumvirate was battling the 
slave power in Kansas, other Jews were perform - 
ing deeds of equal stature in behalf of the abol¬ 
itionist movement. Isadora Bush, who fled to 
America from Germany where he had edited the 
Organ fur Glaubesfreiheit and other revolutionary 
papers after the failure of the revolution of 1848, 
was a leader in the St. Louis anti-slavery move¬ 
ment during the 1850's . Morits Pinner rose to 
a leading position in the Missouri abolitionist 
movement in 1856. Determined to publish an 
abolitionist paper in the southern district of 
Missouri where he lived, Pinner left for Boston 
where he outlined his plan to William Lloyd Gar¬ 
rison, Theodore Parker, and Wendell Phillips." 

Foner says the idea won the support of 
the three and Pinner launched his paper 
and thereby started quite an upheaval. 

Jewish leaders and acts of incltation 
ftnd friction, reported by Foner, are too 
numerous to mention in full here. But a 
few more excerpts are too significant to 
pass up: 

Actual I y, ~ M ichacf H o ilpri h was ~anly~fallow¬ 
ing the footsteps of another great Jewish fighter 
for liberty — Ernestine Louise Sismondi Potowski 
Rose. Born on January 13, 1810, in Poland, tho 
daughter ot a distinguished rabbi, she became 
at an early age a figure of international prom¬ 
inence . . . 

"At the age of 16, Ernestine left her home in 
Poland . . . For several years she traveled through 
Europe . . . In 1832 Ernestine met Robert Owen, 
the English Utopian Socialist, and enthusiastically 
joined his movement tor Mu creation of a better 
social order ... No sooner had she arrived in 
America than she began to campaign for tho 
abolition of slavery, the rights ot labor, and the 
rights of women . . . Each year she would travel 
through the North and West, lecturing in halls 
and barns, and shocking conservatives . . . 

(It was she who set Susan B. Anthony 
on her rip-roaring campaign for woman’s 
rights,—RHW.) 

"Reactionaries denounced her as a *foreign 
propagandist' and charged that she was subsi- 
di:od by 'British gold' to create a social revo¬ 
lution in America. The Albany Register on March 
7, 1854, wailed that unless the 'outpourings of 


As this goes to press reports indicate 
that a revised version of the Alaska Men¬ 
tal Health Bill (II.R. t»376) by Senator 
Barry Goldivator may win tho support of 
tho sub-committal (on Interior and In¬ 
sular Affairs).

Senator Goldwater’s bill eliminates the 
danger of a “Siberia USA”, which the or¬ 
iginal bill contained. The Goldwater ver¬ 
sion snyn: 

"Nothing in this title shall be construed to 
author'ne the transfer to Alaska, pursuant to any 
agreement or otherwise, of any mentally ill per¬ 
son who is not a resident of Alaska." 

I object to the use of the phony prop¬ 
aganda—phrase—"mentally—rlVS -which—has- 
no meaning in any recognized medical 
dictionary, but otherwise, the Goldwater 
bill would mean almost a hundred-percent 
victory in the fight of American conserv¬ 
atives against the dangers of breaking 
down Constitutional safeguards in con¬ 
nection with an Alaska bill for handling 
the insane. While I was in Washington to 
testify before the sub-committee I wit¬ 
nessed Senator Goldwater in action for a 
time; he was much interested In getting 
a good bill. Not only ft fine looking man 
of obviously h f gh intelligence and char¬ 
acter, he was alert nnd conservative. 

His plan would call for a federal appro¬ 
priation to finance the necessary mental 
institutions in Alaska and to provide a 
million-acre land grant which the Alaskan 
government could sell, leaac, or otherwise 
develop as a source of revenue for main¬ 
taining the Institutions. Tills grant prob¬ 
ably would have the incidental value of 
helping to get the federal lands of that 
territory Into the hands of farmers, lum¬ 
ber men and other citizens. 


fanaticism and folly of this Polish propagandist' 
were halted, American institutions would be de¬ 
stroyed" 

Lincoln Forored-Resettlement -~ 

Jewish influence was very considerable 
in the Civil War itself. General Howard 
was quoted by Foner as saying that “So 
many of the German officers and men 
were cf Jewish lineage that I am unable 
to designate them." 

Even tho briefest study of the docu¬ 
ments and newspapers at the time of the 
Civil War reveals widespread Jewish In¬ 
fluence, Not long ago someone sent me 
a fear sheet from a book called A HIS¬ 
TORY OF THE CtVIL WAR with a page 
of pictures showing the headquarters of 
the First Brigade Horse Artillery. Tho 
camp entrance was bordered by cedars of 
lebanon (apparently imitation cedars of 
lebanon made by wrapping foliage around 
tall poles), with four huge stars of David 
standing high in the air above the gates. 
This particular camp was the headquar¬ 
ters of General J. H. H. Ward. 

Foner told how Ernestine Rose, with 
Susan B. Anthony and two others, organ¬ 
ized the Women’s National Loyal League, 
(Continued o/i Page 4) 



which demanded “the arming of the Ne- \ 
gro people." 

Thus, while the men of the South were 
all off fighting the war, and while the 
fifth columnists of that day were increas¬ 
ingly able to incite some slaves against 
the white people, Miss Rose wanted to 
leave the defenseless .Souihern women and 
children at the mercy of four million 
armed Negroes, many of them directly 
from savage tribal life. 

John Wilkes Booth was, of course, the 
grandson of a London Jewish tailor and 
he killed Lincoln just as the war was 
obviously won and aa Lincoln was plan¬ 
ning to resettle the freed slaves. 

Foner points out that Jewish traders 
were foremost among the slave importers, 
even in Colonial days. Aaron Lopez, who 
with his two brothers "had lived outward¬ 
ly as Christians but secretly as Jews,” in 
Portugal, “had complete or part owner¬ 
ship in over thirty vessels”—probably the 
biggest, single owner of "Yankee” clip¬ 
pers. And Lopez was, of course, a slave 
trader, 

Foner also says, of the days just pre¬ 
ceding the Civil War: 

", . . the largest auction house for the sale 
of slaves in Richmond, Virginia, was owned and 
conducted by a Jew." 

' The freeing of the slaves was obviously 
not the ultimate objective of the revolu¬ 
tionaries. They had a plan to use them. 
We see that the Communist and those 
Jewish nationalist leaders and organiza¬ 
tions which today generally call them¬ 
selves Zionist, have built up a great ter¬ 
rorist war in this century, organizing 
some of the Negroes against the Whites; 
and Foner frankly states; 

"The Cm/ War was over but the battle for 
the lull freedom of the Negro people in America 
was just beginning." 

There is no intent or desire hefe to 
charge the whole Jewish people with in¬ 
citing violence and warfare; but we could 
not possibly understand the forces which 
brought on the Civil War and today's 
revolution if we did not take a frank view 
of the racial character of the various com¬ 
ponents. But for the Jewish revolutionary 
element which came from northern Eu¬ 
rope and’ began setting about for violence, 
the slavery problem would have been set¬ 
tled without bloodshed, in the opinion not 
only of this writer but of a great .many 
others, past and present. Then as now, 
the smug, credulous, unsuspecting Anglo- 
Saxon people were easily led by the nose. 

This glimpse of the background of the 
racial problem of today is important to 
give us an understanding of the cur¬ 
rent situation, I have recently quoted from 
the American Jewish Committee Budget 
1953 (a thick volume of which I have 
a complete photostat) showing that this 
powerful international revolutionary group 
of prominent and wealthy Jews help 
sponsor and map out the program of vi-

The Los Angeles Examiner, June 27, 1954, quoted 
the local immigration chief Herman London as

"London also said the flood of wetbacks (aliens 
illegally crossing from Mexico — RHW) is con- 
sfanfly increasing and noted that for each illegal 
alion caught, ‘another two or three slip into the 
United States without being detected."

According to London's figures, 
the four Mcxicon bordor states are receiving an 
illegal influx of fwo to three million or more a 
year Nearly all are of the very lowest type of 
Mexican-1 ndian peon (noI to be compared with 
descenders of the North American plains In¬ 
dians). Virtually all the loot-suit outbreaks, by 
the. various names, including Pachucos, and much 
of Ihc petty crimes ond street brawls, result from 
the influx of this racial stock. 

If is well known Ihot the invasion is at least 
in part "inspired". What could belter serve the 
aims of fhe Marxist revolutionaries than to flood 
our cities with millions of future "minorities of 
low mentality and vicious inclination, who can be 
incited to mob violence and whose offspring will 
be voting citizens?

Speciol purpose organizations whose sole 
function it is to work in such fields as housing 
or employment, and over-all civil rights or¬ 
ganizations which serve entire communities or 
racial and religious groups, service us and are 
serviced by us . . . 

"The civil rights department maintains a par¬ 
ticularly close lioson with certain general pur¬ 
pose agencies working in the field of civil rights. 
An example of this is our relationship with the 
NAACP which comes Io us lor assistance in ccr- 
toin matters where we have a special competence, 
and we look lo them for aid in solving what wo 
consider to be mutual problams. The some is 
true of our relationship with the ACLIJ (American 
Civil Liberties Union, a Communist-aiding front 
organization — RHW)." 

About a year and a half ago I had a 
private report from New Orleans from the 
editor of a dally newspaper that Antl- 
Dcfnmutinn League leaders at a national 
conference in that city said they wqre 
going to center their activities in the im¬ 
mediate future in Alabama and Mississippi. 
And we see what has been happening in 
those states in race relations. Where for 
many generations the Negro and white 
communities have got along on re¬ 
markably good terms, with the constant 
and rapid improvement of the state of 
the Negroes under white leadership, we 
new see violence and bloodshed. 


1^^ not believe there Is any possible 
sol5(K» of the race problem short of help¬ 
ing The Negroes on a mass scale to re¬ 
settle in a land of their own where they 
will be supreme. The bill Is pending in 
Congress and needs only a little encourage¬ 
ment from us to get it before the com¬ 
mittee in open hearings. The state of Li¬ 
beria is willing and anxious to huve all 
American Negroes who wish to go there. 
The country could easily hold more than 
the 16 .million Negroes in America if all 
of them wanted to go there. 

The Federal government is giving away 
billions of dollars every year on the false 
pretense of fighting Communism. Why not 
throw your efforts behind this worthy 
legitimate African nationalist movement 

This is the real teat of the sincerity of 

the bleeding hearts: If they really want 
to help the Negroes and if they renlly 
want to quiet down the race warfare which 
is being artificially stirred up, they have 
fhalr W’Ork cut out for them. If they re¬ 
fuse or fail to support this bill, once the 
opportunity is brought to their attention, 
they will have n pretty hard time con¬ 
vincing some of us that they are sincere 
in thoir profuse expressions of brotherly 
love. 

The bill itself needs some slight changes: 
In speaking of aid in resettling the Ne¬ 
groes in Africa it mentions: “initial cap- 
tal for business and industrial onterprlzes 
in Liberia” but says nothing about farm¬ 
ing. I am amazed at the oversight be¬ 
muse the Negroes pioneering the new 
country, would he predominantly farmers. 
The bill should be amended to provide for 
setting Negro farmers up on small farms. 

I believe I have included in this issue of 
the Summary ail of the essentials of the 
movement and the problem and the op¬ 
portunity. Won’t you; give wide circulation 
to this issue so as to enlist the aid of other 
white and Negro citizens and of Senators 
and Representatives, governors and state 
legislators.

* # * our enemies hart developed psychological war¬ 
fare to a high degree in an effort to oauee unrest 
and disloyalty. Much of this type of warfare takes the 
form of insidious propaganda in the manner and tenor 
displayed by petitioner** three pamphlet*. Crude 
appeals to overthrow the government or to discard 
our arms in open mutiny are seldom made# Emphasis 
is laid, rather, on such matters as the futility of 
our war alms, the vices of our allies and the inade¬ 
quacy of our leadership. But the mere fact that such 
ideas are enunciated by a citisen is not enough by 
itself to warrant a finding of a criminal intent to 
violate §3 of the Espionage Act. Unless there is suffi¬ 
cient evidence from which a jury could infer beyond a 
reasonable doubt that he intended to bring about the 
specific consequences prohibited by the Act, an 
American citisen has the right to disGuss these matters 
either by teiqperate reasoning or by immoderate and 
vicious invective without running afoul of the 
Espionage Act of 1917* Such evidence was not present 
in this case. 

Another element which must be proved under these statutes is 
the existence of a clear and present danger, as enunciated by the 
Supreme Court in Schnenck v. United States, 21x9 U.S. Ii7, 52, as 
follows! 


* * * But the character of every act depends upon 
the circumstances in which it io done. The itost 
stringent protection of free speech would not protect 
a man in falsely shouting fire in a theatre and 
causing a panic. . ♦ The question in evsry cast ie 
whether the words used are used in such circumstances 
and are of such a rmture as to create a clear and 
present danger that they will bring about the 
substantive evils that Congress has a right to prevent. 

The language of such publications is also reviewed in light of 
that section of the Smith Act (18 USC 2385) which makes it an offense 
to publiefe, distribute or circulate any written or printed matter 






advocating, advising, or teaching the duty, necessity, desirability 
or propriety of overthrowing or destroying any government in the 
United States by force and violence. Further, the publications are 
examined to determine whether the material contains any matter 
advocatinr or urp^ng treason, insurrection or forcible resistance 
to any lav of the United States and is, therefore, non-mailable 
under the provisions of 18 USC 1717* 

In riei*' of the above, there does not appear to be ary crindnal 
action which can bo taken at this time relative to the dissemination 
of iaaues of "Williams Intelligence Summary" similar to the writingi 
which have been submitted. Any future issues which reflect a deviation 
from the past tenor or reflect specific language of a questionable 
nature should, of course, be transmitted to this Division for review. 
The matter has been diecuseed in detail in order that the Bureau may 
have the benefit of the consideration which is being given the problem 
of the distribution of so-called hate publications.

BATTLE LOOMS IN CONGRESS TO RESCUE U. S. SOLDIERS 
FROM BRUTALITY OF FOREIGN POLICE AND COURTS 


American Youths Daily Being Drafted and Sent to Duty in NATO Countries Where the President and 
and their Commanding Officers Abandon Them if They are Even Accused of Local Law Violation; Congressman 
Bow to Ask Fellow Law Makers to Deny Foreign Aid to Any NATO Nation which Continues to Seize and 
Punish our Soldiers . 


CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE 
CONDEMNS NATO TREATY 

I am sure it will encourage patriotic 
citizens find~service men everywhere, as 
well as their parents, wives and friends, 
to learn that the California legislature 
a few weeks ago UNANIMOUSLY voted 
condemnation of the Status of Forces 
Treaty, which throws our soldiers in 
NATO countries to the native police and 
courts, abandoned by their commanding 
officers, denied the protection of the U. S. 
Constitution, for the preservation of 
which they serve. 

The California resolution asked Congress 
to terminate that vicious treaty. The vote 
in the California Senate was 26 to 0; in 
the California Assembly (lower house): 
63 to 0. 

Hon, Frank T. Bow (R., Ohio) announc¬ 
ed this good news on the floor of the 
House of Representatives with the state¬ 
ment: 

"I congratulate ifie Slate of California on the 
patriotism and discernment shown by . . . both 
political parties ... I hope that this fine ejr- 
ample will be followed in other states ..." 


This is an urgent call for help in 
one of the most important legislative 
battles of the year. 

We have got one more chance at 
this session of Congress to mitigate the 
frightfully unfair provisions of the 
Status of Forces Treaty which deny our 
service men in NATO countries the 
right to trial in American courts if 
they violate laws in the country in 
which, they are stationed. 

Never before in the history of the 
United States have our military men, 
stationed in a foreign country at the re¬ 
quest of and partly for the benefit of 
that country, been stripped of their 
rights of citizenship under the Constitu¬ 
tion which they fight to preserve. 

In 1953, as you no doubt remember, the 
one-worlders who shape so many presi¬ 
dential policies got the President to 
tell the NATO countries that whenever 
one of our soldiers allegedly violated a law 
of one of those countries, we would turn 
the soldier over to the native police and 
courts for trial and punishment. 


Many lawyers do not believe the Presi¬ 
dent had the authority to thus give away, 
perhaps for life, the citizenship rights of 
our soldiers. But the Presidents of re¬ 
cent years have assumed many of the 
powers.of European and Asiatic, dictators. 
Under intense White House pressure and 
gross misrepresentations, especially by 
the Department of State, the Senate was 
induced to rubber stamp the President's 
executive agreement, giving it the status 
of a treaty. 

Trial In Kangaroo Courts 

The Status of Forces Treaty was rati¬ 
fied by the Senate October 27, 1959. Since 
then hundreds of American soldiers have 
been abandoned by their commanding of¬ 
ficers to the native police of some North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization country, few 
of which countries have any concept of 
Anglo-Saxon justice. In some of these 
countries for instance, it is common 
practice to cut off the hand of a thief— 
and an American soldier accused of theft 
may have no chance to present witnesses 
in his defense, may not understand the

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HERE'S PVT. KEEFE'S OWN STORY OF BETRAYAL BY U.S. 
AND TRBAL AND PUNISHMENT BY FRENCH GOVERNMENT 


Private Richard T. Keefe is out of 
the French dungeon and back in 
America, and the story he tells will 
make you sec red—unless of course 
you have been socially adjusted by the 
mental-health psycho-politicians. 

You remember Private Keefe. It was he 
who, with another Yank, got full of vln 
rouge one night in France in 1953, socked 
a taxi driver on the nose and took over 
his voiture, later abandoning it by the 
roadside. 

President Eisenhower and John Foster 
Dulles had' told all the NATO countries 
that they could have any of our soldiers 
who violated laws of their respective lands 
-—an “executive agreement” which, later 
was rubber stamped by a yes-man Senate 
under the title of the Status of Forces 
Treaty: 

So Keefe's commanding officer aband¬ 
oned him to the tender mercies of French 
gendarmes and the justice of a French 
court, in the kindly land of the guillo¬ 
tine. In this act, the commanding officer 
at least temporarily stripped Keefe of 
his American citizenship and his right 
to trial in an American military court, 
and imprisonment (if sentenced) in an 
American, military prison. 

Keefe Back In U, S. 

When Keefe got out of prison and back 
to the States recently he gave the facts 
to Defenders of the American Constitution, 
Inc., that organization of fighting men 
headed by Lieut. Gen. P. A. del Valle 
and Col. E. C. Pomeroy, which organiza¬ 
tion had gone into court trying to force 
the U S. government to reclaim Keefe 
as an American citizen and nullify the 
Status of Forces Treaty. The federal 
court could not oblige because of the 
clause in the Constitution which says 
that a treat}' shall become the supreme 
law of the land. The court could not re¬ 
quire. Constitutional protection for Keefe 
unless and until Congress and the States 
or the people enacted some amendment 
(possibly a version of the Brlcker Amend¬ 
ment) nullifying that treaty-supremacy 
clause. 

Keefe's story, quoted below with per¬ 
mission, from DAC’s Task Force, ought 
to make the Senators who voted for the 
Status of Forces Treaty pretty sick at the 
stomach. 

Double Crossed By CID 

First, Keefe hit the wrong taxi-driver. 
It later turned out that the one he picked 
was a famous Communist, He should have 
investigated the fellow's background be¬ 
fore hitting him. In Communist-loving, 
America-hating Franco, our expensive 
ally, lie would have been handled less 
vigorously bad he hit n friend of America 
\ rather than a friend of the Soviet People’s 
i Democracy. 

* Next, Keefe and fellow taxi thief Were 
i double crossed by the b. S. Criminal In- 
’ vestigntion Detachment, who got them to 
confess on promise of aid but %vho prompt¬ 
ly turned them over to the French police. 

Their defense attorney, a Frenchman 
and a total stranger appointed by the 


court, did not bother to see them till 
two hours before triaL 

They were held in a cell four feet wide 
by seven feet long for nearly four months 
before being brought to trial. 

The Status of Forces Treaty had not 
yet been approved by the Senate; the 
two American soldiers were bold merely 
on (he strength of a promise by Elsen¬ 
hower—an “executive agreement” which 
is an innovation and a usurpation by our 
Europe-first Presidents and which pro- 
cedllfe has no status whatsoever under (ho 
Constitution or our laws. 

They wero tried the day after the Sen¬ 
ate ratified the Status of Forces Treaty. 

They were tried in a French court, 
with no witnesses on their bebulf, in 
the French language only fragments of 
which thoy could catch, with a French in¬ 
terpreter who translated for them only 
such fragments of the proceedings as 
called for their acknowledgement, and 
which interpreter at one Important point 
refused to tell the court of their disorgee- 
ment and denial, but who, on the con¬ 
trary, told the court they agreed. 

They were sentenced to five years im¬ 
prisonment, a penalty five to ten times 
as severe as might have been expected 
in, an Anglo-Saxon court* 

Their attorney told them they could 
appeal hut If they did so they might be 
sentenced to life imprisonment; 

Thoy served their sentences in cells 
four feet by seven feet on rations which 
must have reduced them to a severely 
undernourished condition. 

Keefe Talks 

But read Keefe’s own story, if you can 
keep your blood pressure down long 
enough: 

"When the incident occurred 1 had no idea 
that there wa s such a thing as the Status of 
Armed Forces Treaty or that it gave the French 
such liberties. I thought I had the right of 
American help or as the case may be—trial 
by U. S. Military Courts Martial. Instead 
we received something loreign to our principles. 
Betrayal to the hands of French justice. 

"I am not condoning our actions of that day, 
(July 3, 19S3.) We certainly had stolen a 
taxicab and the driver (who wos a prominent 
Communist) had been assaulted. But there was no 
lull realisation of the nature or significance of 
the deed, due to a preliminary eight-hour drink¬ 
ing bout. Later, as we planned our escape, the 
fear of being caught and punished grow 
ominous, 

"Three days offer we abandoned the car near 
Ptgalle, in Paris, wo wore picked up, hitching 
a ride to La Rochelle. At pistol point wo wero 
taken to o nearby village precinct for ques¬ 
tioning. I explained that wo had been in Ger¬ 
many and were being transferred to Orleans. 
They weren't convinced. I asked if they would 
contact the U. S. military authorities in Orleans 
and request transportation for us. (My error.) 

“When two men from the U. S. Criminal In¬ 
vestigation Detachment arrived, I knew they would 
find out sooner or later that we were from 
Orleans. We had heard stories about the French 
bod treatment of prisoners, so we decided to 
give them what information they wanted in 
return for their promise to personally conduct us 
to Orleans ta be turned over to the French civil 
authorities. From the attitude o t the fellow who 
did most of the talking, I. gathered he con¬ 


sidered this a ram opportunity for him and ho 
was taking advantage of the situation to play 
if up big. However, he accepted my proposal, 
and the statements were given by us, one at 
a time, as they hod requested. I was first. When 
he asked me who hit the driver and broke his 
nose, I hesitated. What did he want me to say? 
Did ho expect me to blame it on Tony? I had 
two choices. One was that I didn’t remember. 
He wanted to know definitely and then and 
thore. Finally, under strain of his persistence, 

I suggested he put down that I did it. Tony’* 
statement was a matter of routine. They had 
what they came for. so they omitted asking him 
the leading question. We, along with our state¬ 
ments, were handed over to the French police 
and wore left in thoir custody. (This wos violat¬ 
ing their promise personally lo conduct us to 
Orleans.) On the way out the fellow I had 

boon talking to stopped and helpfully added, 
'Don't get wise with those guys i, they'r e proit y 
rough.' 

"That night we were brought back to Orleans 
by the French police and thrown into a dirty, 
stagnant, 7 by 4-foot cell. Tlio food was edible 
but unwholesome. We stayed in Orleans tor 
three and a half weary monlhs, pending trial. 

This omounted to solitary confinement . During 
this time we were taken before a 'judge of 
instruction on three occasions. It wasn't as en¬ 
lightening as the word implies and consisted 

only of a clarification of our statements. A 

French lawyer had been assigned by the Court 
to serve our defense. This, our lawyer was pres¬ 
ent at two of these occasions. When we asked 
what was the maximum penalty for our offense, 
wo were told that five years was the maximum 
but most probably wo would receive eighteen 
months to two years. We wero advised by our 
counsol to sit tight: ho would be in to see us 
and get things squared away. And so we did. 

"Two months later, on the day we were to 
be tried, just two hours before we were- scheduled 
to appear in court, the lawyer came to sea 
us. He informed us that the minimum penalty, 
for a crime of this nature, wos five years and 
tho maximum was life in prison. His only hope, 
he continued, was to prove the specifications 
of the case incorrect. This must have been his 
idea of a joke because the so-called specifications 
consisted of four facts, fisting : the crime commit¬ 
ted on a public highway ? by two persons; at 
night: and that the driver was- assaulted. What 
could be more simple and less possible - to dis¬ 
prove. 

Railroaded 

"The trial moved rapidly through unfamiliar 
procedure. Witnesses directed thoir statements to 
the president of the court. He had interpreted 
for us only those things he thought we should 
know. Thoso things were made known to us only 
for our affirmation. I could not agree with cer¬ 
tain statements■ and I made my feeling known 
to our interpreter, but against my wishes, he 
affirmed tho statements to be oxact. He said 
we would get a chance to speak. I understood 
this to mean we would be called on tho stand 
to give our testimony. We were given no such 
privilege. Throughout the proceedings our counsel 
sat silent. I don't recall that he cross-exam¬ 
ined anyone or even said a word. Just before 
we were given our sentence we wore asked if 
wa had anything to say. I considered it too 
late to contradict any part of the cab driver's 
story: especially the point where he testified 
that we didn't seem fo bo drinking. /• took 
the opportunity to explain that we knew the

"In spite of frequent questions and requests 
to furnish information as to whaf countries 
abroad had actually demanded this sacrifice 
of our servicemen's rights, no witness of the 
Executive Department could name a country 
nor produce any evidence that any request was 
made . We have evidence to the contrary, in¬ 
cluding the fact that one country has waived its 
rights to try Americans ; several do not have 
exclusive jurisdiction, and others have agreed 
to other modifications. 

"The myth that these are reciprocal agree¬ 
ments wos buried under Defense Department 
statistics showing that over 10,000 of our men 
have come afoul of foreign authorities up to 
Novcmbar 30, 1955, whil o less than a dozen 
foreign hoopt hove ever been involved in 
thr United Sfatosl" (Quoted with permission 
from DAC's monthly bulletin, Task Force.) 

Lying to Congress and the public has 
become a highly developed technique with 
some of the bureaucrats, especially those 
revolutionaries who are hell bent on setting 
up a world government above our own.

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ALASKA MENTAL 
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ALTH BILL 


SCORES COMPLETE VICTORY FOR ' SUPER PATRIOTS 


A gust of good news Hows in from 
Washington this week: You and your 
fellow patriots have scored a complete 
victory in the fight to clean up the 
Alaska Mental Health Bill. 

Recently the Senate passed, and on July 
20 t-lio House accepted, a version of Hit 
6376 which contained not a single one of 
t.ho dangerous commitment procedures of 
the original bill. Wo got even more than 
wo ashed for: tho bill left nil commit¬ 
ment procedures up to the people of Alas¬ 
ka and their legislature. 

That is where the authority for com¬ 
mitment procedures should lie. It is not 
the business of the Federal government 
to tell the people of a state or territory 
^-.rTiO.vy , thoyjf.jnusit, handle- their police-.aud 
insane cases. All laws enacted by legis¬ 
latures must stay within the hounds pre¬ 
scribed by the Federal constitution; be¬ 
yond that, tho state and the people reserve 
all authority for governing themselves. 

Many people have misunderstood this 
modified bill. You will doubtless remem¬ 
ber that the original bill Hit 6376. ripped 
the Constitution to shreds. It ignored the 
right of jury trial for anyone accused of 
being insane or needing treatment for 
“mental health”. It authorized Alaska to 
provide hospitalization at public expense 
for anyone believed to need treatment for 
something called “mental health". 

Original Bill Dangerous 

Such government paternalism is the 
underlying principle of state medicine. If 
the government assumes responsibility for 
mental patientst other than persons prov¬ 
ed to be dangerous) then what a short step 
to assuming responsibility for physical pa¬ 
tients too — everybody with a bad sinus 
or appendix or heart or kidney; every¬ 
body with, a sore thumb or stomach ache. 
There is positively no difference in the 
principle, and If we get in the habit, of 
turning over to the government, responsi¬ 
bility for mental pati ents , then_we will 
' Kave'su 1 'rcifderecl" 1 ^>The principle that the 
government owns us and is responsible for 
our health and welfare and we will have 
complete socialization of medicine In no 
time — and God help us. 

Tho original bill authorized a policeman 
or even a welfare woz*ker — even a wel¬ 
fare worker for a private hospital — to 
go into a home and seize a citizen, with¬ 
out o search warrant and on mere heresay 
evidence, and commit the victim to a hos¬ 
pital for the insane. You do not believe the 
bill did that, do you? Not unless you read 
It yourself. For it is incredible. But it did, 
and I still have a copy of the bill and the 
House of Representatives was so sound 
asleep that it. passed that bill by voice 
vote, with only one noteworthy amend¬ 
ment — a provision reaffirming the right 
of trial by jury if the patient requested 
such trial. 

The right of tr ial by jury already was 
a constitutional right of any victim, but 
in view of the widespread degeneracy ,of 
our courts, it now must be written Into 


every law, for fear the victim will be de¬ 
nied the right. 

Under tho Houso version, any welfare 
worker for a public or private hospital 
could seize anybody in Alaska and throw 
him into an insane asylum. This meant 
that the welfare worker would assume tho 
powers of local police. They would of 
course be resisted and would then have 
to use a gun and perhaps break down a 
door to get in, and we would have Federal 
police, and without any code of conduct 
or restrictions. And tho Coramies and the 
political Zionists would have lmd a field 
day, sending tlicir agents Into hospitals ns 
welfare workers (so many of whom al¬ 
ready are either bleoding hearts and 
stooges or outright revolutionaries) and 
they would have begun seizing the anti* 
- Communist leaders, Whoin'they Call* fa¬ 
scists and whom they have publicly called 
“mentally ill". 


"Supcr'Palriots” Protest 

There was also a provision In the or¬ 
iginal bill which many of us, including 
somo very good lawyers, felt might ho 
interpreted by somo left wing “liberal" 
judges (of whom there now are so many) 
n 9 authorizing the Governor of a state to 
ship any citizen of that state off to the 
proposed Alaska insane asylum merely l»y 
arrangement with the Governor of Alas¬ 
ka. Tho left wingers who got up this bill 
(notably in the Communist-leaning .De¬ 
partment of Health, Education and Wel¬ 
fare), and their friends who introduced 
tho bill Into the House and who pushed it 
through, contended that this clause could 
not so authorize n Governor; but all wo 
asked, regarding this clause, was that law 
milkers spoil out in a single brief se*n- 
tenco a prohibition against such action, 
making tho meaning clear. Tills Home of 
them resisted, calling the tens of thous¬ 
ands of people who opposed tho danger¬ 
ous hill, crackpots and super-patriots. 

The bill proposed to grant Alaska a mil- 
liontracres-of- land to finance-the hospltal.- 
Alaska has hardly any source of revenue; 
the Federal government owns about 98 
per cent of the land there; and this grant 
was merely to provide a source of reve¬ 
nue for the proposed hospital. This was 
one of the few' provisions in the bill with 
which there was nothing wrong; it would 
be good if the Federal government gave 
nearly all the land in Alaska to the Alaska 
government, as it soon would be home¬ 
steaded or bought, leased for timber or oil 
or mining or other uses, and Alaska soon 
would be developed. 

But this clause at first was misunder¬ 
stood; it looked as if the deal was to build 
a huge “mental health" hospital on a mil¬ 
lion acres of land, and, knowing how the 
Communist dictatorship of Russia uses 
hospitals and barbed wire cantonments 
for disposing of political enemies, and see¬ 
ing that it is the Communists and their 
Zionist backers who originate the danger¬ 
ous “mental health" bills in the various 
states in recent years — any patriot was 
justified in looking with fear and suspicion 


on this huge land grant in. connection with 
the booby-trap hospitalization bill. 

An alert young woman named Burkeland 
in ilhe vicinity of Los Angeles, together 
with some of her fellow “super patriots” 
got hold of a copy of the bill and began 
sounding the alarm. She called it a bill 
for a “Siberia. USA”. My excellent home 
town daily, the Santa Ana Register, took 
up the fight with a powerful editorial us¬ 
ing her title, “NOW—SIBERIA, USA”. I 
reprinted 18,000 copies of the editorial and 
sent them out to subscribers and patriotic 
organizations, many of whom in turn got 
out warnings of their own; and in two or 
three weeks we had sent an avalanche of 
letters and telegrams to Washington. Ful¬ 
ton Lewis, In his newspaper column, de¬ 
scribed the flood of protests as one of the 
• *bi ggest-in^many^ytfaS^ 

Thu Senate sub-qommitteu Holding the 
hcaringti on the bill became acutely con¬ 
scious of every paragraph, lino and word 
in It. That was what we wanted. Wo 
wanted tho Senators and Congressmen 
who mako our laws to wako up and see 
that a lot of tho bills are written for them 
by enemies of constitutional government 
and fools, and that these laws, especially 
those on the subject of “mental health”, 
are packed with dangerous provisions. We 
wanted the lawmakers to become sus¬ 
picious of oil such bills, particularly those 
originating in the Infiltrated bureaus. 

Wo wanted the lawmakers to road and 
study the bills, from the point of view of 
tho freedom-loving citizen, before voting 
on them. 


Gold water Re wrote HR 6376 

Tho Senate sub-committee of the Com¬ 
mittee on Interior and Insular Affairs in¬ 
vited Mrs. Burkeland, this editor and four 
or fivo other “super patriots" to testify. 

Senator Goldwater wrote a new version 
of the bill, eliminating tho commitment 
procedures, leaving them up to Alaska. He 
went even further: lie wr ote into thcbUI. 
three guarantees of ‘constitutional rights. 
These were: 

1. A provision prohibiting the transfer of a 
resident of one of tho 48 slates to a mental 
institution in Alaska; 

2 . A provision that all patients and proposed 
patients should be treated humanely; and 

3. A provision restating the patient's right to 
the writ of habeas corpus. 

But the Committee members decided 
tha-t even these "commitment procedures” 
should not be written by the Federal gov¬ 
ernment; that, instead, the entire bill of 
procedures was properly d matter for the 
people of Alaska and their legislature to 
decide. \ 

In any case, the Alaska legislature 
would not have the authority to reach in- 
.to a state and take a citizen of that state; 
and the Constitution of the United States 
guarantees the right of habeas corpus t— 
though that right, certainly ought lo be

The Jewish hel¬ 
lion, Ana Paulccr, the first Communist dic¬ 
tator over the bleeding Roumanians, told 
Roumanian Princess llcaua (as reported 
Jit* her book I LIVE AGAIN) that among 
•the principal weapons which Communist- 
agents would use* to knock America to her 
knees would be the poisoning of our city 
water supplies.

spelled out in any bill for commitment 

procedures. 

The acute awareness of the importance 
of local self-government, us against Fed- 
erul Interference, Is perhaps the most re¬ 
vealing evidence of the completeness of 
the victory of the alarmed citizens who 
poured protests Into Washington. It is ex¬ 
tremely gratifying to some of us who have 
tried for so many years to make the law 
makers see our point of view: that we 
want to preserve local self-government 
and resent the growing disregard of our 
individual freedom by an Increasingly 
overbearing Federal power machine. 

(Senator Lunger offered, and the Senate 
accepted, an amendment "which carefully 
spelled out a prohibition against taking 
any of theeo (Naval oil reserve) land$ or 
any other known mineral deposits" in the 
million-acro land grant, I am informed 
by our Congressman, James Utt. 

The House accepted the Senate strippwl- 
-down-version of the bill,, though its back¬ 
ers in the House, notably Representative 
O'Brien of New York, wailed that the 
super-patriots hud ruined a good bill. 

I am sure the few subscribers I have in 
Alaska will be hard at work to get a bill 
which will protect sane persons from be¬ 
ing put away In an insane asylum by a 
spouse or a political enemy.

peace": He offered to let the Communists 
fly over all our supposedly secret bases, 
supply dumps and other defense establish¬ 
ments—an invitation to conduct complete 
espionage. He keeps on talking about 
outlawing atomic weapons or pooling 
them in the United Nations, under the 
Baruch plan. 

Most Selfish Man 

The plan would allow Communist in¬ 
spectors to inspect every cave, every ga¬ 
rage and home, every warehouse and fac¬ 
tory, every military base we have in the 
world. And whom would the UN send to 

*_conduct the inspection of-the-vast expanse 

of Soviet territory? Quite possibly friends 
of the Soviet Union, who would not see 
what they did not want to see, or would 
not warn us of new and dangerous Red 
weapons or maneuvers. 

As for his aim to "humanize and liberal¬ 
ize" the GOP, he has already split it and 
made it over into a reflection of the So¬ 
cialist New Deal-Fair Deal party; but ob¬ 
viously he wants to throw aside his mask, 
after reelectton and push on toward the 
goal of the world revolution: an all pow¬ 
erful world government and a "liberal¬ 
ized", disarmed America. 

Why is he hiding these plans till after 
the election? Because ^behind his disarm¬ 
ing smile lurks one 'of the most deceitful, 
crafty and misled men ever to sit in the 
White House. I can hardly think of a 
more selfish act than for a dying man to 
exercise his great power as President to 
maneuver to get himself re-elected. It Ls 
indeed a selfish thing to do to the Ameri¬ 
can people. His deceitfulness has become 


increasingly conspicuous as his record un 
folds, showing that he is doing precisely 
the opposite from the things he promised, 
in courting the old Taft-MnoArthur Re¬ 
publican vote. A bitterly resented exam¬ 
ple It hit promises to the Polish-Amcri- 
cuns and other refugees and kin of ref¬ 
ugees from iron curtain countries lo help 
free those satellites. He has done precise¬ 
ly the opposite: he tuts slapped the mil¬ 
lions of enslaved anti-Communlsta in the 
captured countries in the face by meet¬ 
ing with their monstrous and bloody 
overlords, showing the world that he con¬ 
siders the Moscow gangsters lo be all 
right; showing that he intends to help 
them keep their grip on the ensluved 
peoples. 

You doubtless remember the photo¬ 
graph I published in April, 196o, of un 
article in tile London Times in which a 
Washington correspondent of the paper 
wrote that Elsenhower hud disclosed pri- 
vutely his strategy: He would say any¬ 
thing he had to say to get the nomination 
for President; he would do anything ho 
had to do to get elected; but after the 
election his old friends in Europe-would 
find him the same person they had 
known.

I have before me a copy of the Ameri¬ 
can Legion's Firing Line, June 15, 1956, 
quoting J. Edgar Hoover, head of the FBI, 
us pointing out nine ol the chief objec¬ 
tives of the current Communist Party 
program. Elsenhower is championing 
four of them wholeheartedly, and is so 
close to embracing three of the remain¬ 
ing five that he probably Includes them 
in his secret post-election program. The 
four In which he now obliges the Reds are: 
peaceful coexistence; admission of Com¬ 
munist China to the United Nations; ex¬ 
change of delegations between the United 
States and the Soviet Union, and Federal 
intervention lo guarantee "civil rights" 
of Negroes in the South. So far he lias 
tried to give the impression that be Is 
against the admission of Communist 
China to the UN. hut he always hus 
qualified his position by saying he might 
at some future time be for iit, when the 
Reds might show that they would not try 
to use force to settle the Formosa issue. 
They have quit Lying to seize Formosa, 
and Washington is alive with the report 
-that-Ike and-Palace Guard are maneuver¬ 
ing -to have other nations, not the US, vote 
Red China into the UN at the general 
assembly session in November. It Is ail 
cut and dried that Ike and US delegates 
will make a show of opposing the admis¬ 
sion; but US delegates will not veto the 
admission. 

As for the exchange of delegations, he 
has already let Air Chief Twining and 
party visit Russia.

The Jewish Communal Register of 1917- 
1918 published by "The Kehillah of New 
York City", 356 Second Avenue, reported 
on page 1418: 

“The danger that tho enactmont of repressive 
immigration legislation might deprive the perse¬ 
cuted (sic ) Jews of Russia, of Roumania and of 
Galicia, of the opportunity of reconstructing 
their lives in this country, caused tho Committee 
(the American Jewish Commiftoo — RHW) the 
greatest anxiety, and occupied much of its at¬ 
tention. Through the efforts of those favoring the 
liberal immigration policy, tho harshness of the 
laws proposed at the opening session of Congress 
in 1906 was mitigated and tho Act of January, 
1907, was passed, providing among other things, 
for the appointment of on Immigration Commis¬ 
sion. The Committee offered to put at tho dis¬ 
posal at the Commission data that might bo of 
use in. tho -endeavor.- to roach a just .and unbiased 
conclusion, and in cooperation with other Jewish 
organizations, submitted recommendations de¬ 
signed to end various injustices and abuses. 

"After three yoars of study, the report of the 
Commission evidenced but slight desire on. its 
part to depart from the time-honored tradition 
that hos made this country a refuge tor the op¬ 
pressed in all lands.'' 

This ia only one glimpse of the triumphs 
of these Jewish organizations to keep open 
our gates* the Register, like other Jewish 
publications at all times, year in und year 
out, since about 1905, had much to say 
about the activities of t.he Jewish mach¬ 
ine to bring in the “wretched refuse" of 
the Old World. 

Jews Not Persecuted 

It is important to understand the use of 
words in the above quotation. The Jewish 
nationalists, or Zionists, like their step¬ 
sons the Communists, often have a special 
meaning for key words.

GOLDSMITH BACKED S H0SEN 
IN DUMP'NIXON DRIVE 

Do you know who was behind Stassen’s 
move to replace Nixon with a more thoro- 
going one-worlder? The old “familiar” 
Anti-Defamation League high-echelon po¬ 
litical fixer, Arthur J. Goldsmith of Wal¬ 
dorf Towers. 

The Los Angeles Examiner of August 
C carried a column by one of !ts writers, 
David Barnett, under a Washington date¬ 
line; 

"Despite denials by the two major participants, 
reports persisted in Washington today that the 
man behind Harold Slassen's dump-Nixon cam¬ 
paign was Arthur J. Goldsmith, a New York 
business man . . . 

"According to the report, Goldsmith contri¬ 
buted heavily to the funds used for the pre- 
announccmenf polls which Stasscn said showed 
Hvrler would be a better vote-getter than Nixon. 
The New Yorker is reported to have conferred with 
Stassen in Washington around July 13 and to have 
persuaded Stassen to take the public gamble to 
get Nixon ofI the ticket. 

"Although Goldsmith was 'tied up in confer¬ 
ences'—ond-could no 1 -6e* reached for rguestioning 
on the report, he sent word through his secretary 


that: 7 had nothing to do with the polls and I 
know nothing about the subject . . . 

"Confronted with the Goldsmith denials the Re¬ 
publican official (who gave Barnett the informa¬ 
tion — RHW) countered with new reports he 
said had been sent to him from New York. The 
reports alleged that Goldsmith has been 'brag¬ 
ging' to intimates of his part in the Stassen move. 

"The persistence of fho reports of Goldsmith's 
part in the dump-Nixon affair fends credence to 
the current theory ihuf the entire plan is part 
of a fight botwocn the internationalists and the 
old guard (sic.) (or future control of the Re¬ 
publican Parly. Goldsmith, who lives in the Wal¬ 
dorf Towers, was head of the Stassen forces in 
New York in 1948. He backed Candidate Eisen¬ 
hower in 1952." 

You may recall that while Goldsmith 
in.

of wars . . 

Thus in effect the Democratic Party 
platform repudiates any right of Ameri¬ 
cans to decide whether they want any 
more aliens, or when, whence and how 
many. It bases the principles of immigra¬ 
tion on the wishes of the aliens and what 
they consider their needs. On this prin¬ 
ciple America would have to admit hun¬ 
dreds of millions from all the races of the 
world. Once we succumb to this basis for 
shaping our immigration laws America 
will be done for. There will be no rule by 
which we can find a stopping place. And 
in the matter of a few years we will be 
so overrun by the masses of Asia, Africa 
and Southeastern Europe that we will not, 
in Tact, have the voting or other power 
to stop them. Indeed— have we not already 
lost it, seeing that both political parties 
court the aliens at our expense? 

Revolting Expression - —=>— 

Notice particularly tho expression “ac¬ 
cident of national origin”—a favorite ex¬ 
pression of both the Communists and the 
Zionists. This odious expression implies 
that but for an accident you might have 
been born a Fiji Islander or a horse. It is 
no accident that the Creator made the 
great and beautiful races of mankind, 
made them a-s different as the various 
breeds of dogs, and that you are the genes 
preserved by thousands of generations of 
ancestral struggle for tribul and racial 
preservation.

Here Come the Asiatics 

The Republicans want us to feel that

In this connection I cite an Associated 
Press dispatch in the Santa Ana Register, 
August 4, 1956, revealing that “the U. S. 
government"—whoever that is — has ap¬ 
proved a deal with Japan and the Philip¬ 
pines whereby we are to accept a thous¬ 
and Japanese young men and 15,000 to 
20,000 young Filipinos, to work mostly on 
California farms, for three years. 

This announcement came from Tokyo 
and Manila. It identified the U. S. Depart¬ 
ment of Labor—under the cheap, grinning 
little political playboy, James P. Mitchell, 
and the CIO-AFL fawning California Gov¬ 
ernor Goodwin Knight—as the persons au¬ 
thorizing this alien importation. This is 
only the beginning. It adds to the several 
million Mexican nationals—mostly of the 
lowest Mexican-Indian blood, a brutal, 
mentally dull people — who have been 
brought in under a labor agreement with 
Mexico. 

This usurpation of power to circumvent 
the immigration laws is so important I 
quote the dispatch in full: 

"Up fo 21,000 Japanese and Filipino farm work¬ 
ers are going to join Mexican nationals in working 
California crops. The Japanese government said 
at Tokyo today that arrangements had been com¬ 
pleted to send 1,000 Japanese to this sl ate (Coli- 
~fornia) for three~ycars. 

"Entry already has been approved by the U.S. 
government for the first 500 who will leave for 
the United States next month, the Agricultural 
and Forestry Ministry announced. Others will 
come in October. 

"The program was negotiated by the Japanese 
government ond a joint committee of California 
agricultural organisations. The Japanese said the 
men sent to the United States would be between 
25 and 35, would get the same pay as Mexicon 
nationals and would pay their own travel ex¬ 
penses. (NOTE: Who is in reality paying the tare 
far the semi-savage, penniless Filipinos? — RHW) 

"At Manila two Philippine congressmen said 
they had completed negotiations at Washington 
by which tho California ^ego table Growers As¬ 
sociation would employ between 15,000 ami 20,000 
Filipino laborers. 

11 Representative Sera fin Salvador said a draft 
of the agreement had been approved by U. S.

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Labor Secretary James P. Mitchell and Gov. Good¬ 
win Knight of California. The contract for Fili¬ 
pinos, Salvador said, included an 8-hour day. 
wages to he sel by the U. S. labor secretary, and 
a charge to laborers for meals of ft .75 per per¬ 
son. 

“Unemployment in the Philippines is estimated 
officially at two million persons. As many as 
400,000 Mexican nationals have entered the 
United States to help with crops. 

"Under all such programs, the laborers must 
return to their countries after the crop work is 
completed 

NATO Behind It? 

I think you will find the inspiration for 
this new device for breaking down our 
immigration gates, in a thing colled 
NATO. This budding aspirant for world 
power, apparently being groomed to suc¬ 
ceed the United Nations if and when the 
UN becomes fully discredited, is preoccu¬ 
pied with shifting populations from coun-

citizenship'’. Senator Jenner said in a 
speech, in the Senate March 8, 1956; 

. . The NATO super-government is very much 
interested in labor, especially the movement of 
immigrants from country to country. It has re¬ 
commended that governments facilitate labor mo¬ 
bility between their countries, ft praised President 
Eisenhower and the Congress for admitting 209,- 
000 immigrants in addition to quotas, os a means 
of strengthening the Atlantic community. The one 
worlders believe nations have no right to decide 
who may be admitted or denied admittance to 
their country. 

“NATO is concerned with rules granting work 
permits to foreigners 

I hope the American, non-union laborer 
as well as the card-carrying laborer will 
take note of this sell-out to Asiatic cheap 
labor by the U. S. Department of Labor 
and Governor Knight, wliich apparently is 
not opposed by the union bosses who are 
supposed to represent the interests and 
job security of their members. Apparently 
the Jewish labor racketeers who concur 
with their fellow Jewish nationalists in 
the program for flooding America with 
the colored masses of the world, have now 
almost complete control of labor union po¬ 
licies. Otherwise, how could you account 
for_this ^throat^cutting of the- American- 
union member by his union? 

In the May, 1956, issue I published a 
statement from the Los Angeles Examiner 
of June 27, 1954, quoting the local Immi¬ 
gration Bureau chief, Herman Landon, as 
saying that in the year 1953 the Bureau 
had ‘caught 601,000 illegal aliens in South¬ 
ern California alone (from Mexico) and 
more than 1,000,000 nationally", but he 
said the Bureau estimated that for each

This is why we now have several million 
Mexican nationals in our country, almost 
all of them of the very lowest type of 
"PachucO” and Zoot-suit Indians (with 
hardly any genuine Spanish blood in 
them). If you read the reports of rapings, 


Htlngs, thievery and street disturbances 
^rour Mexican border states, you cannot 
escape the fact that the overwhelming 
majority of them are revealed (by pictures 
and names) to be by this dull, brutal breed. 

Separately I am showing, in brief, the 
source of the 50-year-drive to break down 
our immigration gates. 

Sands Preserved Ancient Bodies 

The Communists and the Zionists (other¬ 
wise known as Jewish nationalists) alike 
know from long experience that they can 
incite and fool and use the often unsus¬ 
pecting colored peoples, against the indi¬ 
vidualistic, self-Teliant white man. They 
know they can similarly regiment and use 
only limited numbers of the white nice 
and therefore their over-all objective is 
to make the white race (not including 
their own fellow Jews) destroy themselves 
by out-breeding with the docile, easy¬ 
going, dark races. 

The Marxist revolutionaries make their 
primary aim that of inducing race suicide 
among the Whites, und muss immigration 
is the goal of highest priority among the 
Reds of all categories. 

I Imve recently been reading one of the 
great books, now rare, on this subject: 
White America, by Colonel Earnest, Sevier 
COX of Richmond, Va., first published in 
1923, republished in 1937, with commenda¬ 
tions from many famous university pro¬ 
fessors, anthropologists and other schol¬ 
ars. Colonel Cox showed, with the most 
fuscinating documents, that tho Egyptian 
civilization was founded nearly 6,000 years 
ago by a white populace, (mostly of the 
Mediterranean branch of the white race; 
that its great achievements covered a per¬ 
iod of 3,000 years; that its sudden decline 
began about the 16th century before 
Christ, coinciding with the beginning of 
mass interbreeding of the white populace 
with Negroes; and that by the 8th cen¬ 
tury, B.C., the population lmd become mu¬ 
latto In character. In the Sth century 
Egypt’s long line of white dynasties was 
broken, a mulatto becoming the Pharaoh 
— and a small then-white country, the 
Assyrians, easily conquered the once 
mighty Egypt: 

" Taharka, the mulatto prince of the Twenty- 
fifth Dynasty, was the son of Piankhi, priest-king 
ol Nubia, and a Nubian woman • . . Taharka 
suceedcd his father upon the throne of Ethiopia 
and Egypt. The Assyrians conquered Syria and 
invaded 'Egypt.'Taharka Was easily defeated and~ 
fled . . . The color lino had vanished" 

Anil the once great Egypt with Us sci¬ 
ence, mathematics, astronomy, its great 
builders and engineers, its code of laws 
and its many capable, energetic individu¬ 
als became only a memory. 

Some of the Pharaohs had tried to pre¬ 
vent the race suicide but the Negroes were 
docile and easily enslaved; and the selfish, 
short-sighted white men and women pre¬ 
ferred luxury to racial survival. 

Colonel Cox quoted one of England's 
foremost authorities, G. Elliott Smith, pro¬ 
fessor of Anatomy at the University of 
Manchester, (from his book, The Ancient 
Egyptians and Their Influence Upon Eu¬ 
ropean Civilization, 1911): 


‘W dry sands of Egypt have preserved 
throu^s a span of more than sixty centuries the 
remains of countless multitudes of the earliest 
peoples known to have dwelt in the Nile Valley; 
and not the mere bones only, but also their skin 
and hair, the muscles and organs of the body; and 
oven such delicate tissues as the nerves and the 
brain, and, most marvelous of all, the lens of the 
eye, are available for examination today. IVe are 
able to form a very precise idea of fhe struc¬ 
ture of the body of fhe Proto-Egyptian (First 
Egyptians) . . . it presented no resemblance what¬ 
ever to the so-called Voo/y” appearance and 
peppercorn-like arrangement of the Negro's hair." 

The historians on ancient Egypt thus 
do not have to guess; they have traced the 
descent of the population from white to 
mulatto by examination of countless num¬ 
bers of preserved human bodies, as well 
as by documents and artist's drawings and 
carvings. Incidentally, in the early cen¬ 
turies of Egypt’s greatness there was a 
scattering of persons with red hair and 
blue eyes—the Celts, kinsmen of the 
Scotch and Irish, and the engineer who di¬ 
rected the building of the Cheops pyra¬ 
mid, the biggest of the pyramids, was like¬ 
wise a-Nordic.-^- -- - — —*- 

The story of the out-breeding of the 
white founders of the Egyptian civiliza¬ 
tion is the same as that of the founders 
of Greece and Rome, only these were pre¬ 
dominantly of the hardy, energetic Nor¬ 
dics (largely blond) interbred with the 
more artistic, if less ambitious and ener¬ 
getic, Mediterranean brunet Whites. 

The great Anglo-Saxon race, builder of 
the highest order of civilization* with gov¬ 
ernments protecting other races with 
“bills of right#", and a kindly, generous 
live-aml-let-live racial temperament — is 
now on its way out. Unless they resist, 
they are going to disappear from this 
carili, leaving behind a brown homogen¬ 
ized mongrel breed — sure to become 
slaves under the hardy, fanatically am¬ 
bitious, self-worshipping Jewish masters 
of Marxism. 

The battle is being fought out now, in 
our generation; the internal enemy is 
highly organized and determined to break 
down the McCurrun-Wnlter law at the 
next session of Congress. Their lobbyists 
and financial fixers are at work through¬ 
out the country to influence and elect 
candidates favorable to their program.

Standard Oil, master of political stra¬ 
tegy in the use of governments to ad¬ 
vance its interests, has cooked up a 
scheme in California which, if success¬ 
ful, will choke off many an independent 
oil producer, making it easy for "big oil” 
to buy him out. 

The plan will affect practically every¬ 
body in the state, directly or indirectly, as 
we shall see. 

It is known as Proposition 4 on the bal¬ 
lot for the November election. Though 
popularly called an oil conservation act, it 
is in fact a production control act, and 
the importance which the big companies 
attach to it and the fear it has struck 
into the small producers are shown by the 
colossal propaganda battle being waged 
for and againstit w e _ w 

Whereas the sum of half a million to a 
million dollars is considered a suitable 
amount in backing a candidate for Gov¬ 
ernor or Senator of this big state, several 
million dollars already have been spent in 
this battle. Independent oil spokesmen es¬ 
timate that “big oil’' already had spent 
nearly four million by early September, 
and the independent producers themselves 
may spendl two or three million or more 
in this fight for survival. 

Proposition 4 provides for the appoint¬ 
ment of a commission of three, who will 
act as oil czars over any field in the state, 
if and when the owners of three-fourths 
of the “working interests" of the field 
vote to have the commission take over. 

Tricky Wording 

Backers of the proposition say It will 
bring about “unitization” of production 
methods and enable the oil commission to 
see that the best engineering practices are 
used to prevent waste. The independents 
say they are not wasting oil, are using the 
best engineering methods; are as anxious 
as anybody to get all the oil out of their 
leases. 

The wording of the proposition is such 
that the voting power, in a given field will 
be by surface aron, or acreage, rather 
than by the number of persons owning 
production in the field. 

A. C. Rubel, vice president of Union 
Oil Company, says in the majority of Cali¬ 
fornia oil fields the big companies own the 
required tliree-fourths of the surface area. 

That makes the scheme pretty dear: 
The big companies (who now are urging 
us all to vote for Proposition 4) worded 
the proposition in such a way as to throw 
the voting power in a majority of the 
fields into their hands. They thus can force 
all the other owners of leases and pro¬ 
duction in the “unitized” fields to submit 
to the dictates of the oil commission. And 
the proposition gives the commission pow¬ 
er to regulate or shut down production, to 
say who may or may not drill new wells* 
where they may be drilled and what 
methods may be used to get the oil out 
of the ground (or keep it in the ground). 

Rubel told the San Joaquin Valley Oil 
Producers Association at their annual 
meeting, April 10, 1956: 


"If you will take a map of the oil fields of Cali¬ 
fornia you will find that in the majority of cases 
a combination of a few of the larger companies, 
most of them the same oil companies supporting 
this measure, will constitute the necessary 75 per¬ 
cent "working interest", and the 25 percent minor¬ 
ity, even though they may numerically constitute 
over 50 percent of the operators, will be bound 
by the unit agreement forced upon them by the 
major interests. If this is not compulsory unitiza¬ 
tion, then what is if? 

"This is neither fair, just nor in the host inter¬ 
ests of the public or the oil industry. It a unit 
plan cannot be formulotcd which can be sold to 
the operators of a pool on its own merits, then 
something is wrong with the plan; and to force 
the operator into such a unit against his will is 
plain confiscation even if blessed with a sprinkle 
of conservation." 

Standard Imports Oil 

California consumers already use about 
130,000 barrels of oiHa day _ more~thaA 
California fields produce. The big com¬ 
panies -those who are putting out tons of 
advertising for Proposition 4—already are 
vastly benefiting by the many oil control 
laws of various other states, which allow 
the owner of an oil well to sell only a 
percentage of his potential production. 
These big companies are pouring into the 
American market 347,000 barrels a day, 
largely from their Middle East fields. I 
have this figure from an Associated Press 
report from Washington. D.C., dated Sep¬ 
tember 6, quoting Arthur S. Flemming, 
director of Defense Mobilization. 

The big companies principally behind 
Proposition 4 are those who own enormous 
foreign oil fields. Among them are Stand¬ 
ard Oil Company of California, Richfield 
Oil Corporation (a Standard Oil affiliate 
or subsidiary), Tide Water Oil Company, 
Shell Oil Company (about half of which 
is owned by the same Jews who principal¬ 
ly own the property of the State of Israeli, 
General Petroleum Corporation, the Texas 
Company, Continental Oil Company and 
the Ohio Oil Company. 

A Union Oil Company pamphlet says 
that not one of these companies is incor¬ 
porated in California. 

(Union Oil is wholly an American com¬ 
pany with no foreign holdings and is head¬ 
ed by patriotic “citizens who oppose gov¬ 
ernment domination of the individiial.) 

If Standard Oil and associates can choke 
down California oil production they can 
bring in more oil from their foreign fields, 
benefiting by the Eisenhower-Truman low 
tariffs. 

Earlier in this article I stated that Prop¬ 
osition 4, if victorious, would affect almost 
every person In California, directly or in¬ 
directly: 

It will affect every owner of an acre of 
land which produces or which might some 
day produce oil, for it will restrict drilling 
and production, in many fields and con¬ 
stitute an ever-present threat to restrict 
all fields. 

It will affect the price of oil and gaso¬ 
line, which in turn will affect the price 
of nearly everything you buy or selL 

It will distress every citizen who cher¬ 
ishes constitutional freedom, for it will add 
another dictatorial bureau to the growing 
bureaucratic state. 

To quote Rubel again: 


for the Department of Defense snooped in 
the offices of Senator Herbert H. Lehman, 
to see if the Senator had a microphone 
planted to listen into super-secret defense 
proceedings being held in an adjoining 
committee room? You remember, no doubt, 
that a number of Senators rushed into 
print to condemn the snoopers for daring 
to enter the holy sanctum of a Senator’s 
office. 

Did a single newspaper in the land tell 
us that the Defense Department secret 
agents actually found a microphone plant¬ 
ed in Lehman's office, picking up Amer¬ 
ica's defense secrets? Not a single paper, 
so far as I observed. 

But it is a fact, and we had to get the 
report from a translation from a Gernjan- _ 
language Swiss magazinef The magazineT 
SCHWEIZER ILLUSTRIERTE ZEITUNG, 
(something on the order of Life magazine) 

June 25, 1956, ran the brief article under 
the caption SKANDAL UM SENATOR 
LEHMAN (a photostat of which I have): 

"Washington—Two Pentagon detectives who en¬ 
tered the offices of Senator Lehman forcibly and 
illegally, found a microphone there in the Sen¬ 
ator's ice box. By means of this device Senator 
Lehman could follow the secret deliberations on 
the military budget. Secretary of Defense Wilson 
explained that he had nevor promised to respect 
the ice boxes of the Senators, but the majority of 
the Senators see in this action of the military po¬ 
lice (sic) an intolerable danger to the senatorial 
sanctuary 

Picture the significance of this incident: 

The powerful international Jewish fin¬ 
ancier who was elected to the Senate with 
the open and avowed support of the Com¬ 
munist Party, who leads the fight for Com¬ 
munist measures and leads the attacks on 
the anti-Communist investigators; the man 
revealed during the war by an emissary 
from the Soviet Union to be “the very big 
boss" of the “coming" revolution in Amer¬ 
ica (see Major Jordan’s Diaries and our 
issue of March, 1953 for the documenta¬ 
tion)—.this arch enemy of our country 
planted a microphone In his offices to spy 
oiX se iu*e (ri el ib era lions' rh'g art) I ri g <hir~dd-^ " 
fenses. 

He was not shot for treason or espion¬ 
age. He was not indicted. He was not even 
exposed! 

The newspapers protected him and the 
Senators actually rushed into print con¬ 
demning the Department of Defense for 
trying to safeguard our secrets. 

It is impossible to over estimate the 
significance of this incident, as it is im¬ 
possible to describe one's anger at such 
comprehensive betrayal by men holding 
high positions. Are we simply in the hands 
of the enemy but don’t quite know it yet? 

"If you (oil men) want to surrender your God- 
given independence to run your own job in the 
traditional American manner for a system of bu¬ 
reaucratic controls administered by a politically 
appointed threc-man commission sitting in Sacra¬ 
mento, whose authority over your operations is 
limited only by a vague and uncertain definition 
of 'waste and ‘good engineering practices' then

Strange Persons Caught Inciting Negroes Against Whites While

Who is the young chap named John 
Kasper who has been featured prom¬ 
inently in the news recently, for inciting 
southern segregationists to violence? 

I met young Kasper in Washington last 
February at the hearings by the Senate 
sub-committee on the Alaska Mental 
Health bill. Kasper was called to testily 
tor no reason I could figure out, for he 
had contributed little if anything to the 
fight for a decent Alaska mental health 
bill. He had a little book store in Wash¬ 
ington which he called the Cadmus Book 
Store, with only a handful of followers, 
and material he puts out against racial 
integration” has the wild, crack-pot ap- 
"pearanee - which—tends- to - discredit—the 
whole segregation effort. 

At the hearings Kasper launched into a 
wild, swinging attack on ‘'the Jews". We 
must remember that the Jewish revolu¬ 
tionary leaders want a certain type of 
anti-Semitism—the blatant wild, brick¬ 
throwing type which convinces nobody 
but stirs sympathy for the Jews—so they 
can discredit everybody who honestly and 
tor good cause opposes the Zionist revo¬ 
lution, with its Communist counter-part. 
The enemy cannot stand factual, carefully 
documented exposes, presented at appro¬ 
priate times and places so as to force the 
gullible bleeding hearts of our race to see 
what is being done to them. 

Strange Boosters 

I was never more surprised than to sec 
reports in the newspapers recently that 
this same young fellow, who had little 
native leadership, was hailed at various 
segregation rallies in Alabama anil Ten¬ 
nessee us tho lender. Blit it became clear 
how he had suddenly become a leader; 
At eve,ry rally there were several myster¬ 
ious persons yelling, We Want Kasper, or 
otherwise boosting him. At one meeting it 
was reported that half a dozen of these 
persons wore-tho old. Ku-Klu.v Klun hoods 
— something which the 'new Klunsmen 
say they prohibit among their members. 

A United Press round-up published in the 
Santa Aim Register September 14 quoted 
Kasper ns deliberately calling for violence; 

"Kasper, 26-year-old head of tho Seaboard 
White Citizens Council o t Washington, D.C., ad¬ 
dressed a crowd of S00 including a few hooded 
Ku Klux Klansmen ... He said true segregation¬ 
ists ‘want trouble everywhere we can get it.' Kas¬ 
per told the applauding members of an Alabama 
White Citizens Council that 'a collapse of law 
and order is near at hand' and predicted some 
segregationists will die for their cause. Kasper 
was recently sentenced to a year in prison on 
contempt charges for making anti-Negro speeches 
at Clinton in defiance of a Federal Court in¬ 
junction, He is free under $ 1,000 appeal bond." 

This soft, callow youth did not, In my 
opinion, invent the phrases he is said to 
have used, nor did he, In my belief, have 
the ability to organize himself into this 
position of leadership. I do not know his 
racial or family origin or connections; 
some Attorney General ought to investi¬ 


gate it and release it to the public, for 
Kasper's sake if the boy is just innocently 
being used; for the sake of all other Amer¬ 
icans in any case. 

At best, it must be said that the enemy 
is surrounding him and using him to in¬ 
cite violence, knowing that much of the 
northern press will so report it as to dis¬ 
credit the While self-preservationists. No¬ 
thing so discredits the States Right, Segre¬ 
gationist and iveedom-of-choice movement 
so much as for white men to lynch a 
Negro. 

ADL Stirs Violence 

We know that the National Association 
-for' the -Advancement of—Colored -People,- 
the Communist Party and the Anti-Defam¬ 
ation League of B’nai B'rith have honey¬ 
combed the southern states, especially Ala¬ 
bama, Tennessee and Mississippi, with 
their activities, inciting Negroes against 
Whites, and, obviously in many cases, also 
inciting Whites to violence. X have reports 
for the past three years of intensified ac¬ 
tivities in the South by the Anti-Defama¬ 
tion League, both directly and through one 
of its fronts, the NAACP. I have before 
me an article from the left wing Oregon 
Journal of December 9, 1954, quoting 
Leonard Schroeter, "director of the Wash¬ 
ington regional office of the Anti-Defam¬ 
ation League," introduced as a former le¬ 
gal council for the NAACP, hi a speech 
before the Portland, Ore., B'nai B'rith. 
Schroeter praised the Supreme Court's 
de-segregation decision as "a fundamental 
revolution". 

"The Anti-Defamation League, he said, was work¬ 
ing throughout the South to make integration pos¬ 
sible os quickly as possible . . . He said the ADL 
was making extensive etforts to educate children 
to the importance of 'growing up in an integrated 
world'." 

Time and again in recent years the Anti- 
Defamation League and/or the Communist 
Parly has been caught planting acts of 
'violence'or'ugljr acts against Negroes - oi‘~ 
Jews, to make the unsuspecting newspaper 
reader think the antl-Communisls, anti- 
Zionists and anti-integrationists want to 
eat the Negroes and Jews. The most not¬ 
able recent case which has been publicly 
exposed was that In Louisville, Ky., where 
a district attorney fouled the Communists 
and Zionists and investigated. He found 
that the Negro lather who had moved his 
wife and children into a white community 
wheire he was not wanted, had planted the 
bomb in his own home, working with a 
Communist agent. 

It was just too conspicuous also, that 
die Negro teen-ager Emmett Till, who had 
the nerve to pul his arm around, a young 
married white woman in Mississippi and 
make an Insulting proposition, had just 
been imported or otherwise arrived from 
Chicago. 

We must not be led into foolish violence. 
•We must fight doggedly for our rights and 
self-preservation, but fight with intelli¬ 
gence and restraint.

ing disgust with both the old internation¬ 
alist parties, but also because at last the 
movement is following the right strategy, 
generally speaking. It is backing a con¬ 
servative Democrat from the South for 
President, and In fact is basing much of 
its operations in the South, thus appealing 
to many Democrats in all states, whereas 
in 1952 its operations only tended to splin¬ 
ter off the conservatives from the Repub¬ 
lican Party. Conservative Republicans in 
other slates will much more readily fall 
in line behind a Democratic candidate than 
vice versa: Southern Democrats are still 
reluctant to back, anyone identified as a 
Republican. Furthermore, a southern De¬ 
mocrat might carry several southern 
states, in a three-way split with GOP and 
Demo Integrallonists. 

The States Righters were on the right 
track in 1948, with Strom Thurmond up, 
and they carried four Southern states; but 
the northern wing of conservatism had no 
party ready, and except in Congress, on 
-certain legislative-moasur©s,-f liore-WBS iio- 
cooperation between antl-Novv Dealers, 
North and South. 

Andrews Accepts 

In 1952 it was not possible for the many 
small fragmentary parties and patriotic 
groups to persuade a man of great nation¬ 
al stature and effective leadership to ac¬ 
cept the nomination for President. This 
year, such a man has accepted the nom¬ 
ination though he. has not yet said whether 
or not he would get out and actively cam¬ 
paign. 

T. Coleman Andrews, the presidential 
candidate, is a Virginian nnd a dedicated 
conservative in all respects, with empha¬ 
sis on the rights of the. states to run their 
own affairs, as contrasted with encroach¬ 
ing federal dictatorial power. Ho quit as 
Eisenhower's Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue in disgust with the unfair con¬ 
fiscatory federal graduated Income tax 
system. He is fighting to get the Sixteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution, Hie Marx¬ 
ist graduated income tax provision, re¬ 
pealed, leaving it up to the various states 
to provide most of the revonue for tho 
federal government, as the Constitution 
originally provided. 

On the ticket with him u$ vice pres¬ 
idential. candidate, is Conner Republican 
Congressman Thomas If. Wordel of Bak¬ 
ersfield, California, a fighter for Consti¬ 
tutional government and human rights, a 
man with big fists, both physically und fig¬ 
uratively, 

Wordel ran against the California Socialist 
Governor Earl Warren in the state primary in 
1952, for titular hoad of the state's GOP dele¬ 
gation to the presidential con vent ion. He was a 
Talt-MacArthur man. Though almost unknown out¬ 
side his Congressional district and with little mon¬ 
ey to spend, he polled half a million votes, half 
as many as Gov. Warren. He was gaining strength 
fast at election time: he very likely would have 
booten Warren had his advertising campaign got 
under way two or three woeks earlier. (That would 
have changed the course of history, for he would 
have stood up on the convention floor on the first 
ballot, the fourth state called on tho roll call, 
and thrown California's mighty 70-vote delegation 
to Taft or MacArthur—doubtless starting a land¬ 
slide.) 

These are truly great Americans, Andrews and 
Werdel. And they are well enough known, they 
enjoy enough prestige with the nation's leading

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business and professional men and community 
leaders, that they cannot ho brushed oil lightly. 

Wherever a now party puts their names on the 
ballot they will make a worthy showing, even if 
they do not actively campaign; while, if they get 
out and beat the hushes in curtain favorable states, 
they may carry several (in a three-way split be¬ 
tween the two integrationist, internationalist So¬ 
cialists, Eisenhower and Stevenson). 

The now party movement always has had enor¬ 
mous potentials; it always has had the secret or 
unoxpressed sympathy ot scores of millions of 
Americans. What if had fo have was prestige — 
enough prestige to convince the conservative vot¬ 
ers of both parties that they would not just be 
wasting their votes if they hacked it. 

On Ballot In 12 States 

This year they have a candidate and in 
fifteen or more states a party; the voter 
now can be confident that his protest vote 
will count heavily, both toward building 
the new party and toward scaring the old 
line parties, making them less revolution¬ 
ary.- .... 

Just before going to press with this ar¬ 
ticle I made a quick survey by long dis¬ 
tance telephone and find that conserva¬ 
tives in 11, possibly 12 states have suc¬ 
ceeded in getting on the balLot. They are 
Virginia, South Carolina, Alabama, Mis¬ 
sissippi. Arkansas, Louisiana, Tennessee, 
New Jersey, Kentucky, Texas, Iowa and 
possibly New Mexico, Illinois and Nebras¬ 
ka, all of them backing Andrews and 
Werdel. 

In Texas the party is called the Consti¬ 
tution Party. It is backing some state can¬ 
didates as well as national. (It is backing 
ex-Governor and ex-Senator Lee O’Dan¬ 
iel for Governor, but the Attorney General 
ruled O’Daniel off the ballot because he 
ran in the primary as a Democrat; so the 
campaign, as regards his name, calls for 
a write-in.) 

The rebels in Arkansas and Iowa also 
are on the ballot under the name Con¬ 
stitution Party. In New Jersey they are 
on the ballot as the Conservative Party. 

In several states, notably California, 
there are Constitution Party organizations 
as yet unable to get on the ballot, partly 
because legislatures have thrown mount¬ 
ainous obstacles in their way. 

The legislature in California changed the 
time required for filing a new party for 
=. listing-on-the ballot,-so that, whereas the 
petition formerly had to be filed with the 
Secretary of State SO days before the elec¬ 
tion, now it must, be filed BO days before. 
This requirement caught the Constitution 
Party leaders short this year; they ex¬ 
pect to be prepared for it next time. 

It costs enormous sums to get. on the 
California ballot because the party pe¬ 
tition must carry more than 300,000 sig¬ 
natures of registered voters. A profession¬ 
al organization engaged in getting up pe¬ 
titions for the ballot charges 20 or 25 
cents per signature, making the total 
around $00,000 to $75,000. Much of this Job 
in the future probably can be done by 
volunteer workers, now that the move¬ 
ment is gaining momentum. 

Leaders of the Constitution Party in 
California have, however, filed the names 


of the electors with the Secretary of State, 
together with the names of the candidates, 
Andrews and Werdel. This will enable vot- 
ity ers legally to cast their votes for the new 
party by writing in the names of the can- 
y he didates on the ballot. 

if If Andrews and Werdel will campaign 
jet actively in California we might poll a 
os. write-in of 50,000 or 100,000 votes, or more 
j>®" —a showing, sure to alarm the two So- 

cialist New Deal candidates, Eisenhower 
and Stevenson, who will probably run neck 
or ~ and neck here this year (with thousands 
or of conservative Republicans and Derao- 
crats disgusted). 


Convention Great Success 

Far more than you may realize, the 
convention of rebellious Americans which 
met in Memphis, Tenn., in mid-September, 
principally under the leadership of retired 
New Orleans industrialist John U. Barr, 
and South Bend, Ind* constitutional law¬ 
yer, Clarence Manion, was a tremendous 
success. It guaranteed the nomination by 
various stale parties of Andrews and Wer- 
del and caused their acceptances; it gpt_ 
solid, unanimous and enthusiastic support 
of Its principles (which might be called its 
platform); it broke through the censor¬ 
ship barrier and forced its way onto page 
one of many a daily paper, as a serious 
and newsworthy movement; and it thus 
won prestige which will bring more and 
more high level support to the now parties 
in the various stales. 

On only a single item did the convention 
split, this a matter of strategy. A good 
many delegates wanted the convention to 
organize itself as a new nalion-wido po¬ 
litical party, then and there. Barr and as¬ 
sociated Southern leaders, however, beat 
down the demand—and I have yet. to find 
a single newspaper whose correspondents 
seemed to understand or gave an explan¬ 
ation of the reason for Barr's opposition 
to the new national party (at this time). 

Here is the position of the Barr element: 
Southern Democratic leaders; including 
many in powerful positions in Democratic 
parly machinery in the South, will go for 
a States Right movement, even perhaps 
to the extent of voting for a separate 
States Right stale of electors on the bal¬ 
lot (In opposition to the Stevenson-Kefau- 
ver national Demo ticket); but these 
Party leaders would not dare pull out 
of the state Democratic Parly machinery 
— pndjhus leave. thg m achinq.jphe hands. 
of’Neto Deal Democrats. “ ' 

May Carry Several States 

This is precisely the strategy which I 
long fought for, up to the time when it be¬ 
came evident that the Southern Demo¬ 
cratic leaders were not going to have the 
courage or understanding to walk out of 
the national convention and go back home 
and put their own Democratic States 
Right candidates on their respective state 
ballots. If they had done llmt they would 
have thrown practically every southern 
state behind their States Rights candidate, 
without however losing control of the 
powerful party machinery in these states 
(and without jeopardizing the committee 
chairmanships of the southern Democratic 
Senators and Congressmen). 


they did not do it. 

Therefore it seems to this writer, as it 
seemed to a good many of the delegates, 
that the time had come when there was 
nothing else to do but start a new party 
rather than just a new presidential candi¬ 
date. 

Which strategy is best at this time, de¬ 
pends on how many of the influential lead¬ 
ers of Democratic Burly city, county ami 
state machines in the southern states are 
at stake. If Barr’s strategy of holding 
strictly (as yet) to a States Rights move¬ 
ment succeeds in getting open support 
from influential southern Democratic 
Party men, then lie is right. Only the out¬ 
come next November will tell. 

fit any case, the time must come, sooner 
or later, when tin* States Rights movement 
will become a national party. Dean Man- 
ion, famous leader of For America, former 
dean of Notre Dame law school, who key¬ 
noted the convention, got a standing ova¬ 
tion on opening night, when lie called for 
a new .party. 

However, it is well known that he has 
been advocating the strategy o£ putting 
Independent slates of'States Rights elec¬ 
tors on the ballots — the same strategy 
which nearly all the southern states ex¬ 
cept Texas seem lo be following. So it is 
not clear whether he was calling for a new 
national party now or at some future lime. 

As a result of the defeat of (he move¬ 
ment to organize the convention as a na¬ 
tional political party, the new party groups 
in most of tile southern states will not 
put up any candidates for state or other 
offices, but will fight only for the inde¬ 
pendent States Rights slate of electors, 
urging Democratic and other voters to 
vole for all Ihe conservative Democrats 
on the ballot, but to scratch Adlai and Ke- 
fauver in favor of Andrews and Werdel. 

If Andrews and Werdel will actively 
campaign jn the states where their names 
are on the ballot, they will stand a very 
good chance indeed lo top both the inte- 
gratlonists, Stevenson and Eisenhower. A 
poll taken in mid-September by a Rich¬ 
mond, Va., daily paper showed a popular 
vote of 30 percent lor Eisenhower, 29 per¬ 
cent for Stevenson and 28 percent for a 
States Rights candidate. Mind you. this 
was without even naming the States 
Rights candidate. Let Andrews make a few 
speeches In Virginia, reminding bis fellow 
Virginians of the degeneracy, the Inter¬ 
nationalism, the squandering and the “led- 
’eralism” "of the X'fio old line candidates, 
and he ought to get a plurality* perhaps 
even a majority In that state.

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NIXON SURRENDERS TO PALACE GUARD

Remember, during the war 
every man who opposed our being dragged 
into it and who opposed the New Deal and 
the revolutionary Jewish machine, was at¬ 
tacked as a Nazi agent.

The British Foreign Office and Eden 
(ever a stooge of the Jewish financiers) 
wanted to save face too, when Bulganin 
threatened to rocket-bomb Britain; the 
British accepted UN intervention which 
they had earlier scorned. 

Ike Had Advance Info 

Despite deliberate lies by the State De¬ 
partment, our government knew in ad¬ 
vance that the Jews had planned with 
Britain and France to invade Egypt; for 
the U.S. Air Force had broken the code 
used between Britain and Israel, inter¬ 
cepting all the plans. 

The U.S. government lost the confidence 
of scores of millions of anti-Communists 
in the captive nations because Eisenhower 
refused to lift a finger to help them—that 
is, to help the anti-Communist Hungarian 
people against Communists. 

The Soviet Union won powerful sym¬ 
pathy among the 300 million Moslems. 

But on the other side of the ledger, there 
were gains which I feel, more than offset 
the losses. In Hungary, the mass uprising, 
the willingness of the long suppressed, 
brutalized people to give their lives in an 
almost unarmed rebellion against the Red 
monster re-confirmed my long belief that 
the Marxists (the Communists and the 
Zionists) can not ultimately succeed in 
their drive to dominate all peoples and na¬ 
tions.

revolution, obviously planned in 
Moscow to whitewash the Red Empire, to 
make Poland, Hungary and, later, all the 
satellites look like independent nations— 
but still under the thumb of a Communist 
friendly to Moscow—this revolution got so 
far out of hand in Hungary and so many 
Hungarian and Russian youths of the Red 
Armies defected to the anti-Communists, 
that Moscow had to call in Mongol troops 
and, while the brutality of the occupation 
may intimidate other satellites, the fact 
is that trouble is brewing in Roumania on 
a wide scale; else why is the Soviet Red 
Army disarming the Roumanian Red 
Army and stationing Soviet occupation di¬ 
visions over the Roumanians? 

In America, the people have been stirred 
to sympathy for the Hungarians to such 
an extent that Ike may not dare send aid: 
to the Communist governments of “inde¬ 
pendent" Poland and Hungary. He has not 
yet revealed any change in policy, but he 
will hardly dare extend his pro-Tito po¬ 
licy to Poland and Hungary (as he had 
already planned and announced, just be- 
-fore the genuine Hungarian rebellion 
broke out). 

C. S • Monitor Turning? 

One of the strangest results of the Hun¬ 
garian revolt is the new attitude of the 
Chritsian Science Monitor, which for years 
has found ways to excuse the Communists 
and has ardently supported Eisenhower's 
staunch friendship for the Soviet gang¬ 
sters. 

The Monitor’s notorious one-worlder and 
left winger, Joseph C. Harsch, not only 
revealed the disillusionment of the Monitor 
(or at least of himself), but also succinctly 
stated what has been Eisenhower's policy 
of helping the Soviet Union (instead of the 
peoples enslaved by that machine). Harsch 
wrote in the Monitor of November 6, 1956 
(which I am quoting from Dan Smoot's 
excellent Report; 

"It (the day of massive Russian attack on Hun- 
gory) was a day of sorrow in another broader and 
equally tragic respect, and one far more danger¬ 
ous to the peace of the whole world.

Ike Helped the Reds 

“This policy was expressed ... in the combina¬ 
tion of offers of economic aid coupled with the 
assertion that the United States did not desire 
military allies in Eastern Europe. It was further 
expressed by the President's disclosure on the day 
before the tragic event that he already had of¬ 
fered, several days before, economic aid to the 
Polish government . 

"It is to be noted that this offer to Poland was 
made to a country which retained its military 
alliance with the Soviet Union and which was ruled 
by a government headed by a devout Communis/, 
Wladyslaw Gomulka . . . 

"This decision in Washington and the enun¬ 
ciation of this policy shows how far Washington 
was prepared to go in its efforts to relieve the 
Soviet Union of any possible grounds for anxiety. 
Washington did not desire or intend to take ad¬ 
vantage of the change of governments in Eastern 
Europe. It was willing to give economic support 
even to Communist-led governments if by so doing 
it could make it possible for Moscow to grant 
those countries a larger measure of internal free¬ 
dom and self-determination. 

"When Moscow crushed Hungary, it did more 
than crush out the pitiful yearnings of a small 
country for internal self-determination. It took ad¬ 
vantage of the friendliest and most peaceful and 
peace-loving hand of friendship Washington ever 
has extended to the Soviet Union." 

Every man, woman and child in the 
United States ought :to read and re-read 
that editorial, for it states the truth about 
the determination of Eisenhower to help 
the Communist governments stay in pow¬ 
er—and Harsch’s excusing of Eisenhower’s 
so doing, his expressing of a motive, is as 
good an excuse for unprecedented treason 
on the part of a President as any other 
excuse might be.

of Philadelphia. And four hours after the .bomb's 
explosion a photo reconnaissance plane moved in 
over the devastated city, brought back photo¬ 
graphic evidence of the havoc wrought. First Lt. 
Frederick Charncs of Los Angeles, who was the 
navigator, won the D.F.C" 

I do not pretend to know why Jewish 
officers were selected in such a great pro¬ 
portion to run this fantastic mission, but 
I do know that they pulverized the biggest 
Christian center -in Japan; and it stands to 
reason that non-Jews would not, either by 
chance or by choice, use so many Jews.

the atomic bombing took place.) 

It may well be that LeMay himself pick¬ 
ed- this Christian Capital as the target, and 
a secondary Christian Capital, Nagasaki, 
as one of the other two targets; for Le¬ 
May had been given, months before, vir¬ 
tually carte blanche authority in running 
the B-29 bombing of Japan. In the spring 
of that year, when his command still was 
called the 21st Bomber Command, it was 
LeMay who decided to bum Tokyo and 
other Japanese cities and residential areas 
off the map; and the tons of incendiary 
bombs with which our crews burned hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of Japanese homes and 
huts, including untold thousands of wo¬ 
men and children, were shipped to Guam 
at LeMay's request. 

The Japanese Emperor already had se¬ 
cretly sent a message to F. D. Roosevelt 
suing for peace. Roosevelt either was not 
permitted to get the message or was in¬ 
duced to ignore it. while LeMay, in the 
American uniform, using American planes 
and bombs, burned women and children 
and atom bombed the few Christian 
churches in the harmless city of Hiroshima 
and a suburb of Nagasaki. 

- -Ho-we^notrhave-crright to-conciude That- 
whoever planned it that way, was deliber¬ 
ately trying not only to wipe out budding 
Christianity in Japan but also to make the 
Japanese hate the Americans for the rest 
of eternity? And perhaps drive the Jap¬ 
anese toward the Communist orbit? 

Somebody in Washington or in Eisen¬ 
hower's command in Europe about the 
same time had our bombers burn and blast 
hundreds of thousands of women and chil¬ 
dren in the beautiful, strategically useless 
German cultural center of Dresden.

which are shown herewith. Father Sehif- 
fer, described in the American Legion 
Magazine article, January. 1951, as a Ger¬ 
man Jesuit priest, some months earlier had 
been sent from Tokyo to the ‘'quiet town 
of Hiroshima” for a rest. 

"Here he was to work at the Jesuit Church of 
the Assumption of Our Lady. 

"On the morning of August 6th (1945) Father 
Schiffer was quietly reading a Japanese newspaper 
at his breakfast table when the world went whife 
about him . . . 

"The next thing the young priest knew he was 
lying down, recovering consciousness and very wet 
from his own blood. He could neither see nor hear 
. . . A few moments later, his senses returned and 
he gasped at what he saw. The walls, the windows, 
had been shattered info strange irregular designs. 
The furnishings of the room had crumbled to dust. 
His own clothing had been swept away. His feet 
were bare . And he was in great pain . . . 

"The pastor and two other priests, who had been 
upstairs , rushed down to join the gravely injured 
man. No one understood yet what had occurred. 
The rectory was earthquake proof, and its walls 
held. But the church next door had utterly dis¬ 
appeared. ' 

The American Legion magazine article 


quoted the pilot of the bomber, Captain 
Robert Lewis, as saying: 

"But of course the loss of life in that city was 
terrible. We had picked it because it was an 
important Japanese headquarters . . . the Second 
Imperial Command was there." 

" ’Yes', said Father Schiffer gently. ‘But that 
was just on paper. Hiroshima was a debarkation 
point tor China, with about 100,000 Japanese 
soldiers stationed there. But there were no big mili¬ 
tary installations, ft was a city of 400,000 civilians; 
of those at least 200,000 died.* " 

It would be an important and deserving 
act if we could find ways to make the 
Japanese leaders and people realize that 
it was not the American people, the Christ¬ 
ian populace, who caused the burning and 
atomic blasting of homes, churches, wo¬ 
men and children. If we could find ways 
to make them know the facts, we might 
do much to preserve th© friendship and 
cooperation of the Japanese people and 
their government.

various non-Jewish elements among the 
Communist masters want to rule the 
world; they want to dominate the Middle 
East; we have no reason to suppose that 
they love the Israeli state. They must hate 
the Western Zionist Jews, who rival their 
own power machine.

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POLITICAL RESHUFFLE OF WORLD FORCES PUTS IKE ON 
SPOT RE: HIS POLICY OF AID To COMMUNISTS; LEAVES 
JEWISH RELATION TO USSR IN DOUBT 


Two of the biggest news stories of re¬ 
cent times broke just as the November 
issue of the Summary was coming off 
the press: 

The phony revolution in Hungary got 
out of hand as the Hungarian people 
poured out of factories and off farms 
in a genuine rebellion against not only 
the Soviet Union but Communism itself. 
And the Israeli army, in connivance with 
France and England, invaded Egypt, 
and the British and French thereupon, 
to "protect” the Suez canal, bombed, not 
the Jewish soldiers who threatened it, 
but the Egyptians who defended it. 

The Soviets were thrown against the 
Jewish state which Soviet arms originally 
had made possible (just as Jewish finance 
had originally armed the first Red Army 
of Trotsky, making possible the Soviet 
Union). Western allies were split; Eisen¬ 
hower had to back down on his earlier 
statement that he would go to the defense 
of either Egypt or Israel if one was in¬ 
vaded; otherwise the U.S. would have been 
lined up beside the Soviet Union against 
England, France and the Zionists who hold 
so much power over the American govern¬ 
ment, Ike couldn't put that over. 

The fruitbasket was turned over; war 
threatened and but for the disclosure by 
the Hungarian uprising, of the extreme 
unreliability of Russian troops and satel¬ 
lite troops in the Red Armies—their sym¬ 
pathy with the West—the Soviet Union 
might have made good its bluff to rocket- 
bomb England (if England and France did 
not stop invading Egypt). 

The developments not only brought out 
interesting sidelights; they set the wires 
buzzing with fresh speculation about a 
thousand facets of the not-so-sparkling 
new world. They made the enigmatic 
question of the position of Jews in the 
Communist apparatus of more immediate 
importance than at any time in the his¬ 
tory of the Jewish-inspired Communist 
world revolution, a question which prob¬ 
ably no gentile this side of the Kremlin 
could answer, and which even the highest 
non-Jews in the Communist machine may 
not fully understand. 

Several things, however, have become 
clear; For one thing, Eisenhower has ig¬ 
nored another golden opportunity to snatch 
the initiative from the Communist empire 
by sending Chiang Kai-shek across to the 
China mainland to liberate his homeland, 
while the Kremlin was entangled in the 
Middle East and while its masters were 
still jolted by the wide scale defections 
of Hungarians and Russians from the Red 
Armies, 


War is not yet. I am no predictor; but 
how could the Soviets afford to go to war 
just now? They are going to have to build 
a mighty army of Asiatics, Mongols who 
have no kinship with nor sympathy for 
the Christiam, White West. The only thing 
which could bring about war just now 
would be foolish rash judgment by some¬ 
body in the Kremlin, or else the belief by 
the Zionist leaders and financiers in Wash¬ 
ington, Wall Street and Tel Aviv that they 
are through with the Communist device, 
that hatred for Soviet Communism is too 
greatly frustrating their march to Social¬ 
ize the West; and that, through war con¬ 
trols and wartime hysteria, and domina¬ 
tion of the federal Civil Defense machin¬ 
ery, they can damp a complete and per¬ 
manent dictatorship on the Americans and 
use our troops and industrial know-how 
to realize their age-old dream of world 
empire. 

Who knows the answer to these ifs? 

One thing is certain about the Jewish 
position: Whereas every single satellite of 
Eastern Europe was ruled by Jews a short 
time ago, not a single Jew today is in the 
spotlight in those governments. We dare 
not conclude that they are not giving the 
orders from behind the Kremlin; but we 
can no longer prove it. 

Secret Arms Cache 

At the same time we speculate on the 
legitimate question: Did those Jews who 
still hold strong positions In the Commun¬ 
ist government of the Soviet Union, de¬ 
liberately connive to influence their non- 
Jewish comrades, Khrushchev et al, to 
•adopt policies and moves which worked 
•to the advantage of the Zionists in the 
West and Middle East? By arming Egypt 
and prodding-Nassar to foolishly seize the 
Suez and promising to back him in that 
move, the Soviet Union threw the West 
against Egypt. They gave the Jewish 
propagandists a chance to say they were 
fighting the “Egyptians and Communists”, 
They gave Israeli strategists a chance to 
swing Britain and France (under a Jewish 
dominated regime) in as allies. 

But something smells of a Jew in the 
woodpile in all this mess, for, though the 
Jewish editors throughout America now 
almost universally cuss the Soviet Union 
which they so fanatically defended a few 
years ago, these editors still attack the 
genuine anti-Communists, McCarthy and 
the rest of us, who expose Communist 
agents. 

And there is that unforgettable, sug¬ 
gestive incident of the fabulous cache of 
Soviet arms in the desert right where the 
Jewish soldiers could find it and easily cap¬ 
ture it from the Egyptians. And the mili¬ 
tary leaders of Israel were tipped off about 
it, too. Milton Friedman, one of the most 


eager of all the Jewish revolutionary 
‘‘hate” writers, in his column in the Cali¬ 
fornia Jewish Voice of November 23 
writes: 

"WASHINGTON — Will the Soviet arms found 
stored in Sinai by advancing Israel troops awaken 
America to the arlarmingly dose relationship of 
Egypt to Soviet Russia? 

"Israel uncovered an advance Communist build¬ 
up that aimed not only at Israel's destruction but 
also toward domination of the entire Middle East 
and Africa. The Red arms, some still in c rates 
packed in the Soviet Union, were much more than 
Egypt could use by herself. These tanks and heavy 
guns awaited an airborne Red Army of 'volun¬ 
teers' . . , 

"Israel acted to prevent Tel Aviv from becoming 
a second Budapest. Words of praise came from 
French Premier Guy Mollet. He said 'the soldiers 
of that marvelous little nation, Israel, met the 
same (Soviet) tanks, aircraft and arms as the 
Hungarians.' . . . Referring to the Russion arms 
cache in Egypt, Molfet said it had developed 
underground for many months . . . 

"Amidst criticism against Israel in Washington 
. . . The Washington Doily News said: 'If is con¬ 
ceded by military experts that the Israeli maneuver 
was . . . based on accurate advance intelligence 
and careful planning.' " 

More Rebellion? 

Friedman added an interesting Washington side¬ 
light, a quotation from the New York Times (run > 
by Zionist Sulzberger): 

" ’Israel, in her S inat operation, demom/roYed 
more than expected military effectiveness. This 
means that more weight must be given to Israeli 
potentialities in defending the Middle East. If aha, 
means that Israel is likely to prove more difficult 
to handle than in the past. But the fact that 
President Eisenhower's Administration sponsored o 
resolution condemning Israel's aggression on the 
eve of the presidential election, and then won the 
election, is thought to ensure the Administration's 
immunity from Zionist pressure for some time to 
come.' " (Note: Nearly 60 percent of the Jewish 
vote reportedly went to Stevenson, much of if 
having formerly gone to Eisenhower. — RHW) 

More from Friedman’s column: 

"Moscow continues planning destruction of Israel 
and infiltration of the Middle East, using Nassers 
Egypt as its instrument . * . Russia is stockpiling 
in Arab lands weapons of such modern nature that 
their very existence was unknown until captured 
by Israel . . . Israel intercepted conversations in 
Russian between various Egyptian field units.

WHO CHOSE CHRISTmN CHURCH CENTER^N JAPAN 
POR ATOMIC BLASTING DURING SECOND WORLD WAR? 


Pictures on this page show the ruins 
of churches under the blast of the first 
atomic bomb ever released on an enemy. 
Hiroshima was often called by mission¬ 
aries the Christian Capital of Japan. It 
was one of three targets chosen for the 
bombing; of the other two, Nagasaki 
and Kokura, at least one, Nagasaki, also 
was a center of Christian churches. I do 
not know about Kokura. 

Why were two of the very few centers of 
Christian churches in all Japan, chosen for 
annihilation, and who did the choosing? 

The hook, Jews in American History: 
Their Contribution to the United States, 
by Harry L. Golden and Martin Rywell 
(1950; “printed by H. A. Stalls Printing 
Co., Charlotte, N. C., for Henry Lewis Mar¬ 
tin Co., Charlotte, N. C." says (on page 
249) “A specially selected personnel for 
the mission to deliver the atomic bomb to 
Hiroshima” included seven Jews. The book 
gives their names, rank and duties. 

They are also identified in American 
Jews in World War II, published by the 
Dial Press in 1947. The National Jewish 
Post of August 1, 1947, reviewing the book, 
stated: 

"NEW YORK — How Jews played their part 
in the delivery of the two atomic blows to Japan 
is told in American Jews in World War II, which 
is boing published by Dial Press. Based on material 
gathered by the Jewish Welfare Board , the booh 
tells of participation of Jews in fhe raids on Hiro¬ 
shima and Nagasaki on the occasion of the second 
anniversary of the first raid, Aug . 6. 

"When the time came to try for the knockout 
blow of Japan (sic) with the new and terrifying 
and even fo its makers unknown atomic bomb, that 
duty was given as a matter of course to the 20th 
Air Force. It was given to the specially selected 
personnel of the S09th Composite Group, each 
man picked for reliability and skill in the par¬ 
ticular job assigned to him. Ground crow men as 
well as those who went on the two historic flights 
of Aug. 6 and 9 were on the atom bomb mission. 
And among both, a due proportion of officers and 
enlisted men wore Jews, (Editor's Note: seven 
lews in a tofaf of about IS from a nation in which 
Jews are supposed to constitute only five to seven 
percent of the populationI) 

”Many Jews In High Positions” 

"There was Capi. Joseph S lusky of Hartford, 
Conn., engineering officer of the Group, technical 
inspector and flight test engineer, Major Guy Cel- 
ler of Lebanon, Penna., was Squadron Adjutant. 
First U. William Schiller of Brookline, Mass., had 
tho post of armament officer. Copt. Bernard H. 
Budmen of Philadelphia, ammunition and delivery 
officer, personally supervised delivery of the two 
atom bombs and their loading on the planes. 

"First Li. Moyer Rothenbcrg of Denver , was 
adjutant of the squadron which maintained the 
atom-bomb planes. And First Lt. Richard J. Podol¬ 
sky of Amerio, O., was the Groups electrical of¬ 
ficer. 

"First Lt. Jacob fleser of Baltimore was the only 
Jewish officer who flew in both the Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki bombing planes.

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IKE, DULLES KILL ANTI-RED REVOLT BUT USE PRETEXT 
TO SOFTEN McCARRAN-WALTER IMMIGRATION ACT 


The Eisenhower administration, and 
its backers are following the most un¬ 
conscionable- course regarding the Hun¬ 
garian revolution: 

(1) They are discouraging the anti-Com- 
munist revolutionaries; and (2) they are 
taking advantage of the upheaval to in¬ 
vite hordes of Eastern Europeans into 
America and to play on American anti¬ 
communist sympathies to destroy the im¬ 
migration laws. 

There is considerable evidence or strong 
suggestion of actual collusion between the 
administration, or its revolutionary back¬ 
ers, and the Soviet. Union in both these 
treasonous activities. 

As best we can tell from the chaotic 
situation, the Soviet Union is snatching up 
and killing or shipping to slave labor 
camps in Russia, the really dangerous anti¬ 
communist leaders in Hungary; while 
making only a show of closing the Hun¬ 
garian borders. 

Border Mysteriously Open 

The border between Hungary and Aus¬ 
tria never has been closed at any time 
since the counter revolution began. An oc¬ 
casional escaping Hungarian has been 
shot, we are told; but the border has been 
so easily crossed that there are now semi¬ 
permanent reception centers just inside 


Austria, at certain arrival points, and these 
centers were described in Associated Press 
and INS dispatches as being lit up with 
brilliant Christmas decorations and lights 
during the Christmas season. 

These centers receive capacity loads 
every night and "process” them—whatever 
that means. 

We are supposed to believe that the re¬ 
fugees can see the lights while the Red 
Army soldiers on guard cannot. 

The situation has been so obvious that 
an Associated Press correspondent recent¬ 
ly made reference to the “mystery” of why 
the Soviets left the border practically un¬ 
guarded. 

The reason becomes clear only when you 
look at the over-all operation: the killing 
off of the real leaders of the counter-re¬ 
volution, or many of them, by the USSR 
and the Soviet Mongol troops in Hungary; 
the great fanfare about saving the refu¬ 
gees which floods American radio and 
television audiences, and the administra¬ 
tion's concern for rushing untold thous¬ 
ands of refugees into America, both under 
the provisions of the MeCarran-Walter Im¬ 
migration Act and beyond its limits, in dis¬ 
regard of it. 

We must bear in mind, also, that the 
Communist Party, like the Zionists, always 
has put mass immigration into America at 
the very top of its calendar of objectives. 


Pronouncements by Eisenhower and 
Dulles have made it clear to the long-suf¬ 
fering Hungarian people that we do not 
intend to help them throw off the Com¬ 
munist gangster regime.

Sworn Confession 

But Sverdlov had other plans for the 
royal family. He put Yurovsky in charge. 
Yurovsky is described as a drunken Jew¬ 
ish criminal, whose own mother opposed 
and feared him. Yurovsky relieved the 
Russian commander and moved all Russian 
soldiers off the pi’emises, to adjoining 
houses, replacing them inside and imme¬ 
diately outside the prison house with for¬ 
eign revolutionaries. 

Count Mirbach, the agent of the Ger¬ 
man government in Moscow, was killed the 
second week in July. His murderers later 
were identified as men from Sverdlov’s 
secret police. 

On July 17 (by the western calendar) 
Yurovsky took all pistols away from the 
Russian soldiers and told them if they 
heard firing during the night not to be 
alarmed. 

Here is part of the sworn confession by 
one of the guardsmen who participated in 
the murder, one Pavel Medvedoff: 

"A new commandant was assigned; his name was 
fourovsky (Yurovsky) ... In the evening of July 
16 .. . /oarovsJ ky announced to me: "We will have 
to shoot them all tonight; notify the guardsmen 
rot to be alarmed if they should hear the shots." . . 

"About midnight lourovsky woke up the war's 
family ... In about an hour the whole family, the 
doctor, the maid and two waiters got up, washed 
and dressed themselves . . . 

"Shortly after 1 o'clock in the night the czar, 
ciaritia, their four daughters, the maid, the doctor, 
the cook and the waiter left their rooms. The ciar 
carried the heir in his arms. The emperor and heir 
were dressed in 'gimnasterkas' (soldiers' shirts) and 
wore caps . . . During my presence nobody of the 
czar's family asked anybody any questions. They 
did not either weep or cry. Raving descended the 
stairs to the first floor , we went ouf into the court, 
and from there by the second door . . . we entered 
the lower floor of the house . . . 

"One chair was given to the emperor, one to 
the empress, and the third to the heir. The empress 
sat by the wall with the window, near the back 
pillar of the arch. Behind her stood three of her 
daughters. (I knew their faces very well because 
I saw Ihem every day when they were walking, but 
I didn't know them by name). The heir and the 
emperor sat side by side, almost in the middle ol 
the roam. Dr. Botkin stood behind the heir. The 
maid, a very tall woman, stood by the left post 
of the door leading to the storeroom; by her side 
stood one of the ciar's daughters (the fourth). Two 
servants stood at the left from the entrance of the 
room, against the wall separating the storeroom . . 

None Asked for Mercy 

"It looked as if all of them guessed their fate, 
but not a single sound was uttered. At the same 
time e/even men entered the room: lourovsky, his 
assistant, two members of the extraordinary com¬ 
mission, and seven Letts. (Note: Wilton did not 
believe they were Letts, as they wrote notes in 
Magyar, mys/erious/y poor Magyar — RHW). lour¬ 
ovsky ordered me to leave, saying, 'Go to the 
s/reef, see if there is anybody there and if the 
shots can be heard. 1 

"I went out to the court which was enclosed by 
a fence, and before I could get out to the street 
I heard the firing. (Note: The court of inquiry had

evidence that the witness was tying at this

RHW). immediately I returned to the house (only 
two or three minutes haying elapsed), and on en¬ 
tering the room where the execution took place, 
t sow all the mombers of the czar's family lying 
on the floor, having many wounds in their bodies. 
The blood was running in streams, the doctor, the 
maid and the waiters were also shot . When I en¬ 
tered, the heir was still alive and moaning, lour- 
ovsky went up and fired two or three more times 
at him. The heir grew still . . . 

"After the assassination lourovsky said to me 
that l was to bring some guardsmen to wash up the 
blood in the room ... At three o'clock in the 
morning everything was in order. Then lourovsky 
went to his room and I went to the guardroom. 

"I woke up at eight o'clock and went to the 
commandant's room. I met there the president of 
the district soviet, Beloborodoff (the figurehead 
president — RHW) and Commissar Goloschekin and 
Ivan Starkaff . . . All the rooms in the house were 
in disorder . . . Suitcases and trunks were opened . 
Piles of gold and silver things were laid on the 
fables of the commandant's room. Objects of 
jewelry which were tak in !'om the members of the 
czar's family just before the murder-, were also 
there ; os well as things that were on them after 
their death ... I took also several silver rings 
and a tew other trifles . , , 

"Answering the question as to where the bodies 
of the killed were taken . . . Ermakoff explained 
to me that the bodies were thrown down the shaft 
of a mine near the Verkh Issetsk works and after 
that the shaft was destroyed by bombs or ex¬ 
plosives in order to fill it ap . . 

One of the Russian soldiers, Philip Pros- 
kouriakoff, signed a sworn statement that 
he was called in immediately after the as¬ 
sassination to help scrub up the floors. He 
described the scene as he found it; and 
said Medvedoff told him immediately after 
the crime that lourovsky had told the 
czar just before shooting him, “Your race 
must cease to live.” 

Other witnesses gave other versions of 
Yurovsky’s last words to the czar. 

Wilton reports: "Voikov, the Jew, boasted to his 
'lady' friends in Ekaterinburg after the murder that 
the world will never know what we did with the 
bodies'." 

Fragments of Bodies Identified 

Th e bod ies were so completely destroyed 
that the investigators found drily frag¬ 
ments of them. But identification was pos¬ 
itive. False teeth, crown jewels overlooked 
by the murderers and readily recognized 
personal possessions were found both out¬ 
side and inside the mine shaft, with finger 
bones and other body fragments, and frag¬ 
ments of clothing. 

Wilton's comments (early in his book) on 
the seat of power in the Red government 
are of special interest because Wilton had 
spent many years in Russia as a news¬ 
paper man, his business that of gathering 
information; and he had the benefit of the 
anti-Communist officials and ex-officials 
and agencies.

"As there was no apparent authority, the local 
bodies (soviets — RHW) often acted independently;

What a sham this situation makes of 
Eisenhower's claim that our foreign aid 
billions are to "bolster the free govern¬ 
ments against Communism”! These bil¬ 
lions, as X have repeatedly pointed out, are 
to bolster the Socialist and actually the 
Communist (Yugoslav and Polish) govern¬ 
ments against lovers of freedom. 

As we pointed out in earlier issues, the 
Soviet Union obviously started the Polish 
and Hungarian revolutions as shallow 
white-wash revolutions hoping to get out 
from under intolerable burdens of occupa¬ 
tion of increasingly antagonistic peoples; 
and,at.the same time to set up "indepen¬ 
dent” Communist regimes which would 
appear sufficiently pro-Polish and pro- 
Hungarian to appease the subjects.

Now—is it not rather obvious that the 
Zionist Radio Free Europe and the State 
Department’s Voice of America, chimed 
into the Hungarian revolution to encour¬ 
age the actual anthCommunists to revolt?

There are still some millions of Hungar 
ians living who remember the bloody 
short-lived Jewish Communist dictatorship 
of Bela Hun (Cohen) in 1919; and all Hun 
gary has of course suffered for several 
years under the recent Jewish monster, 
Rakoski, the Communist strong man over 
Hungary till recent weeks. 

50,000 More Jews Coming? 

The operation to make Israel grow into 
a dominant Near East power had bogged 
down ; the Zionist masters needed another 
great "Jewish persecution” somewhere to 
drive a fresh influx of Jews to Israel, and 
to send more to America to help break 
down the immigration barriers. At the 
same time, the American Jewish. Commit¬ 
tee has called for a United States emer¬ 
gency “mercy air lift” to bring to Amer¬ 
ica "many hundreds of Jewish escapees 
and refugees from Egypt now stranded in 
different countries in Europe ”;! and some 
of the Jewish newspapers are saying there 
are 50,000 Jews to be “saved” from Egypt. 

I have just received a clipping of Decem¬ 
ber 23 quoting an Associated Press dis¬ 
patch from Toronto, Canada: 


f W Toronto man said Saturday an underground 
amxation is transporting Hungarian refugees 
from Budapest to Vienna, Austria, at prices rang¬ 
ing from $200 to $2,000 a person. 

"Ernest Goldbcrger, 32, just bock from Vienna 
said he paid far the release of more than SO of 
his countrymen. 7 spent a small fortune but I'm 
satisfied.' he said ... He is secretary-treasurer of 
a clothing firm. 7 had about six underground 
agents working for me . . . There are about 20 
other people doing the same thing.' 

Jewish newspapers by Nov. 30 estimated 
the number of Jews already "processed” in 
Austria, from Hungary, at just under 
5,000—this out of a total of perhaps 20.000 
from Hungary at that time, or one out of 
every four. 

Apparently anybody who wants to leave 
Hungary or come to America can get here 
now, and you and I know that it is utterly 
impossible to check the background of 
most of them, and in view of Eisenhower's 
policies and the Jewish influence over the 
Austrian and other "immigration" opera¬ 
tions, we must suppose that genuine anti- 
Socialisis are not wanted. There must be 
some very good Hungarian anti-Commun- 
ists slipping through, but how many So¬ 
cialists, Zionists and Communists for every 
anti-Communist ? 

A woman member of the cabinet of the 
short-time Communist Premier of Hun¬ 
gary, Imri Nagy, showed up in Washing¬ 
ton by mid-December as a refugee.

Congress, Unity in Dis¬ 
persion, published In America in 1949 es¬ 
timated the 1948 Jewish population of 
Hungary at 160,000 (page 368). 

The revealing and fantastic operation by

EISENHOWER TO MA#E VICE-CHIEFS OF L^IAY, LEMNITZ¬ 
ER; LATTER BETRAYED OUR ANTI-COMMUNIST ALLIES 


Eisenhower is gradually turning over 
the military establishment to Jewish gen¬ 
erals. The Associated Press, April 4 
said: 

"Gen. Curtis E. LeMay, ardent champion of long- 
tango atomic air power, is being moved up to the 
second ranking command of the United States Air 
Force. 

"The Pentagon announced today the tour-star 
general, head ol the Strategic Air Command for 
more than eight years, will become vice chief of 
staff . . . The Defense Department announcement 
about LeMay's transfer to Washington headquarters 
followed by a few hours official confirmation of 
a series of changes in the Army command. 

"Those changes include the shitting ol Gen. 
Lyman L. Lcmnitier from the United Nations com¬ 
mand in the Far East and from cornmandcr-ia-chicf 
of U.S. forces in the Far East to the Pentagon to 
become vice chief of staff of the Army. 

"This becomes effective July 1, the date upon 
which the Far East command goes out of business 
and is merged with the over-all command in the 
Pacific . . . 

"The brief three-line onnounceme/j/ of LeMay's 
transfer gave no date when the change becomes 
effective, although it is expected to come soon 
after July 1. 

"There were reports that . . . LeMay ogreed to 
move out of the SAC command only if Washington 
would lei him name his successor." 


Damaging Testimony 

LeMay undoubtedly la a capable, hard 
driving general, and I have no proof of dis¬ 
loyalty on his part. But surely any man 
with half a brain can see that to place 
our security in his hands is too great a 
risk to take in these times when a whole 
nation can be wiped out with super-wea¬ 
pons and when the Jewish nationalists are 
more highly organized, more triumphant, 
more bloody and more daring than any 
force in the history of the world. 

As for Lemnitzer, we have compelling 
evidence, at least, of disloyalty to this gen¬ 
tile nation. I have published before a quot¬ 
ation from the official proceedings of a 
Senate committee which pinned Lemnitzer 
down on his role in denying arms to anti¬ 
communist South Korea. 

The questioning took place a short time 
after the Communists attacked the almost 
•defenseless South Korea, in the early sum¬ 
mer of 1950. Lemnitzer had been in charge 
of shipping military supplies in conjunction 
with Red Dean Acheson of State Depart¬ 
ment, to anti-Communist nations. Con¬ 
gress had been so apprehensive over the 
precarious position of the South Koreans 
as to earmark a sum of $10,000,000 spe¬ 
cifically for weapons for that anti-Com- 
munist country. The Reds struck and 
caught the South Koreans almost un¬ 
armed, as you doubtless remember. A dis¬ 
patch in the Los Angeles Examiner July 
11, 1950 stated: 

"Shocking secret testimony that the State De¬ 
partment defied Congress and blocked adequate 
military aid to Korea remained under triple seal 
and locked in a Senate safe today, despite con¬ 
gressional and public demands for exposure . The 
•testimony left members of the Senate appropria¬ 


tions committee horrified and angry. A number 
wanted to take the entire case to the Senate floor. 

"Others held that the testimony was too dam¬ 
aging . . . They wanted the record destroyed." 

Too damaging to whom? The record 
must have been destroyed; It was never 
published, or if so, never given note¬ 
worthy circulation. What traitor or trait¬ 
ors were being protected? Newsweek, July 
10 of the same year, gave us a fragment 
of the answer, telling a little of the Sen¬ 
ate committee hearing: 

"(Senator) Ferguson demanded Io know how 
much ol the $10,230,000 provided for Korea in 
the MAP authorization of July, 1949, and the ap¬ 
propriation of the following October (for South 
Korea) had been spent and how much material 
had boon delivered. Looking as though he'd rather 
be facing a Russian tank with a can opener, Lem- 
nitzer answered that only a small amount of signa/ 
equipment had actually been tent. Now-'much? 
prodded Ferguson. Very little, Lemnitzer replied. 
How much? Ferguson insisted. Well, not more 
than several hundred dollars' worth, Lemnitzer said. 
Ferguson insisted and Lemnitzer finally put the 
sum at $200. 

"Ferguson was shocked . . . Republican Senator 
William F. Know land of California . . . said ho 
knew the Korean Republic had asked 'time and time 
again' for planes. Ho pointed out that our own 
military mission had recommended giving them 
some. Wasn't it true, he asked, that not a single 
fighter had been given to Korea? 

" ‘Ye s/ said /Lemnifier." 


Sabotaged C/.S. 

A little later it was revealed in the press 
that Lemnitzer sent only worthless junk 
to Iran, instead of carrying out his as¬ 
signment of sending military equipment to 
help fortify Iran against Soviet attack, 
and thus help protect the oil and strategic 
bases of the Middle East. 

Tlius Lemnitzer either deliberately sab¬ 
otaged the interests of the United States in 
two highly important strategic Arena 
where the Communist threat was immi¬ 
nent, or, at best, he permitted his office 
to ho used to perform the sabotage. In 
any case, he 1 b guilty, having been the 
responsible officer. And his testimony 
showed that he knew the material was not 
being shipped* 

Isn’t thi9 prima facie evidence of trea¬ 
son? 

Why would the President of the United 
States appoint, either of his own volition 
or on reeoimiieudution from the Penta¬ 
gon, two Jews to tho next highest offices 
in the Air Force and Army, at this critical 
time, when so many Jews have shown sym¬ 
pathy for and rendered aid to the Soviet 
anamy and so many have shown sympathy 
for and rendered aid to the Zionist enemy 
state of Israel? 

If these officers rise one step higher 
they will be chiefs of two of the three arms 
of U.S. defenses. In a war emergency they 
can betray us a thousand ways; and if 
our cilies are bombed or threatened, and 
martial law is proclaimed, Lemnitzer 
would be in position to clamp military po¬ 
lice law on every city in this country, clos¬ 
ing down the courts, newspapers, city 


halls, schools and libraries, seizing the tel¬ 
ephones and telegraph systems, and tear¬ 
ing the Constitution to shreds. 

These appointments insult every other 
officer in the Air Force and Army and 
every loyal citizen. 

I hope you will write every Senator 
warning him about these dangerous ap¬ 
pointments and urging him to oppose con¬ 
firmation. 


SOUTHERN PRESBYTERIANS 
STAND BY AMERICANISM 

So many ministers and churches are so Rod, es¬ 
pecially so anxious to amalgamate the races into 
a world state under the United Nations, that it is 
refreshing to read the Southern Presbyterian Jour¬ 
nal, which consistently opposes these subversive in¬ 
fluences. Below is part of an , editorial . from the 
March 27 issue. The magazine is published at 
Weaverville, N.C. For many years it has been 
edited by the stalwart American, Rev. Henry 8. 
Dendy, The editorial follows: 

During the CBS news broadcast on Sun¬ 
day morning, March 17th, the announcer 
said; “And now we will take you to what 
many people hope will some day be the 
capital of the world — United Nations 
Headquarters." 

Some twenty minutes later, in a dif¬ 
ferent broadcast entitled, "Religion in the 
News," it was announced that the National 
Council of Churches has approached the 
Council of Catholics and Jews suggesting 
that they unite in sponsoring a program 
"emphasizing spiritual values without re¬ 
ference to individual religious beliefs; 
beamed to the unchurched." 

While the above remarks came from dif¬ 
ferent sources they reflect a philosophy 
abroad — the Philosophy of Babel—which 
can have deadly consequences for the na¬ 
tion and for the church. 

We believe every form of legitimate in¬ 
ternational cooperation possible should be 
fostered but we also believe that our na¬ 
tional Integrity must be preserved at the 
same time, not only for national survival 
but also because* the world needs nations 
with the spiritual and moral ideals which 
are a part of our American heritage. 

This effort to belittle patriotism and na¬ 
tional pride and to submerge our interests 
in an International organization where we 
would no longer be the master of our 
own destiny, or able to exorcise our in¬ 
fluence according to the dictates of our 
own judgment, is nothing less than perni¬ 
cious. The Idealism of the one-worlders 
(if "idealism" is the correct word) simply 
does not make sense. America does not 
have to surrender her God-given position 
in order to exercise the best possible in¬ 
fluence on. the world. A philosophy which 
would lower all decisions to the one most 
acceptable to the largest number of na¬ 
tions possible is nothing less than a phil¬ 
osophy of national suicide. 

But this philosophy is not restricted to 
the political or international level. There 
are some within the Church who have be¬ 
come so enamored with the idea of "bro¬ 
therhood” that they would emphasize it to 
the loss of Christian truth itself. 



LUCIUS CLAY, ftGENT FOR "IKES E&SS", REMAINS MAN 
OF MYSTERY. IS HE JEW OR NON-JEW? 


The pictures of General Lucius Clay, 
Ike’s adviser, have always shown a strik¬ 
ing Jewishness, and Clay has for many 
years been intimately associated with 
Jewish financial and revolutionary lead¬ 
ers; and he was put in command of the 
vindictive forces over the Christian Ger¬ 
man populace after the war at a time 
when Jewish Reds were so powerful in 
the U. S. government that Rabbi Bern¬ 
stein virtually ran the occupation of Ger¬ 
many, flying President Truman’s private 
plane, the Sacred Cow, back and forth 
at will and giving Governor-General 
Clay his orders and instructions. 

Clay has made public statements that 
he is a descendant of the illustrious Sena¬ 
tor Henry Clay. The Senator was certainly 
no Jew:-B)ut. his son—married a—Jewess, 
named Gratz. A subscriber sends me the 
following interesting paragraph from page 
35 of the book "Jews in American His¬ 
tory": Their Contribution to the United 
States (Harry L. Golden and Martin Ry- 
weil; published 1950 by Henry Lewis Mar¬ 
tin Co., Charlotte, N.C.); 

"Henry Clay's son married a Gralx, and in 
1844 William Rogers. Jr., of Louisville. Kentucky, 
wrote a letter to President Van Burcn and com¬ 
plained that Henry Clay was catering to tho Jews 
since his son married a Gratis daughter. Nones 
was Henry Clay's secretary. (Nones was Jewish.)" 

The B’nai BTith Messenger of Los An¬ 
geles, August 31, 1956, further confirmed 
the intermarrying of the Clay and the 
Gratz family. An article in that issue of the 
Jewish weekly titled Jewesses in Hall of 
Fame, by Ben Negri, stated: 

. . Harry Simonhotf in his recently published 
'Jewish Notables in America' gives us six women 
among the total of B7 notables. Tho holl-doien 
Simonhoff selects arc Abigail Minis, Robccca 
Franks. Rebecca Graft, Penina Moise, Ernestine L. 
Rose and Ada Menken . . . 

"The third lady is . . . Rebocca Gratz, daughter 
of Michal Graft, merchant and western coloniser 
. . . Rebecca Gratz had been the closest friend 
.ot^hf a tildsi-H.offman,.Jho^Jlapcoe_ pf„Jhe Jamous, 
American author, Washington irving. Miss Graft 
nursed her as she lay dying of tuberculosis, Irving 
later told about it to Sir Walter Scott who used 
her as the model of the Rebecca of Ivanhoe. 

"The Gratis were very friondly with the Henry 
Clay family with which if married. Rebecca Graft 
herself was never married. She was the founder 
of several charitable organizations." 

Henry Clay, His Great Uncle 

In Who’s Who in America, General Clay 
lists his father as Alexander Stephen Clay. 
In the 1944-45 edition he lists his mother 
as Sarah Francis; in the 1952-53 edition, 
he lists her as Francis White. 

Who's Who in America, 1903-05, lists 
General Clay's father, Alexander Stephens 
Clay, as “son of William J. and A. E. 
(Peck) Clay” (citing the National Cyclo¬ 
pedia as source for this information) and 
further says Alexander Stephens Clay was 
“born on farm in Cobb County, Ga., Sept. 
25, 1853 . . . Graduated from Hiawassce 
College, 1875, taught school 2 years, ad-

mitted to bar, 1877. Member and president 
Georgia Senate, 1892-94, Chairman State 
(Ga.) Dem. Committee 1894-97*'* 

Who's Who for 1910-11 says the father, 
Alexander S. Clay, was a TJ.S. Senator 
from Georgia, 1897-1903, 1903-9, 1909-15. 
However, Who WAS Who in America, 
1897-1942, says Senator Clay died in 1910. 

These references do not show any con¬ 
nection between Genera] Lucius Clay and 
the famous compromiser, Senator Henry 
Clay. 

Current Biography for May, 1945, says: 

"A distant kinsman of the statesman, Henry Clay, 
Lucius D. Clay was bom in Marietta, Georgia fo 
Sarah \Francis) and Alexander Stephens Clay" and 
that he married a Marjorio McKoown. Current 
Biography mentions that Clay received the Rus¬ 
sian Order of Kutuxoff, First Class, for distinguish¬ 
ed service in tho second world war including "his 
work in demilitarizing Germany". 

The only other reference I find showing 
a connection between General Lucius Clay 
Senator .Henry. _C1 ay, _o.ther_.than the_ 
public" statement by Clay himself, ‘ some 
years ago, is a sentence on page 18 of U.S. 
News and World Report, September 10, 
1954: 

"His father was a U.S. Senator and his an¬ 
cestors include Henry Clay, his great-great uncle." 

"Ike’s Boss” 

Notice the strange misuse of the word 
ancestors. Supposedly it was a similar mis¬ 
use of the word descendent by General 
Clay which gave us the impression that he 
was actually descended from Senator Hen¬ 
ry Clay. 

None of these references reveal any 
Jewish hlood in Lucius Clay, but his ap¬ 
pearance, bis "social action", his tempera¬ 
ment and his associations leave me with 
the conviction that Clay must be Jewish. 
If you have any documentation on the 
subject I would like to see it. 

It is his privilege to be Jew or non-Jew; 
our point is that if he is Jewish he is liv¬ 


ing a life of deception. As close as lie is to 
the President of the United States, being 
one of the half dozen men who shape 
Eisenhower's policies, the people have a 
right and a duty to know about any such 
connections with a highly organized, in¬ 
filtrating revolutionary alien race. 

As I have published before, quoting 
among other sources, the Hearst news¬ 
papers, Clay is the underling of the power¬ 
ful Jewish financier, Sidney Weinberg, 
who uses Clay as his principal contact 
with the President (though Weinberg him¬ 
self goes in and out of the White House 
with increasing frequency). 

You may remember that in the Febru¬ 
ary 1954 issue I quoted the Hearst papers 
as pointedly calling Sidney Weinberg “Ike’s 
Boss" and General Clay the link or mes¬ 
senger boy between Weinberg and Eisen¬ 
hower, Weinberg, a senior partner in the 
Jewis h f i nancial h ouse o£ Goldman a nd 
S;u:lis iiml many other firms, brought’Clay 
back from Germany and made him pres¬ 
ident of Continental Can. Company. The 
Hearst pajpe.rs said Ike took his orders 
from Weinberg through Clay; they put the 
case just that bluntly; and when Wein¬ 
berg and his fellow international Jewish 
banker, Bernard Baruch, put pressure on 
the Hearst officials, they refused to re¬ 
tract. 

What is the Jewish agent, Clay up to 
when he calls for “aid to Hungary" as he 
did in November? Are we to interpret 
this call as coming from a heart bleeding 
for tho Communist enslaved Hungarian 
Christian populace? Does it mean that the 
Jewish financiers who financed tho Trot¬ 
sky Red Army and the Soviet power ma¬ 
chine, at long last have broken with their 
Communist gangster apparatus and turned 
against it? Or does the call simply mean 
that these brilliant and farsighted Jewish 
strategists want to be in on the ground 
floor, with their men in charge, in case the 
United States at last goes to the aid of the 
Hungarian anti-Communists? Just as in 
the operations of Radio Free Europe, 
which Clay and fellow Jewish revolution¬ 
aries set up, they could then disrupt and 
frustrate genuine anti-Communist opera¬ 
tions while posing as anti-Communist. 

' MoreTikcfy Clay’s cafi~ for aid to Hun¬ 
gary merely was to help prepare the pub¬ 
lic for more Eisenhower give-away of our 
tax money to the Communist dictatorship 
over the Hungarians, not at all to the anti- 
Communist Hungarian people—an exten¬ 
sion of Eisenhower’s policy of aid to Com¬ 
munist dictator Tito, aid which helps him 
stay in power over the enslaved Christian 
Yugoslav populace. 

Senator Knowland is gradually stepping 
up his attack on Eisenhower Modern Re¬ 
publicanism and the United Nations, ob¬ 
viously getting ready to challenge the one- 
worlders and welfare staters for the pres¬ 
idency in 1960. But Eisenhower and his 
backers won’t likely overlook their potent 
ace-in-the-hole: They could have Ike re¬ 
sign a year or so before the end of his 
term, or perhaps do him In, so that Nixon 
will be in full command of Republican 
forces long before the 1960 GOP conven¬ 
tion.

campaign In a speech in December, 1953, 
ids "Atoms-for-Peace” speech. He has al¬ 
ready made public promises to give sub¬ 
stantial quantities of our (your and my) 
U-235 to the International Agency, a 
United Nations inspiration and affiliate. 
Though Eisenhower says he Is giving away 
our atomic energy "for peace", there is 
no reason why it cannot be converted into 
weapons, both bombs and poisonous dust, 
and no watch dog system could possibly 
guard it all, even if the watch dogs were 
all sincerely anti-Communist and pro-West, 
which many surely would not be.

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EISENHOWER SCUTTLES POWERFUL FREE CHINA ALLY; 
DRIVES FORMOSA FORCES TOWARDS SOVIET CAMP 


President Eisenhower at last has suc¬ 
ceeded in driving our potentially de¬ 
cisive anti-Communist ally out of our 
"camp”. The anti-American riots in For¬ 
mosa were the long foreseen, inevitable 
result of the Truman Acheson-Eisen- 
hower-Dulles policy which keeps the 
Free China army chained to Formosa. 

By refusing to turn Chiang Kai-shek 
loose to raise an underground army on 
the mainland and liberate his homeland 
from the Communist gangsters, Eisen¬ 
hower has disgusted and finally angered 
the whole anti-Communist leadership, 
plus many or most of the rank and file, 
including the civilian population, as we 
saw recently when a mob stormed the 
U.S. Embassy. 

So groat has become the hatred for us 
that a mob formed quickly when a woman 
with, a protest poster began picketing our 
embassy in Taipei, the capital of Formosa. 
The woman was the widow of a Chinese 
who was shot to* death as a peeping-Tom 
by a ILS. Army sergeant. A military court 
acquitted the sergeant, apparently on the 
ground of justifiable homicide. The mob 
swelled to 10,000, then to 20,000, then to 
30,000, despite efforts of police to disperse 
them. 


Ransacked Our Embassy 

They roared approval every time one of 
their number threw a rock through an em¬ 
bassy window. They broke out every win¬ 
dow and ransacked the embassy. They 
were so mad at us they lulled two or 
three of their own police who tried to re¬ 
strain them, 

It seems conclusive that the Chinese had 
been caught flatfooted on the sergeant’s 
property, peeping into his home at his 
wife. Anyone under such circumstances is 
justified in defending his home. An Amer¬ 
ican jury of civilians most likely would ac¬ 
quit the defender under such circum¬ 
stances. 

A few years ago, before Truman and 
Acheson sent George C. Marshall to Asia 
to shut off arms shipments to Chiang Kai- 
shek, the Christian aJiti-Communist lead¬ 
er, and thus throw China to the Keds, an 
American soldier was a hero among the 
millions of anti-Communist Chinese, After 
Marshall “disarmed” (his own word) 27 
of Chiang’s divisions and let the Red Army 
flow across China, Chiang and his people 
were stunned. They were unable to under¬ 
stand why the United States, which so 
vociferously fought Communism by word 
of mouth, would thus guarantee victory 
for the Communists, 

But when Eisenhower got the Repub¬ 
lican nomination for President and prom¬ 
ised to help the captive peoples regain 


their freedom, Chiang and his staff and 
many of his people jumped at the conclu¬ 
sion that Eisenhower would do what he 
promised in campaign speeches. One of 
America’s most famous leaders, an out¬ 
standing expert on the Far East, told me 
he was sure Elsenhower, if elected, would 
help Chiang undo the work of the Truman - 
Aehesoii-Marshall team and see China 
freed from Communist invaders. 

I pointed out to this patriot that Eisen¬ 
hower had always been a favorite of the 
Marxists, had been extremely friendly with 
the Moscow leaders and had. been raised 
up to political prominence by the Zionist" 
and Communist fronters, including the 
Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B’rith 
and Americans for Democratic Action — 
all of whom relentlessly hated Chiang and 
others who fought the Communists.

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USSR RABBIS DdQY RED REGIME AN1#SEMITIC; SAV U.S. 
RABBIS MISREPRESENT "WITH ULTERIOR MOTIVE" 


While the Jews undoubtedly have less 
power in and over the Soviet govern¬ 
ment than they originally had, during 
the years immediately after they and 
their underlings sec up this government 
over the Russian people, it is doubtful 
that the Soviet government has turned 
anti-Semitic. 

The Russian people, yes; they have been 
increasingly anti-Semitic for a century or 
so, and intensely anti-Semitic since cer¬ 
tain Jewish revolutionaries headed by 
Sverdlov and Trotsky, seized power in the 
October Revolution of 1917. The Red se¬ 
cret police was entirely a Jewish agency, 
always headed, by a Jew till Beria was dis¬ 
posed of after Stalin’s death. We have no 
knowledge of the racial identity of the 
present -head of the secret police; he may 
not be a Jew; the invisible machine has 
Host some of its ability to produce secret 
terror; and there is reason to believe that 
its personnel enrolls fewer Jews than for¬ 
merly. 

But we have fully as much evidence 
that the Soviet government itself is no-t 
anti-Semitic as that it is. Here is an in¬ 
teresting letter from Rabbi Shlomo Shlifer 
of the Moscow Jewish community, and 
certain other key rabbis of the USSR 
(which letter appeared on page 24 of the 
May 14, 1957 issue of Look magazine): 

Your issue of November 27, 1956, carried an 
article (The Plight of the Jews in Russia )by Joseph 
Miller, a Brooklyn rabbi, one of a group of Amer¬ 
ican rabbis who toured the Soviet Union. The group 
. , * made use of their brief stay . . . to acquaint 
themselves with religious affairs of the Jewish 
communities . . . They were shown much attention 
by Jews os well as non-Jews. We (were) sincerely 
glad to have our coreligionists from America come 
for a visit. We hoped the visit would . . , strength¬ 
en our friendly ties. It seems, however, our glad¬ 
ness was premature. Rabbi Miller evidently did not 
come to us with good intentions. His task, it ap¬ 
pears, was to collect as much information as pos¬ 
sible to show the "plight of the Jews in the Soviet 
Union" so that he might present his "observations" 

. . . to be used by certain circles for their own 
purpose. We should like . . . with your co-opera¬ 
tion . . . to tell the truth . . . The October Revo¬ 
lution brought JeVvs equal rights . They can 
live freely, hold public office in the government, 
army or any other organization . . . Anti-Semitism 
has been made a crime against the state . . . Our 
religion is free . . . Synagogues, as a rule, have 
mikvahs and . . . special places where poultry may 
be slaughtered . . . (We) observe the rite of 
circumcision and Bar Mitzvah. Rabbi Miller is 
dissatisfied because no Jewish religious instruction 
is given in Soviet schools ... The school is separ¬ 
ated from the church . Soviet law does not pro¬ 
hibit believers from giving-religious instruction out¬ 
side the school . . . 

We Soviet Jews thank the Almighty and ask 
Him to protect us from evil forces and to preserve 
peace on earth. We pray that our homeland . . . 
in which all people . . . are brothers, may always 
prosper.

WHO IS C. D. 

One of the men most responsible for the 
pro-Communist activities of Radio Free 
Europe is C. D. Jackson who has been one 
of Eisenhower’s closest advisers. Eisen¬ 
hower made him his administrative as¬ 
sistant soon after he was elected Presi¬ 
dent, but Jackson continued to work close¬ 
ly with the so-called Crusade For Free¬ 
dom (National Committee for A Free Eu¬ 
rope) which financed and runs the prop¬ 
aganda stations called Radio Free Europe. 

The New York Times of March 4, 1954, 
when Jackson gave up his full-time job as 
adviser to Eisenhower and went back to 
his old job as one of the editors of Time, 
Lif© and Fortune magazines reported: 

Washington, March 3 — C. D. Jackson, ad¬ 
ministrative assistant to President Eisenhower on 
'cold war planning, resigned today. The resigna¬ 
tion, which had been expected, will become ef¬ 
fective on April 1. 

"In an exchange of letters, President Eisenhower 
expressed high praise for the man who has helped 
him to conceive important pronouncements and 
actions, including the proposal to establish an in¬ 
ternational pool of atomic energy for peaceful 
purposes. 

"Charles Douglas Jackson, who prefers to be 
known as 'C.D.', will return to the Time-Life group 
of publications. His office merely said today that 
he would return to Time, Inc. He had been pub¬ 
lisher of Fortune magazine, but has been on leave 
from that position while he was an the White 
House staff and before that, while heading the 
National Committee for a Free Europe. 

"In a letter to Mr. Jackson, President Eisen- 
however said that of course he had known' Mr. Jack- 
son had planned to leave during the winter or 
spring, but it was a shock to face up to the actual 
resignation. 

"The President said 'he was particularly pleased' 
by Mr. Jackson's report on the improved coordina¬ 
tion of the work of telling the country's story 
abroad. 

"The President said that from time to time he 
would call on Mr. Jackson for 'some unexpected 
or unusual chore . ,

into an international atomic energy pool

Now, inasmuch as C.D. Jackson has been 
so far to the left and so influential in help¬ 
ing the Communists and in hindering our 
efforts to rid ourselves of Communism, we 
have a right and a duty to ask: was this 
presidential adviser a member of the 
Communist cell in Time magazine?

SPLITS PANTS FAR BEHIND 


Senator Knowland, one of the most 
astute politicians of this or any age, is 
splitting his political pants. In fighting 
for the Communist "civil rights” mea¬ 
sure before the Senate, he is making it 
impossible for the Old South to support 
him' and he is scuttling several million 
of his staunchest GOP supporters. 

(His position is wrong in principle: It is 
not at all the function of government, 
Federal or State, to interfere in race re¬ 
lations, It is up to each man to decide for 
himself whether ho prefers his own kind 
or some other kind. 

Not only is Knowland making a moral 
mistake; he is making a mistake in po¬ 
litical strategy. He has the finest “out" in 
the world if he wants to oppose the civil 
rights bills. Ail he has to do is point out 
that any matters relating to the qualifica¬ 
tion of voters are by tradition and by our 
general concept of a federation of sov¬ 
ereign republics, matters to be left strictly 
up to the states themselves. 

In an Associated Press dispatch from 
Washington, May 4, 1957, he took exactly 
that position regarding a "right-to-work" 
amendment to the “civil rights" bill which 
Senator McClellan of Arkansas had intro¬ 
duced. Knowland was quoted as saying 
that, in his opinion, -the “right-to-work" 
legislation “should be left to the decision 
of the states. He called it a matter of 
states’ rights." 

Even that is fence straddling; but he has 
been doing far worse in supporting the 
“civil rights" bill. 

Perhaps there still is time. If we bom¬ 
bard him with letters urging him not to 
scuttle his future, but to go down into the 
Old South and -fight for states’ rights, it 
is conceivable that he might drop his fight 
for the coercive race laws. At least, the 
possibility justifies our effort. 

If he refuses to oppose or drop this Com¬ 
munist measure, he will leave us no choice 
but to hunt someone else for our Con¬ 
stitution Party candidate.

Dear Editors: By far the brightest highlight of 
our stay in England has been the bays' schools. 
Jay, who is eleven, has been attending a " public" 
school, not of the same rank as Eton or Winchester, 
but still quite good. They begin Latin, French and 
what seems to me to be higher mathematics at 
age ninel 

Johnny is attending a place called the Dolphins, 
which is a pre-prep school, and since he is so 
much smarter than his lather, and always has 
been, it is no surprise that he is near the top of 
his form. Jay, who had to jump from the multi¬ 
plication fables (which he didn't know very welt) 
to algebra and geometry and to second-year Latin 
and French, I was more worried about. I needn't 
have been. He is mad about his work and does it 
incredibly well. He has been at the top of his 
form of ten for the past three weeks. Of course 
the very small classes account for a lot (and fhe 
six-day wcofc with school until six in the evening 
on Saturdays}), but the fact is that a ten-year-old 
can be taught almost anything, I wouldn't have 
believed if if I had not seen It. 

Our conclusion is that we shall send bofh boys 
to private schools when we return. At least a 
boy will not be allowed to sit idle in a small 
class. I have been somewhat reluctant to criticise 
the public schools in the United States, chiefly 
because f felt it reflected on the teachers—and 
most of them should have many stars in their 
crowns. But the fact is that standards throughout 
fhe public-school system in the United States have 
dropped to the point where even mediocre ac¬ 
complishments seem excellent. Obviously, many, 
many boys can be taught the traditional "hard" 
subjects — languages, math and science—at an age 
far younger than high school. Indeed, ten is about 
where they should start. I know it is not saying 
much for me, but I have visited in the scholarship 
form (thirteen-year-olds who have a chance to win 
a scholarship at a public school) and they were 
doing work in math and language superior to that 
lor which I was awarded a master's degree in an 
American state university.

ing to Stalin that he considered himself 
a Zionist. 

Now another Jewish idol, the United Na¬ 
tions, is tumbling. 

Even though their leaders still dominate 
the hired staffs and failed to control it only 
on this one issue, the fact is indisputable 
that many Jewish writers are now attack¬ 
ing the United Nations. 

Could it be that the mighty Jewish 
power machine has passed the peak of its 
power? At least, for the moment? Maybe 
it is only in a trough between tidal 
waves, but as of now, it has definitely 
less power over the nations of the world 
than it had three, four or five years ago. 
Even Eisenhower and Dulles have refused 
to knuckle under to the Zionist machine. 
Sometimes Standard Oil and sometimes the 
USSR gets our preference in Middle East 
policies. Eisenhower’s position, of course, 
has not been one of favoring the Arabs 
or one of morality. It has simply been one 
of yielding to certain immediate pressures. 

We Have Made Gains 

Israel all but had the Suez Canal in its 
. clutches but Eisenhower for once would 
not oblige Israel. And Britain, finding it¬ 
self suddenly without American support, 
became the timid lion. And, of course, 
France would risk nothing on her own. 
So Israel had to back out of Egypt. We 
had long anticipated that the Communists 
and Zionists would play a little game of 
push-pulL in the Middle East, one of them 
or the other bringing about friction so that 
both could jump info the turmoil out of 
which both could gain. But it cannot be 
proved that the Zionist Jews are still able 
to use the Soviet Union at will. Non-Jews 
in the Communist bureaucracy undoubted¬ 
ly have become suspicious of all Jews; it 
stands to reason that the Communist em¬ 
pire must be turning increasingly nation¬ 
alist and therefore the Zionists and also 
the Communist Jews mast find it much 
harder to guide and misguide, trick and 
use the Communist machinery. 

Even inside the United States, even in 
the House and the Senate, the Jewish 
Marxist revolution has slowed down. Just 
now it only creeps forward. We have not 
been able to elect a President or Vice¬ 
-President or enough stalwart Senators 
even in this time of comparative reaction 
against the Marxist action. The white man 
still is threatened with “integration” and 
“civil rights" subjugation. 

We are still pouring millions of dollars 
into Socialist governments in Europe while 
frustrating the anti-Communist leaders 
of free China, free Korea and Spain. 

But I think many readers of the Intelli¬ 
gence Summary will agree that we have 
made fabulous gains since the awful days 
of 1946 and 1947 when the terrorist would 
harass an anti-Communist speaker with 
midnight phone calls and throw rotting 
garbage in his automobile. 

Let’s go on from here. Let’s really get 
back to fighting the way we used to fight.

Now the Hungarians, and their persecuted, en¬ 
slaved Christian neighbors in Poland and East 
Germany, have at last been farced to see that 
Eisenhower is not anti-Communist; that he really 
meant what he said three and four years ago, and 
what Dulles said during the Hungarian revolt: that 
we would not help the captive peoples free them¬ 
selves from Moscow. 

Can We Retrieve? 


At various times the Free Chinese could 
have bought back the friendship and co¬ 
operation of one or more of the Chinese 
generals who had taken their armies over 
to the Communists (after America de¬ 
serted them and left them at the mercy 
of the Reds). But the Eisenhower ad¬ 
ministration would not cooperate and in 
fact could not be trusted with informa¬ 
tion. 

"Let Them Fall • . ” 

Obviously, Eisenhower’s policy toward 
the anti-Communist leaders was precisely 
the same as tliat of his predecessor, Tru¬ 
man. The only difference was that Eisen¬ 
hower did a remarkably smooth job of 
double talking, professing friendship and 
promising aid to the ahti-Communisbs, 
while simply doing nothing. Even a blind 
man could see that the anti-Communists 
ultimately would come to hate us for our 
double dealing and false promises. 

The inevitable now has arrived. The 
Chinese people, who have had to stand by 
on Formosa while the Communist invaders 
chopped off the heads of 15,000,000 to 
20 , 000,000 of their friends and relatives on 
the mainland—these former friends of ours 
have come to hate us, thanks to the du¬ 
plicity of the President. 

In short, Eisenhower has followed the 
injunction of Owen Lafctimore, who in¬ 
structed a friend and fellow traveler in the 
Institute of Pacific Relations: 

"Let them fall (to Communists — RHW) but don't 
let if appear that we pushed them." 

Within the past seven months Eisen¬ 
hower has virtually driven away from us 
the two most valuable allies on the two 
great geographic fronts where we would 
have to operate to soften and destroy the 
Red Empire without a war. Last Novem¬ 
ber, when the Hungarian anti-Red revo¬ 
lutionaries (on the Eastern European 
front), begged Eisenhower for arms or any 
help in their then promising fight for free¬ 
dom, Eisenhower refused and his man 
Dulles publicly stated that our policy in 
Eastern Europe must be acceptable to 
Moscow. 

You no doubt read Dulles' statement in the press, 
and I published it varbatim in the Summary, 

While the Hungarinans still were standing off 
the Communist divisions (partly because so many 
anti-Communist Russian soldiers went over to the 
Hungarian anti-Communists ), the Hungarian lead¬ 
ers arranged with Franco to ship them the needed 
anti-tank guns . 

But Eisenhower and Dulles got wind of the plan 
and scuttled it. They gave Franco to understood 
that he must not ship the weapons. I published 


Thus the President has—certainly for the pres¬ 
ent—denied us the great potential of the East 
European front; it will take a new President and 
a lot of proving to convince them that they dare 
trust us again, no matter what promises we make . 

In sealing oft these two great geographic fronts 
from us Ike gives the Soviets still more time to de¬ 
velop their war machine. Back in the time of Tru¬ 
man and Acheson it became apparent that all our 
President and Secretary of State had fa do to help 
the Communists was nothing at all. They had only 
to do nothing. They had only to keep us from 
doing anything to hurt the Soviet Empire ; for 
time was what the Soviets needed (white their 
spies supplied them our scientific secrets). 

At any time in the past 10 years, prob¬ 
ably at any time since the Bolshevik re¬ 
volution in 1917, the President of the 
United States could have destroyed the 
monster without getting a single American 
soldier shot, or even sending one to a 
foreign battlefield. The President had only 
to send moral encouragement and the 
weapons of underground warfare to the 
border countries of the Communist captive 
empire, and let the captive peoples liberate 
themselves. In so doing they would cause 
the disintegration of the Red Empire and 
thus avoid a third world war. 

It still is not too late, in my opinion. 
If Knowland were President he could con¬ 
vince our betrayed allies that we meant to 
help them at last. But Eisenhower may re¬ 
sign to let Nixon in and block Knowland, 
and in any case, we don’t dare wait three 
years. 

We must flood the Senate with our 
angry letters, demanding that Eisenhower 
be impeached for his betrayal of Amer¬ 
ican interests on both the vast Soviet 
fronts. 

We must demand a quick and convinc¬ 
ing reversal of the policies of betrayal — 
the Eisenhower extension of the Truman- 
Acheson-Marshall Soviet-First policy. We 
must demand adoption of the Victory- 
Without-War policy.

Joseph McCarthy’s widow and some others said the Senator was crushed by the Senate vote of condemnation. 
She said he never was the same again, in spirit or physical energy. If Senator Watkins has any conscience lef t he 
must be ashamed to look at himself in the mirror. 

There seems to he a growing suspicion that the Marxist revolutionaries are finding ways to kill (“liquidate" is their 
word) the most capable of our leaders by invisible means. It certainly was worth noting that the two-man team who were 
almost sure to recapture the government from the Socialist New Deal in the 1952 presidential struggle, Senators Wherry 
and Taft, both died of cancer in a short time, Wherry a few months before the 1952 GOP convention, Taft a few months 
after. It is well known that you can induce cancer by various ways, such as sprinkling radio active dust under a chair 
cushion or planting a tube of radium in the upholstery of a chair. 

Taft and Wherry, together, made an invincible team, extremely dangerous to the world Marxist revolution. Joseph 
McCarthy likewise was dangerous to that evil movement. Doctors attributed his death to hepatitis a disease of the liver. 
While many things reportedly can induce -or prepare the way for this ailment, Dr. Walter AIvnrcx, in his column in the 
Las Angeles Times a few months ago, warned against blood transfusions except where absolutely necessary, saying that it 
was not uncommon for one person to transmit hepatitis to another (without knowing it) by transfusions. McCarthy was 
in the Naval hosnital many times during his Inst years, once for a very serious operation, and ifc is a fact, obvious by 
merely walking through any federal hospital, that various of the badly indoctrinated racial minorities swarm these hos¬ 
pitals as doctors and nurses. 

I do not want to let my judgment become warped; we can do no more titan speculate about the use of invisible death 
until and unless somebody is caught; and it is not easy to catch a skilled revolutionary in such practice. 

But wo do know that the Communist and the Zionist revolutionaries arc past masters of secrecy one/ practice crime on a grand scale; and 
we how that a former Communist identified a Party member who had boasted that he was assigned the job of liquidating McCarthy. The accused 
Communist, under oath before the McCarthy infernoI security subcommittee, refused cither to deny or admit the accusation, taking the Fifth 
Amendment. 

The sad fact is that McCarthy is dead and millions of us for whose freedom he fought, for whom he took so mucA abuse, are saddened at 
his loss. and the forces tiqhlinq to sove the Republic are weokened.

He 
is also considered an "authority on Rus¬ 
sian political and legal questions.”

Notice that these ardent Jewish Com¬ 
munists are also ardent Zionists and many 
of them ardent students of the Jewish re¬ 
ligion! 

Referring to Zionism, Patkin states that 
"Zionism and Socialism . . *. have con¬ 
quered the minds of the Jewish masses and 
Intelligentzia in the last quarter of the 
l-Dth century." He states further that "the 
high rate of Jewish active participation in 
the Red armed forces, (together with the 
Jewish situation in Germany in the sec¬ 
ond world war), have brought the Jewish 
people all over the world into intimate 
contact of mind and heart with the Soviet 
Nations". 

Dual Citizenship of Zionists 

Speaking of the unification of the in¬ 
tellectuals and the masses under Zionism 
and Socialism, Patkin says, "Zionism gave 
the Jewish masses an enlightened intelli¬ 
gentzia; the Vilna Jewish Social-Demo¬ 
crats, not without the influence of the new 
wave of Zionist awakening, gave the intel¬ 
ligentzia back to the people.” 

It was Jule Osipovich Zederbaum who 
developed the emphasis of the national 
element of this unity. Then Theodor Harzi 
"created a stir with a pamphlet, The Jew¬ 
ish State, in 1895". In September 1897, 
Herzl summoned to Basle, in Switzerland, 
the first Zionist Congress at which the 
foundations were laid for the "restoration" 
of Israel. 

Of permanent significance is Patkin's 
reminder that "The social code of Zionism 
and the newly emerged Socialism were al¬ 
most the same . . . They both joined and 
merged in time." 

A graphic example of the application of 
this "social code” is the Kibbutz or social¬ 
ized farms in present Israel, "Facts ami 
Figures” states that the payment for work 
on the farms is on the "basis to each ac¬ 
cording to his needs, and from each ac¬ 
cording to his capacities, . . . each family 
. . . receiving money in accordance to the 
size of his family.” This Zionist slogan is 
a close paraphrase of the slogan of Karl 
Marx in his Communist Manifesto: To each 
according to his needs; from each ac¬ 
cording to his ability.

Patkin summarizes thus; "The Jewish 
people is a nation not only on account of 
its separate language, tradition, cultural 
pattern, etc., but because in all that inert 



(the Jewish masses) a feeling of 
iSronging, a deep psychological attraction 
lives and breathes.” 

So Patkin agrees with Zukerman that 
no distinction is made between the Jews 
of the world and Israel, "Facts and Fig¬ 
ures” states: "The acquisition of Israel 
nationality Is not dependent upon renun¬ 
ciation of previous nationality.” 

Contemplate the significance of this dual 
citizenship; all Jews in our country who 
cooperate with and give aid and comfort 
to the Zionists are in effect accepting the 
world citizenship of the Zionist world or¬ 
der. Tying this fact of Jewish unity to the 
process of the Russian Revolution, it is not 
surprising to find as a matter of further 
research, — and it is of the utmost import¬ 
ance for the Christian American — that 
the government set up in Russia in 1917 
should have been Jewish in leadership and 
personnel. A list of the principal leaders 
of the new Bolshevik dictatorship was pub¬ 
lished by the Condon Fost in 1920, the Post 
showing that of fifty persons who were 
“either the actual governing powers in 
Soviet Russia” or "responsible for the es¬ 
tablishment there.of the ......-regime”, all 

but seven were Jewish. Two of the remain¬ 
ing seven were known to have Jewish 
mothers, arid a third had a Jewish wife. 

The list gives their real names and their 
acquired pseudonyms. Thus Axelrod (Ak¬ 
selrod e) became Ortodoks; Natansan (Na- 
tansson) became Vobrov; Rosenfekl be¬ 
came Kamanev; Bronstein became Trot¬ 
sky; Oulianov became Lenin; Apfelbaum, 
Zinoviev; Wallack, Litvinov (alias Finkel- 
stein), etc. 

So much, from "Facts and Figures” 
(1955) as to Israel; so much, from Patkin 
and the London Post regarding Communist 
Russia and Israel. 

Israel to Hold Our Coat? 

Just now the emphasis on the activity 
of Soviet Russia and Israel is in the big 
half of the globe, an activity, if analyzed, 
to a great extent supported by the Ameri¬ 
can willingly or unwillingly. The American 
should take a long look to see where such 
activity is leading. 

Since the terms Christian and Jew have 
been used, let us include the other great 
religions and their millions of people—the 
Moslems, Buddhists and Hindus. And let 
us line them up in relation, to Christians 
and Jews. In the heart of the greatest 
land area of the earth, it is already Jew 
versus Moslem; also England and France 
versus the Moslem. And since the U.S. has, 
in general set up and supported Israel, and 
is the avowed friend of England and 
France, she has to a far extent, alienated 
the Moslem. 

But Russia pretends friendship to the 
Moslem, the Buddhist, the Hindu — the 
Middle East, China, India. So the line-up 
seems to be Russia-India-China-the Middle 
East versus Israel - France-Eiigland-The 
United States. But since the majority of 
Israel’s Cabinet pledges identification with 
no bloc of nations, apparently Christians, 
alone, are to fight the Moslems, Buddhists, 
Hindus, as well as former Christians in 
Russia — we fighting Israel’s war, while 
Israel holds our coat. 

Who wins, when the "religions” have 
exhausted each other? The man who holds 
the coats? And what will he win? The "end 
of days” and the World Revolution? 

It may be that just here, the Christian 
American, being Christian, may recall the 
very practical advice of a yery practical 



Jew, who—because the aim of Zlonisri^M 
Socialism is really very old, reaching nEk 
to the time the Jewish people beheld such 
world empires as Egypt, Babylon, Greece, 
and Home—knew both very well. He op¬ 
posed their aim, knowing the Jewish, peo¬ 
ple were capable of something better. In 
fact, being practical, He gave His life and 
death for that purpose. Fear of that prac¬ 
ticality is doubtless why Bibles need to 
be flown into Russian, territory now on a 
high wind. To the American Christian, He 
left some very a' propos advice—for He 
had just been speaking of the house of 
Israel and its desire for earthly power— 
Be ye therefore wise as serpents, He said, 
and harmless as doves. 

Jews Owned Suez Canal 

If the Christian American has done his own 
research along with his 9/060 goiing, he will have 
doubtless seen, appearing here and there, an in¬ 
teresting thread. After o while he may have sus¬ 
pected its importance and that it pertains to him¬ 
self, since it seems to have been kept a secret 
from him. He will have noticed, for instance, that 
Patkin relates Chassidism — which together with 

- Marxism 1 -prepared- Ruttia - f o r—th e-Revoluh'on - 

to the word Kabalah (Cabala, Qabalah). And it 
is the word Kabalah which appears now and then 
in the research on Russian-Jewish Socialism; and 
alter a while, becomes a tantalizing incidental. 
Let's look at it first in the dictionary. 

Webster's unabridged defines cabal as "a se- 
c ret", "an occult doctrine"the machinations of 
a few persons united in a close design": " in¬ 
trigue",, Webster defines Cabala as 'a kind . . . 
of occult theosophy or mystical interpretation of 
the scriptures among Jewish rabbis ... at first 
handed down orally through chosen individuals, 
but later committed to writing . . /' "Secret or 
esoteric doctrine." Following Webster's lead, 
esoteric means "understood by the especially in¬ 
itiated alone." 

Patkin completes the initial idea by stating that 
"The origins ot the Chassidic philosophy must be 
traced hack to purely Jewish mediaeval sources of 
mysticism and Kabalah. This relation of the C/ios- 
sidic movement to the Kabalah, Time Magazine 
amplified March 25, ‘57, in a footnote to a story 
under Religion. The story told how the Chassidics 
officially moved into and over the United Stales 
in 1940. (Time Magazine seems not to be aware 
ot the significance of their arrival.) 

But the footnote describes the cabala 
as: "An esoteric system of speculation or 
metaphysics, which went in for much sym¬ 
bolical manipulation of words and names. 
(The Christum might be surprised to learn 
that Cnrlst's'termO'bl'pent and dove are 
cabalic symbols.) “The cabala”, continues 
the footnote, “originated in Palestine but 
came under strong Babylon influence . . . 
Its best-known work, the Zohar, compiled 
in the 13th century, had a strong influence 
on Hasidism (Chassidism)/’ 

Since Chassidism is revolutionary and 
has spread among Jews all over the United 
States since 1940, its religio-political na¬ 
ture and Its relation to the Kabalah should 
impress the American Christian—and the 
FBI—as of importance. 

Going back to Voltaire and Diderot, 
whose personal friendship with Catherine 
the Great of Russia helped prepare the 
way for the setting up of the Soviet Gov¬ 
ernment, research would reveal that they 
also, working toward the French Revolu¬ 
tion, belonged to such a group. Another 
Frenchman contrived the esoteric doctrine 
which Webster defines as Saint-Simonism, 
or “his socialistic system, in which the 
state owns the property and the laborer is 
entitled to share according to the quality 
and amount of his work/' 


It may be noted here *— the America^^^aha'u'Uah added: “The entire harbor 
being concerned for the fate of the Middle ~ from Akka to Haifa will be one path of 


East, now caught between Russia and Is¬ 
rael — that it was the Saint-Simonians 
(termed a semi-reiigious group) who in 
that period set up as a program the cut¬ 
ting of a Suez canal. They were not very 
original in their idea since the first of a 
number of such waterways was opened 
there by Sisostris, a Pharaoh 2000 years 
B.C. (See Breasted's “A History of Egypt”, 
Scribners) 

And so it logically was the Jew, Ferdi¬ 
nand de Lesseps, who undertook the 
scheme of the Suez for the Simonians. 
While he worked the Egyptian end of the 
scheme to appropriately weaken Egypt, it 
was the Jewish Disraeli who managed to 
secretly insinuate an advisor into the 
Turkish court whose unsound counsel be¬ 
gan the eventual break-up of the Turkish 
•Empire. (See Monypenny, Buckle, Life of 
Benjamin Disraeli, John Murray, London) 
So much for the Simonians, but it was 
also Disraeli, who in early life, said, “There 
is that within me which may yet mould 
. . . the fortune of my race/’ (Ibid.) In bis 

ning back of the independence of Israel 
and restoring her glory/' (Ibid.) 

"Alr.oy”, he said in its preface, “is cabal¬ 
istic and correct/' Its hero “sweeps 
through Asia on a tide of victory and con¬ 
quest/' 

Disraeli's artful effort brought the Suez and 
Egypt under control of England, though the effort 
was his own and that of his French cousins, the 
RathchUds . Disraeli considered its success the 
greatest of his long career. (See Monypenny.) 

Holocaust Planned? 

Another noteworthy secret group, according to 
one of its interpreters, J. E. Esslemont, built its 
"first temple in Ishqubad, Russia, its sec end a few 
miles norfh of Chicago." (Baha UJIah and the New 
Era.) This is the Bahai group, begun about 1845, 
with headquarters now in Israel, ft centers its 
activities about college and university areas in 
the United States and elsewhere, receives excellent 
publicity from university publications, local press 
and Life Magazine. 

Esslemont, referring to the "end of days" men¬ 
tioned above, which so strongly motivated the 
Chassidics, explains that "Last Day" is interpreted 
os "dispensation", the day of the "Supreme Man¬ 
ifestation". It is the 'Last Day because it is a day 
that shall never end". The idea 6ecomes clearer 
when Esslemont states further that "Abdul-Baha . . 
shall set up an ensign for The nations, ~dhif~shair 
assemble the outcasts of Israel, and gather together 
the dispersed of Judah from fhe four corners of 
the earth". 

The Christian may feel that prophecy here is 
spoken intent when Esslemont relates that in 1875, 
Abdu'l-Baha forecast "the establishment of a Uni¬ 
versal League of Nations and expressed the . . . 
assurance that the banner of international peace 
would be first raised in America . . , when 
we shall have the Parliament of Man, of which the 
prophets have dreamed". 

He may also better understand the pur¬ 
pose of the United Nations when he learns 
that while addressing the Theosophists in 
1913, Abdu'l-Baha’s successor stated, “This 
century is the Century of the Kingdom of 
God”. Theosophy is a kindred group to 
the Bahai; it was originated by the Rus¬ 
sian Jewess, Madame Blavatsky in 1875. 
H. D. Blavatsky lists “the great knowledge, 
the magic of the Kabalists" as the second 
of the four general categories of “esoteric 
knowledge”. (Practical Occultism, Theo- 
sophical Press, Wheaton, Ill.) 

In describing the newly set-up Kingdom, 


illumination . . . Mt. Carmel ... will be 
submerged in a sea of lights, A person on 
Mount Carmel will look upon the most 
sublime spectacle of Hie whole world''. The 
Kingdom’s “divine economy” will involve 
“some form of a super-state (which) must 
needs be evolved in whose favor all nations 
. . . will . . . Wave . . . ceded every claim 
to make war, (and) certain rights to im¬ 
pose taxation”. “Such a state will have to 
include an International executive ade¬ 
quate to enforce supreme . . . authority 
... a world community in which . . . cap¬ 
ricious nationalism will have been trans¬ 
mitted into . , . world citizenship . . 
"... modes of life which have persisted 
from the dawn of history will be quickly, 
irrevokably, altered”. 

Mr. Esslemonl says in setting up such 
a Super-State, “the forces of a world cat¬ 
astrophe can alone precipitate such a new 
phase . . . Nothing but a fiery ordeal . . . 
can succeed in implanting that sense of 
responsibility which . . . leaders of a new¬ 
born age must arise to shoulder.” 

-Did-Esslemont—foresee—the—hydrogen- 

bomb ? 

The American Christian is not likely to 
find comfort in the assurance that “de¬ 
stroying Is the cause of rebuilding .. . then 
verily this fury is a kindness itself/' (Ibid.) 
But perhaps he will take out here to do 
some real digging on the personnel who 
develop, supervise, and use atomic power. 
Let him note too, that this esoteric group 
has been given by the Israeli Government, 
“a special Department in the Ministry for 
Religious Affairs”! (“Facts and Figures,” 
Israel Office of Information, 1965) (“Facts 
and Figures” says also that the Druzes 
have been given, by the Israeli Govern¬ 
ment, “the status of a separate religious 
community with autonomy in their re¬ 
ligious affairs”. And it adds, “Their rites 
and dogmas are a close secret.” Every¬ 
man's Encyclopedia states that the Druzes 
profess an “esoteric unitaxianism”. 

So do the Baha'i adherents, the Theo¬ 
sophists, the Saint-Simonians, the Com¬ 
munists, and many another group with a 
different name but an identical program. 
The Baha'i doctrine says “A disciple must 
fully recognize that the very thought of 
individual rights is only the outcome of 
the venomous quality of the snake of 
Self.” Also “the embodiment of liberty and 
its symbol is the animal ^ . . L i berty d e- 
baseth . » to" "the“level of extreme de¬ 

pravity and wickedness”. (Esslemont.) 

These sentiments from the cultists who, 
in our country, cry loudest for liberty and 
their rights! 

The London newspaper correspondent, 
Robert Wilton, who barely got out of Rus¬ 
sia with his life arid with one of the five 
copies of his report, says (Last Days of 
the Romanoffs? the Russian Revolution 
would have been impossible without Ras¬ 
putin—Rasputin who was a Baha'i or a 
Theosophist or of whatever name of the 
same was prevalent just there. Wilton 
says it was very fashionable among the 
Russian royalty! He further calls Count 
Witte—Russia’s Jewish minister of for¬ 
eign affairs—Rasputin’s “arch-apologist”. 
Count Witte was a close relative of the 
Silvermasters in whose American home 
Elizabeth Bentley and her Communist as¬ 
sociates used to meet. (Bentley's own ac¬ 
count.) 

Dion Fortune’s “The Mystical Qabalah” 
(Williams and Norgate, Ltd. London, 19350 
says “This ancient mystical tradition of

the Hebrews possessed three literatures^ 
. . * the Old Testament; the Talmud . . 
and the Qabalah, or mystical interpreta¬ 
tion. thereof.” . . the closing clause of 
the Lord’s Prayer is pure Qabalism . . . 
Whoever formulated that prayer knew his 
Qabalah.” Thus the ’’Thine” takes on fuller 
meaning, as does ’’Deliver us from evil.” 

Dion Fortune (a name with a caballc 
symbolical sound) goes on to state tttut 
“Meekness, mercy, purity, and love . . . are 


Pave virtues. Christianity has nothing to 
tell Us about the dynamic virtues; conse¬ 
quently those who get the world's work 
done cannot follow the Christian ideal. We 
must adore the God of Battles as well as 
the God of Love”. 

“. . . those races whose evolutionary 
destiny it is to conquer on the physical 
plane have evolved a . . • technique . . . 
based upon the Qabalah, the Wisdom of 
Israel.” 


wonder that Christ in opposition 
c™, My Kingdom is not of this world; 
or that He admonished his disciples, be ye 
therefore, wise as serpents and harmless 
as doves. What a challenge to us: Be ye 
wise! Be ye harmless! From one who also 
cried: Father forgive them for they know 
not what they do I Nothing of all that has 
changed. The same people, the same aim. 


Red Jews Launch Attack 
On German NATO Commander 

The following excerpts from a column 
by the Jewish Marxist Milton Friedman, 
which appeared in the California Jewish 
Voice and numerous other Jewish papers 
in. America, on or about June 14, 1957, will 
no doubt interest many Americans: 

"A storm may erupt over the emergence of 
facts revealing that the General commanding 
NATO's land forces in Central Europe helped ar¬ 
range the murder of Jewish and other hostages 
in World War II.

His appointment was 
thought politically oxpodiont. Washington hoped 
selection of a German for the NATO post would 
induce reluctant West Germans to support more 
extensive remilitarisation. 

"Today British authorities have come into pos¬ 
session of official Wehrmachf documents of 1941- 
•42. These documents establish that Speidel, os 
German Chief of Staff in Paris, was personally in¬ 
volved in the Nati hostage system involving brutal 
reprisals against the French population, especially 
Jews. 

"One document is a February 28, 1942 report, 
over Speidcl's name, from Paris to the Supreme 
Command in Berlin. It reveals that when the French 
underground struck against the in voders, German 
revenge was exacted by shooting and deporting 
hostages described as 'Communists' and 'Jews'. 

“The 1942 Speidel report said: ‘The following 
security measures hove been taken . . . six Com¬ 
munists and Jews were shot in Paris on 3.2.42. 
One hundred Communists and Jews >vere trans¬ 
ported ta Compeigne for deportation to the East. 
As a reprisal for the attack in Rouen on a mem¬ 
ber of the Wehrmachf , 25 Communists and Jews 
wore 'shot on 21.21.42. As a reprisal for the at¬ 
tack in Tours, extensive raids on Communists and 
Jews were carried out, also leading to arrests, fn 
connection with some of the above measures, 1,000 
Jews and Communists were ordered to be brought 
to German prisons ift readiness for deportation to 
the East.' , . . 

"The London Daily Express has opened a cam¬ 
paign to expose the American-sponsored NATO 
commander . . 

Unfortunately, you and I cannot know 
whether or not the so-called document is 
authentic or is another of the many faked 
documents which the Communists and as¬ 
sociated Jewish revolutionaries have come 
up with since the war (including reports 
that Hitler killed several million Jews). 


And still another consideration is the 
fact, self-evident even in the report that it 
was “Communists and Jews” who were in¬ 
volved in the crimes described therein. As 
for use of the word “Jews” together with 
“Communists” they were almost synoni- 
mous in Germany and France during the 
second world war, in which the Germans 
were defending themselves against the 
frightening threat of annihilation by the 
bloody Jewish-organized Red Empire. 

Over and above these reflections on 
things past is the fact that the Jewish 
Reds once more have launched a drive to 
get rid of Hans Speidel as an important 
general in the West. This gives me still 
more confidence in Speidel's leadership on 
behalf of the Western world. 


Widow of Robert Wilton

the National States Rights Party and the Confederate Underground 
may be involved either in the planning of or the actual carrying 
out of these terroristic activities. As a part of our over-all 
investigative effort to determine the identities of those responsible 
for the bombings, the Bureau has initiated a program of immediately 
launching intensive investigations of "hate" groups. It should be 
kept firmly in mind at all times that the primary purpose of the 
intensive investigations of these "hate" groups is to determine 
whether the leaders or members of these groups are involved in any 
way in the bombings which have taken place since January 1, 1957..

Each office of origin must advise the Bureau within ten 
days of receipt of this communication that an investigation has been 
launched of the groups in its jurisdiction together with an outline 
of the investigative plan and the number of Agents assigned to carry 
out the investigation. Thereafter, reports must be submitted each 
thirty days until the Bureau advises to the contrary or until the / 
group under investigation has definitely been eliminated as having 
any connection with the bombings. Of course, any significant develop¬ 
ment in the case should be promptly furnished to the Bureau by whatever 
means of communication deemed warranted. All communications and reports 
submitted concerning a specific group should bear the title of the 
group with the character Internal Security - X; Racial Matters. The 
original and four copies of reports must be submitted. 

In connection with the over-all program, all offices must 
search their indices to determine whether there are other "hate" 
groups than those listed above. In the event any such groups are 
located in che search of the files the Bureau should be promptly 
advised of the identity of the group together with a statement as to r 
whether investigation is being initiated. If investigation is not to 
be undertaken, complete justification for not so doing should be included 
in the communication to the Bureau. 

All offices except the offices of origin in the groups listed/ 
above should search their files for information concerning the above- / 
listed groups and promptly furnish such information, where not previously 
done, to the Bureau and the offices of origin.pin addition all offices 
should contact logical informants and sources rir order to develop any 
information available concerning the possible identities of individuals 
who may have some connection or knowledge of the bombings which have 
taken place since January 1, 1957. The Bureau should be advised by 
October 28, 1958, the results of file searches and the contacts with 
logical informants and sources and all offices should continue to be 
alert for and alert their logical informants and sources to promptly 
bring to their attention any pertinent information concerning bombings 
and attempted bombingsSuch inforination should be promptly reported 
to the Bureau. 

This is a program, which if exploited to its full potential, 
could well lead to the solution of the bombings. Therefore, it must 
receive continuous and expeditious attention.

Of possible interest is a news article that appeared 
in the Los Angeles "Mirror News" dated January 18, 1955, which 
mentions that the National Renaissance Party had come to the 
attention of the House Committee on Un-American Activities, which 
had, in a report on "hate groups", stated one JAMES R. WHITE, 
billed as an "organizer" for the NRP in Los Angeles, had been 
a guest speaker at a meeting of the NRP in Yorkvllle, New York, 
on June 26, 1953] that WHITE had allegedly organized a fully 
uniformed group "in his city" and had distributed thousands 
of copies of the NRP's "Bulletin." The article suggested.the 
House Committee had given WHITE "unduly high notice," adding 
that "whatever activities he may have engaged in for the NRP 
in the past now are pretty much discontinued," and that in any 
event WHITE had departed Los Angeles to attend the Hastings 
School of Law in San Francisco. In connection with this news 
item, it is interesting that none such mentioned activities 
on WHITE'S part had previously come to this office's attention, 
and presumably were greatly exaggerated, if not total false¬ 
hoods.

SMITH and his organizations have been the subject of 
continuous investigation by the Bureau for many years until as 
recently as last year. He has not been found to advocate that 
his followers engage in violence of any kind, or that violence 
be involved in the solution of any of the problems he presents 
to his audiences and readers.

meetings at the Embassy Auditorium In Los Angelea, stated on 
Octobe r 20.

He said that 
SMITH'S organizations are not membership organizations but b7C 
are only "paper" organizations, and thrive on the sale of b7D 
literature, almost entirely of SMITH'S own production, and 
the contributions from his audiences at meetings and- ethers 
who approve the tenor of his literature and accede to ills fre¬ 
quent appeals for funds. (His CNC, as a "national political 
committee" makes regular reports to Congress under the Federal 
Corrupt Practices Act, listing the names of those who contri¬ 
bute over $100.) 


He stated SMITH'S activities are always open and 
aboveboard, and his character is such that were he to be 
approached by the authorities he would more than likely turn 
over the keys to his office, to the embarrassment of his inter¬ 
viewers. It is this openness, coupled with his unique oratorical 
and organizing abilities, and an excellent sense of discretion 
in relation to the legality of his movement, that has permitted 
him to endure as the pre-eminent public crusader of a "white 
Christian America." His continued success remains dependent 
on these considerations, and his being involved in any way 
with the illegal activities of violence, such as the bombings 
in the South, would be his downfall. In other words, he has 
too much to lose to Involve himself in such activities.

GENERAL 


All of the above-mentioned sources stated they 
f ece ^ vec ^ no ormation indicating anyone or any orpa- 

nization locally advocates the use of violence in racial 
matters, or that anyone is suspected of involvement in the 
recent bombings in the South. 


Contact with security informants and all other 
logical informants and sources has been unproductive but 
has served to alert.them to the Importance of immediately 
forwarding information concerning persons or organizations 
possibly relating to bombings in the South to this Office. 
Contact with them will be maintained on a continuing basis. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 


It is recommended that no active investigation 
be undertaken in connection with the "Williams > Intelligence 
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Summary" in view of its discontinuance almost one year ago, 
and WILLIAMS’ disassociation from his past activities, be¬ 
ing presently absorbed in his new business. It is also 
considered, being "one-man" operations of a nonmembership 
tvnp enp-aired in issuing litera ture, investiga tions of

Committee are not warranted and would be ineffective in 
achieving the Bureau's primary purpose in these investiga¬ 
tions; consequently, no active investigation will be con¬ 
ducted of these three organisations, UACB. 


With regard to SMITH'S Christian Nationalist 
Crusade: Prom investigation conducted in the past (until 
1957)* the continuing review of literature emanating from 
the CNC and the continuing attention it receives from local 
sources, a presumptive pattern has been established indi¬ 
cating that SMITH and his associates are not of such a 
radical nature as to present a potential for violence, 
except, of course. Insofar as deep-seated, racial ill-feeling 
is engendered in some readers of his literature. In inves¬ 
tigating SMITH and his associates to ascertain whether the 
above-mentioned presumptive pattern does not apply equally 
to their activities when outside of California, it would 
seem necessary to establish a source among SMITHslnner 
staff which, it Is believed, would constitute a grave risk 
of embarrassment to the Bureau, because it is apparent 
that the Interests of each associate Is the interest of all. 
Other Investigative steps, it is believed, could hardly 
achieve the primary purpose for Initiating investigation. 


The Bureau is requested to advise whether it 
desires the risk be undertaken, nevertheless, or whether It 
is thought a direct approach to SMITH and/ or any of his 
associates, and for that matter!

The Atlanta Office of the FBI on October 23 , 1958 , 
received an undressed letter in an envelope which letter was 
captioned "Atlanta Scandal". The contents of this paper 
purportedly were written by GERALD L. K. SMITH, and states as 
follows: 


"A very disturbing report has come to my desk. Five 
young patriots in the State of Georgia decided that they had 
their stomachs full of Jew-created, Jew-slanted news stories 
concerning what is going on in the world. Two of the worst 
newspapers in the United States are in the City of Atlanta. 

They do not reflect the Southern tradition. It is believed 
by many keen observers that both of these journals are manipulated 
by people who do not have the best Interests of the South at 
heart. 


"These five young men, representing a body of 
patriots, decided to picket these newspapers with signs pro¬ 
testing Jewish influence. They were picked up, railroaded, 
and sentenced to 30 days in jail. I have the names and 
addresses of the young men, but I am not going to give them 
to the public because I do not want them to be the victims of 
increased persecution. It is my understanding that they were 
released under bond and are appealing their cases. We propose 
to go into the matter thoroughly and if the situation is what 
it seems to be, we shall advise our friends to come to their 
aid, comfort and encouragement of these young men who have only 
been denied their civil liberties, but have become the victims 
of Jew-controlled tyranny. 
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"Atlanta Is a bad city. It has many bad people in 
it. The politicians in that city are inclined to be the pupets 
of the secret Jewish machine. Do not judge the State of Georgia 
by what goes on in the City of Atlanta. The politicians of 
Atlanta have always fought the Talmadges and the people who 
have come to the defense of Southern tradition. Very frequently 
the Negro politicians of Atlanta are under the direct manipula¬ 
tion of New York Jews as well as Atlanta Jews.

GERALD L. K. SMITH'S "Christian Nationalist Crusade" 
is the subject of Bufile 62-43818. 

Literature of the above persons and organizations con¬ 
tains voluminous material critical of Jews and Israel differing 
•not at all in character and content from what would be expected 
of persons writing in the anti-Semitic field. Practically all 
of this material, of course, is favorable from the viewpoint of 
Arab Interests, however only those instances where mention was 
made of contacts with persons connected ^vith Arab state official 
establishments or suggestive of actual Arab influence have been 
included in this report. 

In other instances, notably in SMITH'S literature, 
there are the usual references to public sources or quotations 
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COVER I.-iGE 
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from such sources (newspapers, news magazines, letters from Arab 
propagandists or officials published in newspapers, all the way 
to articles culled from Jewish publications), editorial comment 
on current events in the Middle East and revelations of the 
results of SMITH'S interviews with Arab refugees or persons 
interested in Arab refugee problems - all dealt with in a manner 
to serve SMITH'S ends (in retaining his following) as well as, 
if not more so than, Arab interests. Where the one begins and 
the other ends cannot be determined. Consequently, it has been 
considered that the reporting of voluminous anti-Israel 
(necessarily pro-Arab) articles would serve no valuable purpose 
at this time. 

It would not be surprising were it learned that DAVID 
BURK's articles in the "New York Daily News" are merely part of 
a program influenced by the Anti-Defamation League itself, which 
has been in a running feud with SMITH and others - not always to 
its own advantage - for years) the one side seeking to Involve 
SMITH and the others with the authorities, and the others on 
their part demanding investigation by the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities of the ADL as a subversive organization 
dedicated to serving Israeli interests and itself acting in 
violation of the Foreign Agents Registration Act and the Corrupt 
Practices Act. At any rate, BURK's articles are filled with 
little fact and considerable hint, as exemplified in this report, 
(at least as far as concerns SMITH, BRITTON and WILLIAMS), 
and apparently have been prompted by his concern to put the 
"nearly 90 dynamite blasts (that) have echoed around the country 
in the last two years, aimed mainly at Jews, Negroes and sincere 
Christians who have publicly backed these groups)" into a co¬ 
ordinated pattern. It is known that the ADL is very much 
interested in bills to be presented to Congress, making bombings 
of churches, synagogues, schools, etc., violations of federal law. 

It Is not recommended that a Registration Act investi¬ 
gation be conducted concerning WILLIAMS because he has already 
ceased the publishing field (since 1957). 

Because BRITTON has publicly staunchly denied the ADL 
accusation of having been paid $ 500.00 for reprinting an article 
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allegedly prepared by an Arab propagandist, it is not recommended 
that a Registration Act investigation be conducted at this time 
pending New York's contact with the ADL for full particulars. 


Because so much is known concerning SMITH'S contacts 
with Arab officials, much based on his own admissions, but so 
little concerning a possible arrangement that could be construed 
as an agreement or contract such as is required in Registration 
Act violations, and because his literature is so written as to 
discount the possibility of indicating such an arrangement were 
there one, it is not recommended that a Registration Act investi¬ 
gation be conducted concerning him.

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DETAILS: 



This investigation is based upon a series of five 
articles entitled "Peddling Hate in America: Egypt's NASSER" by 
DAVID BURK which appeared in the "New York Daily News" 
during January 20-24, 1959- 

In the first article of the series, BURK stated (in part), 
referring to the "nearly 90 dynamite blasts (that) have echoed 
around the country in the last two years aimed mainly at Jews, 
Negroes and sincere Christian citizens who have publicly backed 
these groups," that: "practically every operation fitted into a 
national pattern which, authorities believe, was etched by a loose- 
linked network of American neo-fascist groups peppered around the 
country. This hate corps. „.today has emerged as a fifth column 
acting in behalf of President GAMAL ABDEL NASSER of the so-called 
United Arab Republic and his dreams of empire...The race groups 
here, coordinated rather than organized and with a total following 
throughout the country that officials estimate at not more than a 
few thousand, are zealously following NASSER's line. But what, 
you may ask, could NASSER possibly want with a fifth column In the 
United States? The answer, as officials at the Department of 
Justice explained It to me, is transparently simple....The NASSER- 
dominated segment of the Arab world, fed on an information diet 
prescribed by our native racists, frankly regards not only 
American Jewry but the U. S. Administration, too, as the 
fountainhead of Israel's moral and financial help. Looked at In 
this light, NASSER must knock out Israel's backers in the U. S. 
before he can keep his pledge to his followers to knock out Israel 
itself. The U. S. thus becomes a legitimate 'second front.' 

NASSER himself, back in the early 50s when he still was the 
unassuming Col. NASSER, Egyptian prime minister under fatherly 
Gen. MOHAMMED NAGUIB, whom he later liquidated as subtly as any 
trained Kremlinite, once told me bitterly in Cairo. 'America Is 
in the hands of the Zionists. The Jews control the press and 
government. The Arab voice Is never heard. How can we fight back?' 
For at least four years now he has been fighting back, using 
Egyptian military Intelligence officers and men who can hide behind 
diplomatic Immunity as the contact men, and a group of Individuals 
and periodicals as his mouthpieces. The periodicals, all neatly 
arranged in alphabetical order on the Attorney General's List of 
Subversive Publications, rarely go to press without some item of 
NASSER's propaganda, and their own outpourings turn up in Arab 
press and broadcasts. The basic hope is that, by breeding hatred 
and suspicion of the Jews, outraged public opinion might force 
Congress to stop official support for Israel. With a little 
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additional shove. Congress might even be persuaded to legislate 
against support for Israel from Jewish organizations....The 
Atlanta Temple bombing, however, triggered a series of shocks.... 
thanks to a story carried exclusively in THE NEWS, the link 
between the Arabs and the hate-mongers held responsible for the 
blast suddenly emerged..At the New York information office 
maintained by the Arab League, but largely dominated by NASSER, 
at the UAR delegation to the United Nations and at the UAR embassy 
in Washington, a firm front was maintained against 'these undesirabl 
elements.' The order had gone out: 'Deny, deny, deny.' The hate- 
mongers I sought out have been less discreet....Even the Egyptians a 
apt to break down under stress. During a long talk one night in 
Washington with an official of the UAR embassy, I was repeatedly 
assured that not only would no one from his government have 
dealings with 'these scrum,' they would kick them out bodily if they 
dared to cross the embassy threshold. But finally he raised his 
hands shoulder high in extreme exasperation and snarled: 'What can 
we do if these people want to help tell our story? Is that our i 
fault 9 You know as well as I do that the Jews control your so-called 
free press here. Only the ZionlBts voices are heard.' He might 
have been quoting straight from an American hate sheet, or from 
Cairo Radio. 1 ’ 



In the second article of the series BURK stated (in part) 
that after the Atlanta, Georgia temple bombing on October 12, 195o, 
Cairo Radio, "which is under the personal supervision of...NASSER, 
announced that: "It is reported from the United States that unknown 
persons have destroyed a synagogue in the city of Atlanta. It ^.s 
further reported that publications throughout the Southern states 
are carrying hostile articles against the Jewish community. 

Pointing out that such publications could only have been those 
put out by America's neo-fascist groups whose activities identify 
them daily more closely as a NASSER fifth column^' BURK then mentioned 
that "such hate sheets as...and "The Cross and Flag put out in 
Los Angeles by GERALD L. K, SMITH, print a routine combination of 
pro-NASSER and anti-Jewish propaganda...(which) always flood into 
the areas afflicted by racial incidents and violence. Further on 
the article states: "In their anxiety to be all-embracing, to 
reach the hearthstones of American families of different tastes 
and viewpoints, the raciest periodicals adopt a variety of fronts. 
From California, GERALD L. K. SMITH offers the Christian approach... 
ROBERT H. WILLIAMS, who calls himself 'major' although the Army 
stripped him of the rank In 1950, pretended he was in U. S. 
Intelligence during World War II for the benefit of those who like 
their hate diet served from the top-secret drawer. The House 
Committee on Un-American Activities, In a report on 'Neo-Fascist 
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and Hate Groups 1 in December, 1954, called the monthly Intelligence 
Summary WILLIAMS put out from Santa Ana, Calif., ’a deception . 
(WILLIAMS recently went out of the publishing business, probably 
temporary.) Far from being a high-powered innercircle man, the 
committee said, 'WILLIAMS’ Intelligence duty comprised less than 
a year as an administrative officer for the Intelligence section 
of a bomber wing.' Thus, add 3 the report, ’he would have received 
no intelligence information dealing with the Communist conspiracy. 
FRANK L. BRITTON, a disciple Of GERALD L. K. SMITH, thumps the ultra 
nationalist, defend-America tub from California.' 

In the third article of the series, BURK stated (In part): 
"Soon after the Atlanta Temple bombing. Ambassador KAMIL ABDEL 
RAHIM, suave, ambitious head of the Arab Information Office, was 
recalled to Cairo 'for consultations.' Reliable reports say 
RAHIM, who inspired and founded Arab Information Office in early 
1955, has been sacked....Back in the early '50* s , when RAHIM was 
posted to Washington as Egyptian ambassador, he and his senior 
aids were flattered by the attentions they received from some ox 
the racist fanatics. An identity of viewpoint was found on 
several Issues, especially regarding the creation of the State of 
Israel and its support by Jews in the U.S... .ROBERT WILLIAMS, who 
pretends to readers of his Intelligence Summary that he got the 
whole inside dope on the Communist conspiracy as an intelligence 
officer In World War II, was in touch with OMAR HALIQ of the Saudi 
UN delegation, offering pamphlets and mailing lists. Subscriptions 
were taken to such hate sheets as GERALD L. K. SMITH'S The Cross 
and the Flag....RAHIM saw the potential In all these Individuals 
and their outlets. Then, when he learned that the Arab Information 
Office officially sponsored by all the Arab League states, would 
have to register with the Justice Department as the agent of a 
foreign power, RAHIM quickly had himself transferred to the Yemen 
delegation to the UN to preserve his diplomatic immunity. The 
Foreign Agents Registration Act, 1938, As Amended, is specific. 

Any person or organization engaging in propaganda in behalf of a 
foreign power must send the Justice Department a half-yearly 
report listing its staff, activities, income and expenses. The 
Arab Information Office, which now has branches In Washington, 
Chicago, San Francisco and Ottawa, opened its New York headquarters 
in March, 1955." After hinting the possible untrustworthy returns 
by the Arab Information- Centers to the Foreign Agents Registration 
Section of the United States Department of Justice, BURK added: 

"But the propaganda field Is one in which money moves in mysterious 
ways. It is not even probable that the Arab Information Office is 
cooking its books. The penalties for any breach of the law are 
severe! But there is nothing to prevent the Egyptian embassy or

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UN delegation, or those of the other Arab states involved, from 
footing bills in behalf of the AIO. Moving behind their shield of 
diplomatic immunity their finances are not controlled in any way 
by the U. S. authorities. Whatever monies pass to the American 
racist groups would certainly be handed over in cash. Ever here 
there is no difficulty in avoiding official scrutiny. In any 
free money market, like Lebanon or Switzerland, both handily on 
the route from Cairo to New York, dollars can be bought In any 
quantity without the transaction being recorded. Since diplomatic 
bags are sacrosanct, there Is no way of telling how much cash, if 
any, is brought here In this way. Except for GERALD L. K. SMITH, 
none of the race groups has any special obligation under law to 
report either the amount of its income or Its source. SMITH Is in 
a separate category because his Christian National Crusade takes 
an active. If never welcome, part in political campaigns and elec¬ 
tions, This obliges him to report his expenses and income to the 
Clerk of the House of Representatives under the Corrupt Practices 
Act. SMITH, whose Cross and the Flag carries even more than the 
usual quota of Arab propaganda, picks his favorite candidates In 
every Congressional and Presidential election and announces that 
his 'National Political Committee' will throw the full weight of 
its support behind the chosen ones..,.One of the penalties of de¬ 
nouncing SMITH and his fellow-racists in this manner, as their public 
tions show, is that the denouncer will in turn be denounced—as a 
pawn of the Jews, a hireling of the Jews, or very often, however 
fantastically, simply as a Jew. 1 ' Further, suggesting that SMITH'S 
reports to Congress under the Corrupt Practices Act as a ^national 
political committee" list contributors who "seem to exist only 
on paper" BURK stated: "SMITH, on his own printed admissions, is 
virtually in constant contact with Egyptian officials and diplomats. 
In last January's Issue of The Cross and the Flag, he boldly identic 
fies one of his friends in an article titled: 'A Guest From Egypt.' 

On a visit to Washington, writes SMITH, 'I was called upon by a 
brilliant young man who is a citizen of Egypt. His name is 
IBRAHIM BAGHDADY, He is a journalist and a radio commentator.' 
BAGHDADY, however, is not a journalist and radio commentator. He 
is a major in army intelligance, one of the platoon of intelligence 
agents NASSER spikes his foreign missions with. There is little 
point in listing them all. But intelligence officers sent to the 
U. S. on short visits, generally in the role of 'diplomatic couriers, 
are worthy of mention. So also is the fact that the Egyptian 
State Information Department in Cairo, publisher of most of the 
tracts distributed and reprinted by America's racists, is a branch 
of NASSER's security and intelligence network. Lt. Col ADBEL 
KHADR HATTEM, who took over the department during my years in 
Cairo and who now is deputy minister for presidential affairs, had 
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previously been in command of a group of agents whose function wa3 
to snoop on foreign correspondents, tap their telephones and steam 
open their mail. He is in charge of all press and radio 
activities. The NASSER agents who come here in sheep's clothing 
are naturally as free as any other visitor to travel around the 
U. S. and meet whom they please. That is one of the advantages 
of working in a free country, a fact Egyptians, especially, would 
appreciate," 

In the fourth and fifth articles of the series, there 
appeared no other Information implicating SMITH with Arab 
propaganda except probably the concluding statement in the fifth 
article that "the jigsaw pieces had clicked into place," that 
various persons including "SMITH" were tied Into "a network of 
subversive hate. Each group feeding on the others like jungle 
animals on a diet of shady finance, propaganda gimmicks, and 
methods and ideas that reek of Red Moscow and Nazi Berlin." 

(In this passage "SMITH" could equally apply to GERALD L. K. SMITH 
and one CHARLES SMITH of the "New York Racist Forum" mentioned 
In the second article.)

Louis, Missouri in 1947, and moved its headquarters to Glendale, 
California in 1953, where it continues to be located; that from 
the parent CNC, subsidiary organizations, including the Christian 
Nationalist Party (of America), have developed; that these 
organizations all reflect in their literature the imprint of 
their chief organizer and director, GERALD L. K. SMITH, whose 
basic argument has been that this nation, traditionally Christian, 
and racially segregated, is threatened by anti-Christian and 
racially 'mongrelizing" forces such as communism and Inter¬ 
nationalism, all dominantly motivated by International Jewry 
which controls this country financially and politically; and 
that these organizations are not membership organizations, but 
represent followers who contribute to them or subscribe to their 
literature. Although GERALD L. K. SMITH and his close associates 
are not known to have appealed to illegal action, the tenor of 
their statements and program Is intensely anti-Semitic, as in¬ 
directly indicated by the slogan of the Christian Nationalist 
Party, announced in 1950, which was: 'One Faith - One Race 
One Nation." 

Issues of 'The Cross and the Flag" (TCTF) dated 
November, 1954 and November, 1958, which identify that publi¬ 
cation as the official monthly organ of the CNC, set forth on 
page 26 the same statement showing ownership, management and 
circulation of TCTF as required by law.

A United Press ''Thumbnail Biography" of GERALD L. K. 
SMITH printed In the 'Huntington Park: Signal", November 15, 1948, 
states: "GERALD L. K. SMITH went back to Viroqua, Wise.,Aug. 18, 
1946, as a ’favorite son.’ An estimated 24,000 persons heard 
’the boy orator 1 at his oratorical best in a Viroqua centennial 
address he was chosen especially to deliver. H. L. MENCKEN 
said of SMITH in the Baltimore Sun in 1936 that he was the 
’gustiest and goriest, the loudest and lustiest, the deadliest 
and damnedest orator ever heard on this or any other earth. 1 
As a supporter of the late Sen, HUEY P,LONG—he was with LONG 
when the Louisiana ’Kingfish’ was shot--and later as the leader 
of numerous anti-New Deal, anti-Communist organizations, SMITH 
claimed to have spoken to more human beings in person than any 
living American. SMITH was born at Viroqua Feb. 27, 1898. 

Before he moved to Shreveport, La., in 1929 to become pastor 
of the Kingshighway Christian Church, SMITH completed his high 
school education in three Wisconsin schools. He attended 
Valparaiso and Butler Universities in Indiana, but returned 
to his native Wisconsin to serve several small churches as a 
young, unmarried preacher, SMITH also preached in several 
small churches in Illinois. But it was in Louisiana that he 
found himself. SMITH joined hands with LONG in 1933. He said 
he did It because he believed the Louisiana dictator was the 
most effective weapon against the late FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT. 

From those days right on through experiences with Father COUGHLIN 
and Dr. TOWNSEND, and into the troubles he found in organizations 
of his own, SMITH stood on the Bible, wrapped himself in the 
flag—and orated. SMITH started his own organization In 1938 
under the name of the ’Committee of One Million.’ He didn't 
stop at the first million, however, but went on to recruit an 
estimated 3,000,000 followers. During his many years before 
the public, demonstrations were often rowdy. SMITH'S most 
widely-publicized battles came when he was an ’America First' 
speaker.

Until his death, 
the right-hand helper of the late and much respected CARL 
H. MOTE, editor of 'America Preferred.'" Beside this photo¬ 
graph, as beside those of other "leading nationalists" who 
spoke at the 1948 Christian Nationalist Convention, Miss 
TANNER is quoted as having stated: "It is with deep feeling 
that I recall having attended the first Nationalist Convention 
in 1944 not only as a delegate but as the Secretary of the 
Chairman of that Convention, Mr. CARL H. MOTE. Mr. MOTE 
realized that both 'old' political parties were completely 
controlled by the same gang of Internationalists.

In his will he remembered Miss TANNER in a modest 
way, and without a suggestion on the part of any individual, she 
offered to dedicate this legacy to the purchase of a building to 
be used for the national headquarters of the Christian Nationalist 
Crusade. The building is the property of Miss TANNER, but it has 
been made available by lease to the Crusade as long as it is 
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needed. It is in a fine state of improvement and gives us the 
floor space needed to distribute a million pieces of literature

The "California Jewish Voice 11 newspaper., a weekly 
newspaper published in Los Angeles, California, which reports 
mainly information of interest to the Jewish community in the 
Los Angeles area, contains an article on page 5 of its Issue 
dated May 29, 1953* entitled "A Hate-Pamphleteer Dedicates His 
Commodity to Rival Dispensers." This article states, in part: 

"PRANK BRITTON of Hawthorne, California, is a young 
hero-worshipper studying to become a hero. BRITTON's current 
idols are of a peculiar stip e for an American not quite 33 
years old, a veteran of World War II and a former student at 
the University of Southern California. They include: 

"'The magnificent GERALD L. K. SMITH, funder and 
leader of the Christian Nationalist Movement .... 

"BRITTON'S career as a professional anti-Semite began 
in 1950 while he was still a student at the University of Southern 
California. There he distributed anti-Semitic leaflets which won 
high praise from WESLEY SWIFT, of Ku Klux Klan fame, who for a 
while made BRITTON his protege. 

"After publication of the two Treason pamphlets 
("Atom Treason" and "Hollywood Treason"), BRITTON came up with 
a new anti-Semitic 'expose,' a 96-page booklet. Behind Communism, 
which he published in the summer of 1952. This has been sold 
around the country by the bigoted faithful for a dollar a copy. 

It, too, stresses^ the Jewish-Zlonist-Communist equation. 

"An ambitions, striving man, BRITTON decided to form 
his own 'patriotic' movement in September 1952 by sending out 
invitations for a meeting of his 'great new organization' aimed 
at combatting the 'Jew Marxist' program of world conquest. The 
Invitation appeared on the reverse side of a 'Buy Gentile' 
flyer which he had been distributing in the Los Angeles area. 

"The meeting was a dud. About 200 people appeared 
at the Embassy Hall to hear BRITTON charge that the nation's 
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Ills were attributable to 'immigrant Jew-Communists, that 
'Jew agitators’ were exploiting the American Negro. 
little money was collected and the organization — called The New 
Confederates -- died in its Infancy. 

"BRITTON has other irons in the fire. One of them is 
his 'fortnightly' publication. The American Nationalist, started 
In December 1952. Its content is similar to that of many other 
anti-Semitic publications. . . . 

"But BRITTON'S printed material has one distinction. 
Unlike most professional bigots, BRITTON has the advantage o 
a college education. He may even have studied journalism. Jls 
products are technically better, more polished than most. He 
makes judicious use of color, of two-page layouts, for maximum 
reader appeal. His Treason pamphlets--vicious and full oi i( 
distortions—are readable and physically attractive. . . .

"Williams Intelligence Summary" since sometime after World 
War II, In which publication he dealt with Communism and the 
subversive influences on the national and international levels 
from an anti-Semitic point of view. He ceased publication of 
the "Williams Intelligence Summary" in approximately late 1957. 
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feLlifornia, 

stated on October lybti that he has bfiSh acquainted with 
ROBERT H. WILLIAMS for some time in Santa Ana and that as long 
ago as 1957, WILLIAMS ceased publishing the "Williams Intelligence 
Summary" under the name Williams Publications, Post Office Box 868, 
Santa Ana, of which he was the sole proprietor. He said that 
WILLIAMS quit because his literature activities had never been 
remunerative; that WILLIAMS has since moved to Silverado, Cali¬ 
fornia, and is now the owner and manager of the Duplicard 
Addressing Machine Company, 1010 East Chestnut Street, Santa 
Ana. He explained that during the past few years, WILLIAMS had 
been working on the side perfecting an invention (the Duplicard 
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Addressing IVkchine) and that he has recently been able to 
Incorporate and go Into business on a full-time basis,. He 
said that WILLIAMS now retains no connections with hfs past 
publishing activities; that he never had a membership organi¬ 
zation or advocated violence in his writings, and has made no 
trips outside of California during the past couple years. 

ALLEGED ARAB CONTACTS 


I. GERALD L. K. SMITH 

The book entitled "Cross-Currents" by ARNOLD FORSTER 
and BENJAMIN R. EPSTEIN, copyrighted 1956 by "The Anti-Defamation 
League of B'nai B'rith," published by Doubleday & Company, Inc., 
Garden City, New York, which states in the authors' acknowledgment 
that "Only after reading this book from cover to cover can one 
truly understand the debt its authors owe to the Anti-Defamation 
League of B'nai B'rith. The work is based upon the files of an 
agency composed of many men and women whose actual memoranda make 
up page after page of this document. . . and which contains 
a two-page forward by HENRY EDWARD SCHULTZ, National Chairman 
of the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B'rith, contains various 
passages pertinent to the subject of this investigation, which 
are as follows: 

"November 20, 1954 

"AF to BRE (ARNOLD FORSTER to BENJAMIN R. EPSTEIN): 

"KAMIL ABDUL'RAHIM, Egypt's former ambassador to thQ United States, 
returned to this country this morning, this time to, assume the 
duties of executive director of the long-planned Arab League 
propaganda office In the United States. 

'November 22, 1954 

"Research to AF: 

"'RAHIM made some interesting, off-the-record comments about 
American Jews to friends the day he arrived. If the Arabs in 
the United States were to minimize their anti-Semitic agitation. 
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said RAHIM, many American Jews might then lose interest in 
Zionism and Israel, But, added RAHIM, this was not the solution; 
there is a better answer. Most Americans do not distinguish 
between Zionists and Jews. This, he added, is 'something we 

.have to exploit carefully. 1 Understanding American public 
opinion as well as he does, RAHIM concluded, it won't be very 
difficult--although delicate. 

'November 23, 1954 

"Library to BRE: 

"One of the professional agitators with whom the newly arrived 
RAHIM has been in touch, at least through intermediaries, is 
GERALD SMITH. 

"In 1952, SMITH sent out a number of letters to prominent Arabs 
concerning various aspects of the 'Jewish problem.' Among those 
to whom he wrote was KAMIL ABDUL RAHIM, ambassador from Egypt 
at the time, and when RAHIM's representative. Colonel MOHAMMED 
ABDEL HALIM KHALIFA, attended the 1952 Republican Convention in 
Chicago, he had an hour's conversation with the Christian 
Nationalist leader. 

i: In his report to RAHIM, KHALIFA indicated that he had been very 
favorably Impressed by SMITH, whom he characterized as one of 
the principal fighters against Zionism and Jewish influence in 
the United States. Always the salesman, SMITH boasted to KHALIFA 
of the 'wonderful cooperation' he had been receiving from various 
representatives of Syrian-Lebanese American clubs. Believe it or 
not, SMITH promised KHALIFA that he would exert great Influence 
to see that the platforms of both major parties pay respect to 
the national aspirations of the Arab states. For a discredited 
rabble-rouser like SMITH to palm off successfully such a patently 
phony promise 3 KHALIFA must be a man who is quite lgnoranc of the 

American scene. 

''But apparently SMITH has a way with the Arabs. Back in January 
1953, Dr. AHMED GALAL ABDELRAZEK, Egypt's permanent representative 
to the United Nations, ordered SMITH'S pamphlets for his legation 
and found The Cross and the Flag so stimulating that he purchased 
a hundred subscriptions and expressed an interest in personally 
meeting its editor, DON LOHBECK. 
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"It is interesting, also, to note that the Saudi Arabian delegation, 
subscribing to ten copies of The Cross and the Flag at a sub¬ 
scription rate of $2.00 each, sent SMITH a $120 check for the 
purchase; the $100 gratuity obviously reflected Saudi Arabian 
gratitude. 


SMITH must really have put his best foot forward in Arab circles. 

Our files also show'that back In October 1951 he was the subject 
of extended comment during a meeting at the home of MAHMOUD 
FAWZY BEY, permanent Egyptian representative to the United Nations. 
Six very top official representatives from the Arab world attended, 
including the Iraqi, Syrian, and Saudi Arabian representatives to 
the UN, and CHARLES MALIK, Lebanese ambassador. The Iraqi delegate, 
AWNI KHALIDY, was holding forth. Here is the substance of his 
remarks: 


"My brothers, my activities last week were concentrated mainly on 
reports from Iraqi students in American universities. I have 
given them the task of carrying on an intensive agitation against 
the gangsters of Tel Aviv. I received eighteen letters from my 
correspondents in which they reported distributing a considerable 
number of pamphlets and prospectuses in favor of the Arab cause 
at universities in Michigan, Massachusetts, California, Washington 
and at Syracuse and Philadelphia. In these universities my corres¬ 
pondents work quietly and secretly so that Jewish students do not 
learn about their activities or report about them to their 
espionage agencies. I sent my correspondents 1800 copies of a 
pamphlet which I received from my very good fbiend GERALD SMITH. 

The sum of It was that the cause of the Arabs is our cause; that 
we must try to understand it; that we must try to fight for it 
and learn about it day and night; that we should understand that 
the cause that the Arab world defends is real anti-communist 
democracy, and that the Jews are the inventors of communism and 
are its largest supporters; that we must study the Arab world 
and understand it; that the Arab world is a world founded by 
honest people, sincere, frank, and cherishing democracy. I 
believe that such a pamphlet will touch the hearts of young 
Americans. Last week I also succeeded in obtaining from my 
government an appropriation of $2000 which I will spend exclusively 
to finance our friends organizing a number of meetings. . .

"An Arab League plan, nursed for five years, to organize a major, 
centrally directed, opinion-molding apparatus In the United States, 
becomes a reality with the opening by the League of its propaganda 
center at 445 Park Avenue in New York City. 

"According to the current plan, this will be the main coordinating 
point for nationwide dissemination of pro-Arab, anti-Israel, and 
anti-Semitic propaganda; and here various activities will originate 
to rouse public feeling against Zionist and the 'all-pervading 
Jewish influence' on American opinion. 

"To attain these ends, representatives of the Arab Center will 
seek the aid of the nation's well-known professional anti- 
Semites, such as GERALD L. K. SMITH, . . ROBERT H. WILLIAMS, 

PRANK BRITTON, . . and others. 

"Dr. OMAR HALIQ, Arab League representative in New York, in a 
comprehensive report submitted last August to his superiors in 
the Middle East, outlined the suggestions and offers of assistance 
he has already received from . . . BRITTON and WILLIAMS. On the 
question of how and under what circumstances the Arab Center 
could proceed to work with these people without provoking accusa¬ 
tions of anti-Semitism, HALIQ strongly advised 'steady' contact, 
carried out in secrecy, so as not to hinder or 'deeply impair' 
the work of the new Center. 

1 Outlining the cooperation the new Arab office could expect from 
these men, HALIQ said his conclusions were based upon talks he 
himself had with them; . . with SMITH . . . some time later.

"When we first learned of the GERALD SMITH-EZZAT TANNOUS arrange¬ 
ment, we asked our Library to run through recent issues of The 
Cross and the Flag and mark off the pro-Arab material.

You have read these statements many times 
before in Arab propaganda, the difference being that for the 
most part Arab literature uses less blunt language than SMITH. 

But I suppose SMITH feels impelled to rewrite all his source 

material; he has earned the right to consider his style

The book, "Cross-Currents", mentioned above in this 
report,contains the following items pertinent to FRANK L. BRITTON:

"The current issue of Frank Britton's monthly newsletter, ’The 
American Nationalist', includes this very significant item: 

'If you read Arabic you will be interested to learn that an 
Arabic translation of our book, "Behind Communism", is now 
available from the Farajalla Press, Box 1012, Beirut, Lebanon.' 

"It means that for the second time, at least, this young 
professional anti-Jewish agitator has worked a deal for himself 
with the Arabs.

ls not the first time Williams has tried to do business with the 

firahs in the soring of last year, before the political 

conventions, Williams got in touch with Abed Bouhafa, 

for the influential Cairo daily, *Al Misri', and pointed out the 

danger to the Arab cause in a 'Zionist-supported• candidate 
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receiving the nomination. Williams had, he said, a scheme to 
spike such a move which deserved the support of Arab newspapers 
and suggested getting together with Bouhafa to talk the matter 
over. 

"Williams' strenuous efforts to sell his services to Arab 
representatives in the United States is a long-time thing. Read 
the following letter to Bouhafa from Williams after the latter 
sold the Syrian Minister a bill of goods:

It now stands at something over 500 pages of double¬ 
spaced typed manuscript and should be reduced to not more than 
300 pages, I should think. Furthermore, on the chapter dealing 
with the destruction of Rome and the two chapters dealing with 
the destruction of Russia, I must do some more research. 

"I doubt that the book can be ready before fall.

COURT RULES MENTAL PATIENT IN ST. ELIZABETH'S DID 
NOT HAVE FAIR TRIAL; DECISION COULD RELEASE 6000 
OTHERS LOCKED UP THERE IN SAME WAY 


Your long fight to restore Constitu¬ 
tional guarantees of a fair trial for per¬ 
sons accused of insanity or of being 
“mentally ill,” has won another major 
victory. 

The United States Court of Appeals 
in Washington, D.C., ruled February 28 
that "an alleged insane person has the 
right to be represented by counsel, and 
if not so represented independently then 
the court shall appoint either an attorney 
or a guardian”. 

The court was ruling in the case of Gen¬ 
evieve R. Dooling who was committed to 
St, Elizabeth's hospital for mentally un¬ 
sound in the nation’s capital, in September 
JLDS4. She claimed she was committed in a 
manner' violating the provisions of the 
Constitution of the United States, which 
guarantees every accused individual the 
right to a fair trial. 

Somebody had said she was ''mentally 
ill". She was hailed before the Mental 
Health Commission which group of poli¬ 
tical appointees ruled against her and sent 
her to ISt. Elizabeth's. She was not repre¬ 
sented, by counsel and, presumably, was 
not permitted to call witnesses in her own 
defense. At first she had been represented 
by a court-appointed lawyer, but, finding 
him unsatisfactory, she had him dismissed. 

Her petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
was denied. It was this denial which the 
Appellate court reversed. In reversing the 
denial, the Court of Appeals ordered that 
new proceedings be initiated within five 
days after the case returns “to District 
Court or else that the defendant be re¬ 
leased. 

6,000 Skeletons in Closet 

This ruling by the Court of Appeals, 
which actually did nothing more than in¬ 
voke the guarantees of the Constitution of 
the United States, had an electrifying ef¬ 
fect on the machinery by which persons 
are sent to St. Elizabeth's hospital, and 
seems to have shocked the sensibilities of 
the “social welfare" bleeding hearts who 
have fought so hard in recent years for 
laws and procedures enabling psychiatrists 
and welfare workers to seize and commit 
persons to insane asylums without trial. 

Within 24 hoars after the decision, "District 
Court Judge Matthew F. McGuire refused ... to 
sign 14 commitment orders submitted by the court's 
Mental Health Commission”, according to a re- 
port in the Washington Post of March 2. 

"The persons involved had not been represented 
by counsel at the Mental Health Commission hear¬ 
ings" 

United States Attorney Oliver Gasch, 
who should be first to uphold Constitution¬ 
al government and principles, and the soft- 
brained superintendent of St. Elizabeth's, 
Dr. Winfred Overholser, welfare stater, 
got excited, and made some statements to 
the press which suddenly unlocked closets 
and let nearly 6,000 skeletons tumble out. 

Gasch said, if this ruling stands it not 
only will apply to future commitment 


cases but also to those already In St. 
Elizabeth’s; and Dr. Overholser estimated 
that “nearly 6,000 inmates” now locked up 
in St. Elizabeth's "were committed on 
Mental Health Commission orders” with¬ 
out an attorney to represent them, to> say 
nothing of a jury trial. 

Gasch said “In the past there have been 
attorneys at the hearings when requested 
by the persons involved," but we know of 
some historic eases — notably the Finn 
Twins and Mrs. Miller of Vermont — in 
which the patients were stubbornly re¬ 
fused the right of counsel as well as the 
right to have their own physicians or psy¬ 
chiatrists among the examiners. 

Gasch's own perturbed state and Dr. 
Overholser's statement prove that Gasch 
was lying if he intended the above state¬ 
ment to imply that the patients and vic¬ 
tims in St. Elizab£th’s r all were sent there 
by Constitutional means. If they had been, 
Gasch would not now be alarmed at the 
load of work his department may have to 
shoulder. 

The Post reported; 

"Gasch met yesterday with Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Una Rita Morris, Mental Health Commis¬ 
sioner Thomas Gillespie Walsh and Hugh J . Mc¬ 
Gee, chairman oi the District Bar Association's 
Mental Health committee, to discuss the Dooling 
case. 

"No decision was reached on what steps will be 
taken. But Gasch said that under consideration is 
a request that the full nine-judge bench of the 
Appellate Court rehear the Dooling cose. 

"Gasch, whose office represents St, Eliiabcth's 
in all habeas corpus proceedings, pointed out there 
is nothing in the decision that makes it apply only 
to future cases. 

"If the decision that counsel must represent all 
persons allegedly of unsound mind is retroactive, 
Gasch indicated, St. Elizabeth’s inmates might 
flood District Court with petitions 'for habeas cor¬ 
pus writs.” 

Notice Gasch’s callous sense of justice 
revealed in that remark. He is not dis¬ 
turbed at the fact that thousands of citi¬ 
zens of this Constitutional Republic are be¬ 
hind bars in the insane., asylum without 
a fair trial, thousands thus imprisoned 
and publicly stigmatized without adequate 
proof that they are of unsound mind, some 
of them—not excluding the poet and pa¬ 
triot Ezra Pound—thus put out of circula¬ 
tion for purely political reasons and by 
political enemies, 

We saw the same political machinery 
railroading Lucille Miller and the Finn 
Twins, both of whom had to be released 
when the public began to find out the 
facts, and when publicity became suffi¬ 
ciently effective to force a fair medical ex¬ 
amination, Mrs. Miller was officially de¬ 
clared to be of sound mind. If she had not 
been a fighting tigress and if her husband 
had not been a stubborn Vermont Green 
Mountain rifleman, she never would have 
been able to stir up enough public inter¬ 
est to get herself out of the nut house. 
Though perfectly sane, she doubtless 
would have been in St. Elizabeth’s today. 

The Post article said: 

"77ie overwhelming majority — 99 percent —■. of 


the persons committed (to St. Elizabeth's) are 
sent there on the basis of Mental Health Commis¬ 
sion orders." 

This marks the second major victory in 
less than a year In the fight to stop the 
growing practice of seizing citizens and 
locking them up in insane asylums with¬ 
out trial. The first victory was in the 
fight over the Federal Alaska Mental 
Health bill in the spring of 1956, as you 
undoubtedly remember. Patriotic leaders 
and organizations got so riled lip over the 
Communistic and unconstitutional pro¬ 
visions of the bill which slipped through 
t!ie House that the Senate committee held 
extensive hearings, even offering this 
super-patriot a chance to testify, which 
I did. 

So many of us so persistently humitierotl 
the. unconstitutional commitment. ,pro¬ 
cedures oftiie liousc bill that the Senate 
committee (drew up and the Senate and 
House accepted a good bill, stripped of all 
commitment procedures. It was a good bill 
because the Federal government got com¬ 
pletely out of the business of dictating to 
Alaska the procedures for apprehending, 
trying and committing alleged mental 
cases. It is the obvious intent of the Fed¬ 
eral Constitution that no person should be 
commited to an insane asylum without a 
fair trial; but, under tho Constitutional 
concept of a federation of sovereign re¬ 
publics, each state-republic is the proper 
political unit to draw up and enforce the 
laws for sending its citizens to jail dr 
asylums. It is strictly a police function, 
and thus a matter for local government. 

The first principle which stands out as 
the guide for both Federal and State con¬ 
stitutions as well as for laws under the 
constitutions, is that the state has no right 
or duty to take into cusody and care for 
an insane or “mentally ill* person unless 
that person gives definite evidence, by his 
behavior, of constituting a danger to life 
or property. If you go beyond this prin¬ 
ciple, if you ask the government, any gov¬ 
ernment, to provide for a member of your 
fumily who is not right mentally but who 
iH no threat to life or property, you are 
a socialist, ^pfom'otlirtg An ’^ll-tfSWeTrul 
government. For if the government can 
take over any individual because ho is in 
some way sick (but not a criminal), then 
the government can take oyer anybody* 
sick or well, you or me included. Once 
you cut away the dam of principle there 
is no barrier against government invasion 
of your home and seizure of your person. 

The next principle for which we tire 
fighting—unmistakably clear in the Con¬ 
stitution but which the 1 welfare-staters and 
bleeding hearts want to abrogate in mental 
cases—is the right to a fair trial, even a 
trial by Jury If the accused so desires. , 

As regards the Federal Alaska Mental 
Health law we won on these principles. 
It is now up to the Alaska legislature to 
enact a good law one-which adheres to 
the principles of constitutional-govern¬ 
ment and the Bill-of Rights.’

Some patriotic citizens feel that the 
Alaska health law as finally enacted was 
bad in that it granted Alaska one million 



acres ol land and did not restrict its 
commitment procedures. 

We have already answered the last ar¬ 
gument; the Federal Constitution restricts 
Alaska's commitment procedures. 

As for the grant of a million acres of 
land it may be that Alaska does not need 
a hospital for the insane; maybe the ter¬ 
ritorial government should continue to 
hospitalize its insane in private institutions. 
Maybe there will be favoritism in selling 
out the million acres by the Alaska com¬ 
missioners to individuals and companies. 
It is almost impossible to prevent favor¬ 
itism in such matters. 

But personally I would like to see the 
Federal government give all its hoarded 
millions of acres of land to the respective 
states and territorial governments; for 
soon these lands would be sold to indivi¬ 
dual citizens and companies who would 
develope them. Texas showed favoritism 
In giving millions of acres to railroad 
companies to help finance the railroads; 
but the railroads had to sell the land to 
—indivi duals—to—get" th errmon ey— t o '-buil d - 
the roads; and this chain reaction started 
a land rush which transformed the staked 
plains from Indian country to green fields 
and fenced ranches in 25 years^one of 
the most fantastic peaceful invasions in 
the history of the white man. 

Alaska is due for a land rush If the 
Federal government will break up its land 
monopoly and let the people buy. 

It would be logical to assume that our 
fight a few months ago, In which probably 
a million pieces of literature were circu¬ 
lated and thousands of letters written to 
editors and law makers reminding them 
that the Bill of Rights applies also to per¬ 
sons accused of “mental illness’’, started 
the court reform reported above.

These funds went to the promotion of 
Communism, especially the undermining 
of our anti-Communist allies in the Far 
East and the victory of the Communists 
there, with their growing fleet of atomic 
submarines equipped to hurl atomic rock¬ 
ets into our cities. 

"Foreign Aid” for CFR “ 

I can't go on. There isn’t room. But let 
me ask you if you read all the names 
above? Did you notice the name of Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower on the list of mem¬ 
bers? 

All these members of the Council on For¬ 
eign Relations are promoters of world gov¬ 
ernment, as well as their interests all over 
the world In disregard of America's wel¬ 
fare.

At that moot¬ 
ing (March 2, 1953—RHW) Mr . John J. McCloy 
was elected to till fhe vacancy caused by the 
resignation of President Eisenhower" (on tho Edi¬ 
tor iot Advisory Board).

The story of Eisenhower’s fight for Stalin during the Secrau 
World War was entitled “Crusade in Europe.” It might better have 
been called Crusade for Communism." because Eisenhower in Lon- 
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•rounde^w partners of Kuhn, Loeb Co. and oth 


Communist propagandists. His Chief of Information in London was 
James Paul Warburg of Kuhn. Loeb. who has followed the Com- 
munist party line for many years; his Special Adviser on Political 
Affairs (a typical Communist title) was Captain E. M. Warburg of 
Kuhn. Loeb. his Naval Attache was John Schiff of Kuhn. Loeb and 
grandson of the backer of the Communist Revolution in Russia. 
Eisenhower’s present political master mind in Washington is Lewis 
L. Strauss, senior partner of Kuhn, Loeb, who recently reinstated the 
notoriously pro-Communist Oppenheimer as President of the Insti¬ 
tute for Advanced Studies at Princeton and tried to suppress a book 
revealing Oppenheimer’s Communist connections. 

EISENHOWER SURROUNDED BY JEWISH ADVISERS 


In London Eisenhower also had with him as a Special Adviser on 
Jewish Affairs (which was the real title of the war) Judge Samuel 
Rlfkind, a member of the Wall Street law firm of Weiss, Paul, and 
Rifkind, which has defended many notorious pro-Communists, most 
recently Oppenheimer and Harry Bridges. Carol Weiss King, brother 
of Louis Weiss, senior partner of this firm, was the lawyer for the 
Communist Party of America. Another member of this firm is Tel¬ 
ford Taylor, prosecutor at Nuremberg who sent the legal heads of 
the German nation to the hangman in a typical example of Com¬ 
munist vengeance. 

Telford Taylor, the hero of the Communist Daily Worker, re¬ 
cently delivered a vicious smear attack against the anti-Communist 
campaign of Senator McCarthy before an audience of West Point 
cadets, yet McCarthy was allowed no opportunity to reply. Then 
Taylor defended the Jew Communist Harry Bridges in the fight to 
keep him from being deported from the America he hates. 

When Eisenhower started to write his book, he commissioned as 
ghost-writer Joseph Barnes of the Red Star, who was identified as a 
Communist before the House Un-American Activities Committee. 
Barnes is now senior editor of the Yiddish house of Simon and Shus¬ 
ter. This book was promptly made a Book-of-the-Month Club by Jew 
Harry Scherman. and Eisenhower was permitted to keep most of the 
million dollars he made from its sale in one of the strangest income 
tax deals on record, thanks to his old friend Harry Red Herring Tru¬ 
man, whose daughter endorsed Eisenhower’s candidacy for President 
on a nationwide television program. 

Eisenhower was plucked from obscurity as a very average Army 
officer by Bernard Baruch and carefully indoctrinated in the purpose 
of the internationalists. He was jumped ever the heads of 246 Briga¬ 
dier Generals and ever afterwards owed complete allegiance to Pres¬ 
ident Roosevelt and his little clique of Communist personal assistants. 
This explains why he fights so desperately to halt the investigation 
of Communists by Senator McCarthy, for the fire is getting very close 
to the White House. 

Eisenhower stoutly defended the vicious General Marshall, who 
did so much to deliver 400,000,000 helpless Chinese people into hope¬ 
less Communist slavery, and inaugurated the slaughter of five mil¬ 
lion Christians. Can Marshall sleep without the use of dope, when he 
thinks of the blood on his hands? How can Eisenhower possibly de¬ 
fend this man, unless .he feels that he is in the same boat with him?

■^Eisenhower felt sympathetic to his friend, the Budapest Jewess 
Rosenberg, who was identified as a Communist and made As¬ 
lant Secretary of Defense.

When Eisenhower set up the military occupation of defeated 
ant i-Co mmunis t Germany, a motley crew of and Confi- ' ^

One of the authorities there was the notorious Max Lowenthal, 
who now faces questioning. Some of his activities were revealed in a 
recent speech by Congressman Dondero. His secretary in Germany, 
an American named George Shaw Wheeler, denounced the United 
States and took his family to Communist Czechoslovakia to live. 
Lowenthal wrote a smear book denouncing the anti-Communist work 
of the FBI, which was published by the leftwing house of William 


kiiuauc. 

The High Commissioner of Germany was John McCloy, of the 
firm of Cravaih, Swaine, and Moore, lawyers for Kuhn. Loeb, the 
financiers of the Communist revolution. Assistant High Commis¬ 
sioner was Benjamin Buttenwieser, a partner of Kuhn, Loeb, who 
kept Alger Hiss in his house while his wife defended him. This was 
the sinister crew placed in charge of Germany by the Eisenhower 
influences, and thus the pasty-faced monkeygrinning waterboy for 
Kuhn, Loeb began his climb to the Presidency of the United States, 
while the anti-Communist General George Patton died mysteriously 
in Germany. 


WHITE GIRLS RAPED IN GERMANY 

Eisenhower must also be held responsible for the Negro troops 
in his command who herded three thousand white girls into a tunnel 
near Dresden and systematically raped them while their Jewish offi¬ 
cers cheered them and reportedly took moving pictures of the scene 
which were shown before Jewish fraternal organizations in New 
York City.

The judge of the U. S. District Court 
in Washington, D. C., denied the peti¬ 
tion of the Defenders of the American 
Constitution. Inc., on behalf of Pvt. 
Richard Keefe, but Col. John H. Coff¬ 
man, general counsel for DAC, has ap¬ 
pealed. 

The case should be heard in the next 
few weeks and Lieut. Gen. P. A. del Valle, 
retired Marine Corp field general, says 
DAC will carry the fight to the Supreme 
Court if necessary, and if that (packed) 
court also rejects the plea, DAC will carry 
the fight to the people.

You doubtless remember the Keefe case, 
mentioned in the January Summary as the 
very first project undertaken by the new 
pro-American task force, DAC, led by del 
Valle, Col. E. C. Pomeroy, Maj. Gen. 
Bonner Fellers, Maj. Gen. Claire Chen- 
nault, Dr. L*ce De Forest and other 
patriots. 

Private Keefe allegedly stole a French 
taxi cab. On duty as an American soldier 
In France, he was delivered over by our 
Army and State Department to French 
police for trial in French courts, under 
French laws and concepts of justice, risk¬ 
ing the possibility of hatred and anti- 
American bias on the part of the court. 
Keefe was sentenced to five years at 
bard labor. 


Our Soldiers "Abandoned” 

Never before Eisenhower’s administra¬ 
tion has our government agreed to turn 
our soldiers over to foreign governments 
for trial in alien courts. Eisenhower last 
summer signed what is called the Status 
of Forces agreesment with the North At¬ 
lantic Treaty Organization members, agree¬ 
ing to deliver to their courts any soldiers 
Who in their respective territories, violate 
- Iheic-kMva.-——-- 

DAC in its legal brief- charges that, this 
agreement is unconstitutional, that the 
President and Senate have no authority 
to deny a soldier his rights as an American 
citizen, and asks that the government 
be required to rescue Keefe, for trial in an 
American court. 

Attorney Coffman issued a statement 
to the press attacking the fantastic pro¬ 
ceedings. 

"It h unthinkable," Coffman said, "that 
American boys, drafted by the Armed Services 
and assigned to duty in a foreign country, 
should be abandoned to an antagonistic local 
judiciary, resentful even of the presence of our 
protective troops on their soil. This in effect 
denies the protection guaranteed by our Con¬ 
stitution to EVERY American cifiicn to those 
who by reason of the fact that they are wearing 
their country's uniform, are most deserving of

EXIT "SECRET BOSS” 
ARTHUR SAMISH 

The illustrious Franklin .Hichborn, Sago 
of Santa Clara, California, sent tlic follow¬ 
ing article to editors and publishers, ono 
of a monthly series. It is an inspiration to 
observe this gentleman of the old school, 
son of covered-wagon stock still fighting 
for his country and human freedom after 
GO years or more of active public service. 

Hichborn is author of a score of books, 
including a series of biennial histories of 
the California Legislature, wliich make up 
part of the Hichborn Library, in the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California, and he led 
_many.a fight .against organized corru ption 
and usurpation of power. 

Here is his latest letter to editors, this 
one concerning the exit of tile Jewish 
"little dictator,” Arthur Samisli, recently 
convicted on all seven counts of income 
tax evasion,

offensive. But he and his vast fund will be on 
the job, their objective: "the writing of the 
State's liquor laws, good or bad." 

(3) There will be, in addition, the inlluence 
of vast sums spent tor liquor advertising. At 
Samish' s trial it tvos sAown that the Biow Ad¬ 
vertising Company, Inc., could and did pay 
Samish $100.000 to use his influence to sacure 
for them the placing of iha advertising of o 
single whiskey firm (Schenley's). 

Samish, In the days of his power, boasted that 
no liquor advertising was placed with papers 
that showed unfriendliness toward the liquor 
business. (See Philbrick Report, Part IV, Page 
36.) 

Governor Hiram W. Johnson's administration 
met a similar situation by placing in the hands 
or Ihe people, power by their direct vote to 
compel Ihe liquor trallic to clean up or be 
shut up. That power, during the 1929-3S panic, 
was stricken away from them. Until it is restored, 
the public will be helpless against the political 
effectiveness of the liquor lads money bags.

Zionists could not afford the words “Jewish 
Communists" and “Red Jews" in the 
headlines of American newspapers. A 
few weeks of that kind of reporting across 
the continent would have done irreparable 
harm to the world power cults, confirm¬ 
ing every charge the anti-Communist and 
anti-Zionist publications such ns mine— 
ever had made, leaving the newspaper 
readers aware that Jews had been running 
the Communist governments. 

Was it this perhaps unexpected develop¬ 
ment which put a sudden stop to the 
stories from Iron, Curtain countries of 
persecution of .lews and trials of Jewish 
officials? The Beria story was softpedaled 
and Beria not once in American news¬ 
papers (so far ns I saw) was revealed to 
be a Jew. Some European dailies dared 
to say so, and you may recall the photo¬ 
stat of one such newspaper report which 
I reproduced in the Summary. 


Was It Fear of GOP? 

The reports of anti-Semitic, or at least anti * 
Zionist, purges, had a powerful appeal to the 
Arabs and to a great many Germans, and it 
this was the motive behind them, then obviously 
they did not represent a genuine anti-Jewish 
attitude in the Kremlin (whose finances still are 
under the direction of the Jewish financier, Ash- 
berg), 

There is another approach to this ques¬ 
tion which often occurs to ine*. Was 
the outbreak of so-called anti-Semitic 

purges related to the election of a Re¬ 
publican administration? All political 
Jewry on both sides of the iron curtain 
must have felt sale about the election of 
Eisenhower, who always had been tho 
protege of Baruch and friend, of political 
and financial Jewry. 

But the Republican administration put 
McCarthy, Jcntier and Velde in charge 
of the "three big Congressional investi¬ 
gative committees: three strong, patriotic 
Americans, wise to the Communists and 
determined to destroy Communist power 
over the American government. 

Did the Communist leaders (both Jews 
and non-Jews) fear that the Republican 
regime might bring on war before tho 
Reds were ready or at least force the 
appointment of good Americans to head 
the Voice of America, ami thus begin to 
remind the anti-Semitic, persecuted 
Christian Russians, Hungarians, Poles and 
other East European captives, of the 
alien anti-Christian character of their 
slave masters? The Kremlin's most vul¬ 
nerable flank is its violently anti-Com- 
munist, anti-Jewish, pro-Christian popu¬ 
lace. We can destroy tho Soviet Commu¬ 
nist monster by appealing to its enslaved 
subjects to rise up at a given hour, and 
by furnishing them the weapons of un¬ 
derground warfare. 

It may welt be that the Kremlin began 
He anti-Semitic purges to make its enp- 
tive peoples believe the Kremlin no longer 
in Jewish hands, no longer pro-Jewish, 
so os to nullify any pro-Christian, anti- 
alieu propaganda which a Republican re¬ 
gime might decide to broadcast. 

The sudden end of the so-called purge 
(rials against Zionists could certainly bo 
explained on the ground that the Re¬ 


publican regime was unable to get Eisen¬ 
hower and Dulles to oust the leftists and 
put fighting, gentile Americans at the 
microphones of the Voice of America. If 
tho purge trials were to prepare the Rus¬ 
sian people against pro-Christian, anti- 
Semitic appeals from the West, the trials 
were not needed because Eisenhower per¬ 
mits no such appeals. 

The fact that many of the high Jewish 
functionaries reportedly liquidated in the 
Hungarian purge of last winter later 
came alive and went back to their old 
jobs or assumed other influential roles 
vas reported by the New York Times 
and other papers) weakens the entire 
case of the Communist purge trials against 
Jewish nationalists. Even Bakosi, the 
Jewish former dictator of Hungary, is 
reported to be steering the government 
from behind the scenes and some wefeks 
after his removal from office, went on 
the radio to outline to the Hungarian 
people the new policies of the “peoples 
government.” And I have now a report 
(in the December, 1953, issue of the bul¬ 
letin published by the Roumanian Na¬ 
tional Committee, "Washington,""D. C.) that 
. . there have been recurrent rumors of late 
concerning tho impending comeback, not only 
by Ana Pauker (Jewish ex-dictator of Roumonia 
— RHW) but also by such now almost for¬ 
gotten purgees as Lucretiiu Patrossanu, previously 
reported dead." 

These resurrections of the purged dead 
give support to the question I have asked 
for several years: Were any of the Jewish 
Old Bolsheviks really liquidated? Or was 
the show necessary to offset the anti- 
Semitic propaganda broadcast by the ris¬ 
ing Nazis to the enslaved anti-Semitic 
Russians ? 

Have Beria and the Jewish Old Bolshe¬ 
viks been smuggled away to retirement in 
green pastures? 

Regarding the position of the Jews in 
Russia, I recall a statement made in 1941 
by First Lieut. Jacob Djugashvili, the late 
son of Joseph Stalin by his first wife. 
The son had just been captured by Ger¬ 
man soldiers and was being interrogated 
by a German major. The Cleveland Plain 
Dealer, publishing the interrogation, Febru¬ 
ary 12, 1951, said: 

"The Nazi officers tried to establish that 
Jews held controlling positions in the Red gov¬ 
ernment. Yasha (Jacob) argued, on the other 
hand, that Russia yields to no country in its anti- 

Semitism. ,..M 

"He seemed touchy on all aspect of tho 
Jewish question. When the Germans brought up 
tho widely discussed subject of widower Stalin's 
‘common~law marriage to Rosa Kaganovich, 
sister of the only Jewish member ai the Polit¬ 
buro. he literally sputtered denials." 

Question: "Why should there be such hatred 
against tho > . . Jews in all the villages and 
towns we have passed so far?" 

Answer: "What Jo you expect me to answer? 
... As ta the Jews , all I can say is that they 
cannot work; that the Jews ore like the gypsies. 
They don't want to work. Business is what they 
liko. ,, 

Question: "Do you know that your father's 
second wife is a Jewess? The Kaganoviches are 
Jews, aren't they?" 

Answer: "Nothing of the kind. A Russian wom¬ 
an she was . Yes, Kaganovich is a Jew, all right. 
My father's wife? What you are saying is just 
rumor. There is nothing in common. Never." 


Here is what appears to be a sincerely 
anti-Jewish attitude. But this was the off¬ 
cast son of Stalin, rarely allowed to see 
his father after the Man of Steel rose to 
dictatorship, never permitted to take the 
name Stalin (as were to two children by 
Stalin’s second wife). Jacob failed in en¬ 
gineering and Stalin had him sent back 
to the province of Georgia. Later he work¬ 
ed in a factory in Moscow. 

We must expect him to have approxi¬ 
mately the same sentiment toward Jews 
as the peasants and “working class” 
among whom he worked and lived. It may 
well be that he had less actual informa¬ 
tion about high policies and personali¬ 
ties than many of his associates. 

Stalin did live with Rosa Kaganovich 
as a sort of third wife, as is well known. 
In the summer of 1951 Stalin’s daughter, 
Svetlana (by his second wife) got rid 
of her husband by some means and mar¬ 
ried the son of Lazar Kaganovich, head 
of the powerful Jewish Kaganovich family, 
close friend of Stalin and ruler of all the 
great cities of gentile slave labor. 

It-would- seem absurd - tor-<raM ^ ft taWn - 
anti-Semitic. 

It does seem reasonable, however, to 
suppose that he was jealous of Zionist 
competition for world power, and in any 
case he could not but have been con¬ 
scious of the violent hatred of the people 
for the Jews, whom they held responsible 
for their secret-police enslavement. 

The situation is so confused and com¬ 
plex, the facts so censored and hidden, 
that we can do little more than watch 
and analyze, analyze and wonder. Let 
use bear in mind that the Jewish Com¬ 
munists must have the non-Jews as 
fronts; whereas the non-Jews must hare 
the support of the massive Jewish fifth 
columns of the world, and must not an¬ 
tagonize the leaders of Jewish nationalism, 
or Zionism, because under the names of 
Zionism, liberalism, Socialism, New Deal- 
ism and other forms of Marxism, they are 
also promoting world government, are 
keeping America from adopting policies 
which could destroy the Soviet regime and 

_if antagonized, would throw the West 

Into war against the Kremlin (whereas 
the Kremlin must reserve for itself the 
chance to strike tho surprise blow, pro¬ 
bably through atomic sabotage of our 
cities). 

To appease the populace (who furnish 
the armies) the Kremlin must no longer 
appear pro-Jewish, as long as there is a 
war in the offing. The Kremlin remembers 
that some four million Russian soldiers 
went over to the invading German armies 
in the recent world war, looking to the 
Germans as liberators from the Jewish 
secret police. Yet for reasons above stated, 
the Kremlin dares not appear genuinely 
anti-Semitic, even if Jews lose control. 

The policy seems to be about as it was 
described in the May, 1951, bulletin (No. 
6, “Jews Behind the Iron Curtain”) of 
the American Jewish Committee: 

"With Jewish Communists in control of every 
sphere of Jewish communo/ life, organised re¬ 
ligious and educational activities are last com¬ 
ing to an end, though some elderly Orthodox 
Jews are making valiant efforts to arrange, on a 
small scale, Hebrew training to counteract the 
tendency towards assimilation . . . One sad 
effect of Communist domination is the neglect

I suppose Oxnam, who hides behind the robes 
of a Christian minister, will deny that he sent 
the greetings — os he lied to me and to Upton 
Close in more than one letter, some years ago.

of Jewish cemeteries and former communal in¬ 
stitutions" 

You see, in order for the Jewish power 
cult to hold its grip on the Communist ap¬ 
paratus it must sacrifice some members 
of its tribe to the mixed Jewish-gentile 
movement, a movement which induces the 
interbreeding and destruction of all the 
races, while Zionism induces the inter¬ 
breeding and destruction of all the races 
except the Jews, quickening the race con¬ 
sciousness of its own people, even some 
of those in the Communist camp. 

Heinrich Heine, Jewish poet and leader 
of the Communist youth in Germany and 
collaborator of Karl Marx, spoke of Com¬ 
munism, which he pictured as destined 
to wipe out all racial, religious and na¬ 
tional lines and destroy the upper classes, 
as a “temporary” force. This reminds me 
of the report by the U. S. Army Intelli¬ 
gence service, released in 1920 and pub¬ 
lished in the Chicago Tribune, June 19 
of that year, which I have quoted before. 
This report said that “within the ranks of 
Communism" was a party of Jews who 
were out to establish “a new racial dom¬ 
ination of the world," and that the Jewish 
power movement already was organized 
under various guises in all the leading 
countries of the world, 

"To its leaders Communism is only an inci¬ 
dent." 

What then is to follow Communism? Obviously, 


if the Jewish power element wins-—it will be a 
Jewish enslaved world. 

Have the Jews lost control of the Com¬ 
munist apparatus? To them, “Communism 
is only an incident," a front, destroying 
the divine races of mankind, hurling na¬ 
tion against nation in suicidal wars, 
and if and when it has served its purpose 
or the Jews lose control of it—we need 
have no doubt that the Jewish bankers in 
Washington and New York will cry out 
for gentile soldiers to destroy the Soviet 
Union. 

The Jewish leaders are not calling for 
war on the Soviets. They and their news¬ 
papers still attack with great vehemence 
Senator Joe McCarthy and all who ex¬ 
pose and oppose the Communist machine. 

Senator Herbert Lehman of the firm of 
Lehman and Company, though a Demo¬ 
crat, is first to defend Eisenhower’s Soviet- 
appeasing foreign policies; Zionist Leh¬ 
man was elected with the help of the 
Communist vote; the Eisenhower foreign 
policies, essentially shaped by Sidney Wein¬ 
berg, dominant figure in the banking firm 
of -Goldman .and Sachs, are appeasing- -the 
Soviet Union, treating that government 
which has vowed our destruction, not as 
an enemy but as an old friend. 

We must conclude that the Jews have 
not lost their grip on the Russian Bear’s 
tail. 

Meanwhile, there now appears to be a 
“deliberate policy on the part of the Com¬ 
munist countries to refrain from men¬ 
tioning Jewish affairs,” according to the 
London Jewish Chronicle of November 
13, 1953. 

What a pitiful thing that the President 
does not consider the future freedom and 
welfare of America, rather than that of 
the Jewish power element; he could so 
easily split the unholy alliance of Jews 
and non-Jews and help the Christians 
regain freedom and relieve the West of 
the nightmare of an atom-powered Soviet 
Union.

battled and so-far uncompromising Senator 
Bricker singled out Clay and went after 
him. 

"Bricker accused Gen. Lucius D. Clay of a 'defib- 
erafe misrepresentation' of the purposes and ef¬ 
fect of the amendment. Bricker referred angrily 
to Clay's statement that hod the amendment been 
in effect, the Berlin airlift might have been 
impossible. 

"Senate Majority Leader William F. Know- 
land (Republican, California) entered the de¬ 
bate with defense of Clay as a 'distinguished 
American soldier' who has a right to tell the 
American people of his 'misgivings' about the 
Bricker amendment. . . 


"Senator Dennis Chavez (Democrat, New 
Mexico) told the Senators that they should ig- 
noro Clay's Wows. He referred to the retired 
general as a man who 'never has been elected 
to a single office'." 

It is typical logic that the left wingers 
would use the Berlin airlift as something 
to be proud of.

THE NEW RRICKEIt AMENDMENT 

by 

Raymond Moley 

Professor of Public Lata, Columbia University 


I don't look upon this discussion today as a 
debate. This is serious business and little can be 
contributed to its peaceful resolution by contests 
in forensics, tests of memory, demonstrations of 
eloquence or the massing of scholarship. 

Nor can it be resolved in the hot atmosphere 
of emotion. There has been too much of that 
already. 

I am especially alarmed at efforts to make this 
a sectional issue by portraying the Middle-West, 
in which I am proud to have been born and 
raised, the domain in which there roam, more or 
less without the ornaments or faculties of civiliza¬ 
tion, a species of isolated beings unable to see 
beyond the moderate eminence of the Appalachian 
Mountains. 

I see this meeting rather as an opportunity to 
present to a group of thoughtful men of the bar 
and the bench my reasons for believing an amend¬ 
ment to the Constitution to be necessary. 

We cannot establish this proposition by long 
discussions of legal rationalization and prece¬ 
dents. Nor can it be resolved by what might be 
called in rather vulgar Latin “argumentum ab 
testimonium.” (I am not using the word “au¬ 
thority.") That is the method that Senator Wiley 
has been using. It reminds me of Senator Morse's 
weekly encumbrance of the “Record" with an 
outpouring of his fan mail. 

We are not selling Pond's cold cream by the 
massing of society women; not Calvert's whiskey 
by the pictorial presentation of men of distinc¬ 
tion. It is, I believe, a good rule of law that a 
case is not necessarily made by a numerical pre¬ 
ponderance of witnesses. 

There are at least four reasons why this issue 
cannot be settled by the usual massing of pre¬ 
cedents. 

First, it is well nigh impossible to determine 
in advance how this particular Supreme Court 
will interpret anything. That Court is still the 
dwelling place of the capricious spirit that once 
occupied a body now in a grave in Hyde Park. 
The Court made by Roosevelt has chosen to put 
the stamp of judicial sanction upon a revolution 
in public policy. With that indeterminable future 
before us, it would be folly to cope with nice 
predictions now. 

Second, stare decisis can throw only a feeble 
light upon the subject because of the fact that 


almost all of the law on the subject was swept 
aside by the two momentous eases of Missouri v. 
Holland in 1920 and by United States v. Pink in 
1942. 

Third, a revolution in the realm of foreign 
relations has come with the vast machinery of 
international conferences and agreements which 
have accompanied the interrelationships of the 
war period and the coming of the United Nations. 
These have produced legislation by international 
agreements which has thrust itself deeply into the 
social, political, and economic affairs of every 
American citizen. 

Fourth, we cannot know at this moment the 
exact form which an amendment will ultimately 
take. Dozens of drafts have been considered al¬ 
ready, Hence, before we can get to the fine points 
of interpretation we must have the language. 

I shall return presently to my second and third 
points. 

I believe that we should rest our judgment in 
this issue upon something that underlies the law 
itself and the Constitution above the law. I 
would call attention to the facts of human nature 
and history. Our Constitution, any constitution, 
is a solemn reminder to all of us that the wisdom 
of the ages has determined that frail human 
nature is not to be trusted. We are a good sort, 
far above our simian ancestors, but a sort that 
needs watching. Our Constitution is and our 
public policy should be rooted in the common 
sense that grows from that fact. We make law 
to enable the weak to live safely with the strong, 
the individual to live safely with the multitude, 
the governed to be shielded from oppression by 
the governors, and the administrators of public 
business to be sharply reminded that they are 
mortal and are threatened by habit and by the 
toxic poison of power. 

Representative government is the creature of 
that characterization of human nature. The Con¬ 
stitution vests "all,” not some legislative power in 
a Congress which shall consist of two houses, not 
one. I might add that this Congress over the past 
two decades has been the moderating force in 
what might have been a headlong social revo¬ 
lution. For this restraint it has had the con¬ 
sistent and at times violent enmity of two Presi¬ 
dents and all of the left-wing groups and individ¬ 
uals in the nation. The anti-Congress movement 
is, however, only an American version of world¬ 
wide anti-parliamentarianism—a trend plainly 
perceptible over the past generation. 

In matters concerning domestic affairs, I want 
to maintain the sanctity of Constitutional legisla¬ 
tive power. One of the indispensable features of 
all of the acceptable amendments is that when 
legislation is proposed by treaty, the House as well 
as the Executive and the Senate is made a par¬ 
ticipant. 

I suspect that there are those within my 
hearing who are thinking that this phase of my 
discussion is pretty theoretical. I answer that it 
is of the very stuff of life and that I know its im- 
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portance because I have lived with men in power. 
We are dealing with men—men in the fleshnot 
concepts, in a book of theory. 

When, as a young college teacher, I was con¬ 
ducting courses in government here at Western 
Reserve University thirty-five years ago, 1 had 
a great deal to say about executive responsibility. 

1 talked about putting all the eggs in one basket, 
about the need for strong and untrammeled 
leadership by the executive. And to my shame 
and embarrassment now, I had caustic things to 
say about the imbecilities of legislative bodies. 

I never learned to appreciate the importance 
of the Constitution and the wisdom of those who 
had made it until I had lived, cheek by jowl, with 
men high in power. For three years I lived in 
direct and intimate contact with a President of 
the United States. For two years before that I 
enjoyed the same relationship with him when he 
was Governor of New York. During those three 
years in contact with Washington I knew the bu¬ 
reaucracy of the State Department at first hand. 
For a spell I held high, policy-making office over 
them. 

It was when I saw the malignant infection of 
power creeping over that once gracious and 
modest man that I fled from the Presence. I may 
say that in 1936 when I terminated a warm 
friendship and a position of influence for which 
many would give much, it was because I was 
afraid of what might happen. Particularly what 
would happen after another tremendous victory 
at the polls in that year 1936. Like Pyrrhus, the 
enemy of Rome, I reasoned that “another such 
victory and we are ruined.” I may add that when 
during the next two years the Executive attempted 
first to subjugate the Supreme Court and then 
the Congress, I found my apprehensions justified. 

And now let us revert to the present danger 
because of which an amendment is essential. 

Let me briefly note a few historical facts about 
the case of Missouri v. Holland. Congress passed 
a migratory bird act in 1913 which was declared 
unconstitutional by two district courts. Chief 
Justice White seems to have ascertained that his 
court was divided 3-3. He asked his Librarian, 
later the distinguished Professor Borchard of 
Yale, for an opinion. Borchard's answer was 
that the lower courts were right. Several stories 
are told about how it was then decided to resort 
to the treaty power to breach the Tenth Amend¬ 
ment. The possibility of such overriding of the 
Constitution was no secret, however. I, like Pro¬ 
fessor Borchard, was a student of the great John 
Bassett Moore. I learned in his class in 1915 
that the way was wide open for such an approach. 
But I wish here to let the distinguished co-chair¬ 
man of the committee now opposing an amend¬ 
ment, John W. Davis, speak. He was in that 
period Solicitor General. He said to the New 
York Bar Association last year: 

“I took it upon myself ... to march over to the 
Department of State and say to them—I think it 
was to Secretary Lansing in person . . . that if 
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he would negotiate a treaty with Canada pro¬ 
viding for the protection of these migratory ani¬ 
mals which neither country was able to protect 
alone, and if under that treaty Congress should 
be empowered to pass a statute for their protec¬ 
tion, I thought it would stand up, and it was so 
done/' 

The rain of fire over the states through which 
the birds dew was indeed distressing. But please 
note something' that has not so far as I know been 
mentioned in this debate—that there was a con¬ 
stitutional remedy: the interstate compact. But 
Davis was in a hurry, which is the besetting sin 
of bureaucrats. He was willing to cut corners. 

The Pink case was decided in 1942. It involved 
a clash between the law of New York and an 
executive agreement between President Roosevelt 
and Commissar Litvinof. The decision ruled that 
the agreement overrode the law of New York 
and, incidentally, the Fifth Amendment. 

Thus, the treaty power stands supreme over 
the Fifth and the Tenth Amendment. 

Those opponents of an amendment who say 
that the Missouri v. Holland case did not reverse 
established law must reckon with Davis. He 
could not save the ducks without a treaty. He 
got the treaty. And the Supreme Court did the 
rest. 

Now let us look at the danger presented by 
what internationalists call the new orientation of 
the United States in world affairs. General Clay, 
who is co-chairman of the Committee against the 
Bricker Amendment, says that the Berlin air lift 
would have been impossible without an executive 
agreement. 1 bitterly regretted, as a matter of 
friendly journalistic competition, that my friend, 
George Sokoisky, had beaten me to the punch by 
pointing out that if there had been no executive 
agreement to isolate Berlin there would have been 
no need for an air lift. In fact, if every Ameri¬ 
can citizen could read of the incredible damage 
to our position in the world made by interna¬ 
tional agreements in Germany, there would be 
such a demand for protection in the future that 
a super-Brieker amendment would be passed. In¬ 
cidentally, the Berlin air lift agreement did not 
involve the domestic law of the United States 
which the Bricker Amendment is designed to 
protect. Let me offer a quote from Clay. 

With reference to the incredible stupidity of 
Ambassador Winant, who was the chief figure 
in isolating Berlin, Clay says: 

“Ambassador Winant believed that the right to 
be in Berlin carried with it right of access and 
that it would only confuse the issue to raise it 
in connection with the agreement.” 

Clay says that when he first got his assignment 
he knew nothing of the international agreements 
that were to affect the occupation of Germany. 
Neither, I may add, did the American people 
know. But to continue with Clay, and I quote: 

“A knowledge of these agreements and docu¬ 
ments is essential to an understanding of the 
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negotiations which were shortly to take placx 
Berlin. In fact it may well be said that tft 
German problem as it then stood originated in 
international conference and finally it was al¬ 
ready becoming evident that it could be resolved 
only in international conference. While much 
was written at the time about United States 
policy, based on expediency, being improvised in 
Germany, this appeared to be the case only be¬ 
cause the international discussions had been held 
in secrecy and neither the resulting agreements 
nor the basic policy directive had been or were 
to be published for some time. A study of these 
conferences reveals the degree to which they in¬ 
fluenced and molded our early Germany policy. 
While the full story of all these conferences is 
still not available, the published record suffices 
to show their import and to explain many of the 
administrative actions and decisions which were 
taken in Germany.” 

And since the trouble originated in interna¬ 
tional conferences it cannot be resolved by inter¬ 
national conferences because the Soviet will not 
relinquish what it gained. 

Earlier, of course, there were the agreements 
at Yalta and elsewhere. We only escaped the 
Morgenthau Plan, an agreement written by Harry 
Dexter White and initialed by Roosevelt and 
Churchill, because of the vigorous protests of 
Secretaries Hull and Stimson. 

These are, of course, agreements which do not 
touch the internal affairs of the nation. They 
are in truth international in character, however 
their effect may affect the lives of all of us. I 
offer them to show the fallibility of an unre¬ 
strained executive and bureaucracy. That same 
executive and bureaucracy can under present 
conditions impose agreements upon our internal 
affairs with little notice to the public and with 
little accountability to Congress. 

Only recently I learned from members of the 
Administration itself the profoundly important 
restraints and rigidities that are in store for our 
economy by raw materials agreements on the 
order of the International Wheat Agreement, 
which has recently been roundly condemned by 
the Randall Report. In that case the President's 
commission in January condemned what the 
President promised in July. Tin is the next com¬ 
modity to be regimented by agreement. There is 
still in existence an international body known as 
the International Materials Conference, of which 
the Socialist Attlee is the sire and our State De¬ 
partment is the dam. This organization, set up 
without congressional authority, actually man¬ 
aged to impose a system of international alloca¬ 
tion of raw materials. Committees of this or¬ 
ganization, with offices in the State Department, 
met and decided the “total entitlement for con¬ 
sumption” of each country in the free world, in¬ 
cluding the United States. 

I am not wedded to, nor am I defending here 
any specific form of amendment. As a practical 
matter I would accept either the most recent 
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Bricker proposal or the George proposal. 1 would 
take the George proposal if that is all we can get, 
but I hope for more. In order to achieve some of 
the essential remedy, I am reconciled to a clear 
statement in any amendment which could provide 
that “a treaty or other international agreement 
which conflicts with this Constitution shall not 
be of any force or effect’* and “a treaty or other 
international agreement shall become effective 
as internal law . . . only through legislation by 
Congress.” With these solidly in the Constitu¬ 
tion, Congress can set up machinery to control 
and regulate international agreements. 

The George Amendment provides: 

“Section 1. A provision of a treaty or other 
international agreement which conflicts with this 
Constitution shall not be of any force or effect 

“Section 2. An international agreement other 
than a treaty shall become effective as internal 
law in the United States only by an act of Con- 
gress.” 

The new Bricker amendment is more inclusive 
than the George version only because it adds 
treaties to those international engagements which 
require affirmative action by Congress. But it is 
more practical because it would permit the Senate 
to provide that “such a treaty shall become effec¬ 
tive without legislation** if two-thirds of the 
Senate so decree. This would satisfy the objec¬ 
tions of those who fear that a time lag might 
be perilous in certain cases. 

The new Bricker version would also eliminate 
the “which** clause entirely and vest the final 
authority for protecting the states in the Con¬ 
gress. 

Since either the George or the new Bricker 
amendment would declare that no treaty or inter¬ 
national agreement could conflict with the Con¬ 
stitution and both would bring international 
agreements under the regulatory power of Con¬ 
gress, it would be possible to set up under Federal 
law a means for expeditious checking on inter¬ 
national agreements. This could be done by pro¬ 
viding that such agreements when negotiated by 
the executive should be filed with the appropriate 
committees of Congress and published in the Rec¬ 
ord and that if after a stated number of days the 
Congress should not declare them to be of no 
validity, they would automatically become effec¬ 
tive. There'is no serious problem in setting up 
the necessary regulatory machinery. What is 
needed is the essential power and the will to do. 

And now I sum up what I have said of the 
present danger and the indispensable remedy. 

1. We have had a revolution in judicial inter¬ 
pretation of the effect of treaties and interna¬ 
tional agreements upon the limitations of the Con¬ 
stitution. This has had its clearest expressions 
in the Missouri v. Holland and the Pink cases. 

2. Because of the great increase in our inter¬ 
national concerns, treaties and executive agree¬ 
ments are reaching deeper and deeper into the 
realm of internal affairs. They are in fact becom¬ 
ing a considerable part of the internal law of the 
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land. And some which are pending would ± ^ 

cally alter our social and economic life. 

3. There is a new bureaucracy which, in the \ 
words of a man who under Secretary Byrnes was 
charged with the impossible job of reorganizing 
the State Department, is “a tortuous, labyrin¬ 
thine, bureaucratic assembly line which formu¬ 
lates, determines, interprets and administers our 
foreign policy. The faceless men in that line 
never see the President and Secretary of State 
but they have come to make the decisions that 
constitute our foreign relations/ 1 Their oper¬ 
ations are in secret and in most cases their prod¬ 
uct is unknown to the public and to Congress 
until it is too late to do anything about it. More¬ 
over, we now know that there have been in that 
assembly line subversives and traitors. 

4. For years there has been a gathering storm 
of public resentment against this state of affairs, 
which we have a right to assume made itself felt 
in the election of 1952. 

5. After years of study, responsible lawyers 
decided upon a constitutional amendment, and 
nearly two-thirds of the members of the Senate 
attached their names to a draft. That has now 
passed through many months of study and debate. 

6. After every reasonable effort of the spon¬ 
sors of an amendment to make certain that the 
legitimate need of freedom for the President in 
conducting foreign policy is assured, the issue is 
before the Congress and the country. 

7. If the opponents of any amendment have 
any assurance other than mere dependence upon 
the transitory personnel now in power, they ought 
to present it. The sponsors of an amendment 
have invited suggestions, but they have received 
no answer. 

The best possible ca$e # for* an amendment ,can 
be made from the various, statements and admis¬ 
sions of Secretary Dulles himself. 0 In* Louisville • * 

nearly two years ago, he made the statement 
that “treaty law can override the Constitution 11 
and “cut across the rights given to the people by 
the Bill of Rights/ 1 He admitted before the 
Judiciary Committee of the Senate a year later 
the evil and the danger in certain treaties cooked 
up or being prepared by the agencies of the 
United Nations. He and the President were 
willing in July to accept Section 1 of the old 
Bricker resolution because it was embodied, word 
for word, in the so-called Knowland amendment. 

He surely would be willing to accept a means for 
Congressional regulation of executive agreements, 
because he said before the Judiciary Committee 
last April that “the effect of any treaty as in¬ 
ternal law can be overcome bv a simple act of 
Congress/ 1 Finally, he, as well as the President, 
admits the widespread apprehension of the public 
lest through agreements, secret or otherwise, 
which according to the Court have “the same 
dignity 11 as a treaty, the rights and liberties of 
the people be impaired. I cannot understand the 
constant '•"cation of new objections. 
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Dulles offers only the reassurance that so long* 
as he is in office there is nothing to fear. This is 
frivolous and completely beside the point. Laws 
and constitutions are made for all men, present 
and future alike. We have seen enough of the 
recent past to know the perils that come with 
power-mad or ideologically beguiled statesman¬ 
ship. Every prominent member of the dominant 
faction of the opposition party has expressed 
opposition to any amendment. No doubt Dean 
Acheson detests the idea. That faction may again 
be in power three short years from now. 

There were prototypes in history for those who 
believe no amendment to be necessary. Those 
people opposed the addition of a bill of rights. 
But those blind prophets did not prevail. Now 
we know that the addition of those ten articles 
made the Constitution a stronger home for liberty. 

Let us not merely revere the Constitution as 
a venerable relic whose fabric, however tenderly 
preserved, yet bears mars and weaknesses cre¬ 
ated by heedless tenants and the storms of revo¬ 
lutionary change. Let us from time to time see 
that it is made still more habitable as an abode 
of free men. We march in the spirit of the 
founding fathers when we add perfecting amend¬ 
ments, They built in the light of experience. 
They would if they could tell us to do likewise.
